Bees  get  new  job 


Scientists  in  New  Jersey  are  using  bees  in  an  ingeni- 
ous scheme  to  whip  fireblight,  a  bacterial  disease  of 
the  rose  family.  It  is  particularly  troublesome  on  fire- 
thorn,  cotoneaster,  quince,  pears,  and  apples. 

The  disease  can  be  stopped  with  antibiotics,  but 
only  if  the  antibiotics  are  on  the  plants  at  the  right 
time.  Bees  can  spread  the  disease,  just  by  buzzing 
from  flower  to  flower.  Control  demands  closely  spaced, 
thorough  spraying  during  the  blooming  period. 

Why  not  make  the  bees  spread  the  cure,  as  well  as 
the  disease,  asked  the  scientists.  As  a  test,  they  trapped 
bees  on  their  way  to  an  orchard.  Then  they  allowed 
the  bees  to  escape  through  a  device  that  dusted  them 
with  streptomycin.  As  expected,  the  small  amounts  of 
this  antibiotic  that  the  bees  carried  protected  the 
fruit  blossoms  from  fireblight. 

Most  orchards  today  are  pollinated  by  hives  of  bees 
brought  to  the  trees.  By  equipping  such  hives  with  a 
trap  that  will  dust  the  bees  with  an  effective  anti- 
biotic, fireblight  control  may  be  achieved  without  ex- 
pensive mechanical  spraying. 


Roses  protected  by  Nemagon 


If  you  grow  roses,  you  probably  have  heard  about  the 
root-knot  nematode.  This  is  the  tiny,  wormlike  para- 
site that  attacks  rose  roots,  causing  them  to  form  knots 
or  round  galls. 

The  rose  condition  called  "root  curly  tip"  is  also 
caused  by  a  nematode,  Xiphinema.  This  nematode 
does  not  attack  the  roots  themselves,  but  the  tiny  root 
hairs.  Severe  attacks  result  in  weak,  unthrifty  plants. 

Fortunately,  there  is  a  new  chemical  called  Nema- 
gon  which  can  be  used  to  destroy  these  pests.  It  can  be 
applied  to  the  soil  where  roses  are  growing,  without 
injury  to  the  roses.  Nemagon  is  presently  sold  in  liquid 
form,  but  a  granular  product  is  scheduled  for  intro- 
duction in  the  near  future — perhaps  this  spring. 


Antibiotics  stop  fungi,  too? 


? 


Present-day  antibiotics  have  given  us  excellent  re- 
sults in  the  control  of  bacterial  diseases,  but  have  been 
almost  useless  against  fungus  infections.  Now,  two 
new  antibiotics,  called  Phytoactin  and  Phytostreptin, 
show  fungicidal  properties  that  might  become  exceed- 
ing valuable. 

In  early  tests,  they  showed  promise  in  the  control 
of  such  important  diseases  as  oak  wilt,  bean  rust,  and 
early  and  late  blights  of  tomatoes.  The  basic  research 
was  done  by  Drs.  Ziffer,  Ishihara,  Cairney,  and  Chow.

When  insects  hit 
your  house  plants 

House  plants,  just  like  their  eousins  out 
in  the  garden,  are  sometimes  troubled  by 
insects.

Redspiders  and  mealy  hugs 
are  controlled  by  bathing  the 
leaves  in  warm,  soapy  water, 
followed  by  application  of  an 
insecticide  over  the  plant. 

If  scale  on  plants  is  one  of 
your  problems,  scrub  leaves 
gently  with  a  soft  brush,  then 
apply  the  insecticide. 


Protect  plants  from  a  heavy 
scale  infestation  like  this  by 
inspecting  them  often. 

Earl)  treatment  will  pre- 
vent  serious  damage,  is  more 
effective  than  late  attempts 
at  curing  the  trouble. 

To  control  scale,  purchase  a 
spray  that  is  designed  specif- 
ically for  that  purpose.

Give  your  plants  a  thorough 
dusting  once  a  month,  with  a 
soft  cloth.  Dust  cuts  down  on 
light  the  leaves  receive. 

Clean  the  leaves  gently 
with  warm  water,  too,  making 
certain  that  you  support  them 
from  bottom  as  you  work. 

Leaf  hath  removes  dirt  and 
pore-clogging  grime.  It  also 
keeps  insects  from  settling 
comfortably  on  your  plants.

MOTHER'S  SMOKING 


can  harm  an 


UNBORN  BABY

Doctors  variously  advise  expectant 
mothers  who  smoke  to  cut  down,  quit 
altogether,  or  to  go  ahead  and  smoke 
as  much  as  before  pregnancy.  This 
report  on  recent  research  should  help 
to  overcome  past  confusion. 


^/hould  the  expectant  mother  smoke  dur- 
ing pregnancy?  Research  isn't  final,  but 
Dr.  W.  J.  Simpson,  California  obstetrician, 
presents  evidence  that  she  should  not. 

Dr.  Simpson's  recent  report  in  the  Amer- 
ican Journal  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  indi- 
cates that  there  is  a  relationship  between 
mothers'  smoking  and  premature  births. 
And  since  prematurity  is  the  greatest  con- 
tributing factor  (in  this  country)  to  fetal 
death  and  death  during  the  first  month  of 
life,  the  Simpson  study  takes  on  consider- 
able importance. 

Facts  for  the  study  were  gathered  over  a 
period  of  three  years,  beginning  with  all 
patients  delivered  at  San  Bernardino 
County  (California)  Hospital.  Two  private 
hospitals  joined  the  study  one  year  later.  In 
total,  the  report  covered  7,499  women. 

Doctor  Simpson's  research  considers 
such  factors  as  age  of  the  mother,  previous 
pregnancies,  race,  and  income.  Infants 
were  considered  premature  if  they  weighed 
5}/£  pounds  or  less  at  birth.  Multiple  births 
were  excluded. 

Of  the  babies  delivered  at  the  County 
Hospital,  50.6  percent  were  Latin  Ameri- 
cans. The  mothers  of  these  babies  reported 
less  smoking  than  any  other  group  and,  sig- 
nificantly, showed  lowest  prematurity  rate. 

For  the  two  private  hospitals  the  ratio 
of  premature  babies  was  approximately 
twice  as  high  for  the  smokers  as  for  non- 
smokers.  The  difference  was  less  at  the 
County  Hospital — possibly  because  of 
other  factors:  poor  diet  during  pregnancy, 
the  large  number  of  unwed  mothers  (many 
of  whom  may  have  attempted  to  bring  on 
abortion),  and  lack  of  prenatal  care.  Thir- 
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ty  percent  of  County  Hospital  patients  did 
not  receive  prenatal  care,  while  only  7  per- 
cent of  private  hospital  patients  did  not 
have  medical  attention  during  pregnancy. 

The  prematurity  rates  for  heavy  smokers 
(those  who  reported  smoking  more  than  10 
cigarettes  a  day),  light  smokers  (between 
1  and  10  cigarettes  a  day),  and  nonsmokers 
were  plotted  against  the  age  of  the  mother. 
The  prematurity  rates  at  every  age  were 
consistently  higher  for  heavy  and  light 
smokers  than  for  nonsmokers. 

Most  striking  in  the  results  was  the  ap- 
parent relationship  between  prematurity 
and  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked  each  day. 
The  more  cigarettes  smoked  each  day,  the 
higher  the  prematurity  rate. 

In  fact,  the  relation  between  the  number 
of  cigarettes  smoked  and  the  prematurity 
rate  was  very  close.  Those  who  smoked  15 
cigarettes  per  day  accounted  for  13.6  per- 
cent of  the  prematurity.  Those  who  smoked 
25  cigarettes  accounted  for  25  percent  of 
the  prematurity.  Very  heavy  smokers — 
smoking  35  cigarettes  per  day — accounted 
for  33.38  percent. 

JLf  the  patients  were  at  all  inaccurate  in  re- 
porting the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked 
per  day,  Doctor  Simpson  is  convinced  that 
they  ;/w/crestimated  rather  than  overesti- 
mated the  amount. 

Before  describing  her  own  work  with  hu- 
man subjects,  Doctor  Simpson  reviewed 
some  of  the  previous  research  that  has  been 
done  to  determine  the  effects  of  smoking 
on  women's  reproductive  processes. 

In  1949,  a  German  researcher,  Dr.  Paul 
Bernard,  reported  on  a  20-year  study  of 


458  women  who  were  habitual  smokers 
and  of  5,000  women  who  did  not  smoke. 
Doctor  Bernard  found  that  disorders  of  the 
thyroid  were  nearly  seven  times  as  frequent 
in  smokers  as  in  nonsmokers.  Menstrual 
disorders  were  present  in  over  36  percent  of 
the  smokers  as  compared  to  slightly  over  13 
percent  of  the  nonsmokers.  Premature 
menopause  occurred  in  more  than  20  per- 
cent of  the  smokers  compared  with  less 
than  2  percent  of  the  nonsmokers. 

IJody  poisons,  which  sometimes  develop 
during  pregnancy,  were  much  more  fre- 
quent in  smokers  than  in  nonsmokers. 
Doctor  Bernard  reported  further  that  ab- 
sorbed nicotine  could  stimulate  the  smooth 
muscles  of  the  uterus,  the  tubes,  and  the 
ligaments — and  lead  to  contractions. 

Doctor  Simpson  showed  further  that  to- 
bacco factories  in  different  parts  of  the 
world  and  at  different  periods  of  time  have 
furnished  valuable  data  as  to  the  effects  on 
women  of  contact  with  tobacco. 

In  1931,  researcher  Mgalobeli  of  Ger- 
many reported  that  among  women  work- 
ers in  tobacco  factories  there  were  fewer 
pregnancies,  more  miscarriages,  and  a 
greater  death  rate  for  their  infants  during 
the  first  3  years  of  life. 

A  study  in  Brazil  showed  that  miscar- 
riages and  stillbirths  more  than  doubled  in 
women  working  with  tobacco. 

Both  human  and  animal  research,  Doc- 
tor Simpson  points  out,  support  the  idea 
that  when  cigarettes  are  smoked  during 
pregnancy  the  nicotine  passes  through  the 
placenta  to  the  developing  fetus.  In  1935,

Mother's  smoking  can  harm

Sontag  and  Wallace  observed  that 
cigarette  smoking  during  preg- 
nancy increases  the  fetal  heart  rate 
in  human  subjects.  This  was  con- 
firmed 5  years  ago  by  a  German  in- 
vestigator who  conducted  ,21  hu- 
man experiments. 

Finnish  biologists  found  that 
when  nicotine  was  injected  into 
rabbits  in  the  earliest  stages  of 
pregnancy,  it  dissolved  the  devel- 
oping cells.  If  injected  during  the 
actively  dividing  phase  of  the  em- 
bryo, the  nicotine  passed  through 
the  placenta  and  destroyed  thetis- 
sues  of  the  fetus. 


Ot 


'ther  researchers  demonstrated 
that  nicotine  is  secreted  in  the 
breast  milk  of  smoking  women.  In 
work  with  mice,  cats,  and  rats,  it 
was  found  that  nicotine  blocks  the 
production  of  milk,  reduces  litter 
size,  and  increases  the  mortality 
during  the  nursing  period — though 
one  researcher  reported  no  remark- 
able difference  in  mortality  rate 
during  the  period  of  lactation  be- 
tween the  controls  and  the  treated 
mice. 

When  interpreting  animal  data. 
Doctor  Simpson  agrees,  one  must 
be  careful  not  to  ignore  basic  dif- 
ferences between  animal  and  hu- 
man subjects — such  as  the  relative 
amounts  of  the  dose  of  nicotine, 
the  method  and  rate  of  administra- 
tion,   nicotine    tolerance,    and    the 


differences  in  response  to  the  drug. 

But  even  when  test  animals  were 
subjected  only  to  tobacco  smoke 
(approximating  human  smoking  of 
about  one  pack  of  cigarettes  per 
day),  the  young  were  underweight 
— as  much  as  17  percent  smaller  at 
birth  than  were  the  controls;  the 
stillbirth  rate  was  1 0  times  as  great, 
and  only  one-third  as  many  oil- 
spring  of  the  mothers  exposed  to 
-  cigarette  smoke  lived  to  maturitv. 

Forty  years  ago,  the  problem  of 
what  advice  concerning  smoking 
should  be  given  the  pregnant 
'  woman  was  unimportant  so  far  as 
numbers  go.  A  majority  of  women 
then  did  not  smoke. 

By  1935,  leading  obstetricians  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada, 
replying  to  a  questionnaire,  re- 
ported that  48  percent  of  their  pa- 
tients smoked.  Undoubtedly,  the 
proportion  today  would  be  far 
greater. 

Yet,  there  has  been  relatively 
little  research  done,  particularly  at 
the  human  level,  on  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  expectant  mothers 
should  smoke.  Dr.  Winea  Simp- 
son's is  one  of  the  few  recent  stu- 
dies published. 

Uoctor  Simpson  called  her  re- 
search as  of  the  date  of  her  report, 
a  "preliminary  study."  The  work 
is  continuing  and  further  reports 
will  be  made.

Let's  see  what  the  Gunthers  did  to  better  their 
kitchen  and  qualify  for  this  "success  story"

Aflrr.  Refrigerator  moves  into  work -center  "circle,"  eliminating  the  long  march  that  was  necessary  when 
refrigerator  stood  in  hack  alcove.  The  Gunthers  doubled  counter  space,  shortened  distances  between 
appliances  by  placing  the  cooking  top  in  a  curving  peninsula.  Ventilator  and  hood  are  in  suspended 
cabinet  over  cooking  top.  Built-in  oven  was  set  into  tall  cabinet  at  right.  Storage  on  family-dining  side 
of  peninsula  houses  linens,  silver,  cereals,  table  appliances.  Baseboard  heating  replaces  old  radiators. 


ll«'for«».  Out-of-reach  cabinets,  eyesore  ra- 
diator, and  inadequate  lighting  were  listed 
by  the  Gunthers  as  "the  first  things  to  go" 
in  this  corner,  lor  dishwashing  ease,  the  wall- 
hung  sink  needed  a  counter  at  lelt  (see  plan).

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Weekday  family  dinners  are  really  pleasant  in  our  comfortable  kitchen.  The  big,  oval  pine  table 
is  just  right  for  all  of  us — Husband  Ken,  Timmy,  me,  Susie,  Jigger.  Work  counters  form  an  "L" 
at  far  walls  so  we  hardly  notice  the  unavoidable  kitchen  mess.  Yet  everything's  easy  to  reach.  Our 
more  formal  dining  room  gets  its  share  of  use,  too  —  for  company,  holiday,  and  Sunday  dinners.

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Ixercise  is  a  marvelous  cosmetic  says 
Elizabeth  Arden,  famous  beauty  authority. 
Miss  Arden  is  an  evangelist  for  exercise;  if 
she  could  put  it  in  jars,  she  would.  Her  am- 
bition is  to  make  exercise  as  routine  a  beau- 
tifier  as  lipstick  or  skin  cream.  And  she  is 
a  staunch  believer  in  dieting  along  with 
exercise  when  the  scales  so  dictate. 

The  exercises  you  see  on  these  pages  are 
easy  to  do  in  your  own  bedroom.  All  are 
pleasures,  not  penalties,  and  without  one 
huff-and-puff  in  the  scries.  The  proof  is  il- 
lustrated. There's  a  record-player  in  the 
picture  at  left,  and  a  stack  of  your  favorite, 
records.  That's  the  special  pleasure:  music. 

You  move  to  a  musical  accompaniment, 
each  tune  selected  for  its  special  beat.  You 
will  discover  that  some  rhythms  act  as  spot- 
reducers.  The  calypso,  "Marianne,"  for  in- 
stance, will  help  while  you  slim  your  hips 
more  than  any  brisk  1-2-3-4  count  will.  And 
what  could  be  dreamier  than  deepening 
the  dent  in  your  waistline  to  a  Strauss 
waltz  or  "Begin  the  Beguine." 


While  the  band  plays  on,  the  swing,  the 
sway,  the  stretch  of  each  exercise  seems  al- 
most effortless,  almost  automatic.  And  the 
pleasure  of  music  works  with  you.  Medical 
therapists  reassure  Miss  Arden  that:  Music 
diverts  the  mind,  lets  muscles  respond  with 
less  strain,  matching  the  heartbeat. 

Custom-made,  these  exercises  are  an  easy 
fit  into  any  woman's  daily  beauty  routine. 
The  homemaker  who  complains  she  is  too 
tired  to  exercise  will  discover  they  are  a 
restful  switch  in  activities.  For  all,  except 
one,  are  performed  while  lying  comfortably 
on  the  floor,  or  sitting  in  a  chair.  Twenty 
minutes  spent  this  way,  exercising  on  the 
horizontal,  while  Joey  Bushkin  ripples 
through  Irving  Berlin  melodies,  seems  like 
pleasant  recreation.  And  there  can  be  this 
surprise:  Pepping  up  circulation  often  un- 
tires  a  homemaker  faster  than  a  short  nap. 

Beauty  gains  can  he  made  early — kept 
longer — with  this  plan.  A  teen-ager  is  old 
enough  to  exercise  for  beauty's  sake  the  day

lipstick,  Miss  Arden  advises.  Tennis-court  and  similar  activ- 
ities are  excellent,  usually  seasonal.  But  a  few,  fast  beauty 
motions,  daily,  can  be  the  making  of  a  young  beauty. 

The  record-player  exercises  can  be  adjusted  to  a  slower  tem- 
po for  the  woman  whose  age  has  been  a  constant  "21  plus"  for 
years  and  years.  A  long-playing  program  helps  her  to  lose  the 
giveaway  age  lines  of  cramped  shoulders,  a  stiff  walk,  creaking 
knees.  She  goes  through  all  the  motions  only  as  far  as  she  can 
without  straining.  And  while  lithe,  young  grace  may  never  be 
recaptured,  a  gracious  figure  can  certainly  take  its  place.  (Of 
course,  if  the  doctor  forbids  exercise, 'forego  these.) 

Miss  Arden  is  still  busily  proving,  day  after  day,  to  dieter 
after  dieter,  that  the  smaller  portion  can  be  satisfying,  that 
pounds  are  shed  while  eating  delicious  food.  But  she  insists 
there  is  only  one  way  for  contours  to  make  a  comeback:  by 
firming  the  muscles  that  make  the  Contours.  A  figure's  allure  is 
all  in  its  muscle  tone,  Miss  Arden  says  bluntly. 

For  dieters,  then,  a  taller  stack  of  records — at  least  40  min- 
utes' playing  time.  And  in  case  the  dieter  hasn't  noticed: 
Faces  lose  weight,  too.  The  brightest  lipstick  won't  brighten 
the  tense  look  off  a  dieter's  face.  Try  exercise. 

The  experts  at  Elizabeth  Arden  salons  find  the  most  intense 
searcher  after  beauty  responds  to  the  word  "exercise"  with  a 
hollow  laugh,  a  shrug,  or  a  definite  not-for-me.  Their  advice: 
Give  these  exercises  a  whirl,  just  once,  and  convince  yourself. 
You  will  be  astonished  at  the  big  tug  they  instantly  give  to 
muscles  you've  put  in  storage.  From  the  first  lift  of  your  arms, 
you'll  know  you're  in  the  right  direction — shaping  up  the  mus- 
cles that  may  have  let  your  figure  down. 

XI ow  to  make  an  exercise  routine  a  successful  habit?  Set  aside 
a  definite  time  each  day  (after  the  children  leave  for  school, 
perhaps).  Set  up  the  props  beforehand:  records,  phonograph, 
chair,  leotard.  Think  while  you  move:  Feel  the  pull  of  the  muscles 
and  get  with  them.  If  you  are  stiff,  go  through  the  motions  as 
far  as  comfort  permits  until  you're  more  limber.  Weather  per- 
mitting, throw  open  the  windows  so  you  can  breathe  deeply. 
Skip  any  exercise  that  "hurts."  If  muscles  feel  stiff  the  day 
after  exercising,  work  out  the  stiffness  with  more  exercise  (but 
don't  overdo  it).  When  you  can  breeze  through  the  20-minute 
stint  you  have  set  for  yourself,  increase  the  number  of  times 
you  do  each  exercise;  don't  merely  add  to  the  number  of  exer- 
cises. If  you're  tired  from  your  day's  work,  don't  fudge  on  your 
exercises:  a  change  of  activity  is  just  what  your  muscles  need. 
When  you  are  tired  because  you've  been  exercising,  then  stop.

Lie  on  the  floor,  arms  out  at  shoulder  level,  palms  up. 
Bend  knees  over  chest;  drop  legs  to  right  till  they  touch 
floor;  keep  knees  on  floor  and  pull  them  up  to  elbow;  return 
knees  to  chest.  Alternate  sides,  10  times  each. 

Tempo  should  be  drop  right,  pull  up,  over  chest;  drdp 
left,  and  so  forth,  all  to  the  classic  nostalgia  of  "Stardust," 
or  that  hit  by  the  Ames  Brothers,  "Tammy."

e  had  many  reasons  to  make  over  our  basement," 
wrote  Mr.  Binkert.  "We  needed  additional  seating,  more 
storage  for  toys  (always  in  the  middle  of  the  floor),  extra 
sleeping  space,  and  a  place  for  the  children  to  entertain. 
•When  the  job  was  done,  we  managed  to  include  a 
study  for  me — without  cutting  the  small  room  size." 


New  storage  cabinet  forms  room  divider,  gives  feeling 
of  an  entry  hall.  Movie  projector  goes  inside,  while  rec- 
ord-player rolls  out  above.  Benches  double  as  bunks  for 
children  when  guests  need  upstairs  bedrooms. 

Binkerts  did  entire  remodeling  project  themselves  for 
less  than  S800,  using  plywood  base  for  cabinetry. 


Here's  how  the  Binkerts  got  both  living  and  storage  space  from  their 
cramped  10xl7-foot  basement.  Built-in  TV  and  bookcase  take  up  no 
floor  space,  roll  out  for  servicing  and  access  to  crawl  space. 

There's  more  storage  on  shelves  below  television  and  in  the  large 
drawers  under  bench  at  far  right.  Draperies  conceal  small  windows.

Xleie  are  some  of  the  benefits  of 
new  fibers  and  finishes  used  for 
fabric  fashions  on  page  58.  For 
others,  see  labels.  But  no  matter 
what  they" re  made  of.  all  curtains 
and  draperies  should  be  checked 
for  good  workmanship,  plenty  of 
fullness,  and  straight  cut. 

Synthetic  drapery  fibers  offer 
many  advantages.  Fabrics  of  Fiber- 
glas  are  fastest  drying — can  be  re- 
hung  at  your  windows  without 
ironing  just  minutes  after  washing. 
Fiberglas  can"t  burn  and  won't  rot 
even  when  hanging  in  strong  sun- 
light. Dust  shakes  off  easily. 

Nylon  and  Dacron  fabrics  dry 
quickly  and  need  only  a  quick 
touch-up  with  the  iron  if  washed 
without  wringing.  They  stay  crisp 
and  fresh  looking,  are  moth-  and 
mildewproof.  Curtains  made  of 
Dacron  should  have  a  tag  furnished 
by  the  fiber  manufacturer  to  assure 
proper  thread  count  for  long  wear.

GARDM 


In  all  areas 


House  plants:  See  that  they  are  given 

a    front-row   seat    on    window    sills. 

Longer   days   mean   more   light   for 

them,  better  growing  days. 

New  shrubs  and  trees:  In  some  areas  the  planting  season 

is  here,  in  others,  it's  right  around  the  corner.  Determine 

your  needs,  place  your  order,  plant  as  soon  as  you  can. 

Wait,  and  you  may  be  disappointed  by  short  supplies. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns:     In     the     Lower 

South,  this  is  a  good  time 

to  begin  your  early  spring 

lawn  feeding  program. 

Fruits:  Feed  fruit  trees  this  month.  Remember  that  grass 

growing  around  the  trees  will  take  a  lot  of  the  food.  Be 

liberal  with  the  food  as  you  scatter  it  under  trees. 

Vegetables:  In  the  Lower  South,  root  crops  may  be  plant- 
ed now.  These  include  carrots,  beets,  and  Irish  potatoes. 
Plant  onion,  cabbage,  lettuce,  and  spinach,  too.  ...  In  the 
Upper  South,  carrots,  beets,  cabbage,  and  onion  sets  may  go 
out  now.  Hold  off  a  bit  on  less  hardy  vegetables. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Give  camellias  a  feeding  when  their 
bloom  reaches  its  peak;  repeat  in  six  weeks.  .  .  .  Look  over 
blooms  on  neighbor's  plants.  Find  out  the  names  of  varieties 
you  might  like  to  add  in  your  garden. 


Central  and  East 


Lawns:  Check  on  the  lawn 
furniture  in  storage.  Is  it  still 
safe  from  moisture?  How's  the 
paint?  This  might  be  a  good 
time  to  brush  on  new  colors  and  protection. 

Vegetables:  Seed  catalogs  are  on  the  way.  Plan  your  vege- 
table garden  from  them.  Make  it  a  point  to  try  something 
"different"  this  year. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Remove  heavy  snow  covers  from  ever- 
greens, but  don't  try  to  knock  ice  off  brittle  boughs.  Instead, 
prop  up  sagging  limbs  to  keep  them  from  snapping  off.  .  .  . 
Check  trees  for  storm  or  wind  damage.  The  sooner  you  re- 
move damaged  limbs,  the  better. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bidbs:  Bulbs  in  storage  need 
the  same  checking  you  gave  to  fruits.  .  .  .  Bring  some  early 
spring  into  your  home  by  forcing  branches  of  Japanese 
quince,  magnolias,  or  cherry. 


Inspect  house  plants  regularly  for 
evidence  of  insects.  \\  here  they've 
pained  a  foothold,  spray  periodical- 
ly with  pesticide  pressure  bomb. 
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Shade  ground  around  mounded  roses 
\\  itb  boughs  cut  from  your  discarded 
Christinas  tree.  Heavy  mulch  stops 
alternate  thawing,  freezing  of  soil 
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Pacific  Northwest 


Fruits:  Make  dormant  spray- 
ing of  fruit  trees  one  of  your 
must  projects  this  month. 
Peach-leaf  curl  is  one  of  the 
biggest  problems  in  the  home  garden.  It's  one  of  the  easiest 
to  control  with  a  systematic  spraying  schedule. 

Vegetables:  A  good  idea  is  to  discard  old  seeds  left  over 
from  last  year.  Some  might  still  be  good,  but  most  could 
lead  to  disappointment  if  planted  this  year. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Wait  for  mild,  thawing  weather,  then 
set  out  woody  plants.  Exceptions  which  must  wait  for  warm- 
er weather:  magnolias  and  dogwoods. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Where  the  soil  has 
thawed  enough  for  digging,  set  out  bulbs  where  you  didn't 
get  them  planted  last  fall. 


California 


Fruits:  In  all  parts  of  the  state,  this  is  an 
ideal  time  to  prune  fruit  trees.  If  you've 
got  trees  that  haven't  been  pruned  for 
years  and  years,  don't  try  to  make  up 
for  it  all  at  once.  Take  some  off  now.  Take  some  more  off 
next  year. 

Vegetables:  Plan  the  vegetable  garden  now.  Make  it  big- 
ger if  you  were  crowded  last  year — make  it  smaller  if  you 
grew  more  than  you  could  handle.  When  you've  finished 
planning,  start  working  on  your  seed  lists — send  them  off 
soon.  .  .  .  Set  out  roots  of  rhubarb  and  asparagus  this  month. 
Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  To  increase  your  supply 
of  mums,  take  cuttings  and  start  them  in  moist  sand.  Wait 
until  next  month  if  you  plan  dividing  your  mum  plants. 


Texas-Southwest 


Lawns:  Continue  to  water 
dormant  lawns  to  prevent 
winterkilling.  .  .  .  Make  a  note 
to  add  edgings  around  plant- 
ing beds  to  ease  mowing  chores  when  s?rass  begins  to  grow 
again. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Some  shrubs  and  trees  may  be  planted 
this  month — weather  permitting.  Chinese  elm  and  Arizona 
ash  are  among  the  trees  which  may  go  in.  Dwarf  flowering- 
quince  and  cotoneaster  are  included  in  the  shrub  list. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Keep  house  plants  in 
mind  this  month.  Check  to  see  if  a  larger  container  might 
not  be  needed  to  ensure  continued  growth. 


Remove  broken,  storm  damaged 
limbs  when  mild  weather  permits 
yard  work.  Saw  close  to  the  trunk 
or  main  branch:  paint  wounds. 
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Check  on  garden  furniture  in  stor- 
age, see  that  it's  protected  from 
dampness.  If  needed,  brush  fresh 
coat  of  paint  on  for  neat,  new  look.

Know  bed  sizes  before  you  shop. 
Measure  mattresses  for  thickness, 
length,  width.  New  king  sizes,  thin- 
ner foam  fillings,  make  a  difference. 
Check  labels  and  allow  for  tuck-in, 
shrinkage,  and  hems.  (Fitted  sheets 
are  preshrunk.  Flat  sheet  sizes  are 
usually  taken  before  hemming.) 


What  about  fibers 
and  finishes? 


Here's   what   you   can   expect 

from  new  fibers  and  finishes  you'll 
find  mentioned  on  bedding  labels. 

Pillows  and  comforters.  Acri- 
lan,  Dacron,  Orion,  Celacloud,  and 
Estron  are  all  names  of  bouncy,  syn- 
thetic fillings  that  let  you  toss  pil- 
lows or  comforters  into  the  washing 
machine.  (Be  sure  covering  is 
washable  too;  then  follow  instruc- 
tions carefully.)  Any  of  these  syn- 
thetics is  nonallergenic. 

Sheets  and  cases.  Nylon  tricot 
and  nylon  crepe  are  long  wearing, 
feel  smooth  as  satin.  Wash,  line- 
dry,  put  right  back  on  bed. 

Sanitized  and  Permachem  are 
germ-  and  mildew-resistant  fin- 
ishes used  for  shower  curtains  as 
well  as  sheets  and  cases.  They  pre- 
vent a  musty  odor. 

Sanforizing  is  only  one  of  several 
preshrinking  processes,  guarantees 
less  than  1 -percent  shrinkage. 

Blankets.  Acrilan,  Dynel,  Orion, 
Avisco  and  other  rayons,  nylon, 
Vicara,  are  used  either  alone  or  in 
blends  with  each  other  or  with 
wool  to  give  warmth  without 
weight.  They  have  a  woolly  ap- 
pearance, are  washable,  give  add- 
ed wear.  Better  wool  blankets  are 
washable  if  preshrunk.  Mitin  moth- 
proof finish  is  an  added  asset. 

Towels.  Dacron  and  nylon  are 
woven  into  borders  for  extra 
strength.  Lurex  and  Motion  are 
decorative  metallic  yarns.  Coated 
with  Mylar,  a  tough  heat-resistant 
film,  they  are  soft,  washable,  and 
tarnish  resistant. 

Synthetics  arc  nonabsorbent,  so 
cotton  is  still  best  for  towels.

Gibberellic  acid  promises  new  hybrids 


For  years,  plant  breeders  have  tried  to  cross  certain 
closely  related  plant  species  without  success,  even 
though  the  species  were  genetically  compatible. 

Frequently,  this  difficulty  has  been  due  to  the  weak- 
ness of  the  pollen.  In  some  crosses,  the  pollen  grain 
produces  a  short  tube  which  is  unable  to  reach  the 
ovule.  In  effect,  the  pollen  is  mechanically  unable  to 
fertilize  the  female  flower. 

Now,  gibberellic  acid  promises  to  help  solve  this 
problem.  Dr.  Clyde  Chandler,  of  the  Boyce  Thompson 
Institute,  reports  that  the  acid  will  increase  the  length 
of  pollen  tubes  as  much  as  three  to  eight  times. 

Flowers  which  have  reacted  favorably,  so  far,  in- 
clude petunias,  verbenas,  honeysuckles,  and  lilies. 
African-violet  pollen  is  injured  severely,  however. 


Pyrethrum  still  useful 


Production  of  pyrethrum,  one  of  our  oldest  insecti- 
cides, is  being  steadily  increased.  This  is  in  spite  of  the 
discovery  of  amazing  new  insecticides,  far  more  pow- 
erful than  pyrethrum. 

Pyrethrum  is  one  of  the  few  natural  insecticides, 
but  it  is  expensive  to  produce.  Unlike  DDT,  para- 
thion,  or  lindane,  it  doesn't  start  in  a  chemist's  vat  but 
in  a  flower,  a  daisylike  plant. 

Why  more  pyrethrum  then?  Simply  because  no 
insect  has  yet  developed  a  resistance  to  it.  And  resist- 
ance is  the  major  failure  of  synthetic  insecticides. 
Many  modern  insecticides  work  beautifully  for  a  short 
time,  but  insects  then  acquire  the  ability  to  resist 
them.  As  a  result,  different  chemicals  must  be  con- 
stantly developed  to  keep  the  insects  under  control. 

Formerly,  Japan  was  the  most  important  source  of 
pyrethrum,  but  today  East  Africa  has  taken  the  lead. 
Fortunately,  new  synergists,  which  increase  the  toxic- 
ity of  pyrethrum,  are  reducing  its  cost. 

Poinsettias  to  last  longer? 


There's  a  good  chance  that  the  poinsettias  we  buy  in 
future  years  will  hold  their  flowers  longer.  Research 
workers  are  on  the  track  of  certain  growth  regulators 
that  make  the  showy  red  bracts  stay  on  the  plants 
longer  than  normal. 

R.  E.  Widmer  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  has 
tested  one  acid  which  reduces  bract  loss  by  50  percent 
in  the  first  three  weeks  after  treatment.  Five  weeks 
after  treatment,  treated  plants  had  lost  only  one-fifth 
as  many  red  bracts  as  did  untreated  plants. 

The  chemical  that  makes  the  bracts  stay  on  is 
p-chlorophenoxyacetic  acid — commonly  used  for 
making  tomato  fruits  stick  to  the  plants.  The  work  is 
still  experimental,  and  no  recommendations  are  being 
made  except  for  commercial  research. 


With  grapes,  better  be  late 


Don't  prune  grapes  too  early  this  winter,  advises  Dr. 
Nelson  Shaulis,  Cornell  fruit  specialist.  He  recom- 
mends waiting  until  after  the  vines  have  been  through 
a  severe  freeze  or  two. 

Here's  why:  some  grape  wood  looks  strong,  but 
really  isn't  mature  enough  to  survive  the  winter.  By 
waiting  until  after  a  hard  freeze  kills  this  inferior 
wood,  you  can  do  a  better  pruning  job. 

Dr.  Shaulis  prunes  Elvira,  Fredonia,  and  Concord 
grapes  first.  He  waits  until  spring  to  prune  tender  va- 
rieties such  as  Delaware  and  Duchess.

Pioneers  in  testing  new  trees  and  shrubs  for  Minnesota,  Flack  and 
P.  J.  Young  here  confer  with  Dr.  L.  K.  Snyder,  head  of  horticulture 
for  University  of  Minnesota.  Contributions  from  members  have  paid 
for  test  plants.  State  arboretum  is  now  assured. 


Varied  interests  lead  to  community  benefits 

Speakers  bureau.  Each  year  qualified  members  give  from  75 
to  100  talks  before  interested  groups  on  general  gardening, 
special  problems,  and  favorite  plants — roses,  lilies,  gladiolus, 
clematis,  chrysanthemums.  The  club  also  has  a  library  of 
colored  slides  to  supplement  these  talks.  All  this  they  do  by 
way  of  sharing  their  own  hobbies. 

New  clubs  formed.  Speakers  and  officers  of  the  club  go,  on 
call,  to  surrounding  communities  (sometimes  as  far  as  80 
miles),  to  help  start  garden  clubs.  Rochester,  Minnetonka, 
Richfield,  and  Golden  Valley,  among  others,  are  commu- 
nities that  have  had  this  guidance. 

Big-brother  gardeners.  Other  members,  working  as  indi- 
viduals, have  interested  boys  in  their  neighborhood  in  gar- 
dening, with  a  noticeable  reduction  in  "big  kids"  loafing 
about  in  gangs. 

Park  plantings.  Lyndale  Park  is  the  site  of  the  club's  edu- 
cational plantings  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers  that  are  suita- 
ble for  Minneapolis  homes.  More  than  150  crabapples,  300 
hemerocallis,  30  clematis,  400  lilies,  8  species  of  evergreens, 
and  extensive  plantings  of  annuals  have  been  put  in  by  the 
club  and  are  cared  for  by  the  wholly  cooperative  park  de- 
partment. Plans  are  outlined  for  the  eventual  building  of  a 
complete  civic  garden  center  here. 

Funds  for  this  work  are  in  part  from  proceeds  of  the  an- 
nual plant  auction  each  May.  All  plants  are  donated  by 
members.  As  much  as  $1,100  has  been  raised  in  a  day.

So  our  office  is  making  its  contribution 
with  a  nice  prize  to  the  person  who  resists  the 
longest  the  temptation  to  swear  off  some- 
thing. Our  real  goal  is  to  get  everybody  to 
swear  off  swearing  off,  but  human  nature  be- 
ing what  it  is,  that's  probably  Utopian.  If  we 
can  just  get  people  to  taper  off  swearing  off, 
we'll  be  happy.

.he  automatic  choke,  which  is  the  round  case 
about  2J/9  inches  in  diameter  mounted  on  the 
side  of  your  carburetor,  is  a  simple  mechanism 
that  comes  into  operation  every  time  you  start 
your  car's  engine.  Without  any  thought  or  de- 
cision from  you,  it  decides  whether  any  choking 
action  is  necessary  to  start  the  engine,  and  if  so, 
how  much. 

Yet  with  all  its  simplicity,  the  automatic  choke 
sometimes  acts  up.  This  is  frequently  during  a 
downpour  or  when  the  temperature  is  below 
zero,  since  adverse  conditions  impose  maximum 
demands. 

The  present  day  carburetor  is  a  rather  com- 
plex piece  of  equipment  with  the  basic  function 
of  providing  the  engine  with  the  proper  mixture 
of  air  and  gasoline  under  all  conditions  of  engine 
load  and  speed.  One  of  these  conditions,  and  the 
one  we  are  primarily  concerned  with  here,  is 
cold  weather,  when  the  engine  needs  an  extra- 
rich  mixture.  To  see  how  this  mechanism  works, 
consider  what  happens  when  you  start  your  car. 
The  choke  valve,  a  flat  metal  plate  operated  by 
the  automatic  choke,  is  closed,  almost  complete- 


ly shutting  off  the  air  supply  entering  the  car- 
buretor. A  spring  inside  the  choke  housing  closes 
the  valve  and  keeps  it  closed  while  the  engine  is 
cold.  An  air  supply  sufficient  to  keep  the  engine 
operating  once  it  has  started  is  provided  by  a 
vacuum  piston  also  located  in  the  choke  housing. 
This  piston  pulls  on  the  spring  and  overcomes 
some  of  its  tension,  thereby  partially  opening  the 
choke  valve.  This  air  supply  must  be  admitted 
immediately  after  the  engine  starts,  or  the  exces- 
sively rich  fuel  mixture  provided  by  the  full  choke 
will  flood  the  engine.  After  engine  warm-up,  the 
choke  valve  is  completely  and  automatically 
opened,  offering  no  further  opposition  to  the  en- 
trance of  the  air. 

The  most  common  difficulty  with  automatic 
chokes  is  a  sticking  choke  valve.  When  you  start 
your  car's  engine,  the  first  step  is  to  press  the  ac- 
celerator pedal.  Since  the  choke  valve  linkage  is 
connected  to  this  pedal,  your  initial  action  slams 
the  choke  valve  closed.  If  there  is  to  be  any  stick- 
ing of  the  automatic  choke  parts,  this  is  when  it 
happens ;  the  engine  starts,  runs  for  a  few  seconds, 
and  then  stops.  Your  efforts  to  restart  it  fail. 
Prolonged  cranking  on  your  part  serves  only  to 
aggravate  the  flooded  engine  and  discharge  your 
battery.  [  Turn  to  page  9

What  happened  was  this:  the 
engine  started  when  you  initially 
cranked  it  because  the  choke  valve 
closed,  providing  the  rich  fuel  mix- 
ture necessary  for  starting.  How- 
ever, after  the  engine  started,  the 
choke  valve  stuck  shut,  and  the  ac- 
tion of  the  vacuum  piston  was  not 
strong  enough  to  bring  it  to  a  posi- 
tion of  partial  choke.  As  long  as 
your  engine  ran,  it  was  operating 
on  full  choke,  which  resulted  in  its 
becoming  flooded. 

If  a  sticking  automatic  choke  is 
your  trouble,  you  will  have  two 
definite  indications.  First,  the  en- 
gine will  start,  run  for  a  short  while, 
and  then  stall.  All  efforts  to  restart 
it  will  fail.  Second,  a  strong  gaso- 
line odor  will  be  present,  and  on 
raising  the  car's  hood  you  will  see 
gasoline  dripping  from  the  car- 
buretor. Before  your  engine  can  be 
started  again,  the  choke  valve  must 
be  released.  This  is  done  by  hand- 
operating  the  choke  linkage  on  the 
side  of  the  carburetor  to  free  the 
choke  valve. 

.Lulling  down  on  the  linkage  will 
release  the  choke.  If  there  is  more 
than  one  link  on  your  carburetor, 
operate  the  link  connected  to  the 
center  of  the  air  horn.  Do  not  be 
afraid  to  operate  the  linkage ;  there 
is  nothing  in  the  automatic  choke 
mechanism  that  can  be  damaged 
by  this  hand  action.  After  you  have 
released  the  stuck  valve,  allow  the 
linkage  to  assume  the  position  it 
desires.  Then  press  the  accelerator 
pedal  all  the  way  to  the  Moor  and 
hold  it  there  while  you  crank  the 
engine.  This  action  will  prevent 
the  carburetor  from  supplying  any 
more  fuel,  and  will  permit  the  en- 
gine to  pump  out  the  surplus.  Don' t 
pump  the  accelerator  pedal  during 
this  cranking,  as  each  pump  of  the 
pedal  squirts  in  an  additional 
quantity  of  gasoline.  As  soon  as  the 
engine  starts,  hold  the  accelerator 
pedal  in  a  half  open  position,  with- 
out pumping,  until  the  engine  is 
operating  smoothly  and  the  black 
smoke  stops  coming  out  of  the  tail 
pipe.  This  black  smoke  is  the  sur- 
plus gasoline  being  expelled. 

A  word  of  warning:  don't  crank 
the  motor  for  more  than  30  seconds 
at  a  time.  Considerable  heat  is 
generated  in  cranking,  and  pro- 
longed cranking  can  result  in 
serious  damage  to  the  starter  mo- 
tor. If  the  engine  hasn't  been 
cleared  of  excess  fuel  after  30  sec- 
onds, turn  off  the  ignition  key  for 
a  minute  or  two.  This  waiting  peri- 
od will  also  permit  the  battery  to 
become  somewhat  revitalized. 

If  your  choke  presents  a  fre- 
quent problem,  the  services  of  a 
carburetor  expert  are  in  order. 
Choke  sticking  occurs  because  of 
physical  misfitting  of  parts  and  be- 
cause of  the  accumulation  of  gaso- 
line gum  deposits  or  rust  or  corro- 
sion on  the  choke  shafts  and  link- 
ages. Be  sure  extreme  pressure  is 
not  applied  when  the  air  cleaner  is 
mounted  on  the  carburetor.  Car- 
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buretor  bodies  are  made  of  a  soft 
alloy  which  is  subject  to  distortion. 
Distortion  in  the  area  of  the  choke 
valve  will,  of  course,  result  in 
chronic  flooding. 

Having  your  car  winterized  by 
a  competent  tune-up  specialist, 
who  will  include  complete  auto- 
matic choke  service  in  his  opera- 
tion, is  the  surest  way  to  avoid 
starting  difficulties. 

If  the  humidity  is  high  and  the 
temperature  is  between  freezing 
and  about  45  degrees  above  zero, 
another  difficulty  might  plague 
you :  your  engine  will  start  normal- 
ly, but  will  have  a  tendency  to  stall 
at  every  traffic  light  for  the  first  10 
or  15  minutes  of  car  operation. 
Don't  blame  the  choke;  a  condi- 
tion known  as  carburetor  icing  is 
occurring. The  atomizing  and  evap- 
oration of  gasoline,  which  is  a  nor- 
mal process  in  the  carburetor,  has 
a  tendency  to  drop  the  tempera- 
ture in  the  carburetor.  This  causes 
the  moisture  in  the  air  to  freeze  on 
contacting  the  throttle  plate,  shut- 
ting off  the  air  and  fuel  supply  to 
the  engine.  There  is  nothing  you 
can  do  about  relieving  this  condi- 
tion once  it  occurs.  It  will  pass  as 
soon  as  the  engine  comes  up  to 
normal  operating  temperature. 
Any  attempt  to  adjust  the  choke  or 
the  carburetor  at  this  time  will 
lead  only  to  more  serious  compli- 
cations as  the  engine  temperature 
changes. 
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"on't  confuse  this  condition  with 
frozen  gas  lines,  where  the  collec- 
tion of  water  in  the  lines  has  frozen 
and  has  blocked  off  the  gasoline 
supply.  Carburetor  icing  will  not 
prevent  you  from  starting  your  en- 
gine again,  but  if  a  slight  pressure 
isn't  constantly  applied  to  the  ac- 
celerator pedal  the  engine  will  stall 
again  and  again.  The  only  recourse 
is  to  keep  the  engine  operating 
slightly  faster  than  idle  speed.  This 
will  keep  the  throttle  valve  cracked 
open  enough  to  allow  a  sufficient 
supply  of  air  and  fuel  to  enter  the 
engine.  When  the  engine  warms  up 
to  normal  operating  temperature, 
the  carburetor  will  stop  acting  as  a 
refrigerator  unit.

Dusts  and  sprays:  Check  your  sup- 
plies and  be  sure  you  have  enough 
to  carry  you  through  the  first  part 
of  the  season.  Buy  what  you  need 
now — avoid  the  rush  and  possible  disappointment. 

Scale:  This  is  an  excellent  time  for  dormant  spraying  to 
control  scale.  Apply  it  when  temperature  is  above  45  de- 
grees. Ask  your  nurseryman,  or  at  your  garden  center,  for  a 
product  designed  specifically  for  scale  control. 


Central  and  East 


Lawns:  Make  very  sure  vou 
put  your  order  in  for  plant 
food  if  you  haven't  done  so  al- 
ready.   .    .    .    Check   on   your 

plant-food  spreader,  too,  to  see  that  it's  in  good  working 

order.  Give  it  any  necessary  repairs. 

Vegetables:  Mail  in  your  final  orders  for  seeds.  .  .  .  Start 

now  to  round  up  stakes  and  supports — don't  wait  until  the 

peak  of  the  season. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Prune  back  shrubs  that  are  beginning 

to  sprawl  out  of  bounds.  Your  work  is  easier  this  month  while 

they're  still  without  foliage. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Keep  a  sharp  eye  out 

for  first  signs  of  spring-flowering  bulbs  poking  through  the 

soil.  Make  sure  they're  not  trampled  on  before  they  have  a 

chance  to  develop.

Lawns:  Check  your  garden  supplies  to 

be  sure  you've  got  2,4- D  on  hand  for  the 

upcoming  battle  with  lawn  weeds.  .  .  .

Fruits:  Dormant  spraying  for  fruit  trees  is  a  must  this 

month  if  you  haven't  begun  this  chore  yet.  Insect  eggs  .are 

about  to  hatch — some  insects  arc  starting  to  multiply. 

Vegetables:  Begin  now  to  sow  seeds  of  the  hardier  vege- 
tables. These  include  radishes,  beets,  cabbage,  lettuce,  and 
onions.  Use  the  quick-growing  radishes  to  mark  rows  of  the 
slower  growing  vegetables. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Bare-root  plantings  should  go  in  this 
month  before  the  weather  warms  up.

As  soon  as  frost 

is  out  of  the  ground,  set  out  new  trees  and  shrubs  where 

needed.  .  .  .  Give  roses  a  dormant  spray  early  this  month. 

Cut  down  on  the  strength  of  the  solution  if  new  shoots  have 

already  appeared.

Getting  your  child  to  help  himself  is  a  matter  of  showing 
affection  without  waiting  on  him  hand  and  foot.  Loving  a 
child  docs  not  mean  that  you  should  think  of  him  as  unable 
to  shift  for  himself. 

It  is  true  that  tiny  fingers  and  young  minds  cannot  cope 
immediatel)  with  everything  that  grownups  have  to  do.  But 
you  must  remember  that  physical  and  mental  skills  increase 
with  each  passing  clay. 

Watch  for  Johnny's  first  attempt  to  button  his  own 
clothes.  Let  him  try  it.  And  praise  him  for  it.  That  will  give 
him  confidence  to  repeat  his  efforts  and  try  his  strength  in 
other  fields.  He  may  soon  be  able  to  break  his  own  potato  or

Don't  be  impatient  when  he  fails.  Children  learn  a  lot  from 
their  mistakes. 

As  soon  as  he  learns  to  dress  himself,  your  child  is  ready  to 
help  you  around  the  house.  Let  him  hand  you  a  newspaper, 
or  pick  up  his  toys,  or  bring  you  your  sewing  basket,  or  find 
Daddy's  slippers.  Later  on,  he  can  assist  in  dusting  small 
and  uncomplicated  pieces  of  furniture.  He  can  answer  the 
phone  and  take  messages.  He  can  carry  small  packages  for 
you  from  the  store.  Of  course,  he  won't  be  able  to  do  these 
tasks  perfectly,  but  the  practice  he  gets  from  helping  you  will 
encourage  him  in  developing  habits  of  self-reliance. 

Always  remember  to  thank  Johnny  for  helping  you.  This 
will  make  him  feel  that  he  has  done  something  to  merit  your 
affection.  Your  gratitude  will  be  a  marvelous  incentive  to 
him.  Naturally,  the  things  you  ask  shouldn't  be  beyond  his 
strength  and  years.  And  you  should  avoid  assigning  him  the 
same  tasks  each  day.  Drudgery  and  routine  wear  down  a 
child's  willingness  to  help. 

As  Johnny  and  Mary  approach  high-school  age,  give  them 
a  share  in  family  responsibilities.  For  example,  let  Mary  plan 
her  own  wardrobe  in  terms  of  the  money  available.  Then  let 
her  sit  in  on  discussions  of  the  family  budget.  Show  her  the 
necessity  of  dividing  and  sharing  funds.  Ask  her  to  limit  her 
choices  if  there  is  not  enough  money  for  all  the  things  she 
wants.  This  will  help  her  realize  how  and  why  she  must  fit 
her  needs  to  those  of  other  family  members. 

Be  sure,  of  course,  to  explain  to  your  children  the  ABC's  of 
family  planning  and  sharing.  To  help  intelligently,  they'll 
need  to  know  what  it's  all  about.  Teach  them  the  meaning  of 
income,  expenses,  cash  on  hand,  and  savings.  The  results 
will  justify  your  confidence  in  them.  As 'they  get  a  better 
understanding  of  family  problems,  they  become  increasingly 
aware  of  their  own  responsibilities.  Opportunities  to  help 
others  will  then  be  apparent  to  them.  And  by  helping  others, 
children  learn  to  help  themselves. 

JAemember  that  although  there  isn't  anything  you  would 
not  do  for  your  children,  they're  better  off  paddling  their 
own  canoes.  They  need  to  face  real-life  situations  where  they 
must  use  their  own  judgment.  When  they  are  away  from 
home,  they  will  put  to  good  use  the  problem-solving  tech- 
niques they  learned  as  children.  They  will  thank  you  for 
training  them  to  feel  that  their  own  efforts  really  counted  for 
something.  And  this  feeling  of  self-security  w  ill  help  your 
children  to  face  the  ups  and  downs  of  everyday  living.

Better  HOME  INSURANCE 
through  package  policies 


Until  recently,  it  took  a  handful  of  separate  policies 
to  insure  your  home  adequately.  But  now  you  can  do  it  all 
at  once.  This  article  shows  you  how  to  get  cheaper  and 
more  complete  coverage  in  one,  all-inclusive  package

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because  of  the  abundance  of  new  home-insurance  pol- 
icies, a  wise  buyer  can  now  get  more  protection  than  ever 
before — and  possibly  for  less  money. 

This  is  due  largely  to  the  appearance  of  the  package 
policy.  By  combining  various  types  of  home  protection, 
insurance  companies  have  been  able  to  slash  premiums 
from  10  to  30  percent,  and  throw  in  added  coverages  at 
the  same  time. 

To  understand  how  to  get  the  best  package  buy,  you 
must  first  consider  the  basic  types  of  home  insurance 
coverage. 

The  primary  function  of  any  kind  of  insurance  is  to  pro- 
tect you  against  a  financial  catastrophe,  against  a  loss  too 
big  for  you  to  handle.  This  being  the  case,  you  naturally 
start  your  home  protection  program  with  fire  insurance. 

At  one  time,  most  Americans  bought  "depreciated 
value"  fire  insurance,  which  was  designed  to  pay  the 
cost  of  any  fire-destroyed  property  less  depreciation.  If  a 
roof  burned,  for  instance,  the  homeowner  would  get  the 
current  value  of  the  roof,  which  was  usually  not  enough 
to  buy  a  new  one.  Now,  most  companies  offer  "replace- 
ment cost"  insurance.  With  this,  you  are  paid  enough  to 
buy  a  new  roof  if  yours  burns. 

The  only  requirement  for  replacement  cost  insurance, 
which  costs  slightly  more  than  depreciated  value  insur- 
ance, is  that  you  buy  protection  for  no  less  than  80  per- 
cent of  your  home's  total  value.  Since  the  policy  calls  for 
80  percent  coverage  at  the  time  of  loss,  families  planning 
additions  or  improvements  should  buy  at  least  90  percent 
coverage  for  their  present  home. 

Of  course,  fire  isn't  the  only  thing  you  need  guard 
against.  You  should  add  to  your  fire  policy  an  'extend- 
ed coverages"  endorsement,  which  covers  the  cost  of 
damage  from  windstorm,  hail,  explosion,  riot,  civil  coin- 
motion,  aircraft,  vehicles,  and  smoke.  The  price  of  these

policies,  incidentally,  is  standard  from  one  insurance 
company  to  another,  and  a  "special"  price  probably 
means  a  "special,"  watered-down  coverage. 

Unfortunately,  many  people  stop  their  home  insur- 
ance with  fire  and  extended  coverages,  not  realizing  that 
they  are  insufficiently  insured.  "One  reason  for  this," 
says  an  expert,  "is  that  lenders  require  only  enough  in- 
surance to  protect  their  investment,  which  never  exceeds 
the  value  of  the  house  itself.  Homeowners  frequently 
reason  that  what  satisfies  the  lender  is  good  enough  to 
satisfy  them.  They  don't  see  that  other  types  of  insurance 
are  vital." 

Families  content  to  insure  only  as  much  as  the  lender 
demands  fail  to  consider  their  own  possessions.  And  sta- 
tistics show  that  losses  of  contents  are  common,  while  to- 
tal house  losses  are  rare. 

Jlivery  family  should  make  an  inventory  of  its  possessions 
— clothes,  furniture,  appliances,  rugs,  draperies,  and  all 
other  items — and  should  then  enlarge  their  fire  and  ex- 
tended coverages  policy  to  include  this  added  value. 

You'll  undoubtedly  want  to  add  theft  insurance,  too. 
Most  experts  recommend  that  the  average  family  take 
only  a  limited  amount  of  theft  insurance,  since  only  port- 
able items  are  easily  stolen.  You  can  get  both  on-prem- 
ises  and  off-premises  protection  for  your  property.  Since 
most  of  your  property  normally  stays  inside  the  house, 
on-premises  coverage  is  obviously  more  important. 

One  new  policy  is  the  "broad  form"  theft  coverage.  To 
ordinary  theft  provisions,  this  policy  adds  protection 
against  a  loss  you  can't  account  for,  but  which  isn't  neces- 
sarily a  theft.  It  also  covers  unattended  property  stolen 
from  an  automobile.  A  broad  form  policy  is  not  inexpen- 
sive, but  for  some  people,  such  as  salesmen,  it  has  real 
advantages. 

The  last  basic  insurance  need  for  all  homeowners  is  li- 
ability insurance.  Like  its  counterpart  in  automobile  in- 
surance, home  liability  insurance  [  Turn  to  page  20

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Better  home  insurance 
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protects  against  claims  of  personal 
injury  that  are  caused  by  your 
property — icy  sidewalks,  for  exam- 
ple. Such  claims  are  often  for  stag- 
gering sums,  and  experts  agree  that 
no  home  should  have  less  than 
$25,000  liability  protection.  Liabil- 
ity insurance  is  surprisingly  cheap. 
A  $10,000  policy  costs  only  about 
$10  a  year,  $25,000  coverage  only 
$2  more.  For  $15  you  can  get  the 


protection  of  a  $100,000  policy. 
These  policies,  then — fire  and 
extended  coverages  protection  for 
home  and  contents,  theft,  and  lia- 
bility— make  up  a  good  basic  plan. 
The  typical  premium  for  this  cov- 
erage, bought  three  years  at  a  time 
to  save  more  money,  is  $168.70  for 
an  average  family  owning  a  $1 6,000 
frame  house.  It  breaks  down  like 
this:

This  program,  which  costs  only 
a  little  more  than  one  percent  of 
the  house's  value  every  three  years, 
is  a  bargain.  But  there  are  now 
ways  of  getting  even  more  coverage 
for  even  less  money — the  package 
policies  mentioned  before. 

One  kind  of  package  is  the 
homeowner  policy.  This  is  a  ready- 
made  policy  that  comes  in  fixed 
amounts  rather  than  being  fitted  to 
the  specific  vafuation  of  each  house. 
A  family  needing  $14,400  in  fire 
insurance,  for  instance,  would  have 
to  take  $15,000— not  $14,400.  For 
each  price  level,  there  are  three 
homeowner  policies,  ranging  from 
"A,"  the  cheapest,  to  "C,"  the 
most  expensive.  This  is  what  a 
homeowner's  "A"  policy  offers  the 
average  family,  compared  to  sim- 
ilar features  of  non-package  insur- 
ance policies: 

1.  $15,000  insurance  against  fire 
and  extended  coverage  perils. 

2.  $6,000  contents  insurance. 
(Twice  that  offered  by  average 
non-package  coverage.) 

3.  $10,000  liability.  (An  extra  $5 
will  make  this  $25,000.) 

4.  $6,000  on-premises  theft. 
(Non-package  coverage  is  $1,500.) 

5.  $1,000  off-premises  theft  -ex- 
cept theft  from  an  unattended  car. 

6.  $1,500  additional  living  ex- 
pense. (An  extra,  this  pays  your 
living  expenses  if  your  home  should 
become  unhabitable  for  a  time.) 

7.  Insurance  against  glass  break- 
age, subject  to  a  deductible  of  $50. 

8.  $1,500  coverage  for  appurte- 
nant structures — normally,  your 
garage. 

The  total  cost  for  this  "A"  pol- 
icy is  $140  for  three  years,  a  sav- 
ings of  almost  $30  over  non-pack- 
age insurance. 

Now  let's  look  at  the  homeown- 
er's "B"  policy.  This  costs  $170  for 
three  years,  or  $10  a  year  more 
than  the  "A"  policy.  It  adds  to  the 
full  benefits  of  the  "A"  policy,  the 
following: 

1.  Full  glass-breakage  coverage. 
("A"  policy  lias  a  $50  deductible.) 

2.  $3,000  additional  living  ex- 
pense. ("A"  offers  $1,500.) 
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3.  Protection  against  damage 
from  faulty  plumbing  and  heating 
systems  or  bursting  water  pipes, 
vandalism  and  malicious  mischief. 
ice,  snow,  freezing,  and  collapse, 
and  protection  against  damage 
from  vehicles  driven  by  members 
of  the  family. 

The  "B"  policy  also  may  be  en- 
dorsed to  provide  "all  physical 
loss"  coverage,  which,  for  an  av- 
erage of  $12,  puts  home  losses  on  a 
new  basis:  it  states  that  you  are 
protected  against  all  damage  to 
your  home  unless  the  damage 
comes  from  a  peril  that  is  specif- 
ically ruled  out  by  the  policy.  In 
effect,  this  means  that  you  are  pro- 
tected against  everything  except 
Hood  or  earthquake.  Some  of  the 
uncommon  perils,  however,  call 
for  up  to  $50  deductible. 

A  still  more  complete  homeown- 
er policy  is  the  "C"  package  which 
would  cost  our  average  family  $280 
for  three  years.  Called  the  "limou- 
sine of  packages"  by  one  expert,  it 
adds  the  following: 

1.  All  physical  loss  policy.  (This 
costs  $12  under  "B".) 

2.  $7,500  insurance  on  contents 
for  lire  and  allied  perils. 

3.  $25,000  liability  insurance. 

4.  Worldwide  all  risk  insurance 
on  contents.  (This  is  the  costly  ele-. 
ment  of  the  package,  and  protects 
almost  all  of  your  property  against 
any  insurable  loss,  anywhere.) 

The  homeowner  package  has 
been  described  as  "ready-made." 
Buyers  who  prefer  a  "custom-tai- 
lored" package  usually  want  a 
comprehensive  dwelling  policy,  or 
CDP.  This  package  requires  the 
buyer  to  take  a  broad  coverage  for 
reduced  rates,  but  each  segment  of 
CDP  is  bought  separately,  and  dis- 
counts are  figured  on  each  one  in- 
dividually. The  minimum  CDF 
package  provides  this  coverage: 

1 .  Insurance  for  80  percent  of  the 
house's  value. 

2.  Insurance  for  80  percent  of 
the  contents'  value.  (Under  home- 
owner's policies,  you  must  buy  con-

3.  $10,000  liability  insurance. 

4.  On-premises  theft  insurance 
for  at  least  20  percent  of  the  con- 
tents' value. 

By  taking  advantage  of  reduced 
rates  in  the  CDP  package,  you  can 
get  coverage  that  costs  less  than  a 
homeowner's  policy  but,  obvious- 
ly, does  not  give  as  wide  protec- 
tion. Within  limits,  you  can  also 
adjust  each  element  of  the  CDP  to 
give  you  exactly  the  protection  you* 
need,  and  no  more.  This  tailoring 
is  not  available  to  homeowner's 
customers.  CDP  can  also  be  pur- 
chased in  one-year  policies,  a't  a 
somewhat  higher  rate.  Homeown- 
er's packages  are  available  for  no 
less  than  three-year's  coverage  at  a 
time.  But,  all  in  all,  if  you  work  up 
a  CDP  program  to  match  any 
homeowner's  coverage,  the  costs 
are  almost  identical. 

What,  then,  are  the  principal 
differences  between  the  two? 

For  one  thing,  CDP  protects 
against  electrical  mishaps  and  the 
malfunction  of  electrical  appli- 
ances. Also,  CDP  makes  it  easier 
to  get  rid  of  deductibles,  if  you  de- 
cide  you're   willing   to   pay   extra 


money  rather  than  risk  shoulder- 
ing a  certain  percentage  of  the  loss 
yourself. 

In  the  homeowner's  package  you 
get  inexpensive  insurance  for  high 
theft  and  contents  coverage. 

Perhaps  one  expert  sums  it  up 
best  when  he  says,  "Generally,  if 
the  homeowner's  policy  fits  your 
needs,  it's  the  wise  choice.  If  you 
need  some  adjustments,  CDP  may 
be  the  better  buy." 

One  of  the  biggest  controversies 
arising  from  choice  between  the 
packages  centers  around  deducti- 
bles. The  only  way  to  make  a  de- 
cision, the  experts  agree,  is  to  find 
out  what  getting  rid  of  a  deductible 
will  really  cost  you. 

For  an  average  family,  cutting 
deductibles  from  home  insurance 
could  cost  as  much  as  $10  per  thou- 
sand dollars  of  fire  insurance.  It  can 
add  up  to  quite  a  high  total.  The 
argument  in  favor  of  deductibles 
gets  further  support  from  the  fact 
that  the  same  family  can  save  up 
to  $17  on  premiums  by  taking  a 
$25-deductible  on  theft  coverage. 

The  wisest  solution  is  to  ask  what 
deductibles  could  be  taken  on  your 
policy,  and  then  figure  how  much 
each  one  would  save  you,  as  seen 
against  the  financial  risk.

ot  long  ago,  most  Americans  sent  greeting  cards  only  in 
celebration  of  two  or  three  traditional  holidays.  Today, 
things  are  different.  We  prod  the  absent  visitor  with  a  pic- 
ture of  an  Indian  rope-climber,  captioned  "Come  up  and 
see  me  one  of  these  days."  We  needle  a  vacationing  associate 
with  an  artistic  panorama  of  a  ship's  galley  and  dozens  of 
chained  slaves  pulling  wearily  at  their  oars.  "Missing  you 
at  work,"  says  the  caption.  To  a  recently  unemployed  friend, 
we  send  a  card  of  three  bums  on  a  park  bench  with  an  empty 
space  between  them,  and  the  succinct  caption:  "Welcome 
back!" 

We  even  celebrate  "Blue  Monday,"  a  card  that  has  been 
a  runaway  best-seller.  One  young  lady  from  Chicago 
Heights,  Illinois,  who  sent  it  to  her  boy  friend,  wrote  ap- 
preciatively to  the  manufacturer  to  describe  the  card's  ef- 
fect: "When  everyone  in  the  office  looks  as  though  they've 
had  it,  he  takes  out  the  card,  waves  it  around  and  says 
'Happy  Monday!' Then  they're  good  for  another  couple  of 
hours." 

The  celebration  of  such  occasions  obviously  indicates  that 
the  habits  of  the  American  public  and  the  greeting  card  it- 
self have  "one  through  a  decade  of  radical  change.  In  that 
10  years  the  number  of  cards  sold  annually  has  soared  from 
3  to  4'2  billions.  One  company  alone  turns  out  4  million 
cards  a  day.  A  decade  ago  we  spend  5220,000,000  on  cards 
annually;  now  we  spend  almost  8500,000,000. 

Behind  this  amazing  growth  is  a  new  type  of  card  more 
humorous,  more  sophisticated,  more  sleekly  designed.  In 
contrast  to  the  ornate  and  often  over-sentimental  Tradi- 
tional Card,  it's  called  the  Modem  Card. 

It  originated  shortly  after  World  War  II  with  a  rash  of 
small  companies  in  New  York,  usually  one-  or  two-man  op- 
erations turning  out  silk-screened  cards.  The  sophisticated 
artistry  and  biting  humor  of  these  craftsmen  attracted  de- 
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voted  customers  at  large  department  stores  and  speciality 
shops.  But  the  demand  spread  quickly  to  other  cities,  then, 
surprisingly  enough,  to  smaller  towns.  "We  sell  almost  as 
many  Modern  cards  in  Southern  and  Midwestern  towns  as 
we  do  in  the  big  cities,"  said  an  executive  of  one  new  com- 
pany whose  sales  have  jumped  from  SI, 200  to  almost  half  a 
million  in  seven  years. 

"Why,  you'd  hardly  see  anyone  in  the  old  days  buying  a 
a  card  except  middle-aged  and  older  women,"  said  the  own- 
er of  a  Chicago  card  shop.  "Men  were  embarrassed:  they'd 
shudder  at  the  hearts  and  (lowers.  Now  my  place  is  crowded 
with  men.  But  most  of  all,  it's  the  younger  people — secre- 
taries, newly  wed  housewives.  They've  suddenly  discovered 
that  the  Modern  card  has  as  much  taste  as  the  museum 
print  they  buy  for  their  home." 

1  eople  seem  to  want  to  say  things  differently  today,"  said 
one  card  company  executive.  "How  would  you  kid  your 
wife  about  a  mink  coat  in  a  letter;'  But  you  can  send  her  a 
card  with  a  life-size  metal  hanger  and  tell  her  in  verse:  'I 
picked  up  a  new  mink  coat,  I  knew  that  you'd  adore  it.  Too 
bad  they  made  me  put  it  back,  but  here's  the  hanger  for  it!'  " 
The  strangest  pari  of  this  phenomenon  is  that  the  rise  of

.ouses  like  this  are  no  longer  labeled  "regional"  and 
limited  to  moderate  climates.  Today,  a  good  house  is 
still  a  good  house — built  in  St.  Paul  or  St.  Petersburg. 

This  month's  Five  Star  home  is  no  exception.  It's  lo- 
cated in  Tampa,  Florida.  And  it  has  all  the  exciting 
planning  features  that  once  never  strayed  from  Tampa  or 
like  climates.  Now,  with  modern  materials,  methods,  and 
machines,  it  is  possible  to  have  this  kind  of  living  no 
matter  where  you  build. 

Five  Star  Home  No.  2802  is  distinctive  in  its  small- 
house  bigness.  By  attaching  a  roofed  walk  and  connecting 
fence  to  the  carport,  it  appears  twice  its  real  size.

Small  lot,  old  house,  limited  funds  needn't  prevent  your  improving 
the  car  shelter  at  your  home.  And  it's  not  just  your  car  that'll  profit!

Hip-roofed  ranch  house,  on  wide  hut  shallow  lot, 
presents  problem  of  blending  old  with  new 


TYPICAL  ONE-STORY  home  of  recent 
years  has  space  for  only  one  car.  To  double 
that,  on  a  shallow  lot,  new  two-car  garage  is 
built  with  breezeway  joining  it  to  house. 

Care  is  taken  to  blend  roof  line,  match  hip 
ending.  Over-all  appearance  is  improved  by 
having  the  larger  garage  to  balance  bedroom 
wing  (this  also  saves  back-yard  space  for  out- 
door living).  The  old  garage  has  been  ab- 
sorbed into  family  living  space.  A  large  glass 
area  now  replaces  the  old  garage  door. 


Separate  garage,  with  back-alley  access,  is  too  small  for  an  up-to-date  automobile

USUAL  REMEDY  of  adding  space  to  side,  opening  an- 
other door  to  alley,  is  given  novel  twist  here.  Carport  built 
at  side  is  open  toward  house,  offers  more  pleasant  view  than 
back  of  garage.  It's  wide  enough  for  two  cars  (old  part  be- 
comes storage)  or  part  can  be  used  for  covered  terrace. 

Gently  curving  drive  still  leads  to  alley,  but  now  there's  a 
wall  facing  that  public  driveway.  Seldom-used  back  corner 
of  lot  is  utilized  and  freed  from  most  maintenance  woes. 
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t's  a  tossup  whether  this  sort  of  expansion  stems  from 
need  for  space  indoors  or  space  outdoors.  Two  cars  are 
common  with  larger  families,  living  farther  out.  The 
second  car  should  be  sheltered;  the  growing  family 
needs  more  living  space.  Where  to  turn?  The  garage 
can  be  the  key  to  a  dozen  desirable  changes  in  your 
home. 

These  models  of  four  typical  houses  show  two  ways 
each  can  shelter  another  car.  And  the  other  half  of  the 
story  is  just  as  important — the  extras — storage,  out- 
door living  and  play  areas,  sheltered  entrv. 


Tivo-story  Traditional  house  is  cramped  on 
lot  too  narrow  for  expansion  to  side 


OLDER  HOUSES  frequently  have  more  front  lawn 
than  is  needed.  And  they're  skimpy  on  space  at  sides. 

The  best  way  to  expand  is  to  grow  toward  street.  It's 
done  by  extending  an  economical,  flat-roof  carport.  A 
lot  of  thought  went  into  tying  elements  together,  suc- 
cessfully blending  two  roof  styles.  Carport  is  brought 
around  to  form  sheltered  walk  to  front  door.  This  strong 
horizontal  line  makes  the  house  appear  longer,  lower. 

Circular  drive  adds  an  impressive  touch,  while  it  re- 
duces lawn  maintenance.  Guests  can  park  here.  Car  in 
carport  can  back  here  when  access  to  garage  is  needed. 


Newer  home  has  carport  with  room  for  only  one  car  .  .  .  not  enough  storage  space 


BACK-YARD  space  is  used  for  this  expansion. 
First,  carport  storage  wall  was  moved.  Then, 
drive  was  extended  to  new,  two-car  garage. 
This  new  building  adds  more  than  a  doubled 
parking  space.  It  includes  space  at  left  for  a 
large  storeroom,  or  perhaps  a  workshop.  The 


garage  screens  outdoor  living  area  on  one  cor- 
ner; the  back  wall  is  carried  across  to  form  a 
fence  along  rear  lot  line. 

Former  carport  emerges  as  a  porte-cochere, 
covered  entry — valuable  for  rainy  day  play- 
ing or  unloading  the  car  near  the  kitchen.

Up  by  the  nosegay  of  hearts  and  bachelors  buttons  is 
Chicken-Cranberry  Mold  (3).  It's  a  perfect  luncheon  salad 
any  time — to  tie  in  with  the  Lincoln  and  Washington  birth- 
day season,  turn  out  this  red-and-white  beauty  on  a  blue 
plate.  The  meaty  chicken  layer  is  seasoned  with  mayonnaise 
and  lemon  juice.  The  red  topper  is  a  "built-in"  cranberry- 
pineapple  relish. 

Our  "bluebird  of  happiness"  Haps  wings  about  another 
buffet  wonder,  our  Fruited  Ribbon  Loaf  (-1).  All  three  rib- 
bons are  made  from  the  same  gelatin  mixture — cherry  or 
raspberry.  Easy!  The  top  layer  shows  off  pretty  canned 
fruits;  middle  one  is  fluffy  whipped  gelatin;  base  is  lemon- 
spiked.  Serve  in  slices  with  baked  ham  next  time  you  plan 
a  company  dinner.  For  the  platter  trim  of  intertwined  pine- 
apple rings,  just  cut  one  slice  and  loop  through  another. 
Pass  a  bowl  of  Pineapple  Dressing  or  mayonnaise  with 
crushed  pineapple  swirled  through. 

Down  by  the  Sweetheart  roses  is  Valentine  Ring-around 
(5),  a  luscious  combination  of  cottage  cheese  with  cream 
cheese,  polka  dotted  with  seedless  grapes,  pecans,  and  chive 
snippets.

Many  of  the  handsome  an- 
tique furnishings  and  accessories 
are  heirlooms;  the  "fill-ins"  are 
antiques  picked  up  right  in  Bucks 
County.  All  the  old  outer  doors 
that  had  to  be  replaced  with  new 
exterior  doors  were  saved  and  used 
elsewhere  in  the  house. 

Look  here  for  inspiration  on  how 
to  join  the  old  and  new  in  a  tasteful 
and  practical  way.  Simplicity  is 
the  secret  to  this  successful  and 
handsome  remodeling. 


Laundry  center  is  compact,  yet  offers  lots  of  working  space.  It's 
located  at  one  end  of  the  long  kitchen  —  separated  from  Mrs.  Sigetys 
food-fixing  areas.

Ranch  house  could  add  a  carport  to  garage 


More  car  shelter  is  gained  here  with  minimum  investment.  Simple,  flat 
roof  extends  to  form  single  carport.  It's  lowered  to  door  and  window 
height,  carried  around  as  sheltered  route  to  front  door. 

The  new  concrete  slab  may  be  continued  rearward  to  form  a  terrace. 
Fencing,  along  side  of  carport,  is  carried  around  to  define  lot  line,  add 
privacy  for  outdoor  living.  Additional  storage  is  built  in,  too. 


Garage  can  turn,  expand,  still  feed  to  alley 


By  enlarging  alley-facing  garage  you  gain  width, 
but  it's  still  difficult  to  turn  sharply  and  drive  in. 

Opening  access  to  this  side  produces  a  pleasant 
blend  with  house's  roof  line.  Side  wall  of  original 
single  garage  is  removed  and  two  are  combined. 

Driveway  curves  slightly  around  to  back-of-lot 
alley.  Driving  in  is  no  problem  now.  Paving  was 
extended  toward  house  (as  long  as  construction 
was  underway)  to  form  a  patio  and  wheeled-toy  area.

Paving  which 
led  to  former  carport  is  left  undisturbed:  it  be- 
comes parking  and  turnaround  space. 


Garage  in  front  expands  both  living  and  parking 


Alternative  to  extending  the  older  house's  single 
garage  is  this  building  of  a  complete  new  garage  up 
front.  \ew  roof  and  siding  blend  with  existing  ma- 
terials.  Fence  lies  old  and  new    together. 

The  old  garage  can  be  absorbed  as  increased  living 
space.  Former  door  is  replaced  by  sliding  glass,  with 
minimum  of  framing  changes.  Former  driveway 
paving  becomes  a  terrace,  outlined  by  the  fence  and 
sheltered  from  street  by  new  garage.  Curved  drive 
provides  guesl   parking,   turnaround.

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Pacing  kitchen,  you  can  see  how  easy  it  is  to  serve  dining  area  (beside 
windows).  Pass-through  lets  von  set  up  terrace  meals,  roll  them  out  on 
cart  to  enjoy  outdoor  dining  on  deck.  Vinyl  flooring,  natural  woods  (red 
wood,  lir)  make  this  a  true  retirement  house   from   upkeep  standpoint.

curtailed  the  continuing  popularity 
of  the  Traditional  card.  One  card, 
a  basket  of  pansies  and  a  verse  com- 
mencing. "Pansies  always  stand  for 
thoughts."'  has  been  bought  by  al- 
most 8  million  people  in  the  last  17 
years.  The  Modern  card  has  not 
won  over  old  customers,  so  much  as 
it  has  brought  into  the  card  shops 
millions  of  Americans  who  had  nev- 
er bought  a  greeting  card  before. 

A  he  clement  of  sheer  fun  in  eard- 
buying  has  been  vastly  increased. 
Halloween,  for  example,  once  of- 
fering  only  routine  pumpkins  and 
witches  for  the  children's  market, 
now  gives  the  fun-loving  adult  a 
choice  of  hundreds  of  cards — one 
showing  a  starched  and  unbend- 
ing Southern  Colonel,  mint  julep 
in  hand,  peering  through  a  dank 
swamp  and  announcing,  "Boo, 
Y'AII!" 

Such  cards  often  come  in  giant 
sizes  with  realistic  appendau 
mink  tail,  for  example,  that  a  lady 
can  pin  to  her  jacket  lapel)  and 
one  in  two  dollars.  Price  has 
proved  no  obstacle  to  mounting 
sales.  I  lie  cards  are  kept  on  tables 
and  mantelpieces  to  be  enjoyed  by 
family  and  friends.  "People  may 
come  in  for  a  specific  card."  says 
the  proprietor  of  New  York's  larg- 
est card  shop,  "but  invariably  they 
stay  half  an  hour,  chuckling  over 
every  card,  buying  four  or  five  just 
for  the  fun  of  picking  them." 

JLhe  Modern  card,  moreover,  re- 
flects the  increasingly  sophisticated 
tastes  of  the  public.  It  has  passion- 
ately explored  all  the  quirks  and 
foibles  of  the  battle  between  the 
sexes.  "Ours  is  a  strange  and  won- 
derful relationship."  proclaims  one 
card,  showing  a  hippopotamus 
sniffing  the  beak  of  a  tiny  chick. 
"Sable,  schmable  ...  As  long  as 
you're  able."  advises  another  in 
which  a  fur-bedecked  female  races 
breathlessly  an  arm's  length  ahead 
of  a  pursuing  male.  The  humor  is 
biting,  often  cynical.  "So  it's  your 
birthday,"  says  one  congratulatory 
Card.  "So  you  expected  maybe  the 
plant  to  shut  down." 

Jtsychologists  have  explained  the 
increasingly  important  role  of  the 
greeting  card,  both  Traditional 
and  Modern,  in  terms  of  loneliness 
of  modern  society.  The  cardmakers 
strive  ceaselessly  to  create  a  very 
personal  link  between  sender  and 
receiver.  Studies  show  that  we  nev- 
er say  we  "signed"  a  card.  Instead 
we  say.  "I  wrote  a  card  today'' 
The  card  becomes  our  personal 
message,  our  own  creation.  The 
major  companies,  therefore,  have 
almost  eliminated  cards  based  on 
popular  figures  like  L'il  Abner  and 
Buck  Rogers,  whose  sales  were  dis- 
appointing. "We  simply  found  that 
the  'me  to  you'  link  was  destroyed 
by  the  interjection  of  a  third  per- 
sonality between  the  sender  and  re- 
ceiver," explained  one  executive. 
As  the  tastes  of  the  American 
public  have  been  raised  in  recent 
years  by  the  upsurge  of  attention

to  art  in  the  mass  magazines,  the 
greeting  card  industry  has  created 
an  artistic  revolution  of  its  own. 
Some  companies  have  used  the 
finest  artists — Utrillo  and  Grand- 
ma Moses,  for  example — and  even 
such  unique  talents  as  Sir  Winston 
Churchill. 

-further  proof  of  this  artistic  de- 
mand is  the  success  of  cards  put  out 
by  the  Children's  Fund  of  the 
United  Nations.  Featuring  such 
artists  as  France's  Henri  Matisse 
and  Raoul  Dufy,  Switzerland's 
Hans  Erni,  and  India's  Jamini 
Roy,  these  cards  are  bought  bv 
3,400,000  people  in  the  United 
States  and  almost  another  3  million 
in  the  rest  of  the  world — the  profits 
going  for  drugs  and  food  for  under- 
nourished children.  The  museums 
themselves  have  led  the  trend,  New 
York's  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  and  Museum  of  Modern  Art 
selling  thousands  of  card  reproduc- 
tions of  their  masterpieces  each 
Christmas. 

JLn  this  highly  competitive  busi- 
ness, over  250  companies  engage  in 
fresh  battle  every  week  as  their  new 
cards  reach  the  shops  and  fight  for 
the  public's  favor.  The  lifeblood  of 
this  battle  is  the  development  of 
new  ideas.  Card  companies  watch 
each  other  like  hawks  and  steal 
from  each  other  like  good-natured 
pirates.  "If  someone  develops  a 
two-headed  dog  that  strikes  the 
public's  fancy,"  commented  one 
executive,  "there'll  be  five  other 
companies  bringing  out  two-head- 
ed dogs  within  a  month." 

Strangely  enough,  no  technique 
has  been  devised  to  predict  what 
type  of  card  will  sell  best.  Public 
taste  varies  too  much.  A  few  years 
ago,  for  example,  Christmas  orna- 
ments as  a  card  design  were  among 
the  worst  sellers;  today  they  are  all 
the  rage.  Big  companies  occasion- 
ally run  off  a  limited  number  of 
new  cards  and  test-sell  them  in  9 
or  10  key  cities,  but  this  is  a  luxury 
most  companies  cannot  afford. 

Oince  each  card  is  a  virtual  gam- 
ble, most  companies  try  to  hedge 
their  bets  by  basing  75  percent  of 
their  output  on  themes  and  ideas 
(in  new  forms,  of  course)  that  sold 
best  last  season.  They  also  work 
feverishly  at  staying  abreast  of  pop- 
ular trends.  Religious  cards,  for 
instance,  have  become  a  major 
part  of  the  Christmas  market  in  the 
last  few  years.  Pastel  colors  are  in 
vogue.  The  Italian  influence  has 
introduced  bright-striped  clothes 
and  black-and-white  tile  designs. 
Such  trends  are  often  supplied  by 
experts  who  act  as  detectives  in  the 
fashion  centers  of  the  country. 

The  major  companies  employ 
hundreds  of  artists  and  writers  who 
develop  from  1 5  to  25  ideas  a  week. 
Within  the  limits  of  good  taste, 
they  face  few  taboos.  Many  cards 
have  honored  the  humorous  aspect 
of  the  twenty-ninth  and  thirty- 
ninth  birthday.  But  no  company 
has  ever  produced  a  card  for  the 
fiftieth.  At  that  stage,  people  don't 
seem  to  want  to  be  reminded  of 
theii  age.  Innuendo  is  allowed  free 
rein  with  animals  and  children. 
The  rear  view  of  a  frisky  puppy,  for 
example,  can  keynote  a  card  that

says,  "I'm  a  little  behind  ...  in  an- 
swering your  letter." 

"I  want  my  artists  to  let  their 
imaginations  go  haywire,"  says  one 
executive.  "The  more  laughter, 
the  more  explosions  I  hear  behind 
their  door,  the  better  their  minds 
are  working.  If  they  start  going 
stale,  I  often  set  up  showings  of  old 
films  of  Charlie  Chaplin  and  W. 
C.  Fields.  You'd  be  surprised  how 
many  card  ideas  come  out  of  ludi- 
crous comedy  scenes.  Sometimes  I 
tell  an  artist,  'You  should  get  out 
of  the  office.  Go  down  and  see  a 
museum,  inspect  the  store  win- 
dows.' Or  we  may  take  a  whole 
group  of  artists  and  writers  to  New 
York  to  go  to  the  theatre  and  fash- 
ion shows  and  expose  them  to  new 
trends." 

_Trom  seeing  "My  Fair  Lady"  on 
such  a  trip  to  New  York  last  year 
came  the  idea  of  using  Cecil  Beat- 
on's costume  designs  as  the  basis 
of  a  Christmas  series.  From  a  visit 
to  a  New  Jersey  tapestry  plant,  one 
artist  developed  the  idea  of  tapes- 
tried panels  on  cards.  Another  art- 
ist was  inspired  by  seeing  the  Jap- 
anese theater  scene  in  "Around 
The  World  in  Eighty  Days"  to  cre- 
ate a  new  card  technique — a  slid- 
ing panel  inside  the  main  card 
which  gives  the  illusion  of  a  mov- 
ing panorama. 

But  most  ideas  spring  from  com- 
pletely irrelevant  incidents.  When 
one  artist  accidentally  burned  a 
sketch  he  was  making,  with  his  cig- 
arette, he  came  up  with  a  brand 
new  Valentine — a  card  with  its. 
corner  burned  away,  showing  a 
flaming  torch  with  the  caption, 
"Still  carrying  it  for  you  .  .  ." 

After  piling  up  work  for  days  on 
his  frantic  secretary,  one  writer 
suddenly  decided  she  and  all  her 
confreres  deserved  a  special  card — 
an  ironic  twist  on  General  Mac- 
Arthur's  line,  "Old  secretaries  nev- 
er die.  They  just  look  that  way." 

A  card  company  executive  a  few 
years  back,  singing  carols  with  his 
friends  on  Christmas  Eve,  noticed 
how  few  of  his  guests  knew  the 
words.  He  immediately  designed  a 
box  of  cards,  each  with  a  scene  de- 
picting a  different  carol,  each  con- 
taining the  carol's  words  and  mu- 
sic. It  became  one  of  his  biggest 
sellers  the  next  year.

»ut  the  hungry  maw  of  the  greet- 
ing card  business — one  major  com- 
pany alone  put  out  7,000  designs 
last  year  —cannot  be  fed  by  staff 
members  alone.  The  result  is  that 
most  companies,  particularly  the 
smaller  ones,  buy  verses  and  ideas 
from  outside  writers.  The  average 
greeting  card  free-lancer  earns 
from  $4,000  to  $8,000  yearly.  Name 
writers  like  Ogden  Nash  and  Dr. 
Norman  Vincent  Peale  command 
high  prices  topped  probably  by 
one  prolific  writer  who  used  to  take 
time  oil  from  his  books  and  articles 
in  in. ike  S20,000  for  two  months' 
work.

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The  new  freeways 


as  one  of  the  greatest  economic  in- 
fluences of  this  century,"  predicts 
John  A.  Volpe,  the  interim  United 
States  highway  administrator. 

Gerald  W.  Collins,  manager, 
Transportation,  and  Communica- 
tions Department,  United  States 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  says:  "There  is  hardly  a 
city,  village,  or  mile  of  highway 
that  will  not  be  involved.  Present 
traffic  patterns  will  be  altered ;  new 
areas  will  be  opened  for  business: 
motor  vehicle  transportation  in  all 
forms  will  assume  greater  utility, 
convenience,  and  safety." 

The  sheer  immensity  of  this  pro- 
gram is  staggering.  The  St.  Law- 
rence Seaway  project  is  big,  but 
the  $51  billion  going  into  federal 
highways  is  enough  to  build  50 
Seaways.  Change  that  $51  billion 
into  thousand  dollar  bills,  stack 
the  money  in  your  back  yard,  and 
you  would  have  28  piles  each  as 
high  as  the  Empire  State  Building. 

But  it  is  what  you  are  getting  for 
that  money  that  really  counts. 

Allowing  for  variations  to  meet 
local  conditions,  the  new  Inter- 
state Highway  System  will  consist 
of  4  or  more  traffic  lanes,  each  at 
least  12  feet  wide.  In  the  country, 
median  strips  at  least  36  feet  wide

will  separate  opposing  traffic  lanes. 
Shoulders  will  be  about  10  feet 
wide  along  borders  of  the  road. 
Grade  separations  will  be  used  for 
crossroads,  eliminating  dangerous 
intersections,  stop  lights,  and  ar- 
terial signs. 

You  can  get  an  idea  of  what  this 
new  network  will  be  like  by  driv- 
ing on  the  New  York  Thruway, 
the  Ohio  Turnpike,  or  any  of  the 
other  new  superhighways  that  al- 
ready are  in  operation.  But  the 
new  network  will  consist  of  free- 
wavs,  not  toll  roads. 

It  will  link  42  of  the  48  state 
capitals,  and  90  percent  of  all  cities 
with  a  population  of  50,000  or  over. 

Such  a  network  will  revolution- 
ize America. 

Industrial  and  business  expan- 
sions will  follow  superhighways. 
Traffic  congestion  in  major  cities 
will  be  alleviated.  Decentralization 
of  industry  will  be  stimulated,  pro- 
viding new  life  for  many  a  small 
community  that  may  be  close  to  a 
major  highway  on  the  new  network. 

Residential  patterns  will  change. 
Today's  suburbs  around  metropol- 
itan centers  will  foster  a  host  of  new 
"sub-suburbs"  where  today  there 
are  only  farms  and  fields.  Com- 
muting habits  in  metropolitan  cen- 


ters will  change,  for  it  will  be  just 
as  easy  to  commute  50  miles  as  it 
now  is  to  commute  15. 

Do  you  own  a  home  near  one  of 
those  projected  highway  routes?  If 
so,  you  may  expect  the  value  of 
your  property  to  rise.  Land  values 
along  freeways  and  expressways 
often  increase  as  much  as  300  to 
400  percent,  sometimes  much  more. 

Real  estate  values  in  southeast 
Florida  started  climbing  as  soon  as 
that  state's  Sunshine  State  Park- 
way was  launched.  Near  Fort 
Pierce  a  one-acre  site  recently  sold 
for  $20,000,  five  times  its  pre-high- 
way  value.

creased  3  to  12  times  in  value  once 
thai  new  highway  was  constructed. 
Land  adjacent  to  the  Gulf  Freewav 
in  Houston,  Texas,  which  was  val- 
ued at  6  to  8  cents  a  square  foot  in 
1945,  prior  to  the  highway,  now  is 
valued  at  over  60  cents  a  square 
foot. 

A  location  anywhere  near  a  su- 
perhighway is  virtually  certain  to 
increase  the  value  of  your  propertv. 

Moreover,  you  will  feel  other 
economic  benefits.  A  rash  of  indus- 
trial plant  construction  usually  fol- 
lows completion  of  new  super- 
highways. That  has  been  indicated 
in  every  place  where  such  highways 
have  been  constructed,  and  there 
is  no  reason  for  believing  the  pat- 
tern will  change. 

After  construction  of  a  new  cir- 
cumferential superhighway  around 
Metropolitan  Boston,  $150  million 
worth  of  new  industrial  plants  were 
built  along  the  route.  Since  com- 
pletion of  the  New  York  Thruway, 
even  more  factories  and  industrial 
plants  located  adjacent  to  it. 

Such  building  means  more  job 
opportunities  for  you,  for  your 
children. 

That  new  highway  network,  of 
course,  will  make  it  easier  to  get  to 
and  from  your  job,  especially  if  it 
is  in  a  metropolitan  center. 

Traffic  congestion  understand- 
ably is  worst  in  urban  centers.  So 
improvement  of  highways  in  and 
around  cities  will  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  roadway  planners.  Present 
plans  call  for  over  half  of  the  inter- 
state spending  to  be  concentrated 


How  far  would  your   electric 
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in  urban  areas,  a  factor  that  should 
go  a  long  way  toward  wiping  out 
bottlenecks  now  throttling  major 
cities. 

"A  comprehensive  freeway  in  a 
metropolitan  area  can  reduce  trav- 
el time  of  downtown  workers  by  66 
hours  a  year."  reports  the  Automo- 
tive Safety  Foundation.  Washing- 
ton. D.C.' 

"An  urban  expressway  can  carry 
twice  as  much  traffic  as  a  surface 
street  of  comparable  width,  and 
carry  it  twice  as  fast,  twice  as  eco- 
nomically, and  three  times  as  safe- 
lv."  savs  an  automobile  company 
official. 

Those  modern  new-  roads  prom- 
ise to  reduce  substantially  the  traf- 
fic accident  toll.  Bringing  the  41,- 
000  mile  Interstate  System  up  to 
adequate  standards  is  expected  to 
save  3,500  lives  a  year.  Improve- 
ments in  thousands  of  miles  of  pri- 
mary and  secondary  roads  should 
result  in  comparable  savings. 

"Federal  standards  governing 
the  construction  of  routes  on  the 
Interstate  System  provide  for  ev- 
(iv  built-in  safety  feature,"  says  C. 
B.  Curtiss,  commissioner,  U.S.  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Roads. 

Traffic  will  How  into  and  around 
large  cities  over  safe,  divided  high- 
w  ays  of  4  to  8  lanes,  protected  by 
carefully  planned  access.  Adequate 
lighting  will  illuminate  key  sec- 
tions. Design  of  highways  will  pro- 
vide for  at  least  70  miles  per  hour 
in  flat  country,  60  in  rolling  coun- 
try, 50  in  mountainous  and  urban 
areas. 


Limited  access  is  a  key  point  in 
safety  of  modern  highways.  Pro- 
visions of  the  new  highway  pro- 
gram stipulate  that  no  access  road 
can  be  built  into  the  Interstate 
System  without  authorization.  This 
means  that  filling  stations,  restau- 
rants, drive-in  theaters,  and  other 
roadside  businesses  can't  locate  di- 
rectly on  the  highway  where  in- 
and-out  traffic  would  constitute  a 
traffic  hazard.  Such  businesses  will 
have  to  settle  along  side  roads  or 
crossroads  reached  via  safe,  mod- 
ern interchanges. 


"We  have  convincing  evid< 
of  the  superior  safety  of  areas  with 
access  control."   says  Charles   W. 

Piisk.  president.  Institute  of  Traf- 
fic Engineers. 

Analyzing  results  of  studies,  he 
says:  "Gross  rates  show  that  where 
the  highway  had  full  access  con- 
trol, accidents  are  averaging  171 
per  100  million  vehicle  miles. 
Where  partial  control  is  provided, 
the  rate  is  240  per  100  million  vehi- 
cle miles.  With  no  access  control, 
the  rate  is  408." 

So  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  less

than  half  as  many  accidents  will 
occur  on  freeways  as  on  compara- 
ble conventional  highways,  and 
this  is  a  conservative  estimate.  A 
study  of  traffic  on  Detroit's  new  ex- 
pressways shows  these  roads,  on  a 
traffic  volume  basis,  are  10  times  as 
safe  as  the  city's  major  surface 
streets. 

Such  safety  not  only  reduces  your 
chances  of  ending  up  as  an  accident 
statistic :  it  may  mean  money  in  the 
bank  for  you. 

"If  the  cost  of  accidents  nation- 
ally (S4.7  billion  in  1955)  could  be 
cut  in  half,  a  saving  of  S38  per  ve- 
hicle could  be  effected,"  says  the 
Automotive  Safety  Foundation. 

Even  if  you  never  have  an  acci- 
dent, greater  highway  safety  could 
put  money  into  your  pocket  through 
lower  insurance  rates. 

Additional  savings  also  may  be 
anticipated  through  reduced  oper- 
ating costs  over  those  new  high- 
ways. It  is  estimated  that  driving 
on  these  new  improved  roads  will 
save  you  at  least  one  cent  a  mile  in 
fuel,  oil.  tire,  and  brake  costs. 

Since  the  average  passenger  car 
rolls  up  9.400  miles  a  year,  the  an- 
nual savings  would  be  $94  per 
auto.  Actually,  savings  could  be 
greater.  A  study  of  expressways  in 
Detroit  by  the  Michigan  State 
Highway  Department,  the  Wayne- 
County  Road  Commission,  and  the 
City  of  Detroit  showed  that  motor- 
ists averaged  5.18  cents  a  mile  over 
expressways  versus  8.9  cents  pet- 
mile  over  comparable  city  streets.

How  to  make  accessories  with  metal  handles 


With  an  old,  metal-handled  shaving  brush  and 
a  few  standard  hand  tools,  you  can  quickly  make 
a  handsome  letter  opener  or  serving  pieces  like 
ones  yon  see  pictured  on  page  160.  Follow  same 
process  for  umbrella  or  cane  handles.  ^ 


Blade  is  medium  size  kitchen  paring 
knife.  With  hammer  and  punch,  you 
can  tap  rivets  through  so  they  can 
be  readily  pulled  with  pliers. 

Do  this  by  bridging  knife  handle 
across  slightly  opened  jaws  of  vise 
so  hammer  blows  won't  bend  blade. 


Water -mixed  putty  is  used  to  hohl 
knife  firmly  in  handle.  Make  it  the 
consistency  of  sour  cream  (for  easy 
filling).  When  handle  is  filled,  tap 
il  lightly  in  the  palm  of  your  hand 
to  tamp  mixture  solid;  you  may 
have  to  add  more  putty. 


First  remove  wooden  insert  that 
keeps  bristles  wedged  tight  in  han- 
dle. Give  it  a  twist  to  break  it  free. 
If  your  brush  does't  have  this 
plug,  try  clamping  the  bristles  in 
a  vise  and  pulling  them  free  with 
a  sharp,  twisting  jerk.  Or  use  pliers 
at  the  base  of  the  bristles. 


Before  inserting  blade  assembly  in 
handle,  clamp  the  blade  in  round  of 
cabinet  wood  and  fasten  with  small 
flathead  screws.  Countersink  them. 

Use  aluminum  tubing  for  sleeve. 
Bevel  edges  slightly  with  a  file. 

By  tapping  sleeve  24-inch  or  so 
past  end  of  round,  you  can  fill  recess 
with  plastic  aluminum. 
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When  you're  finished,  this  is  what 
your  knife  >%  i  1 1  look  like. 

Polish  the  aluminum  tubing  with 
ciuciN  cloth;  lilo  the  plastic  metal 
Smooth  w  i  t 11  a  file,  and  polish  it,  too.

A  study  by  the  Automobile  Club 
of  Southern  California  indicated  a 
motorist  can  drive  on  Los  Angeles' 
expressways  for  4.021  cents  a  mile 
as  compared  with  8.215  cents  per 
mile  over  regular  city  streets.

48.5  miles  per  hour  on  freeways 
versus  1 9.5  miles  an  hour  on  streets. 
This  certainly  illustrates  that  you 
may  expect  less  driver  fatigue  when 
traveling  over  superhighways.

Plain  dirt 


It,,  Harry  it.  O'ltrion 


Fvb.  I  Yesterday  I  heard  a  cardi- 
nal trying  out  his  spring  song.  This 
morning  I  heard  the  cheerful  tune 
of  a  titmouse.  Maggie  remarked 
that  the  evenings  stay  light  a  lot 
longer. 

Toward  evening,  she  hurried  me 
out  to  burn  trash  in  our  new  incin- 
erator. Then  I  played  hookey  and 
looked  around  our  back  premises. 

There  were  my  mums,  which  I 
had  dug  and  heeled  in  on  top  of  the 
ground  in  the  coldframe.

J\  pproximately  2,500  children  be- 
tween 5  and  1 4  will  be  killed  by  mo- 
tor vehicles  in  the  next  12  months. 

In  the  next  year,  thousands  of 
people  will  be  walking  along  the 
nation's  highways.  Many  of  these 
will  be  children  who  will  be  play- 
ing as  they  walk.  Each  pedestrian 
you  see  should  put  you  on  guard. 

When  highway  pedestrians,  es- 
pecially children,  become  habitual 
danger  signals  to  you,  you'll  slow 
down.  When  you  get  within  range 
of  a  child,  you  should  be  going  slow 
enough  to  stop  if  he  should  sudden- 
ly dart  in  front  of  your  car  or  at- 
tempt to  cross  the  road.  If  no  other 
traffic  is  near  you,  pull  to  the  left  as 
far  as  possible,  giving  clearance. 

If  you  find  it  necessary  to  blow 
your  horn,  be  sure  to  blow  early 
enough  so  it  will  not  frighten  a 
pedestrian  into  doing  something 
unexpected  and  dangerous.  Under 
no  circumstances  should  you  blow  your 
horn  when  you  are  too  close  to  slop  if  a 
child  should  dart  in  front  of  you. 

lVLany  accidents  happen  after 
school  busses  stop.  The  children 
alight  and,  in  crossing  the  road, 
step  into  the  path  of  oncoming 
traffic.  In  some  states,  laws  require 
cars  from  both  directions  to  stop 
for  a  school  bus,  allowing  children 
to  cross  the  street.  Law  or  not,  a 
school  bus  should  be  a  warning. 

Bicycles  should  also  present  a 
warning.  Even  the  best  rider  is 
likely  to  veer  out  of  a  straight  path 
without  notice.  A  turn  of  the  han- 
dle bars  can  put  him  in  the  path 
of  your  car. 

Safety  is  taught  to  most  children, 
at  home  and  in  schools.  Regardless 
of  this  education,  children  are  apt 
to  do  the  unexpected.  It's  better  to 
exercise  more  caution  than  seems 
necessary  than  to  have  regrets  after 
the  unexpected  happens.

Hannelly  sends  word  that  he's  uncovered  the 
key  to  our  national  economy. 

Dear  Burton:  This  month  our  task  force  is 
making  a  consumer  study.  A  consumer  is 
what's  left  of  a  person  after  taxes.  The  history 
of  consuming  is  strewn  with  failures.  Too 
many  folks  just  don't  measure  up,  some  be- 
cause of  laziness,  others  because  of  faulty 
guidance. 

When  the  consumer  shirks,  we  get  hard 
times.  The  government  believes  there  is  noth- 
ing worse  than  a  half-hearted  or  tranquilized 
consumer.  Naturally,  the  more  you  consume, 
the  more  things  are  sold.  Then  the  makers 
and  sellers  can  all  consume  more,  too,  leading 
to  a  shining  little  circle  of  consumption. 

But  aimless  overconsuming  is  as  dangerous 
to  the  system  as  underconsuming.  People  who 
overconsume  have  to  go  on  diets.  Then  they 
buy  less  food  and  we  get  hard  times  again.  In 
fact,  some  economists  already  are  peevish 
about  what  they  foresee  as  "the  great  diet 
depression  of  1970."  All  the  women  will  be 
svelte  and  trim,  but  all  the  men  will  be  out  of 
work.  Nothing  so  retards  a  woman's  morale 
as  to  have  a  slim  figure  but  no  man  around 
with  enough  money  to  order  the  rich  foods 
she  enjoys  refusing. 

The  point  of  our  study  is  to  find  a  way  to 
consume  enough  extra  to  keep  the  wheels  of 
progress  turning,  but  not  so  much  that  every- 
body gets  diet-conscious.  It  takes  know-how. 

We're  considering  creating  federal  scholar- 
ships to  train  consumers  in  college.  After  all, 
we  train  engineers,  teachers,  lawyers,  and 
doctors,  but  we  ignore  the  education  of  our 
consumers — the  backbone  of  the  system. 
Much  can  be  taught  young  consumers.  Most 
boys  already  know  how  to  crack  up  the  car 
so  father  has  to  buy  a  new  one,  but  we  must 
find  less  rigorous  ways  to  accomplish  our  ob- 
jectives. Girls  could  be  taught  to  wear  slacks 
instead  of  Bermuda  shorts,  thereby  consum- 
ing more  textiles.  One  school  of  economists, 
by  the  way,  predicts  a  Bermuda  shorts  de- 
pression if  something  isn't  done  soon. 

Many  fine  courses  could  lead  to  an  M.C. 
(Master  Consumer)  degree.  Perfect  consum- 
erism is  our  goal — the  habit  of  buying  every- 
thing in  sight  and  throwing  away  most  of  it. 
There  is,  of  course,  the  little  matter  of  being 
able  to  afford  it.  That's  the  consumer's  prob- 
lem. After  all,  the  government  can  only  erect 
the  guideposts  and  set  you  on  the  right  road 
— with  a  pat  on  the  back.

on  Ross  was  excited  about  the  new  job  in 
Boston.  His  wife  Harriet  had  found  a  house 
with  space  enough  for  their  three  boys — plus 
a  guest  room.  But  the  Rosses  didn't  take  the 
job  or  buy  the  house  until  they  were  sure  that 
schools  in  the  new  suburban  location  would 
measure  up  to  the  ones  they  knew  back  home 
in  Whippany,  New  Jersey. 

They  didn't  take  the  real  estate  man's  word 
for  it.  They  walked  right  into  the  oilier  of  the 
principal  and  plied  him  with  questions: 

Do  people  here  take  an  interest  in  the 
schools?  Arc  all  the  children  in  regular  class- 
rooms? How  much  docs  it  cost  you  to  educate 
a  child  a  year?  How  many  teachers  resigned 
last  year?  Why?  What  do  you  do  with  children 
who  have  trouble  learning  to  read?  How 
many  of  your  high-school  graduates  are  col- 
lege bound.'  Can  we  visit  a  classroom  now.' 

That  night,  the  Rosses  toted  up  the  score: 
(lass  size  was  okay  (Harriet  had  counted 
desks).  Concern  for  individual  progress  was 
okay  (there  were  transition  classes  for  first 
graders  not  quite  ready  for  second).  Subjects 
taughl  seemed  verj  complete  (and  Don  had 
noticed  that  ever)  fourth  grader  had  his  own 
dictionary  t.  The  Rosses  decided  to  make  the 
move. 

Don  and  Harriet  Ross  are  typical  of  grow- 
ing numbers  of  young  parents  who  are  in  a 
position  to  shop  for  a  school. 

For  the  past  three  years,  the  Rosses  had 
spent  a  night  a  week  on  the  Hanover  Town- 
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ship  Citizens'  Council.  They  learned  by  do- 
ing. First  project  was  a  study  of  the  number  of 
children  the  community  would  have  to  edu- 
cate, and  the  kind  of  buildings  the  children 
would  need.  Then  the  Council  studied  teach- 
ers' salaries  in  nearby  systems  and  recom- 
mended pay  policies  which  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation adopted.  While  Don  was  president  of 
the  Council,  it  sent  a  dd-item  questionnaire  on 
elementary  curriculum  to  140  school  super- 
intendents in  New  Jersey.  Its  purpose  :  to  help 
Hanover  Township  teachers  build  their  own 
curriculum.  In  addition  to  routine  questions, 
they  bluntly  asked  how  much  attention  the 
superintendents  were  pa)  ing  to  lay  opinion  on 
educational  matters.  Superintendent  Leslie 
Y.  Rear's  reply  was  typical:  lie's  so  enthusi- 
astic about  the  amateur  professionals  that  he 
wouldn't  take  a  job  in  a  system  that  didn't 
have  them. 

II  you  are  old  enough  to  have  children  in 
school  now,  it's  a  safe  bet  that  your  parents 
weren't  exactl)  COZ)  with  the  superintendent. 
During  the  1920s,  the  professionals  took  con- 
trol of  the  public  schools  awa\  from  indiffer- 
ent taxpayers.  For  30  years  they  conscien- 
tious!) closed  some  school  doors  in  the  faces  of 
la)  "meddlers."  The)  felt  it  was  professional 
responsibility  to  appl)  new  scientific  methods 
of  teaching.  Parents  then  seemed  bored 
enough  with  the  whole  subject  of  education  to 
let  them  run  the  schools. 

Today  it  isn't  at  all  clear  who  runs  the 
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schools.  In  the  past  10  years,  educators  have 
been  throwing  open  the  school  doors  and  the 
public  has  been  eagerly  trooping  in.  In  the 
past  five  years,  citizen  interest  in  school  poli- 
cies and  practices  has  snowballed.  Newspaper 
editors  were  startled  last  summer  to  learn 
(from  a  Gallup  survey  based  on  7,000  inter- 
views) that  education  interested  their  readers 
more  than  any  other  subject  except  health. 

Under  national  guidance,  local  PTAs  are 
raising  their  sights  from  tea-party  good  works 
and  good  will  to  serious  study  of  the  basic 
issues  of  public  education.  They  have  now  en- 
listed nearly  11  million  members. 

Ten  short  years  ago  the  Hanover  Township 
Citizens"  Council  would  have  been  a  crackpot 
oddity.  In  1957,  the  National  Citizens'  Coun- 
cil for  Better  Schools  reported  that  there  were 
over  12,000  such  groups,  or  about  one  for 
for  every  three  school  systems  in  the  nation. 

Citizens'  committees  are  attacking  the 
problems  of  electing:  school  boards:  procuring 
state  aid ;  reorganizing  school  districts;  lobby- 
ing for  a  sales  tax  for  education  and  merit  pay 
for  teachers.  They  examine  the  adequacy  of 
school  buildings:  the  uses  of  educational  tele- 
vision: the  choice  of  textbooks;  the  methods  of 
teaching  spelling,  reading;,  and  arithmetic. 

The  systems  of  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  and 
Plainedge,  New  York,  have  citizens'  groups 
recruit  college-educated  parents  to  teach  in 
the  schools  their  children  attend.  The  parents 
take  a  special  short  course  in  education. 

Sometimes  citizens  pinch  hit  without  for- 
mality. Several  mathematicians  in  Scarsdale, 
New  York,  were  drafted  to  cope  with  a  grade- 
school  math  genius  beyond  his  teachers.  In 
Moorestown,  New  Jersey,  scientists  from  the 
local  Radio  Corporation  of  America  labora- 
tory are  offering  high-school  students  courses 
in  electronics  and  radio  engineering  at  the 
request  of  parents  worried  about  the  skimpy 
science  program. 

A  pamphlet,  "Fifty  Teachers  to  a  Class- 
room," published  by  the  Metropolitan  School 
Study  Council  of  Greater  New  York,  is  de- 
signed to  stimulate  the  use  of  lay  talent  for 
special  projects.  It  tells  how  a  lighting  com- 
pany employee  brought  meters  to  an  arith- 
metic class:  a  photographer  demonstrated 
how  to  take  better  pictures;  a  baseball  player 
lectured  on  sportsmanship. 

New  York  business  and  professional  leaders 
willingly  interview  students  who  express  in- 
terest in  their  fields,  and  business  organiza- 
tions are  enthusiastically  offering  their  shops 
as  classroom  laboratories.  Some  schools  are 
even  designing  homework  to  get  parents  into 
the  teaching  act. 

Ideal  citizen-school  relations  are  exempli- 
fied in  Great  Neck,  a  rich  Long  Island  suburb. 
It  has  one  of  the  highest  school  budgets  in  the 
United  States  and  no  taxpayers'  association. 

Great  Neck  schools  offer  what  the  taxpay- 
ers love  to  call  "frills."  If  a  child  stays  home 
from  school,  a  nurse  calls  his  mother;  if  a  child 
"doesn't  wanna  go  to  school,"  a  psychologist 
talks  to  him.  Guidance  counselors,  at  the  rate 
of  one  for  every  200  pupils,  are  on  hand  for 
every  problem  imaginable. 
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Great  Neck  credits  its  "lighthouse"  schools 
to  Superintendent  John  L.  Miller.  Miller  en- 
listed statisticians,  real  estate  brokers,  bank- 
ers, and  actuaries  in  the  community  to  make  a 
study  of  population  trends  to  help  in  planning 
a  school  building  program.  Guided  by  Teach- 
ers College,  Columbia  University,  he  worked 
with  the  independent  Great  Neck  Education 
Association  on  a  cooperative  study  of  the 
Great  Neck  schools.  Since  then,  95  lay  com- 
mittees of  the  Board  of  Education  have  given 
1,000  citizens  practice  in  constructively  in- 
vestigating school  activities. 

Sooner  or  later  almost  every  adult  in  Great 
Neck  gets  drawn  into  the  schools.  They  serve 
on  committees  studying  recreation,  the  budg- 
et, the  adult  education  program,  school-com- 
munity relations,  provisions  for  bright  chil- 
dren, and  college  entrance  procedures.  They 
help  prepare  a  slate  of  candidates  for  vacan- 
cies on  the  Board.  They  become  class  mothers 
and  officers  of  the  PTA  groups.  They  even 
offer  their  special  talents  in  the  classroom  (a 
cartoonist  talks  to  art  classes,  a  ballad  singer 
enriches  music  programs). 

All  of  this  activity  has  produced  a  climate 
in  which  everyone  contributes  ideas  whether 
serving  on  a  committee  or  not.  An  eighth- 
grade  girl  sent  Doctor  Miller  a  news  story 
about  a  school  where  junior  high  school  stu- 
dents assisted  primary  teachers.  She  thought 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  Great  Neck.  A 
businessman  stopped  Doctor  Miller  on  the 
church  steps  to  talk  about  the  desperate  need 
for  better  math  and  science  training  at  the 
high-school  level.  Miller  launched  an  experi- 
mental program  for  seventh  graders  gifted  in 
math,  which  had  them  studying  algebra  in 
the  eighth  grade  and  headed  for  calculus  by 
the  twelfth. 

Not  all  educators  favor  citizen  participa- 
tion. Many  still  resist  any  decline  of  the  teach- 
er's classroom  power,  pointing  out  that  "un- 
steered"  citizens  might  use  the  schools  for 
selfish  purposes  or  outright  eccentricities. 

An  extreme  case  is  that  of  a  militant  group 
of  "Minute  Women"  of  Houston,  Texas,  who 
forced  the  school  system  to  substitute  Texan 
for  United  States  history,  to  bar  class  refer- 
ences to  the  United  Nations,  and  to  prescribe 
textbooks  the  professionals  disapproved. 

But  constructive  citizens'  groups  recognize 
the  dangers  of  nonprofessional  influence,  and 
while  they  may  argue  for  dynamic  new  pro- 
grams, they  tend  to  back  down  when  a  con- 
fident professional  raises  technical  objections 
to  these  plans.  The  sincere  nonprofessional 
accepts  the  experience  and  training  of  the  ed- 
ucators as  the  final  standard  for  judging  new- 
ideas.  And  the  educators  can — and  do — profit 
by  having  to  state  their  case.  Systems  which 
have  independent,  representative,  and  respon- 
sible citizens'  committees  provide  better  edu- 
cation than  those  which  keep  the  public  at 
arm's  length.

Greece,  New  York:  The  PTA- 
Citizens'  Committees  of  three 
school  districts  joined  together  to 
build  a  high  school  and  put  over  a 
bond  issue  to  finance  it.  Subcom- 
mittees of  a  Citizens'  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion studied  the  teaching  of  each 
high-school  subject. 

Volusia  County,  Florida:  The  Con- 
tinuing Council  on  Education  got 
the  state  to  approve  a  Communky 
Junior  College.  Council  members 
made  surveys,  held  public  meet- 
ings, and  filled  150  speaking  en- 
gagements to  get  public  support. 

Champaign,  Illinois:  The  Citizens' 
Survey  Committee  made  a  study 
of  the  community's  educational 
needs.  Subcommittees  worked  with 
teachers  and  University  of  Illinois 
professors  of  education  to  produce 
a  345-page  report  to  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  result:  salary 
raises  for  teachers,  scrapping  of  ob- 
solete facilities,  and  changes  of 
curriculum. 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa:  After  four  fail- 
ures to  pass  a  bond  issue  had  left 
the  town  with  a  school  so  dilapi- 
dated that  plaster  literally  fell  on 
the  heads  of  children,  the  Mothers' 
Crusade  for  Better  Schools  con- 
ducted a  vigorous  campaign  and 
won  a  favorable  vote  at  the  polls. 

Ravenswood  City  School  District, 
California:  A  Citizens'  Committee 
conducted  a  thorough  report-card 
study.  They  collected  report  cards 
from  all  over  the  country  and  in- 
terviewed educators  on  various 
grading  systems,  assuring  that  stu- 
dent-evaluation in  their  commu- 
nity would  be  the  best  possible.

Bronx  Park  Community,  New  York 
City:  A  school  committee  elected 
by  the  citizens  organized  and  raised 
money  for  after-hour  recreational 
programs  and  guidance  counselors.

Comfort  is  most  important 

Check  these  points  so  your  child's  movement  isn't  ham- 
pered or  his  skin  chafed: 

Sleeves — preferably  raglan  or  kimono-type.  If  "set-in,"  arm- 
hole  should  be  roomy. 

Shoulder  width — should  span  back  and  chest  with  no  strain- 
ing. If  too  large,  shoulder  seams  won't  stay  in  place. 

Elastic  at  sleeve-,  waist-,  or  leg  bands — only  part  way 
around ;  never  so  tight  as  to  leave  red  marks. 

Neckline — low  enough  in  front  that  it  doesn't  rub  or  choke; 
closely  fit  in  back  but  won't  ride  up;  not  so  large  as  to  slip 
off  shoulders. 

Hips  and  crotch — should  allow  bending,  stooping,  sitting, 
and  reaching  without  discomfort. 

Trousers,  sleeves — not  too  tight  or  too  long. 

Seams — soft,  flat,  sewed  securely. 

Separate  skirts  or  trousers — suspended  from  shoulders  by 
straps  (crossed  or  fastened  to  prevent  slipping)  or  by  built- 
up  jumper  tops. 

Winter  clothing — light  in  weight  and  only  enough  to  prevent 
chilling.  Two  lightweight  garments  are  warmer  than  one 
heavyweight,  make  it  easier  to  regulate  body  heat.

Check  fabric  by  holding 
up  to  light.  Yarns  that  appear  fuzzy  are  usually  loosely 
twisted. 

Serviceability 

Materials  that  won't  stretch  or  shrink  in  laundering,  require 
little  or  no  ironing,  are  colorfast  to  sun,  washing  (if  wash- 
able), dry  cleaning,  perspiration,  and  uric  acid  (if  for  a 
small  child). 

Manufacturer's  label  describing  contents  of  fabric  and  rec- 
ommendations for  cleaning  or  laundering. 

Reinforcing  at  points  of  hardest  wear  (knees,  seat,  crotch, 
seams,  and  edges). 

Allowance  for  growth — side  seams  that  can  be  let  out;  ad- 
justable shoulder  straps;  tucks  in  skirts;  folds  under  waist- 
line; deep  hems;  extra  long  shirts  and  blouses.  Don't  buy 
clothing  so  large  that  child  looks  and  feels  awkward.

In  an  actual  store,  the  clerk  would  not  have  been  startled 
but  grateful  that  with  the  space  limitations  of  the  modern 
small  house  she  wanted  any  books  at  all. 

Time  was  when  a  house  with  pretension  to  anything  more 
than  mere  shelter  had  a  library,  a  whole  room  set  aside  for 
books.  But  that  time,  though  not  so  long  ago,  is  gone.  Its 
values  are  as  dead  as  the  dodo.  As  extinct  as  the  large  fam- 
ilies that  gathered  around  the  fireplace  on  Sunday  evenings 
to  hear  books  read  aloud.  As  past  and  forgotten  as  the  for- 
mer isolation  and  loneliness  of  provincial  towns  and  the 
desolation  of  farms.  As  dead  as  leisure. 

The  modern  library  has  to  compete  with  the  movies,  with 
organized  sports,  with  the  automobile,  with  dozens  of  com- 
munity, school,  and  church  organizations  and  events.  With- 
in the  house  it  has  to  compete  with  the  radio  and  the  tele-, 
vision  set — not  merely  for  attention  but  for  every  inch  of 
lessened  space. 

Those  who  know  books  and  have  spent  their  lives  with 
them  are  not  pessimistic  about  the  outcome  of  the  competi- 
tion. Books  are  still  the  lifeblood  of  master  spirits,  treasured 
up  for  ages.  They  are  still  the  chief  avenue  to  learning,  to 
which  all  schools  and  colleges  are  only  adjuncts. 

But  the  competition  poses  a  very  real  challenge  which 
must  be  met  intelligently.  If  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  divert- 
ed from  books  and  reading  we  shall  soon  be  outstripped  in 
cultural,  as  well  as  technical,  achievements  by  nations  that 
have  not  exchanged  the  essentials  for  the  fripperies  of  life. 

The  first  step  in  meeting  it  is  to  recognize  the  facts.  One  of 
the  facts  is  the  limitation  of  space  in  the  modern  house.  An- 
other is  the  limitation  of  that  fraction  of  the  family  budget 
which  can  be  allotted  to  books.  The  [  Turn  to  page  37

ome  library  can  no  longer  be  con- 
iidered  a  reservoir  of  diversion  or 

ven   a   repository   of  the   world's 

;reat  fiction.  There  simply  isn't 
room  any  more  in  the  ordinary 
house  for  sets  of  Dickens  and 
Thackeray  and  Scott  and  George 
Eliot.  These  are  now  in  community 

braries.  and  it  should  be  said  at 
once  that  these  libraries  are  now  a 
more  vital  part  of  the  community 
than  they  ever  were,  and  that  they 
are  filling — with  great  effectiveness 
— a  dozen  needs  that  a  generation 
ago  would  not  have  been  consid- 

ed  a  part  of  their  function. 
Vet  there  still  must  be  some 
books  in  the  home,  and  in  the  small 
library  these  must  be  chiefly  refer- 
ence books,  since  facts  must  be 
checked  at  the  moment  they  are 
needed.  Everyone  knows  that  if  the 
looking  up  is  put  off  it  will  never  be 
done,  especially  with  children. 
Their  eager,  insistent  questions 
must  be  answered  at  once  if  the 
answers  are  to  have  value  to  them. 
Well,  how  much  can  parents  af- 
ford to  spend  on  books?  $50?  $100? 
$200?  And  what  can  you  get  for 
these  sums  in  the  way  of  books  of 
permanent  value? 

The  lists  which  are  given  here 
have  been  compiled  with  certain 
assumptions  in  mind.  It  was  as- 
sumed, for  instance,  that  these 
books  are  to  constitute  a  permanent 
collection,  so  (with  the  exception  of 
the  almanac,  which  would  have  to 
be  replaced  each  year)  they  are 
limited  to  hard-cover  volumes.  It  is 
assumed  that  thev  are  for  the  ordi-

nary  American  family,  a  family 
with  children  for  whom  it  is  am- 
bitious. It  is  assumed  to  be  a  family 
with  cultural  aspirations,  eager  for 
its  rightful  share  in  our  common 
literary  and  scientific  heritage.  It 
is  assumed  to  be  a  family  with 
pride,  that  wants  to  be  informed; 
with  integrity,  that  wants  to  be  ac- 
curate; with  grace,  that  wants  to 
be  amusing  and  interesting. 

Some  of  the  books  will  seem  dis- 
proportionately expensive.  But 
these  are  books  in  which  an  im- 
mense amount  of  information  is  in- 
cluded. They  are  books  that  last. 
There  is  an  individuality  even  in 
reference  books.  It  often  takes 
years  to  learn  their  best  use,  to 
"know  one's  way  around"  in  them. 
The  children  must  be  urged  to  pull 
them  off  the  shelf  whenever  they 
need  them  (and  to  put  them  back 
when  they  don't!).  They  must  be 
bound  well  enough  and  made  of 
good  enough  paper  to  stand  a  lot  of 
rough  use.

Where  a  hay-fever  sufferer  can  spend  a  vacation  in 
comfort.  (In  pollen-free  Bethlehem,  New  Hampshire, 
Duluth,  Minnesota,  and  so  on.)

-Li  ike  most  fathers,  I  have  hoarded  a  vast  sum  of  ad- 
vice which  I  am  constantly  trying  to  transfer  to  my 
teen-age  son's  account,  and  which  he — like  most  chil- 
dren— insists  l>e  retained  in  my  name.  Yet,  there  arc 
many  times  when  my  son  wants  to  talk  to  me  about 
himself  and  his  world  and  actively  seeks  my  opinion 
and  advice.  * 

The  problem,  when  lent  the  filial  ear,  is  knowing 
when  to  quit.  There  is  a  great  temptation,  when  asked 
for  specific  advice  on  one  subject,  to  respond  with  an 
endless  lecture  that  not  only  exhausts  the  boy,  and 
confuses  him,  but  usually  doesn't  answer  his  question. 

How  much  of  what  I  say  to  him  is  important?  Nor- 
mally, I  think  every  word  earns  its  keep.  But  I  have 
asked  myself  this  question :  What  would  I  say  to  my 
boy  if,  instead  of  a  lifetime  and  an  unlimited  fund  of 
words,  I  were  allowed  only  a  few  minutes,  and  a  few 
thousand  words  to  do  us  forever? 

These  are  the  words  I  would  leave  with  him : 

My  boy,  the  most  important  problem  facing  you  to- 
day is  that  of  your  survival.  I  don't  mean  the  threats  to 
your  existence  posed  by  possible  wars  of  super-bombs 
and  missiles.  I  mean  the  normal  problems  of  survival  in 
what  is  your  normal  world. 

I  mean  first  your  physical  survival,  through  the  teen- 
age years,  in  your  dearest  joy  and  deadliest  enemy — 
the  automobile. 

I  mean  your  vocational  survival  in  a  world  where 
every  opportunity  is  every  day  more  fiercely  contested. 

I  mean  your  cultural  survival  in  a  society  which  be-

sieges  your  young  mind  with  cheap  entertainments, 
cheap  diversions,  and  cheap  philosophies. 

I  mean  your  moral  survival  in  an  age  which  mass-pro- 
duces vulgar  ideals,  vulgar  goals,  vulgar  satisfactions. 

I  mean  your  sexual  survival  as  the  head  of  a  family, 
immune  in  your  life  to  the  destructive  definition  of  sex 
as  a  brief  physical  contact  between  any  male  and  any 
female. 

I  do  not  expect  you  to  understand  everything  I  say. 
I  will  be  satisfied  if,  at  any  given  time  in  your  life,  a 
small  percentage  of  my  words  have  meaning  for  you.  So 
many  things  can  be  explained  to  a  boy,  but  understood 
only  by  a  man.  How  can  I  expect  you,  in  your  teens,  to 
learn  from  a  few  words  what  it  has  taken  me  40  years  of 
living  to  understand?  I  can  only  prepare  you  for  under- 
standing life.  You  alone  possess — or  lack — the  capacity 
to  achieve  it. 

You  are  bursting  with  the  desire  to  be  "grown-up." 
To  you,  that  means  reaching  an  age  where  you  can  do 
more  things.  You  have  yet  to  discover  that  maturity  is 
not  compounded  of  chronology  and  physical  dimension;

Doors  cost  between  -?8  and 
S9.  Unfinished  furniture  varies  widely  in  cost  and  is  available  everywhere.

\  eal  is  very  young  beef.  That's  why  veal  has  so  little  fat  anil  why  it  responds 
well  to  tlie  gentle,  moist  heat  of  braising.  Its  tlelieate  flavor  has  endeared  it  to 
French  and  Italian  chefs — they  accent  veal  with  tomato  or  sharp  cheese  or 
savory  herbs  to  create  a  "specialty  of  the  house." 

I' or  your  own  specialty,  how  about  barbecuing  breast  of  veal?  That's  the  cut 
von  sec  above.  If  meat  is  not  honed  and  cubed,  ask  meatman  to  do  it. 


Brown  the  cubes  of  veal  on  all  sides  —  slowly,  but  thor- 
oughly. Meanwhile  combine  ingredients  for  the  sauce  — 
chopped  celery  and  onion  slices,  catsup  and  tomato  sauce, 
brown  sugar  and  seasonings:  pour  over  meat. 

Cover  skillet  and  simmer  the  veal  in  the  sauce  for  2 
hours  or  till  fork-tender  and  delicious.

In 
bottom  of  each  ramekin  is  a  crunchy  rusk  spread  with  dev- 
iled ham.  Remember  these  Towers  for  a  dressy  spring  brunch. 

In  France,  everyone  buys  Croissants  (3)  at  a  patisserie. 
But  you  can  make  them  at  home — our  recipe  gives  all  the 
pointers.  These  crescent-shaped  rolls  are  unbelievably  light 
and  flaky — really  a  puff  pastry  raised  with  yeast.  Serve  with 
dainty  butter  balls  and  currant  jelly  or  Bar-le-Duc  (seeded 
currant  preserves). 

For  Parisian  Chocolate  (4)  you  fix  a  whipped-creanrand 
chocolate  "batter."  keep  it  on  call  in  the  refrigerator.  At 
breakfast  time,  help  yourself  to  a  heaping  tablespoonful,  fill 
your  cup  with  hot  milk,  add  a  dollop  of  whipped  cream. 

Pink  Cereal  Bowl  (5)  is  just  the  ticket  to  cajole  a  child*s 
appetite.  This  surprise  for  the  breakfast  tray  is  sheer  whim- 
sey,  of  course,  but  a  pretty  change  for  old-fashioned  hot  fa- 
rina or  cooked  rice  cereal.  Topper  is  strawberry  jam. 

Marmalade  Brown-and-Serves  (6)  in  the  basket  next  to 
the  high-waisted  egg-cup  comport  are  made  in  a  trice  from 
the  very  American  brown-and -serve  rolls.  The  topknot  rolls 
are  Brioche,  so  feathery  light  they  almost  have  wings.  This 
French  favorite  is  no  quickie,  but  worth  every  minute  it  takes. 

Perhaps  they  don't  serve  Breakfast  Salad  (7)  in  France, 
but  they'll  wish  they  did — it's  that  refreshing!  Juicy  orange 
sections  in  a  sunburst  around  plump,  chilled  purple  plums 
from  a  can,  a  sprinkle  of  confectioners'  sugar  over  all.

One  more  "boutique  touch"  to  add  interest  to  a  morning 
meal — French  breakfast  radishes  (9)  for  appetizer  or  ac- 
companiment. You  hold  radish  by  its  leafy  top,  put  a  dab  of 
butter  on  it — then  crunch.  Bonl  Xow  for  the  recipes.

.oung  brides  confide  that  gravy  can  be  the 
making  or  breaking  of  a  new  cook's  reputation. 

Time  was  when  every  i^irl  learned  the  gravy 
art  at  Mother's  side.  Nowadays,  teen-agers  have 
less  time  to  practice  in  the  kitchen,  and  making 
gravy  has  become  a  prestige  skill — a  matter  of 
pride  among  the  young  marrieds. 

We'll  admit  it  takes  a  bit  of  know-how  to 
achieve  the  goal  of  rich-brown,  satiny,  lumpless 


gravy.  But  for  every  tricky  problem,  there's  a 
preventive  trick.  The  picture  recipe  shows  suc- 
cess tips  for  gravy  made  in  the  roasting  pan. 

Or  try  the  saucepan  way:  Pour  off  fat  from 
roasting  pan.  Combine  the  correct  proportions 
of  fat  and  flour  in  a  saucepan.  Add  the  liquid 
to  the  roasting  pan;  simmer  and  stir  till  meat 
drippings  dissolve.  Now  add  this  good  liquid  to 
mixture  in  saucepan.  Cook  and  stir  as  below. 


Measure  drippings.  first  lift  the  roast  to  a  heated 
platter  and  keep  warm.  (The  meat  will  carve  hetter  with 
this  little  "rest"  while  you  lix  the  gravy.) 

Leaving  crusty  hits  in  roasting  pan,  pour  off  lat  and 
meat  juices.  \\  lien  the  fat  comes  to  the  top,  skim  it  off. 
Then  for  each  cup  of  gravy,  measure  2  tablespoons  of 
the  fat  hack  into  roasting  pan. 


Now  for  the  flour.  We're  making  2  cups  of  gravy — 
enough  for  6  to  8  servings  —  so  there's  J4  C,1P  (4  table- 
spoons) fat  in  the  pan.  Stir  in  an  equal  measure  of  flour 
—  \i  cup  (that's  2  tablespoons  Hour  for  each  cup  gravy). 
Blend  Hour  and  fat  —  wire  whisk  does  a  smooth  job. 
Keeping  heat  very  low,  cook  and  stir  till  frothy.  For  rich- 
er color  and  flavor,  brown  flour  to  a  light  tan.

And  it  is  now,  while  you  are'  .so 
young — too  young  to  know  which 
route  to  the  future  is  yours — that 
you  are  "old  enough"  to  keep  open 
or  close  off  a  thousand  possible 
avenues  to  life. 

I  know  you  well.  So  far,  your 
victories  outnumber  your  defeats. 
But,  in  your  world,  victories  are 
taken  for  granted,  and  defeats  are 
shattering.  Sometimes  I  wonder 
which  of  us  is  the  more  grown-up, 
when  I  realize  that  as  a  man  I  can 
make  more  mistakes  than  you,  I 
am  allowed  more  failures.  I  find 
more  tolerance  of  my  weaknesses 
and  inabilities.  Life  demands  much 
more  perfection  from  you,  at  your 
age,  than  it  does  from  me  at  40. 
Understand   this,    and   know   that 


for  this  survival  too,  I  wish  you 
strength,  courage,  good  fortune. 

I  have  mentioned  your  moral 
and  cultural  survival,  and  I  think 
you  have  made  a  good  start.  You 
are  a  reader.  True,  your  reading  is 
often  limited  to  a  particular  inter- 
est and  level  of  the  moment — 
years  ago  comics,  then  war  stories, 
then  outdoor  yarns,  and  now  auto- 
mobile magazines.  But  the  impor- 
tant thing  is  that  you  outgrew  the 
comics  and  the  war  stories  in  your 
time,  and  you  will  outgrow7  your 
current  reading.

At  the  moment,  you 
will  listen  to  nothing  but  "rock 
and  roll."  I  can  remember  when 
you  listened  to  nursery  songs,  then 
loved  ballads,  and  finally  got 
around  to  popular  music. 

I  notice,  looking  over  your  rec- 
ord collection,  that  you  do  have  an 
ear  for  the  better  artists  in  the  field 
you  like;  that  you  appreciated 
"progressive  jazz"  before  my  ear 
could  contain  it.  Given  freedom  to 
listen,  with  an  occasional  assist  to- 
ward better  music.  I  know  your 
taste  will  mature  as  you  do.  I  ex- 
pect the  day  is  not  far  off  when 
vou  will  be  listenino;  to  Ravel  and

I  am  more  concerned  with  your 
exposure  to  cheap  philosophies  of 
life,  than  to  cheap  entertainments. 
Thev  say  that  listening  to  music 
over  a  poor  sound  system  can  give 
vou  a  "tin  ear."  unable  to  appre- 
ciate the  higher  fidelity  of  repro- 
duction. I  am  concerned  that  your 
exposure  to  vulgar  and  narrow  out- 
looks on  the  world  will  give  you  a 
"tin  soul." 

That  is  why  you  and  I  have  had 
words  about  your  addiction  to  var- 
ious fads  that  have  come  and  gone. 
Xo  fad  as  such  has  been  good  or 
evil,  whether  it  was  the  way  you 
wore  your  denims,  or  the  way  \nv 
cut  your  hair.  But  to  obey  a  fad 
blindly  is  to  let  the  mob  do  your 
thinking  for  you.  And  if  you  get  in 
the  habit  of  letting  others  decide 
your  mode  of  dress,  action,  and 
speech  now.  you  will  find  it  diffi- 
cult, even  impossible,  to  think  in- 
dependently when  you  are  older. 
or  you  may  not  have  then  the  cour- 
age to  do  so. 

So  many  teen-agers  sjive  as  their 
excuse  for  following  fads  that  they 
fear  to  be  different  from  others. 
What  a  small,  weak,  cowardly,  un- 
worthy reason  for  surrendering  the 
great  miracle  and  blessing  of  hu- 
man life — the  very  ability  to  be  dif- 
ferent, to  have  the  power  of  inde- 
pendent thought,  of  individual 
choice  and  action. 

I  am  not  telling  you  to  be  differ- 
ent just  lor  the  the  sake  of  being  dif- 


ferent. This,  too.  is  a  fad.  But  when 
you  go  along  with  a  mass  fad.  just 
to  be  like  the  others,  do  it  of  your 
own  will  and  consciously,  under- 
standing both  the  satisfactions  and 
limitations  of  your  identification. 
Learn  to  evaluate,  to  judge,  to 
think  and  choose  as  yourself,  with 
faith  in  your  own  tastes,  opinions, 
goals,  and  personal  worth.  As  you 
grow,  this  attitude  and  belief  in 
yourself  will  serve  as  a  shield 
against  the  hucksters  of  mob  mor- 
als, manners,  ideologies,  and  fads 
of  consumption,  transportation, 
patriotism,  and  education. 

J.  come  now  to  your  final  sur- 
vival— as  boy  friend,  suitor,  hus- 
band, and  father.  In  a  way.  your 
ability  to  live  successfully  with  a 
woman  is  the  crucial  test  of  your 
manhood.  For,  as  boy  friend,  suit- 
or, husband,  and  father,  every  as- 
pect of  your  personality  will  be  put 
to  the  test. 

Every  other  problem  I  have 
mentioned,  from  driving,  to  work 
habits,  to  cultural  values,  will  in- 
fluence you  in  your  choice  of  a  girl, 
your  relationships  with  her,  and 
your  eventual  success  or  failure  in 
this  role  which  I  play  for  you  to- 
day, and  which  you  will  assume 
tomorrow . 

I  am  not  now  concerned  with 
drilling  you  on  the  nomenclature 
of  the  human  body  or  the  mechan- 
ical facts  of  mating.  I  believe  that 
such  sex  information  is  important, 
but  I  don't  want  you  to  confuse  sex 
information  with  sex  education. 


Let  me  liken  the  situation  to 
driving  a  car.  Now,  too  young  for 
a  license,  but  obsessed  by  the  auto- 
mobile, you  have  read  everything 
about  cars  you  could  get  your 
hands  on.  You  can  recite  to  me 
perfectly  every  maneuver  necessary 
to  start  and  drive  a  car.  You  arc 
convinced  that  you  are  capable  of 
getting  behind  the  wheel  without 
any  further  trial  and  driving  off 
at  high  speed. 

But  when  you  start  to  drive,  you 
will  be  confronted  by  an  element 
that  has  to  be  experienced  to  be 
understood — motion.  Your  confi- 
dence and  imagined  skill  will  melt 
into  confusion  when  the  added 
factor  of  relentless  motion  forces 
situations  and  sensations  upon  you 
that  you  could  not  even  anticipate 
until  you  experienced  them.  And 
faster  than  you  can  cope  with  them. 

This  is  true  also  with  sex.  You 
are  not  dating  as  yet,  but  you 
speak  casually  of  the  time  when 
you  will  be  "interested"  in  girls 
and  will  date.  You  possess  a  good 
amount  of  sex  information,  well  in 
advance  of  the  time  when  it  will  be 
needful  for  you.  But  here,  too, 
there  is  an  added  factor  that  makes 
a  hash  of  mechanical  information, 
terminology,  and  good  intentions.

Just  as  you  will  be  a  good  driver 
when  you  experience  and  learn  to 
control  the  fact  of  swift,  potentially 
dangerous  motion,  so  you  will  be 
able  to  survive  romantically  and 
sexually  when  vou  learn  to  control 


and  guide  the  forces  of  swifter,  and 
in  some  ways  more  dangerous, 
emotion. 

Remember  this:  When  you  ask 
a  girl  for  a  date,  you  assume  the 
responsibility  for  her  welfare.  From 
the  time  you  take  her  from  her 
home,  until  you  bring  her  home 
again,  she  is  in  your  care.  It  is  your 
duty  to  protect  and  preserve  her 
from  risk  and  harm,  whether  it  be 
as  her  chauffeur,  guide,  or  suitor. 
She  must  be  kept  as  safe  from  your 
affection  of  the  moment  as  she  is 
from  the  recklessness  or  unpleas- 
antness of  others. 

There  is  a  negative,  cold-blood- 
ed attitude  among  many  boys  that, 
"It  is  up  to  the  girl  to  draw  the 
line";  that  tries  to  get  as  much 
from  a  girl  as  one  can,  and  claims 
it  is  her  fault  if  matters  go  too  far. 

In  a  way,  it  is  up  to  the  girl — if 
she  happens  to  be  out  with  an  ir- 
responsible or  unprincipled  boy. 
But  believe  me  this:  It  is  the  boy 
who  must  assume  compute  responsi- 
bility for  the  girl,  if  he  would  have 
any  real  claim  to  manhood.  For  it 
is  this  sense  of  responsibility  that  at 
any  age  separates  the  men  from  the 
boys. 

When  you  begin  to  date,  you 
will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of 
whether  or  not  to  "go  steady."'  and 
I  have  this  bit  of  advice  for  you :

►  For  tender  waffles:  Stir  the 
batter  just  enough  to  mix — don't 
worry  about  the  pebbly  look.  The 
stiller  the  batter,  the  shorter  the 
mixing  period  should  be. 

►  For  top-notch  performance 

from  your  waffle  baker:  Avoid 
using  an  extension  cord  which 
may  decrease  the  efficiency  of 
your  appliance. 

►  To  prevent  sticking:  Follow 
manufacturer's  directions  for 
care  and  preheating  of  waffle 
baker.  Be  sure  it  is  hot  enough 

before  you  add  batter.  (If  baker 
does  not  have  a  preheat  indica- 
tor, sprinkle  a  few  drops  of  wa- 
ter on  the  grid;  if  drops  fairly 
dance,  it's  ready.) 

►  For    even    baking:    Close    lid 

quickly  after  pouring  in  batter  so 
top  of  the  waffle  starts  to  bake  at 
the  same  time  as  the  bottom. 

►  No  heavyweights  or  pull- 
aparts:  Don't  peek!  If  you  open 
the  lid  too  soon,  waffle  might  fall, 
or  stick  and  pull  apart.  Wait  till 
the  light  gives  you  the  signal  or 
till  the  steam  stops. 

►  For   crisp   waffles:   After   you

Freeze 
waffles  immediately. 

►  To  heat  frozen  waffles:  Place 
frozen  waffles  in  a  toaster  to 
heat.  (Some  folks  prefer  to  thaw 
them  about  15  minutes  first.) 
You  may  also  heat  waffles  on  a 
wire  rack  in  hot  oven  or  broiler. 

►  Leftover  hatter:  Batter  may 
be  covered  and  kept  in  the  re- 
frigerator overnight.

How  to  have  a 
dry  basement

I 


f  rain  water  or  water  from  melting  snow  trick- 
les into  your  basement,  don't  be  too  quick  to 
blame  the  foundation.  Chances  are  your  home's 
drainage  system  is  inadequate  or  faulty. 

If  vour  basement  is  damp  or  clammy,  but  does 
not  leak  water,  inadequate  ventilation  inside 
may  be  the  problem.  The  cause  of  this,  usually, 
is  the  evaporation  of  water,  moisture  vapor  pro- 
duced by  unvented  dryers,  and /or  excess  humid- 
itv,  which  shows  on  windows,  walls,  water  pipes. 

Prevention  is  the  key  to  solving  most  of  these 
problems — repair  of  gutters,  drainage  of  water 
from  the  foundation,  sealing  pipes,  and  so  on. 
You'll  find  that  it's  easy  and  inexpensive  to  do 
most  of  the  work  yourself — usually  in  a  weekend 
or  two.

The  most  important  part  of  any  basement  waterproofing

You  simply  have  to  remove  the  source  of  the  outside 
moisture  causing  the  leaks  or  seepage.  In  most  cases, 
proper  grading  and  efficient  drainage  is  the  answer. 
Check  your  problem  on  this  drawing  of  an  average  house 
and   follow  these  step-by-step  photographs  to  solve  it.

( lhannel  water  away  from  the  foundation. 
Elimination  of  this  water  is  often  all 
that's  needed  to  slop  moisture  from  en- 
tering the  basement  —  especially  seepage. 
Pipe  should  extend  at  least  three  feet 
from  the  house  so  excess  water  empties 
where  the  grade  lets  it  drain  away.  In 
winter,  shovel  snow  away  from  walls.

We  expect  children  to  cry  sometimes,  but  constant, 
prolonged  crying  makes  us  feel  helpless,  frantic.  Check 
these  basic  causes  of  crying  for  your  clue  to  handling  it

A, 


n  infant's  cry  is  part  of  his  language.  It  tells 
us  that  he  needs  something. 

Tending  to  his  physical  wants  will  make  the 
baby  content  again,  if  his  crying  was  a  sign  of  a 
specific  discomfort.  If  he's  lonesome,  offer  him 
comfort.  Just  be  careful  not  to  establish  a  habit 
you  don't  want  to  continue.  Crying  to  be  picked 
up,  walked,  rocked,  and  even  to  be  taken  into 
his  parents'  bed  can  quickly  become  routine. 

Some  infants  seem  to  lull  themselves  to  sleep 
with  a  little  fretful  crying.  If  this  is  your  baby's 
habit,  don't  let  it  disturb  you. 

Other  small  babies  display  a  great  deal  of 
restlessness  and  fussing,  without  any  apparent 
reason.  This  condition  is  believed  to  be  due  to 
an  immature  nervous  system.  In  a  short  time, 
Baby's  nervous  system  will  catch  up  with  the 
rest  of  his  development  and  he  will  be  able  to 
rest  more  readily.  However,  it  is  a  good  idea  to 
tell  your  doctor  if  your  baby  is  restless  a  great 
deal  of  the  time. 

If  it  is  unusual  for  your  baby  to  be  restless  in 
this  fashion,  watch  him  carefully  since  this  may 
be  one  of  the  first  signs  of  an  illness. 

Colic  is  probably  the  cause  of  most  of  the  pro-  • 
longed  crying  during  the  first  three  months  of 
life.  This  condition  is  associated  with  gas  in  the 
intestinal  tract.  Tension  and  fatigue,  too,  may 
play  a  part  in  colic,  since  many  babies  have  colic 
spells  at  a  certain  time  each  day — often  in  the 
evening.  Your  doctor  will  tell  you  how  to  relieve 
this  distress. 

Fortunately,  even  the  most  severe  case  of  colic 
seldom  continues  after  3  months. 

Sometimes,  Baby  seems  to  be  crying  from  hun- 
ger although  he  has  just  been  fed.  He  may  need  a 
stronger  formula  or  be  ready  to  have  solid  foods 
added  to  his  diet. 

The  older  baby  who  cries  long  and  often  should 
be  checked  by  his  doctor  to  be  sure  there  is  no 
illness  or  nutritional  problem  to  account  for  it. 
If  the  baby  is  physically  all  right,  his  daily  rou- 
tine should  be  reviewed  to  see  if  that  is  where  the 
trouble  lies. 

Perhaps  Baby  is  confined  too  long  in  his  table 
seat,  toilet  seat,  or  in  a  too-small  crib.  He  may 
be  wrapped  so  snuggly  he  can't  move  freely. 
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If  the  crying  occurs  at  naptime  or  bedtime. 
Baby  may  be  getting  too  much  sleep.  His  nap 
periods  may  be  too  long.  Or,  play  just  before 
sleeping  may  be  too  exciting. 

Lack  of  attention  or  not  having  anything  to  play 
with  will  cause  boredom.  And  a  bored  baby  will 
cry.  Even  though  Mother  is  too  busy  to  stop  and 
play  with  him,  talking  to  Baby  as  she  moves 
about  the  house,  occasionally  picking  up  and  re- 
turning thrown  toys,  and  placing  his  playpen 
where  he  can  see  her  as  she  works,  keeps  him 
from  getting  lonesome  and  bored. 

The  older  baby  should  have  plenty  of  oppor- 
tunity to  make  use  of  his  developing  strength — 
to  crawl,  stand,  and  walk  when  he  shows  readi- 
ness for  these  activities. 

The  preschooler  may  cry  excessively  simply  be- 
cause he  doesn't  know  the  why  of  various  situa- 
tions. He  may  be  asked  to  share  his  toys  with  an- 
other child  when  he  is  too  young  to  understand 
sharing.  He  may  refuse  to  cooperate  because  you 
haven't  made  clear  what  is  expected  of  him.  He 
may  cry  if  he  is  teased,  or  even  just  because  an- 
other child  approaches  him. 

Learning  to  share  and  to  take  turns  will  come. 
In  the  meantime,  don't  force  a  youngster  to  let 
another  child  have  the  cherished  toy.  Provide 
the  other  child  with  something  else. 

The  3-  or  4-year-old  may  be  playing  with  chil- 
dren too  old  for  him.  He  can't  keep  up,  so  he 
cries.  Encourage  him  to  play  alone  at  times  and, 
also,  to  play  with  children  his  own  age. 

But,  even  with  children  his  age,  anger  and 
temper  are  common  for  the  3-  to  4-year-old.  On 
such  occasions,  separate  the  children  and  pro- 
vide different  activities  for  each,  until  they  want 
to  play  together  again. 

Insecurity  may  be  the  cause  of  a  youngster's 
crying.  His  parents  may  be  too  busy  to  spend  any- 
time with  him  and  he  discovers  that  crying  is  an 
attention-getter.  On  the  other  hand,  insecurity 
can  result  from  too  much  parental  concern — 
prolonged  comforting  over  bumps,  disappoint- 
ments, and  so  forth. 

Fears,  too,  may  be  the  cause  of  a  preschooler's 
crying — fear  of  animals,  of  the  dark,  or  of  hurt- 
ing himself.  [  Turn  to  page  182

Mexico-three  ways

century  skyscrapers  rise  within  a 
stone's  throw  of  centuries-old  In- 
dian markets.  Ruins  of  ancient  civ- 
ilizations can  be  explored  in  the 
heart  of  bustling  cities.  In  some 
parts  of  the  country,  up-to-date 
farms  are  worked  with  the  latest 
machinery  and  equipment;  in 
others,  wheat  is  harvested  with  a 
scythe  and  threshed  beneath  horses' 
hooves  on  a  cement  floor.  The 
father  of  a  young  professor  at  the 
ultramodern  University  of  Mexico 
may  be  an  inland  farmer  who  culti- 
vates corn  with  a  hoe  or  plows  his 
fields  behind  a  team  of  oxen. 

The  thousand  attractions  of  this 
flavorful  country  are  easily  acces- 
sible over  a  system  of  hard-surfaced 
roads,  and  your  vacation  will  be 
even  more  enjoyable  because  of 
excellent  hotels,  wholesome  food, 
and  an  extremely  favorable  rate  of 
exchange  that  will  keep  your  ex- 
penses within  reason. 

Your  choice  of  routes  through 
Mexico  will  depend  on  where  you 
live,  your  method  of  travel,  and 
what  sections  of  the  country  you 
want  to  see.  Families  whose  time 
is  limited  often  fly  to  Mexico  City, 
where  they  rent  private  cars  or 
join  organized  tours.  Other  fam- 
ilies prefer  to  enter  the  country  by 
automobile. 

If  you're  driving  to  Mexico,  you 
will  need  an  automobile  permit  is- 
sued free  by  border  authorities,  and 
for  this  you  have  to  show  proof  of 
the  ownership  of  your  car.  You'll 
also  need  temporary  insurance  to 
cover  your  car  for  the  duration  of 
your  stay,  since  automobile  insur- 
ance normally  in  force  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  is  not  recognized  by  Mex- 
ican authorities. 

Proof  of  citizenship  is  required  of 
everyone  crossing  the  border  in 
either  direction,  and  each  person 
over  15  must  have  a  tourist  card, 
which  costs  $3.  In  addition,  to  re- 
enter the  United  States  you  must 
have  been  vaccinated  for  smallpox 
within  the  past  three  years.  A  cer- 
tificate from  your  family  doctor 
fulfills  this  requirement,  or  Ameri- 
can medical  officers  at  the  border 
will  vaccinate  you  without  charge. 
Americans  need  neither  a  passport 
nor  a  visa  to  tour  Mexico,  but 
Canadians  are  required  to  carry  a 
Canadian  Government  passport. 

Three  of  the  best  routes  through 
Mexico — an  Eastern  loop,  a  West- 
ern loop,  and  a  combination  of  the 
two — are  indicated  on  the  map  il- 
lustrating this  article.  Here's  what 
each  one  has  to  oiler,  and  side 
trips  that  can  originate  from  points 
along  the  way. 

.Mexico  via  the  Eastern  Loop 

After  crossing  the  Rio  Grande  on 

the  International  Bridge  at  Nuevo 
Laredo,  you  follow  the  Pan-Ameri- 
can Highway  (Rome  S3)  over  45 
miles  of  arid,  cactus-covered  ter- 
rain one  of  the  longest  straight 
Stretches  of  highway  in  the  world — 


Ancient  Pyramids  of  Sun  and  Moon,  an  important  archeoh 
discovery,  are  at  San  Juan  Teotihuacan,  near  Mexico  City. 


to  Yallecillo.  where  the  highway 
leads  into  the  foothills  of  the  Sierra 
Madres.  and  then  over  Mamulique 
Pass  (elevation  2,280  feet). 

Monterrey,  situated  in  a  broad 
valley  with  mountains  to  the  south 
and  west,  is  Mexico's  industrial 
capital  and  third-largest  city  (pop- 
ulation 339,634).  Here  you  can 
play  golf  or  tennis  at  the  Monter- 
rey Country  Club  or  swim  at  the 
Foreign  Club  (both  clubs  are  free 
to  visitors).  There's  a  free  rodeo  at 
the  Rancho  Charro  each  Sunday 
morning,  and  bullfights  at  the  city's 
two  large  arenas  Sunday  after- 
noons. Natural  attractions  outside 
the  city  include  Chipinque  Mesa, 
where  there  is  a  mountain  resort, 
Huasteca  Canyon,  and  the  Garcia 
Caves. 

Driving  south  from  Monterrey, 
you'll  pass  through  beautiful  Hua- 
juco  Canyon  to  El  Cercado,  from 
which  a  winding,  dry-weather  road 
leads  west  four  miles  to  Horsetail 
Falls.  Highway  85  then  cuts  through 
the  hilly,  fruit-farming  district 
around  Montemorelos  to  Linares, 
the  center  of  a  prosperous  ranching 
region.  Continuing  south,  always 
within  sight  of  the  Sierra  Madre 
mountains  to  the  west,  you'll  see 
women  washing  clothes  in  the  Rio 
Santa  Lucia,  and  beyond  Toma- 
seno  you'll  cross  the  Rio  Purifica- 
cion  on  .i  900-foot  steel  bridge. 

Ciudad  Victoria  is  the  capital  of 
the  State  of  Tamaulipas  and  site  of 
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the  State  Agricultural  College.  The 
surrounding  countryside  is  partic- 
ularly scenic,  and  it  affords  excel- 
lent hunting  and  fishing  areas. 
About  30  miles  south  of  the  city. 
Highway  85  crosses  the  Tropic  of 
Cancer,  and  enters  the  Torrid 
Zone.  In  the  next  seven  miles,  you 
will  climb  700  feet  to  the  summit  of 
Mesa  de  Llera,  where  you  can  get 
some  good  pictures  of  Indians  liv- 
ing in  thatch-roofed  huts  made  of 
saplings.  Then  the  road  drops  into 
El  Limon,  the  lowest  point  on 
Highway  85  (elevation  197  feel), 
where  truck  farmers  raise  fields  of 
sugar  cane  that's  processed  at  the 
new .  modern  refinery  in  Manic,  the 
center  of  a  rich  agricultural  area 
that  includes  over  40,000  acres  of 
irrigated  land. 

Side  trip.  About  93  miles  east 
and  south  of  Maine  on  State  High- 
wax'  100  is  Tampico,  one  of  Mexi- 
co's finest  seaports  and  center  of  a 
large  oil-producing  district  on  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  Guides  will  lead 
you  to  the  best  places  for  hunting 
(quail,  deer,  duck,  and  wild  tur- 
key) or  fishing  (snook  and  tarpon). 

Driving  south  from  Mante  on 
Highway  85  or  west  from  Tampico 
on  Highway  110,  you'll  reach 
Valles,  an  excellent  overnight  stop. 
Hotel  dining  rooms  serve  tree- 
ripened  papayas  and  bananas  and 
huasteca  coffee,  sweetened  with  cane

Exterior  water  repellents  you  can  buy 

During  construction  or  shortly 
after,  (preferably  as  soon  as  the 
basement  wall  above  the  grade  line 
has  been  cleaned  and  allowed  to 
dry  thoroughly)  a  heavy  brush  coat 
of  transparent  silicone-base  water 
repellent  of  5  to  5J^  percent  sili- 
cone concentration  should  be  used. 

This  protects  the  parts  of  the 
wall  that  will  be  exposed  after  the 


fill  is  made.  Good  materials  won't 
affect  the  appearance  of  the  wall. 

If  the  building  is  concrete  or 
cinder  block  and  the  wall  will  be 
painted,  the  silicone  material  will 
make  an  excellent  prime  coat. 

Better  still,  a  coat  of  high  grade 
exterior  masonry  paint,  preferably 
with  silicones  added,  may  be  used. 
It  comes  in  colors. 


Drain  tiles  —  scored  so  they  can  be  split  in  half 
with  cold  chisel  —  are  another  good  way  to  channel 
water  from  foundation.  Use  where  long  lengths  of 
pipe  won't  work.  Walks,  driveways  next  to  founda- 
tion are  o£ten  water  traps.   Reposition  or  replace. 


Control  water  seepage  and  dampness  inside 


Damp  basement  walls  are  the  re- 
sult of  moisture  condensation  and' 
or  water  seepage. 

Proper  ventilation  is  the  answer 
to  the  first  problem ;  a  good  silicone 
or  cement-base  paint  is  the  answer 
to  the  second. 

But  first  you  have  to  make  sure 
that  the  drainage  system  outside  is 
doing  its  job,  and  that  you  don't 
have  huge  cracks  in  the  wall  that 
let  in  water. 

A  basement  wall  that  has  been 
properly  built  will  keep  out  run- 
ning water,  provided  the  mortar 
joints  are  tight  and  the  water  pres- 


sure behind  it  isn't  great  enough  to 
force  the  water  through. 
Your  basement  can  be  damp  and 
not  have  any  seepage  or  leaks  at  all. 

This  condition  is  usually  caused 
by  the  warm,  wet  air  in  the  base- 
ment striking  the  cold  walls ;  it  van- 
ishes when  humidity  drops. 

Another  situation  which  causes 
dampness  is  poor  ventilation.  Un- 
vented  dryers,  washing  machines 
with  inadequate  drainage,  leaky- 
faucets,  and  so  on  all  increase  the 
moisture  content  in  your  basement 
which  condenses  when  it  hits  cold 
walls  and  pipes. 


Reposition  splash  blocks.  Those  that  slope  toward 
foundation  should  be  lifted  with  bricks  and  sand 
or  gravel  so  they  tilt  from  foundation.  Use  pipe,  if 
needed,  to  eliminate  excess  water,  especially  when 
drainage  is  jammed  between  house  and  walks. 


Few  shovelfuls  of  dirt  iti  low  spots  along  founda- 
tion often  stop  water  seepage.  Also,  check  lawn  for 
low  spots  which  are  result  of  settling  of  III  I  dirt.  In 
extreme  cases,  lot  may  have  to  be  regraded  to  keep 
water  from  foundation  of  house. 


If  your  home  is  brick,  block  or  stone,  inspect  mor- 
tar joints  above  grade  for  water  damage.  Water 
entering  here  may  appear  below  on  interior  walls. 
To  repair,  clean  joint  and  wet  it  with  water.  Then 
force  in  new-  mortar  with  joint  filler. 


Inside,  fill  cracks  }/%  inch  wide  or  larger  with  1  part 
cement  and  2  parts  fine  sand  mixed  to  fairly  stiff 
consistency.  If  water  is  running  out  crack,  plug  it 
with  quick-setting  patching  material.  Calk  cracks 
between  wall  and  lloor.  Undercut;  clean. 


Brush  or  spraj  (check  directions  <>n  can)  water- 
proofing material  on  wall.  Some  materials  require 
damp  or  wet  wall  first.  Remove  loose  mortar,  refill 
the  joint,  <lirt:  sweep  clean.  Remove  old  paint. 
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For   moisture,   dchumidilicrs  remove   excess   water 

from  air.  Especially  in  small  \  entilation  areas.  ( Con- 
trol evaporation  by  repairing  leakv  faucets,  drain 
cocks,  defective  valves  or  steam-heating  systems.

hat  is  the  greatest  shortcoming  in  your 
house?

Here's  one  highly  versatile  answer — a  mobile 
storage  rack.  It's  designed  for  the  unexpected 
items  usually  not  provided  for  in  old  or  new- 
houses — the  things  often  stuffed  into  garment 
bags,  re-stuffed  into  overworked  hall  closets.

They  provide 
backgrounds  for  shrubs,  flowering  trees,  and 
perennial  borders.  They  hide  unsightly  views. 
They  may  even  baffle  the  wind  and  reduce  its 
force  or  redirect  it  where  it's  needed. 

But  the  most  important  thing  they  can  do 
is  give  you  practical  living  space — outside.

First,  screens  give  you  immediate  privacy.

Actopan,  farther  south,  is  the 
jumping-off  place  for  tourists  in- 
terested in  visiting  Tula,  the  an- 
cient capital  of  the  Toltecs  (650 
A.D.)  recently  excavated  by  ar- 
cheologists.  This  area  lies  34  miles 
west  of  Actopan  on  State  19. 

From  Highway  85,  the  best  way 
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to  enter  Mexico  City  is  to  bear  right 
on  North  Insurgentes  Boulevard, 
which  leads  into  the  center  of  the 
Republic  of  Mexico's  capital  and 
largest  city  (population  2,233,709), 
one  of  the  most  interesting  cities  in 
the  world. 

A  government-licensed  guide 
can  be  particularly  helpful  during 
your  first  few  days  in  Mexico  City. 
He'll  show  you  the  best  places  to 
shop  for  silver,  hand-wrought 
jewelry,  lacquer  ware,  leather 
goods,  serapes,  linen,  baskets,  and 
pottery.  He  can  also  take  you  on  a 
tour  of  the  city's  principal  points  of 
interest — the  Zocolo,  seat  of  the 
government  since  the  time  of  the 
Aztecs;  the  Cathedral,  the  largest 
in  North  America;  the  Museum  of 
Religious  Art;  the  Aztec  ruins;  the 
National  Palace;  the  National 
Museum,  with  its  displays  of  jewel- 
ry, pottery,  and  archeological  find- 
ings; the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts; 
Amameda  (central  park) ;  Chapul- 
tepec  Park  and  Palace,  the  home 
of  Maximilian  and  Carlotta;  the 
Shrine  of  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe, 
Mexico's  most  revered  religious 
shrine;  and  the  magnificent  Uni- 
versity City. 

Mexico  City  is  also  the  center  of 
the  country's  sports  world.  There 
are  bullfights  each  Sunday  after- 


noon, horse  racing  on  Thursdays 
and  Saturdays,  rodeos  Sunday 
mornings,  baseball  and  football  in 
season,  jai-alai,  and  frequent  color- 
ful exhibitions  of  native  dancing. 

The  numerous  side  trips  that  can 
originate  in  Mexico  City  are  de- 
scribed later  in  this  article. 

iTo  continue  on  the  Eastern  loop, 
leave  Mexico  City  on  Highway  1  5. 
This  road  takes  you  to  Toluca, 
whose  Carmen  Market,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  interesting  in 
Mexico,  is  open  on  Fridays.  Pot- 
tery, bright  colored  baskets,  sera- 
pes, and  blankets  are  among  the 
products  sold  here  by  Indians. 

Driving  west  of  Toluca,  you'll 
pass  through  Zitacuaro,  noted  for 
its  native  wood-carvings,  across  the 
San  Juan  El  Viejo  bridge  (265  feet 
above  the  canyon  floor),  then  to 
the  magnificent  "View  of  1,000 
Peaks"  in  Atzimba  National  Park. 

Morelia's  attractions  include  a 
particularly  beautiful  cathedral 
that  required  over  a  century  to 
build,  a  lofty  aqueduct  constructed 
in  1789,  and  native  markets  that 
feature  jewelry,  colorful  peasant 
blouses,  pottery,  lacquer  ware,  and 
wood-work. 

West  of  Morelia,  Mexico  235 
branches  south  to  Lake  Patzcuaro, 
where  native  fishermen  use  pic- 
turesque butterfly  nets  from  boats, 
and  you  may  want  to  make  a  short 
side  trip  in  this  area. 

Guadalajara,  which  is  reached  by 
following  Highway  1  5  around  the 
shore  of  Lake  Chapala,  is  Mexico's 
second    largest    city     (population 


377,928).  It  combines  ancient 
charm  with  modern  streets,  fine 
buildings,  and  beautiful,  flower- 
decked  plazas.  The  city's  market 
features  hand-blown  glassware, 
pottery,  hats,  and  textiles. 

From  Guadalajara,  Highway  80 
goes  northeast  123  miles  to  Lagos 
de  Moreno,  where  you  have  a  choice 
of  two  routes  to  Saltillo.  Mexico  45 
takes  you  by  way  of  Aguascalientes, 
J^acatecas,  and  Durango,  where 
Mexico  40  connects  you  with  Tor- 
reon  and  Saltillo.  The  alternate 
route  is  via  Mexico's  so-called 
"New  Road,"  Highway  75,  which 
takes  you  through  San  Luis  Potosi, 
twice  the  seat  of  the  national  gov- 
ernment. The  "New  Road"  route 
is  all  black-top  paved  and  268  miles 
shorter  than  the  old  Zacatecas- 
Durango  route,  but  there  are  sev- 
eral long  stretches  where  no  repair 
facilities  are  available,  and  where 
overnight  accommodations  are  at 
a  premium. 

Saltillo  is  particularly  interesting 
for  its  native  crafts — rebozos,  sera- 
pes, silver,  copper,  brasswork,  and 
tin  masks.  The  Battle  of  Buena 
Vista  was  fought  between  the  Mex- 
ican and  American  forces  near 
here  in  1847. 

From  Saltillo,  Mexico  75  goes 
north  for  274  miles  to  the  interna- 
tional border  between  Piedras 
Negras  and  Eagle  Pass,  Texas.

There  are,  however,  10  steel  and 
concrete  bridges  under  construc- 
tion, and  temporary  one-way 
wooden  bridges  will  be  used  while 
work  is  in  progress.  There  are  also 
stretches  of  highway  between  Her- 
mosillo  and  Mazatlan  where  gaso- 
line is  scarce ;  you  can  avoid  trouble, 
though,  by  filling  up  in  larger 
towns  along  the  way. 

Traveling  the  Western  loop,  you 
will  cross  the  international  border 
at  \ogales,  and  take  Highway  15 
south  to  Hermosillo,  the  capital  of 
Sonora  and  an  important  winter 
resort.  Dates  and  citrus  fruit  are 
the  principal  crops  here. 

Guaymas,  long  a  favorite  city  for 
sports  fishermen,  is  built  around  a 
lovely,  landlocked  harbor.  Deep- 
sea  fishing,  especially  for  marlin 
and  sailfish,  flourishes  all  year 
round,  and  boats  and  guides  are 
always  available  to  point  out  the 
best  spots.  Guaymas  is  an  ideal 
overnight  stop  from  which  an  early 
morning  departure  is  necessary  to 
reach  Mazatlan  in  one  day.  The 
driving  time  between  these  two 
cities,  which  are  488  miles  apart,  is 
about  1 1  hours.  The  road  is  good, 
but  lacks  scenic  interest. 

Mazatlan,  located  14  miles  be- 
low the  Tropic  of  Cancer,  offers 
deep-sea  fishing  (marlin  and  sail- 
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fish),  hunting  (deer,  duck,  and 
wild  boar),  swimming,  boating, 
water  skiing,  and  sailing.  The  city 
is  noted  for  its  beautiful  sunsets, 
and  a  horse-drawn  arana  provides 
an    interesting    way    to    sight-see, 


both  in  the  city  and  from  heights 
overlooking  the  ocean. 

From  Mazatlan,  Highway  15 
goes  south  through  Tepic  to  Gua- 
dalajara and  Mexico  City.  (For  a 
description  of  this  section  of  the 
country,  refer  to  "Mexico  via  the 
Eastern  Loop.") 

Leaving  Mexico  City,  retrace 
your  route  to  Toluca,  where  Mex- 
ico 71  will  take  you  to  Mexico  45 
and  Queretaro.

Danger  Signal 

Diarrhea  isn't  always  "just  something  he  ate." 
A  symptom  of  many  ills,  it  can  be  especially 
serious  in  babies,  removing  enough  vital  fluids 
from  a  tiny  body  to  cause  dehydration  and 
even  death  in  48  to  72  hours. 

Antibiotics  have  been  called  "a  two-edged 
sword"  by  Louisiana  State  University's  Dr. 
John  H.  Seabury.  Extremely  effective  in  some 
diarrheas,  they  may  aggravate  others — may 
even  cause  "antibiotic  diarrhea"  by  upsetting 
the  normal  balance  of  organisms  in  the  diges- 
tive tract. 

Best  advice  for  parents:  If  diarrhea  doesn't 
subside  in  24  hours,  call  a  doctor.  In  another 
24  hours  irreversible  damage  can  be  done. 


opals  and  amethysts  from  local  hill- 
side mines,  and  at  the  edge  of  this 
city  is  the  site  where  Maximilian 
and  his  staff  were  captured  and  ex- 
ecuted in  1868.  The  Church  of  San 
Francisco  here  dates  from  1545. 

On  your  way  north,  you  may 
want  to  visit  Guanajuato.  1  5  miles 
off  Highway  45,  an  old  Spanish- 
Indian  silver  mining  city  with  nar- 
row stairway  streets,  balconied 
windows,  and  lovely  parks.  The 
ancient  catacombs  of  Pantheon 
here  are  unique  in  Mexico. 

Highway  45  goes  north  through 
Lagos  de  Moreno  (where  Mexico  80 
will  lead  you  southwest  to  Guad- 
alajara or  northeast  to  San  Luis 
Potosi)  to  Aguascalientes. 

Aguascalientes  is  located  near  the 
haciendas  where  Mexico's  famous 
black  bulls  are  bred  for  the  fight 
rings,  and  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  arrange  visits  there.  The 
city's  native  markets  feature  ex- 
quisite hand-drawn  linen  work. 

At  ^acatecas,  which  is  bisected 
by  a  picturesque  18th  Century 
aqueduct,  you  can  get  permission 
to  visit  mines  where  primitive 
methods  are  still  used  to  produce 
silver.  The  partially  excavated 
ruins  of  Chicomoztoc,  about  30 
miles  northwest  of  the  city,  mark 
the  site  of  the  oldest  Aztec  city 
(1171-78). 

Durango,  famous  in  this  country 
as  the  production  site  of  many  Hol- 
lywood motion  pictures,  has  a  700- 
foot  hill  of  solid  iron,  one  of  the 
world's  largest  single  deposits.

Between  Durango  and  Parral, 
the  highway  is  undergoing  exten- 
sive repair.  Even  so,  the  driving 
time  over  this  262  miles  of  varied 
terrain  is  only  five  or  six  hours. 

Parral  is  the  city  where  rebel 
general  Pancho  Villa  was  assassi- 
nated after  escaping  an  American 
punitive  expedition  in  1916.  Thou- 
sands of  Indians  were  forced  to  op- 
erate local  mines  here  during  the 
Spanish  conquest,  and  mule-drawn 
ore  wagons  are  still  in  use. 

Chihuahua,  the  leading  city  of 
north-central  Mexico,  has  long 
been  famous  as  the  breeding  place 
of  the  world's  smallest  dogs.  Pan- 
cho Villa's  home,  which  is  open  to 
visitors,  has  in  its  patio  the  car  in 
which  Villa  was  riding  when  he 
was  shot. 

From  Chihuahua,  it  is  235  miles 
north  to  the  international  boun- 
dary between  Ciudad  Juarez  and  El 
Paso,   Texas. 

Trips  out  of  Mexico  City 

1.  Cuernavaca — Taxco — Acapulco. 
The  toll  road  from  Mexico  City  to 
Cuernavaca  is  Mexico's  finest  high- 
way, and  it  offers  spectacular  views 
of  the  twin  volcanoes — Ixtaccihuatl 
and  Popocatepetl — to  the  east,  and 
Mexico  City  to  the  north.  The 
view  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico  is  also

magnificent,    especially    at    night. 

Cuernavaca,  the  ancient  summer 
residence  of  Aztec  kings,  is  a  charm- 
ing city  of  colorful  homes  and  love- 
ly flowers.  Among  the  most  popu- 
lar attractions  are  Cortes's  Palace 
with  its  Diego  Rivera  murals,  the 
Cathedral,  Borda  Gardens  (sum- 
mer home  of  Maximilian  and  Car- 
lotta),  and  Teopanzolca  Pyramid. 

From  Cuernavaca,  the  toll  road 
continues  south  to  Amacuzac, 
where  a  turnoff  winds  through  the 
mountains  to  Taxco. 

Taxco,  the  fabulous  silver  town 
whose  red  roofs  and  quaint  charm 
have  made  it  a  national  monu- 
ment, is  noted  for  its  hand-wrought 
silver,  tinware,  and  carved  furni- 
ture. Market  day  is  Sunday,  and 
no  visitor  should  miss  it.  You'll  also 
want  to  see  the  church  with  an  al- 
tar of  solid  silver. 

South  of  Taxco,  Mexico  95  leads 
to  Iguala,  the  birthplace  of  Mexi- 
can Independence,  then  through 
the  22-mile-long  Zopilote  Canyon 
and  across  the  Papagayo  River  be- 
fore descending  to  the  coast. 

Acapulco  deserves  its  title,  "Riv- 
iera of  the  Americas."  Its  incom- 
parable blue  harbor,  tropical  flow- 
ers, and  perfect  climate  have  made 
it  one  of  North  America's  leading 
resort  cities.  You'll  find  wide  streets, 


modern  stores,  and  super  de  luxe 
hotels  and  motels  here.  Sports  fish- 
ing (maiiin,  swordfish,  barracuda, 
sailfish,  and  bonito),  water  skiing, 
swimming,  sailing,  golf,  jai-alai, 
and  the  high-divers  at  the  Que- 
brada  are  all  of  special  interest, 
and  you'll  certainly  want  to  go  on 
a  sunset  cruise  of  Acapulco  harbor. 

2.  Puebla — Fortin  de  las  Plores — 
Veracruz-  East  of  Mexico  City, 
Route  190  winds  upward  through 
pine  forests  of  the  Sierra  Madres  to 
the  10,486-foot  continental  divide, 
where  you  can  get  a  splendid  view 
of  the  volcanoes  to  the  south.  Then 
the  road  drops  into  the  Puebla 
Valley,  through  San  Martin  Tex- 
melucan,  and  into  Puebla. 

Puebla,  Mexico's  fourth-largest 
city  (population  21 1,285),  has  long 
been  famous  for  ceramic  tiles,  Ta- 
lavera  pottery,  and  onyx  work.  It 
was  here,  on  May  5,  1862,  that  a 
small  Mexican  army  defeated  a  nu- 
merically superior  French  force, 
bringing  about  the  downfall  of 
Maximilian's  regime. 

From  Puebla,  Mexico  1 50  goes 
southeast,  then  hooks  northeast 
through  rich  agricultural  country 
where  primitive  and  modern  farm- 
ing exist  side  by  side.  To  the  north 
can  be  seen  Mexico's  highest  vol- 
cano, Orizaba,  which  is  18,855  feet 
high.  Then  the  road  drops  almost 
2,000  feet  in  five  miles  to  enter 
Orizaba  Valley,  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  in  Mexico,  where  you'll 
find  orange  groves,  sugar  cane, 
coffee  and  banana  plantations, 
orchids,  azaleas,  and  tropical  birds. 


Fortin  de  las  Flores  ("Fortress  of 
the  Flowers')  is  a  lovely  resort 
town  famous  for  its  abundance  of 
tropical  fruits  and  flowers.  Thou- 
sands of  fragrant  gardenias,  cut 
fresh  each  morning  from  the  near- 
by jungle,  line  the  surface  of  the 
swimming  pool  at  the  ultramodern 
Hotel  Ruiz-Galindo. 

Veracruz,  Mexico's  leading  sea- 
port, was  founded  by  Cortes  in 
1519.  The  city's  main  attractions 
are  on  the  waterfront — busy  docks, 
a  promenade,  the  museum,  and 
lighthouses.  The  ancient  fortress  of 
San  Juan  de  Ulua,  which  can  be 
reached  by  boat,  was  the  scene  of 
violent  military  and  naval  action 
against  the  Spaniards  (1825), 
French  (1846-47),  and  Americans 
(1914).  Sports  fishing  (particularly 
for  tarpon),  swimming,  and  boat- 
ing are  other  attractions  here. 

For  a  different  route,  return  to 
Mexico  City  via  Mexico  140  and 
State  18  through  Jalapa,  Zacate- 
pec,  Apizaco,  and  Texcoco. 

3.  Puebla — Oaxaca.  From  the  west 
edge  of  Puebla,  Highway  190  goes 
through  the  mountains  for  260 
miles  (about  six  or  seven  hours' 
driving)  to  Oaxaca.  Good  restau- 
rants along  the  way  are  scarce,  and 
it  is  wise  to  carry  an  extra  five  gal- 
lons of  gasoline. 

Oaxaca,  in  the  "Valley  of  the 
Giants"  and  surrounded  by  the 
Sierra  Madres,  is  a  colorful  old  city 
well  known  for  Indian  craftwork — 
pottery,  carved  idols,  brightly  col- 
ored native  toys,  and  handmade 
filigree  pearl  or  coral  jewelry.  Mar- 
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ket  day  is  Saturday,  when  Oaxa- 
ca's  unique  parking  area  for  bur- 
ros is  crowded.  The  National  In- 
stitute of  Anthropology  and  His- 
torv.  featuring  the  exquisite  Monte 
Alban  jewels;  the  Cathedral:  and 
the  Santo  Domingo  Church  are  of 
particular  interest.  The  church- 
yard in  the  village  of  El  Tule,  six 
miles  southeast  of  Oaxaca,  has  a 
giant  green  cypress  tree  said  to  be 
the  world's  oldest  living  thing  (esti- 
mated age:  3,000  years:  base  cir- 
cumference: 160  feet).  Also  near 
Oaxaca  are  the  Monte  Alban 
ruins,  from  which  have  come  many 
priceless  archeological  treasures. 

No  matter  which  route  you  take 
through  Mexico — and  regardless  of 
what  side  trips  you  go  on — your 
visit  south  is  bound  to  be  an  enjoy- 
able one.  Chances  are,  as  soon  as 
you  get  home  you'll  start  planning 
a  second  trip  to  take  in  the  things 
you  missed  the  first  time. 

Tips  to  tourists  in  Mexico 

•  Be  sure  your  car  is  in  first-class 
operating  condition.  Six-ply  tires 
are  a  decided  advantage,  particu- 
larly if  your  car  is  heavily  loaded. 
and  carrying  an  extra  fan  belt  is  a 
good  idea. 

•  Gasoline  sells  at  roughly  }/&  less 
than  in  the  United  States,  and 
two  grades — Mexolina  and  Super- 
Mexolina — arc  available  through- 
out the  country.  Your  credit  card 
will  not  be  honored  in  Mexico. 

•  Repair  services  are  available  in 
all  larger  towns,  but  are  scarce  in 
smaller  communities.  Garages  sell 


good,  six-ply  tires  at  prices  slightly 
under  those  in  the  United  States. 

•  Travelers'  checks  are  the  most 
convenient  way  of  carrying  money. 
There  is  no  difficulty  exchanging 
them  for  Mexican  currency  at  the 
border  or  at  hotels,  service  stations, 
stores,  and  restaurants  throughout 
the  country. 

•  Don't  worry  about  the  language 
barrier.  You'll  find  English  spoken 
at  all  leading  hotels,  motels,  and 
restaurants.  Most  menus  are  print- 
ed in  both  English  and  Spanish. 

•  Membership  in  your  local  auto- 
mobile club  is  a  big  help.  They  can 
supply  you  with  dependable  guide- 
books, maps,  and  accommodation 
directories  that  will  be  invaluable. 

•  You  can  have  mail  forwarded  to 
you  at  the  United  States  Embassy 
in  Mexico  City.  The  embassy  is 
located  at  45  Paseo  de  la  Reforma, 
and  is  open  between  8:30  and  5:30, 
Monday  through  Friday.  The  tele- 
phone number  is  35-95-10,  and 
there  is  an  officer  on  duty  at  all 
hours  to  handle  emergencies. 

•  English-speaking  doctors  and 
dentists,  many  of  them  specialists 
trained  in  American  universities, 
are  located  in  all  of  the  larger  cities.

Heading  for  ribbon  and  tassel 
trimmed  curtain  is  made  by  ex- 
tending ribbon  into  loops,  and 
sewing  on  loops  of  curtain  fabric. 

Ribbon  loops  are  easily  made 
by  extending  each  strip  of  gros- 
grain  sufficiently  beyond  border  to 
form  loop  large  enough  for  rod  to 
slip  through  easily. 

Raw  edge  is  turned  under  }/i- 
inch  and  loop  is  stitched  with 
matching  thread — here  black. 

Make  narrow  self-fabric  loops 
same  length  as  ribbon  loops,  and 
attach  at  spaced  intervals  between 
grosgrain  loops.  Sew  with  thread 
color  of  curtain  fabric. 

Both  grosgrain  and  self-fabric 
loops  give  an  unbroken  effect  to 
curtain  by  carrying  the  same  col- 
ors up  over  the  rod.

Felt  clown  is  glued  to  curtain 
with  glue  recommended  for  porous 
material.  It  will  not  penetrate, 
holds  fabrics  together  firmly. 

Each  piece  is  glued  separately. 
Pin  clown  in  exact  position  you 
want.  To  keep  accurate  placement 


when  you  glue,  leave  half  of  the 
piece  pinned  to  curtain. 

Turn  other  half  back,  laying  a 
sheet  of  paper  over  curtain  to  pro- 
tect it  from  the  glue.  Spread  glue 
over  surface  of  this  half,  press  in 
place  on  curtain. 

Now  glue  other  half  of  piece  the 
same  way.  When  entire  clown  is 
glued,  press  with  warm  iron. 

Clip-on  panels  are  simple  to  fin- 
ish, can  be  any  width  which  adapts 
to  fabric  you  choose  and  to  propor- 
tions of  curtain. 

Just  make  sure  to  have  balanced 
pattern  centered  on  each  strip. 
Cut  strips  for  panels  double  the  fin- 
ished width  you  want. 

Fold  lengthwise,  right  sides  of 
fabric  together,  stitch  j^-inch  seam 
across  ends — figure  (1). 

Now  turn  right  side  out.  You 
have  a  "trough,"  one  long  side 
open.  Grasp  short  ends,  bring  them 
down  flat  against  wrong  side  of 
strip.  This  forms  the  mitered  points 
(see  figure  2). 

Turn  in  hems  on  sides,  stitch  as 
shown  in  figure  (3).  Slip  a  weight 
into  bottom  point  of  each  panel.

Low-voltage  switching? 


Are  you  planning  a  lighting 
system  for  your  new  house? 
Or  are  you  bringing  your 
present  wiring  up  to  snuff? 
If  you're  doing  either,  you 
should  know  about  this  new, 
enthusiastically  received 
system  of  electrical  control 


Plan  shows  convenience  possible  with  low  volt- 
age. Master  control  panels  are  in  garage  and  mas- 
ter bedroom.  You  can  light  front  door,  inside  of 
house  with  switch  near  car.  Then  garage  light  is 
turned  off  from  inside.  Enter  any  room  and  turn 
on  light  ahead,  turn  off  one  behind. 

Alter  retiring,  you  control  all  lights  from  panel 
1>\  bed.  Anything  equal  in  conventional  wiring 
system  would  be  sky-high  in  cost. 


Conventional  system  requires  expensive,  four- 
way  switches.  There  are  four  large  wires  running 
between  the  control  points  and  a  gang-box  which 
connects  to  the  fixture.  These  wires  must  be  cov- 
ered with  llexible  or  rigid  conduit  everywhere. 


Low-voltage  system  has  115-volt  wire  (con- 
duit) only  to  lixture.  Small  tube  to  left  is  relay  — 
part  of  switch  here,  instead  of  with  bank,  of  relays 
elsewhere.  Thin  24-volt  wire  runs  from  inexpen- 
sive touchplate  switches  to  activate  relay.

ne  of  the  outstanding  advances  in  electrical  systems  is 
low-voltage  switching.  You  may  have  heard  of  it  as  "re- 
mote control,"  "1-v"  (for  low- voltage),  or  "multicontrol 
switching."  All  of  these  labels  fit  the  product. 

Some  folks  have  added  a  little  confusion  by  calling  this 
system  low-voltage  "wiring"  instead  of  switching.  True,  it 
uses  low-voltage  "doorbell"  wire  leading  from  switches.  But 
lights  and  outlets  still  feed  from  usual  115-volt  current. 

How  does  it  work?  You  can  compare  low-voltage  switch- 
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ing  with  your  automobile's  electrical  system.  When  you 
press  a  car's  starter,  you're  not  working  directly  with  the 
strong  surge  of  electricity  needed  to  operate  the  starter  mo- 
tor. A  small  spark  of  current  travels  from  dashboard  to  a 
magnetic  relay  under  the  hood.  This  in  turn  commands  the 
battery's  full  punch  to  start  the  engine. 

In  a  house,  you  press  a  touchplate  switch  and  a  small  (24- 
volt)  flash  of  current  notifies  a  relay  (grouped  near  service 
entrance  or  in  some  systems  right  at  the  fixture).  A  magnetic 
switch  then  opens,  and  the  full  115-volt  current  is  sent  to  do 
whatever  task  you  have  in  mind. 

Oimple  as  that!  But  why  is  this  better  than  the  standard 
method  of  switching?  The  one  where  a  wall  switch  operates 
as  a  gate  through  which  the  actual  current  flows? 

First,  with  low-voltage  switching  a  dangerous  shock  at  the 
switching  point  is  no  longer  possible.  Conceivably  you 
might  get  a  "tingle."  But  that's  about  it.  This  means  that 
low-voltage  switching  is  a  natural  for  outdoor  use,  as  well  as 
in  laundry,  kitchen,  workshop,  or  other  areas  where  shock's 
more  of  a  potential  hazard. 

The  smaller  current  load  allows  much  smaller  wire  than 
in  a  conventional  system.  This  wire  is  easy  to  draw  through 
a  wall;  it  requires  no  rigid  conduit  or  other  bulky  bindings 
and  insulators.  In  remodelings  you  can  conceal  this  incon- 
spicuous wire  along  a  molding — like  telephone  line.  Or 
putty  wires  into  grooves  cut  into  plaster.

"ranch  style"  houses  is  its  remote 
and  multicontrol  characteristics. 
To  control  one  light  from  two 
points,  conventionally,  you  have  to 
double  heavy,  expensive  115-volt 
wire  running  between  switches.  To 
add  a  third  control  gets  costly  and 
complicated  to  the  point  that  it's 
often  avoided.  Remote  control  over 
a  great  distance  shoots  cost  up  in  a 
hurry  when  you're  stringing  out 
doubled  Number- 12  wire,  plus 
conduit. 


w« 


ith  low-voltage  switching — 
where  remember,  one  magnetic  re- 
lay works  the  light — it's  no  trick  to 
have  a  third  or  fourth  control  to 
every  one  of  the  lights,  if  you  wish. 
And  with  cost  of  low-voltage  wire 
and  switches  less,  there's  no  reason 
you  can't  enjoy  complete  mastery 
of  your  house's  lighting.  This  means 
an  end  to  groping  into  a  dark  room, 
looking  for  a  switch.  You  can  en- 
joy a  path  of  light  ahead  of  you  at 
all  times,  by  lighting  rooms  before 
you  enter,  darkening  them  after 
you  leave. 

And  the  big  plus:  each  low -volt- 
age system  comes  with  a  master 
control  panel  where  all  lights  can 
be  flicked  on  or  cut  positively  off 
.  .  .  from  bedside  or  other  conven- 
ient central  control  point. 

Costs  of  installing  low-voltage 
switching  in  a  medium-size  house 
can  run  up  to  $100  more  than  a 


conventional  system.  But  hold  on! 
There's  more  here  than  meets  your 
pocketbook.  An  average  low-voltage 
system  is  fully  adequate,  with  mas- 
ter control  panel  for  whole  house 
and  switches  everywhere.  An  av- 
erage  conventional  system  is  just  the 
opposite:  it  is  the  absolute  mini- 
mum, since  each  extra  light  switch 
adds  complication  and  cost.  Costs 
of  a  low-voltage  or  a  conventional 
system  should  be  about  the  same 
in  a  small  house — or  in  a  house 
over  2,000  square  feet  (where  long 
halls  and  large  rooms  necessitate 
multiswitching). 

Some  electrical  contractors  have 
charged  more  for  a  low-voltage 
system  because  it's  new  and  their 
workers  weren't  familiar  with  it. 
Others  dubbed  low-voltage  a  de- 
luxe job  and  charged  more  because 
they  felt  that  people  expected  it. 
That's  pretty  well  changed  now  on 
both  counts,  with  more  and  more 
folks  asking  for  low-voltage.

Oeats  and  shade  have  a  natural  affinity.  A  bench 
circling  a  big  tree  is  one  of  the  most  inviting  features 
a  garden  can  supply.  Even  a  young  tree  seems  more 
important  when  it  has  its  own  special  seat. 

Such  a  bench  need  not  be  a  precise  circle.  Penta- 
gons, squares,  even  triangles  can  be  used.  But  some 
requirements  remain  fairly  constant.  Height  of  bench 
should  be  kept  close  to  17  or  18  inches — comfortable 
for  most  people.  Remember  also  to  allow  for  tree 
growth.  Rule  of  thumb:  10-inch  tolerance  for  trunks 
less  than  one  foot  through,  6-inch  for  bigger  ones. 


litis  ingenious  bench  gets  its  solidity  from  the  concrete-lilled 
tile  hase.

If  a  child  is  markedly  afraid  of 
something,  don't  pooh-pooh  his 
tear.  Talk  it  out  with  him  and  give 
him  what  assistance  you  can. 

I  he  shy  or  timid  youngster 
should  not  be  pushed  into  making 
up  with  visitors  or  trying  a  new 
activity.  When  he  shows  interest, 
encourage  him  to  join  the  group 
but  let  him  decide  how  far  he  wants 

to  go. 

'I'll*1  older  child  who  cries  a  great 

deal  may  have  too  much  responsi- 
bility for  his  age;  or  he  may  not  be 
feeling  well.  He  may  not  be  as 
strong  or  as  large  as  playmates  his 
age  and  feel  handicapped  on  this 
account.  He  may  have  undertaken 
so  many  projects  and  activities  that 
he  is  chronically  tired. 

Too  ri^id  standards  may  have 
been  set  by  parents. 

feelings  of  frustration  may  un- 
derlie crying.  The  grade  schooler 
may  want  to  do  things  beyond  his 
ability.  He  may  not  be  allowed 
enough  free  time  for  projects  in 
which  he  is  absorbed. 

Certain  frustrations  are  inevit- 
able and  the  child  should  be  helped 
to  understand  this;  also,  that  when 
he  is  a  little  older,  he  will  be  able  to

accomplish    the   things   that   seem 
difficult  for  him  now. 

It  isn't  good  to  ignore  crying, 
but  neither  should  a  parent  leap 
up  at  every  whimper  so  that  the 
youngster  feels  tears  will  get  him 
what  he  wants.

can  become  a  pattern  and  no  one 
likes  a  spoiled  child — not  even  the 
child  himself. 

An  occasional  "good  cry"  seems 
to  be  a  safetv  valve.  It  helps  the 
child  get  rid  of  feelings  of  injustice, 
helplessness,  anger  toward  those 
around  him.  A  hug  and  kiss  to 
"make  up"  dissolves  the  tension 
and  gives  Junior  a  sense  of  starting 
anew,  at  peace  with  everyone. 

Punishment  usually  is  not  the 
answer,  though  sometimes,  when  a 
child  is  at  odds  with  himself  as  well 
as  with  everyone  else — cranky, 
fussing,  making  scenes  over  trivial

matters — a  spanking  does  seem  to 
clear  the  air. 

But  it's  better  not  to  let  irritating 
behavior  build  up  until  the  adult 
reaches  the  end  of  patience.  If  your 
usually  good-natured  child  turns 
cry-baby  just  once  in  a  while,  ask 
yourself  whether  he  may  be  over- 
tired? Whether  he's  had  too  much 
excitement  that  day?  Or  you  have 
been  just  too  busy  to  give  him  any 
attention? 

Check  also  whether  he  feels  well. 
Spells  of  unusual  crying  may  be 
one  of  the  first  signs  of  an  illness. 

Could  it  be  that  he's  jealous  of 
the  baby?  Or  of  an  older  brother 
or  sister?  If  so,  being  punished 
would  only  deepen  his  resentment. 
»  If  the  crying  occurs  frequently 
and  is  prolonged,  age  may  have 
something  to  do  with  the  emotion- 
al outbursts.  Between  5  and  6,  tears 
seem  to  be  near  the  surface. 

This  is  a  transitional  age.  The  5- 
to  6-year-old  is  leaving  babyhood 
behind  and  is  meeting  the  in- 
creased demands  of  school,  home, 
his  playmates,  and  of  his  own  rapid 
development.

Lt  every  age,  it  s  important  to 
give  a  child  attention  and  love 
when  he  is  happy  and  everything 
is  going  well,  so  that  he  will  not 
have  to  resort  to  crying  and  scenes 
to  get  attention.  When  incidents 
do  occur,  sympathize  calmly,  do 
what  you  can  to  make  things  bet- 
ter, then  interest  him  in  a  toy  or 
project  to  divert  his  attention  from 
the  hurt  or  disappointment.

\\  hen  vim  lirst  get  roses,  their  roots  will 
probably  be  stiff,  wrapped  tightly  in  a 
vertical  position.  To  make  planting  easier, 
soak  roots  overnight  in  water. 

The  roots  arc  sensitive  to  sun  and  wind: 
dig  holes  before  exposing  them.  Keep  them 
in  water  until  the  last  minute,  or  covered 
with  a  piece  of  moist  burlap. 
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Plant  roses  where  they  will  receive  full  sun 
for  at  least  half  of  every  day.  Dig  hole 
w  ide  enough  to  allow  the  roots  to  spread 
out  naturally  —  don't  cramp  them. 

Loosen  soil  in  bottom  of  the  hole,  then 

mound  it  up  into  a  cone-shaped  base  for 

the  plant  to  rest  on.  Firm  cone  with  hands.

Xrotect  your  "traveling"  flower 
arrangements  from  wind,  rain,  and 
jostling  traffic  with  a  specially 
adapted  carrier.  Any  cardboard  or 
corrugated  box  will  do,  though  one 
with  panel-type  lid  is  preferable. 
A  strong  box,  carefully  cut  and 
reinforced,  will  serve  a  long  time. 


To  avoid  crowding,  choose  a  box 
that  is  longer,  wider,  and  deeper 
than  your  arrangement  will  be. 

Stand  the  box  on  end  and,  with  a 
sharp  knife,  make  a  pair  of  2-inch 
slits  in  the  top  and  the  back  panel. 
Measure  your  flower  container  for 
the  back-panel  slits  before  making 
the  arrangement. 

Tie  a  2^-inch-wide  muslin  strip 
through  the  top  slits  to  form  a  han- 
dle for  the  box.  Use  a  long,  loose-end 
muslin  strip  of  the  same  width 
through  the  back -panel  slits  for  ty- 
ing the  arrangement  in  place. 


For  potted  plants  or  arrangements 
in  low  bowls,  fix  a  small,  shallow 
box  —  one  that  loosely  fits  the  pot  or 
base  of  your  container  —  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  tote-box.  It  may  be  fas- 
tened with  staples,  cord,  or  glue.  Be 
sure  it  is  firm. 

After  putting  the  arrangement  or 
plant  in  place,  give  it  additional  pro- 
tection by  stuffing  crushed  tissue  or 
newspaper  around  the  container  and 
under  leaves  or  flowers. 

Close  the  "doors"  of  the  box  and 
fasten  them  securely  with  tape  or 
cord.  Then,  off  you  go  to  the  flower 
show  with  your  winning  entry.

Find  it  before  you  place  the 
plant  in  the  hole.  It  is  your 
key  to  the  correct  planting 
depth  of  your  new  bush. 


Set  plant  on  top  of  the  soil 
mound  in  hole,  fan  its  roots 
down  sloping  sides. 

To  check  planting  depth, 
lay  tool  handle  across  rim  of 
hole,  see  that  the  bud  union  is 
just  below  soil  surface. 

Add  or  take  away  soil  from 
mound  until  the  knob  is  rest- 
ing at  correct  depth. 


Cover  roots  with  a  layer  of 
loose  soil,  then  lill  hole  half- 
way. I\ow  add  water. 

Hold  plant  with  one  hand  I 
as  you  Hood  hole;  joggle  it  I 
lightly  to  help  lill  air  pockets  I 
around  roots. 

When  the  water  soaks  in,  , 
firm  soil  around  roots  and  I 
complete  the  (illing  job. 

Check  the  planting  depth  i 
again,  adjust  if  necessary. 


Prune  roses  back  when  the 
planting  job  is  completed.  As 
a  general  rule  of  thumb,  cut 
thickest  canes  back  to  about 
6  inches;  the  smaller  ones 
back  to  4  inches. 

Make  the  cuts  just  above 
strong  outside  buds  to  en- 
courage growth  away  from 
center  of  the  plant. 

Use  sharp  shears  to  make 
cuts  smooth  and  clean. 
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Protect  stub  tips  from  insects 
and  dr\  ing  wintls  by  brushing 
on  a  commercial  tree  wound 
paint.  Also  good  are  thumbed- 
mi  wads  of  clay  or  glazing 
compound. 

Provide  protection  against 
strong  -sunlight  by  shading 
the  plant  until  new,  tender 
growth  makes  its  appearance.

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Spring  care  of  roses 


Over  the  winter  months,  a 
mulch  between  plants  keeps 
ground  from  going  through 
periods  of  alternate  thawing 
and  freezing. 

In  early  spring,  after  all 
danger  of  frost  is  gone,  rake 
the  mulch  away,  give  soil  a 
chance  to  warm  up  evenly. 

Later  on  in  the  season,  add 
mulch  to  help  cut  down  water- 
ing, weeding  chores.

In  severe  winter  areas,  a  soil 
mound  around  base  of  canes 
helps  prevent  winterkill  back 
to  the  understock. 

Remove  soil  with  a  mini- 
mum of  damage  to  the  canes 
by  simplv    washing  it  away. 

If  canes  were  tied  up  for 
winter-neatness,  snip  string 
loose  to  make  your  next  job, 
pruning,  much  easier. 


The  damage  your  rose  plants 
suffered  over  the  winter  will 
guide  your  spring  pruning. 

Canes  killed  in  the  winter 
are  black  or  discolored.  Cut 
them  back  to  live,  green  wood. 
Again,  try*to  make  these  cuts 
just  above  strong,  outside 
buds  on  each  cane. 


Daub  canes  for  protection 
and  the  plant  is  ready  for  the 
new  growing  season. 

Feed  with  balanced  plant 
food  when  new  shoots  are  6 
inches  long.  Water  so  that 
plant  receives  an  average  of 
an  inch  every  week.

w 4,1.1,  I  "My,  what  a  plant!" 
said  David  as  he  paused  on  his  way 
to  breakfast.

After  I  had  on  about 
one-fifth,  I  quit  and  turned  to 
pruning  the  viburnum  hedge  back 
of  the  west  rose  bed. 

Vlarrh  I  Different  birds  are  be- 
ginning to  show  up  for  feed.  This 
morning  there  was  a  red-winged 
grackle  right  out  on  the  back  walk. 
Then  I  saw  a  towhee.  I  thought  it 
was  a  robin  until  I  took  a  better 
look  at  it.

Daily  I  put  out 
feed  for  them.

12  Warm  and  windy, 
when  I  donned  work  duds  and  sal- 
lied forth  ahead  of  suppertime  to 
finish  pruning  that  viburnum 
hedge.  Then  with  trusty  short-han- 
dled shovel,  which  inaccurately  I 
call  a  spade,  I  began  the  spring 
spading  campaign. 

Since  I'm  not  all  toughened  up 
yet,  and  am  an  old  duffer  too,  all 
I  managed  to  get  done  was  my  tra- 
ditional two  square  yards.

last  night  and  my.  how  the  grass  is 
turning  green  and  beginning  to 
grow.  That  plant  food  is  tickle- 
tootsie  stuff.  It  is  tickling  the  grass 
roots,  so  they  are  beginning  to  wig- 
gle. I'll  have  to  mow  soon. 

\turrh  211  Somebody  said  Spring 
was  to  arrive  today — but  it  never 
did  get  here.  Ground  was  covered 
with  snow  this  morning.  Come 
worktime,  I  put  on  a  woolen  shirt, 
two  pairs  of  pants,  two  coats  and 
sallied  out  to  plant  those  four  rose- 
bushes bought  the  other  day. 

Marth  23  Balmy  62  as  I  went  out 
to  work.  Today  I  took  up  rose 
pruning  in  dead  earnest.  Before  I 
quit,  I  was  three-fourths  done  and 
had  to  keep  stopping  to  wipe  the 
sweat  with  my  red  bandana.  Most 
bushes  are  killed  back  almost  to  the 
ground  but  hardly  any  are  dead. 
They'll  recover.

Mow  first  before  you  spray,  feed, 
aerate,  or  sow  seed. 

Add  one  extra  feeding  each  year  if 
trees  shade  over  half  of  your  lawn. 
The  trees  and  grass  compete  strong- 
ly for  food.  The  same  is  true  of 
water.  Most  thin  grass  under  trees 
needs  food  and  water. 

Feed  lawns  at  least  twice  a  year  in 
most  parts  of  the  country.  Where 
the  average  rainfall  exceeds  30 
inches  a  year,  or  where  water  is  ap- 
plied artificially  over  the  summer, 
feed  at  least  three  times  a  year. 

Wait  about  three  weeks  after  feed- 
ing a  tree-studded  lawn,  then  feed 
again,  but  under  the  trees  only. 
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Buy  pure  seed  to  cover  bare  spots. 
Mixtures  containing  a  nurse  crop 
are  not  necessary'  in  established 
lawns.  One  exception :  reseed  shady- 
spots  with  a  shady-lawn  mixture. 

Work  to  get  rid  of  weeds  before 
overseeding.  With  weeds  removed, 
grass  has  a  better  chance  of  reach- 
ing the  soil  and  germinating. 

Keep  an  eye  out  for  these  signs 
that  your  lawn  needs  water:  wilt- 
ing; bluish  color;  loss  of  normal 
luster;  and  severe  footprinting. 

Add  extra  water  after  a  shower  if 
rains  are  light  in  spring.  You'll  get 
deep  penetration,  and  can  do  it 
with  a  minimum  of  expense.

GARDEN 


Feed:  Shrubs,  trees,  and  lawns.  Use 
the  same  balanced  plant  food  on  all  ; 
three,  and  water  it  in  well  for  quick- 
est effect. 
Mowers:  Check  mowers — see  that  blades  arc  sharp  and 

balanced.  Lubricate,  tighten  nuts  and  bolts.  Clean  up  and 

paint  over  any  rusted  or  worn  spots. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns:  Seeding  and  feed- 
ing arc  the  orders  of  the 
day  for  lawns.  .  .  .  Start 
fighting  weeds,  too,  this 
month.  Be  sure  your  chemical  supply  is  adequate;  keep  up  a 
regular  schedule  of  spraying  to  control  weeds. 

Fruits:  Plant  strawberries  this  month  and  you'll  have 
fruit  next  year — this  year,  if  everbearers  are  planted. 

Vegetables:  Hardy  vegetables  should  be  well  established 
by  now  in  the  Upper  South.  In  the  Lower  South  and  all 
along  the  Gulf,  tender  vegetables  can  go  into  the  garden 
now.  These  include  tomatoes,  peppers,  eggplants,  and  corn. 
Shrubs  and  trees:  Don't  prune  summer-flowering  shrubs. 
It's  too  late  for  that.  Instead,  feed  them,  make  sure  you  wa- 
ter the  food  in  so  it  gets  down  to  root  level. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  In  the  Lower  South  ten- 
der annuals  may  be  sowed  now.  Wait  until  the  middle  of 
the  month  before  sowing  these  in  the  Middle  South. 


Central  and  East 


Lawns:  Rake.  Make  a  fresh 
start  on  having  a  good  lawn. 
Rake  off  twigs,  leaves,  and 
matted  clippings.  You'll  see 
how  important  this  is  when  you  examine  the  grass  that  has 
been  smothered  under  last  year's  soggy  leaves. 

Vegetables:  Plan  next  month  to  start  seeds  of  tender  vege- 
tables in  flats  indoors.  These  include  tomatoes,  peppers, 
eggplants,  and  broccoli. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  If  you're  adding  new  shrubs  and  trees, 
your  order  should  be  in  the  nursery  now.  When  they're  de- 
livered, and  if  you  do  the  planting,  be  sure  to  be  generous 
with  water.  It's  half  the  battle  in  getting  plants  off  to  a  good 
start. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Rake  leaves  from  per- 
ennial borders,  before  new  shoots  start  to  peck  through. 


Start  fancyleaf  caladium  tubers  in- 
doors lor  transfer  later  to  outdoor 
sliaiK  spots.  Barelj  cover  tips  with 
moist    peat— keep   in   warm    place. 
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Repaint  and  repair  trellises  before 
vines  start  growing.  Pull  rusted -out 
nails  before  painting;  replace  with 
new,  screw-type,  rustless  nails. 
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Pacific  Northwest 


Lawns:  Where  new  lawn 
building  is  under  way,  or  if 
smaller  areas  are  being 
patched  or  seeded,  see  that 
lawn  is  kept  moist  to  speed  growth  of  new  grass.  Deep-soak 
established  lawn. 

Fruits:  Pruned  your  grapes  yet?  Now's  the  time  to  do  it. 
Cut  off  old  deadwood,  cut  new  growth  back  to  third  bud 
on  each  cane.  Start  now  to  tie  canes  to  strong  support. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Take  care  to  avoid  damaging  tender 
growth  on  trees  and  shrubs  when  you're  working  with  chem- 
ical weed  killers  on  the  lawn.  Spray  only  on  a  windless  day, 
shield  plants  with  cardboard — or  anything  that  will  block 
drift — if  vou  have  to  work  close  to  them. 


California 


Lawns:  Follow  up  chemical  lawn  weed- 
ing chores  by  hand  weeding  in  areas 
where  proximity  of  desirable  plants 
made  spraying  risky.  .  .  .  Reseed  bare 
spots:  water  them  often  enough  to  keep  soil  dark  with 
moisture.  Where  much  reseeding  is  necessary,  stop  foot 
traffic  across  the  lawn. 

Fruits:  In  warmer  areas,  plant  citrus  trees  this  month. 
Wrap  trunks  of  newly  planted  trees  with  burlap  or  a  com- 
mercial tree  wrap.  It  may  save  your  trees  from  sunscald. 

Vegetables:  Plant  cool-weather  vegetables,  including 
chard,  lettuce,  spinach,  radishes,  and  onions. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Divide  perennials  this 
month.  Even  if  you  have  no  space  in  which  to  plant  the 
divisions,  dig  up  and  divide  older,  crowded  clumps.  Give 
extra  divisions  away  to  gardening  friends. 


Texas-Southwest 


Lawns:  In  all  but  the  coldest 
areas,  this  is  a  good  month  to 
renew  lawns.  Reseed  bare 
spots;  patch  with  sod  where 
larger  areas  need  mending.  Feed  all  of  the  lawn. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Take  advantage  of  good  planting 
weather  by  transplanting  overcrowded  shrubs.  Move  them 
to  areas  in  the  garden  where  they'll  be  able  to  develop  to 
maturity — without  being  moved  again. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  As  peonies  sprout,  keep 
a  sharp  eye  out  for  blackened  tops  or  shoots.  Pull  these  off 
the  plants  immediately,  and  burn.  Feed  all  flowers.

P.  S.  Since  our  family  is  always  arguing 
over  whether  or  not  it's  a  woman's  world,  we 
were  all  interested  in  what  our  ex-neighbor  had 
to  say  in  his  latest  letter  from  Washington. 

Dear  Burton:  You've  heard  a  lot  about  the 
manpower  problem,  but  it  turns  out  that  the 
real  crisis  is  womanpower.  The  Labor  Depart- 
ment estimates  that  another  5,000,000  wo- 
men will  be  working  in  the  next  eight  years. 

The  thought  is  overpowering.  It  has  to  be 
assumed  that  a  third  of  them  are  going  to 
work  as  a  last  resort  —  all  other  resorts  being 
closed  for  the  season.  They  seek  employment 
second  and  husbands  first.  Another  third  will 
be  those  who  found  husbands  earlier,  but 
either  can't  abide  them,  or  can't  abide  not 
eating  regularly  —  perhaps  both. 

The  other  third  will  be  career  women.  Once 
a  woman  decides  to  make  a  career  of  working, 
she  attacks  it  with  a  ferocity  unknown  to 
man.  A  man  works  because  it's  the  thing  to 
do,  he  needs  poker  money,  or  he  gets  tired  of 
hanging  around  the  house  all  day.  With  a 
man,  the  Crusades  were  a  job.  With  a  career 
woman,  every  job  is  a  crusade. 

The  magnitude  of  the  womanpower  prob- 
lem can  only  be  seen  in  terms  of  man.  Once 
he  ruled  the  earth.  Then  somebody  invented 
the  wheel  and  hitched  him  behind  the  wagon. 
Later  he  was  swallowed  by  a  machine.  Now- 
womanpower  threatens  to  march  over  his 
pulpy  form  and  seize  the  executive  suite.  Be- 
fore you  know  it,  we'll  have  chairwomen  of 
the  board,  a  woman  manager  of  the  Mil- 
waukee Braves,  and  the  Fifth  Amendment 
being  taken  exclusively  by  lady  Teamsters. 

The  one  solace  in  all  this  is  that  women  also 
will  become  the  chief  taxpayers.  Not  only  do 
they  hate  arithmetic,  but  they  view  the  in- 
come tax  as  a  personal  insult.  A  woman  never 
cheats  on  her  return.  She  just  gives  the  gov- 
ernment what  she  thinks  it  deserves  and 
keeps  the  rest.  And  what's  fairer  than  that? 

Oh,  well,  just  because  women  are  taking 
over  the  country  doesn't  mean  we'll  be  con- 
demned to  taking  care  of  the  baby  and  doing 
the  dishes.  She's  liberated  us  in  advance — by 
the  baby  sitter  and  dishwashing  machine.

Can  Russia  challenge 


In  their  quest  for  a  faith,  young  Russians,  weaned 
on  Communism,  are  daring  us  to  demonstrate  the 
impact  of  religion  on  our  personal  and  national  life 


R 


.ecently,  I  stood  on  a  crowded  street  in 
Leningrad  with  a  young  Russian  engineering 
student.  It  was  the  250th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  city,  and  a  parade  was  in 
progress.  While  the  red  flags  were  borne  past 
to  the  sound  of  inarching  bands,  he  said  dra- 
matically, "There  goes  my  God !"  Then  he 
looked  at  me  as  if  wondering  whether  he  could 
possibly  be  wrong,  whether  there  might  be 
something  greater,  something  more. 

I  talked  with  many  young  students  in  the 
vast  and  sprawling  land  of  the  U.S.S.R., 
talked  to  them  about  my  field:  religion.  They 
often  answered  my  questions  with  questions 
of  their  own:  "Why,"  they  wanted  to  know, 
"does  America  have  the  highest  crime  rate 
of  any  country  in  the  world?  If  the  United 
States  is  a  religious  nation,  why  docs  it  have 
problems  of  racism  and  juvenile  delinquency? 
How  is  it  that  70  million  Americans  do  not  be- 
long to  a  church?" 

I  answered  them  as  most  Americans  would. 
I  admitted  we  had  a  great  many  problems 
and  described  how  we  were  working  to  solve 
them.  I  explained  religion's  role  in  American 
life,  in  the  home,  in  industry,  in  education,  in 
our  attitude  toward  ourselves  and  others.  I 
told  them  not  to  overlook  the  fact  that  though 
70  million  of  our  people  had  no  church  con- 
nections, 100  million  did. 

xhe  longer  I  stayed  in  Russia  the  more  amaz- 
ing these  questions  seemed  to  me.  Imagine  a 
country,  officially  dedicated  to  atheism,  put- 
ting us  on  the  spot  in  the  field  of  faith!  It's 
true  that  in  America  only  six  out  of  every  10 
people  have  their  names  on  a  church  role, 
but  in  Russia  about  one  in  10  would  be  a  fair 
estimate.  Statistics  are  hard  to  find.  They 
arc  literally  scaled  in  Kremlin  vaults  along 
with  reports  on  alcoholism,  vandalism,  and 
crime.  You  can't  go  to  a  public  library  or  a 
government  bureau  in  the  U.S.S.R.  and  get 
such  information. 

But  the  blunt  truth  is  that  young  Russians 
are  actually  out  to  challenge  us  not  only  in 
the  field  of  science,  but  in  the  spiritual  held 
as  well.  To  them,  everything  from  agriculture 
(o  space  supremacy  is  in  contest  and  they  are 
honestly  saying,  "Let's  make  a  race  of  it." 
Whether  we  like  il  or  not,  Russian  young 
people  are  daring  us  to  demonstrate  a  higher 
morality  than  theirs.

Ninety  percent  of  the  students  I  met  had 
never  been  inside  a  church.  Their  belief  that 
religious  people  cannot  be  trusted  is  as  deep- 
seated  as  our  contention  that  "godless"  people 
cannot  be  trusted.  They  have  been  indoctri- 
nated with  atheism.  They  have  been  briefed 
on  the  Inquisition  and  the  Thirty  Years'  War, 
on  witch-burning  and  squabbles  among  re- 
ligious faiths.  They  have  not  been  told  about 
religion's  glories,  its  contributions  to  the 
world,  its  culture,  its  inspiration,  its  deeper 
meaning  in  the  life  of  man.  They  have  never 
been  introduced  to  a  man  like  Albert 
Schweitzer.  Communism  has  been  presented 
to  them  as  the  only  valid  way  of  life.  It  is 
their  religion. 

Lominunism's  form  is  strikingly  like  that  of  a 
religion.  It  appeals  to  the  same  kind  of  dedi- 
cation to  a  selfless  cause.  For  more  than  40 
years  since  the  l')17  Revolution,  Communism 
has  had  to  provide  a  satisfactory  substitute  for 
what  we  think  of  as  man's  spiritual  drive. 

Communism's  god  is  the  State.  Its  holy 
books  are  the  writings  of  Karl  Marx.  Its  tem- 
ples are  the  institutions  of  learning.  Its  holy 
citv  is  the  Kremlin.  Its  most  famous  shrine  is 
the  tomb  of  Lenin  and  Stalin. 
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Following  service,  parishioners  would  not  let  me  go. 


It  has  its  sacred  trinitv:  Marx,  Engels,  and 
Lenin.  Its  creed  is  Dialectic  Materialism 
which  says,  ""It  is  not  the  consciousness  of  men 
that  determines  their  existence,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  their  social  existence  determines 
their  consciousness."  Its  code  is  the  pro- 
nouncement of  Lenin:  "The  new  spiritual 
leader  must  be  the  proletariat!"  Its  gospel  in- 
sists that  the  production  of  life's  necessities 
and  the  exchange  of  products  is  the  funda- 
mental law  of  existence.  The  major  problem 
with  which  it  is  concerned  is  not  sin  and  sal- 
vation, but  the  conflict  between  the  "exploit- 
ing class"  and  the  "exploited  masses." 

dommunism  is  totally  rationalistic,  thinks 
only  of  this  life,  plans  only  in  terms  of  physical 
needs.  Birth  to  the  Communist  is  a  biological 
phenomenon,  life  an  inexplicable  mystery, 
man  the  product  of  his  environment,  and 
death  the  inevitable  extinction.  But  this  does 
not  preclude  a  high  moral  and  ethical  code, 
and  it  is  on  this  front  that  it  challenges  Amer- 
ica's religious  faith. 

Many  young  people  said  to  me,  "We  do 
not  miss  the  things  you  Americans  think  you 
must  have  to  live  happily.  We  have  a  goal  to 
work  for  and  this  means  more  to  us  than 
physical  comforts  or  an  easy  life."  Others 
said,  "We  don't  have  time  to  go  wrong.  There 
is  too  much  to  be  done  and  too  much  to  be 
learned."  Education  is  a  passion  with  them. 
There  has  not  been  the  disintegration  of  mor- 
als or  the  collapse  of  honor  and  integrity  that 
we  often  associate  with  "godless"  people. 

Xhere  is,  however,  one  area  which  Commu- 
nism has  not  been  able  to  satisfy.  Anyone  who 
meets  the  Russian  people  with  sympathy  and 
understanding  will  realize  it.  Communism 
has  never  been  able  to  sublimate  or  satisfy 
the  instinctive  personal  awareness  that  hu- 
man life  is  related  to  an  unseen,  eternal  Force. 
This  yearning,  this  inquiry  is  real.  Neither 
Sputniks  nor  any  other  kind  of  electronic 
wonder  has  been  able  to  fill  the  spiritual  void. 
One  evening  I  dropped  in  on  a  choir  re- 
hearsal in  a  Russian  Protestant  church.  My 
interpreter,  a  25-year-old  Ukranian  college 
student,  had  never  been  inside  a  church.  For 
more  than  an  hour  we  listened  to  the  thrilling 
songs  of  the  60-voice  choir.  When  I  asked  the 
director  about  Christmas  music,  he  respond- 
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ed  by  saying  the  choir  would  sing  Silent  Night 
and  invited  me  to  sing  along  in  English.  After 
several  other  familiar  songs,  my  interpreter 
commented  on  the  universality  of  Christian 
hymns  and  added,  "There  must  be  something 
satisfying  in  religion,  something  that  cannot 
be  found  in  any  other  way."  Her  face  showed 
her  longing  and  betrayed  her  wish  to  believe. 

This  was  not  an  isolated  case.  Here  and 
there  among  Russian  youth,  the  quest  for  God 
is  beginning  to  break  through.  The  growing 
interest  in  what  religion  is  and  does  is  a  phe- 
nomenon noted  by  many  a  recent  traveler. 

Organized  attempts  to  stamp  out  the  spir- 
itual impulse  among  the  people  have  failed. 
"Leagues  of  the  Godless"  have  gotten  no- 
where. The  execution  of  priests  during  the 
turbulent  post-Revolution  period,  the  con- 
fiscation of  church  property,  the  abolition  of 
holy  days  have  not  halted  a  peoples'  search. 
Russians,  like  human  beings  everywhere,  are 
determined  to  find  a  unity  with  Something  or 
Someone  higher  and  greater  than  themselves. 

JLhis  search  for  God  is  often  vivid  and  in- 
tense. A  young  geophysicist  said,  "If  He  exists 
we  will  find  Him!"  She  had  been  taught  that 
God  is  merely  matter  and  motion,  but  now 
she  was  beginning  to  wonder  about  the  Mas- 
ter Mind  within  matter  and  Prime  Mover 
within  motion.  Other  students,  like  her,  are 
also  searching  as  they  forge  across  technolog- 
ical frontiers  and  as  they  explore  the  tantaliz- 
ing new  horizons  of  endless  space.  The  strug- 
gle in  the  youth  of  Russia  today  is  between  a 
religious  heart  and  an  atheistic  mind. 

Older  Russians  are  seeking  to  rediscover 
God  in  the  church.  There  is  a  slow  but  steady 
return  to  Russian  Orthodoxy,  Protestantism, 
Roman  Catholicism,  Judaism,  and  Islam. 
There  were  54,000  open  churches  prior  to 
1917.  Shortly  after  the  Revolution  all  churches 
were  closed.  Today  some  10,000  churches  are 
open  for  worship. 

1  had  a  chance  to  catch  the  spirit  of  this  wor- 
ship one  Sunday  morning  when  I  spoke  from 
the  pulpit  of  the  Moscow  Baptist  Church.  It 
was  the  10  o'clock  service.  Sixteen  hundred 
worshipers  filled  the  auditorium  and  its  pre- 
carious circular  balcony.  People  were  crowd- 
ed into  the  aisles  and  out  into  the  street.  They

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I  was  speaking,  but  because  there 
is  a  fervency  about  religion  that  has 
made  this  the  fastest  growing 
church  in  the  world. 

The  congregation  was  composed 
of  peasant  people  for  the  most  part, 
also  many  factory  workers,  and  a 
few  young  people.  With  me  on  the 
chancel  were  three  young  Jtussians 
who  were  studying  for  the  ministry 
at  Spurgeon  College  in  London. 
The  80  voice  choir  sang  several 
triumphant  hymns,  prayers  were 
spoken,  the  Scripture  was  read, 
communion  was  observed.

'hen  I  was  introduced  and 
looked  out  over  the  sea  of  faces, 
faces  intensely  serious  and  marked 
with  toil ;  when  I  saw  the  hundreds 
of  white-scarved  and  black-scarved 
women,  and  the  men  who  bore  the 
imprint  of  hard  work  and  suffer- 
ing; when  I  sensed  their  eagerness 
to  hear  a  few  words  from  their 
American  visitor,  I  wished  that 
every  American  could  have  stood 
with  me  in  the  pulpit.  Dealing  with 
the  Russian  people  is  better  than 
dealing  with  Russia.  We  may  con- 
demn the  leaders,  but  we  can  have 
only  a  true  affection  for  the  people. 


Through  the  interpreter  at  my 
side,  I  said  what  I  am  sure  most 
Americans  would  have  wished  to 
say.  I  told  my  audience  that  we  in 
the  United  States  want  only  peace, 
that  we  desire  to  understand  Rus- 
sians better  and  wish  we  could  be 
better  understood  by  them,  that 
we  worship  the  same  God  and,  as 
Christians,  follow  the  same  Christ. 

I  spoke  of  my  research  among 
religious  people  in  many  parts  of 
the  world.  I  commented  on  the 
warmth  and  understanding  and 
sincere  friendliness  of  this  devout 
congregation  which  had  come  here 
for  the  same  reason  that  people 
everywhere  come  to  church:  to 
satisfy  a  yearning  for  worship  and 
faith. 

There  was  a  great  display  of 
emotion  when  I  said  I  would  carry 
the  memory  of  this  service  back  to 
America.  Several  people  touched 
their  hands  to  their  hearts.  When  I 
closed  with  the  promise  to  take 
their  greetings  to  the  churches  in 
my  country,  they  responded  with 
excited  and  enthusiastic  waving  of 
hands  and  murmurs  of  "God  bless 
you"  and  "Peace."

He'll  avoid  double  closing  and  loan  costs,  making  it  cheaper 
for  you.  And  delays  for  establishing  your  old  house's  value 
will  be  eliminated  by  the  new  F.H.A.  fee  appraisal  system. 

Here  are  some  advantages  of  trading 

You'll  be  assured  of  selling  your  present  home  by  the  time 
you  move,  with  the  sale  price  guaranteed  by  the  trade-in 
realtor.  You  won't  end  up  with  two  houses  and  dual  pay- 
ments. Or  you  won't  be  without  a  house,  paying  expensive 
rental  on  an  unhandy  in-between  residence. 

Responsibility  for  selling  your  old  house  shifts  from  you 
to  the  trading  realtor,  who  can  offer  your  property  to  a 
much  wider  market  than  you'd  be  able  to  reach.  He  knows 
where  a  few  dollars  spent  for  fix-up  will  return  a  better  price 
and  a  faster  sale.

But  before  you  move,  the  realtor  will  try  to  sell  your  pres- 
ent house  at  the  highest  price,  charging  only  his  usual  real 
estate  commission.  Most  houses  are  sold  in  this  interim  peri- 
od, which  nets  the  most  cash  for  you.  And  it  spares  the  real- 
tor the  trouble  and  expense  of  transferring  your  house  to  his 
name. 

Another  method  of  trading,  where  the  new  house  is  ready 
for  you  immediately,  is  called  the  straight  trade.  Here  titles 
are  exchanged  for  the  two  properties  and  money  differences 
are  financed  without  delays.  The  status  of  the  new  house, 
and  the  amount  of  equity  in  your  present  home,  determine 
the  adaptability  of  trading  procedures  to  your  needs.

BEFORE.  Bulky,  I  -shaped  breakfast  nook 
was  a  headache  for  family.  Sliding  around  it 
was  a  mealtime  project!  Outside  door  let  in 
traffic  which  crossed  in  front  of  range.  Too, 
range  lacked  work  space  beside  it. 


AFTER.   Geraniums  peek    through   window 

and  join  the  krauses  lor  breakfast.  Range  anil 
cabinet  peninsula  form  a  divider  that  blocks 
work  counters  of  kitchen  from  eating  area, 
also  provides  slop-over  ledge  for  food. 

Pass-through  was  enlarged  b\  using  shorter 
cabinets  over  range.  Now  Mrs.  Krause  has 
face-lo-face  conversations  with  family.

\\  (>rk  space  was  at  premium  — 
only  a  sliver  of  counter  separated 
>ink  and  refrigerator. 


AFTER.  A  wonderful  place  to  work!  A  few  changes  turned  this 
kitchen  into  a  brighter,  more  efficient  room.  New  smaller  30-inch 
range,  smaller  sink,  and  new  refrigerator  location  gave  more  and 
better  counter  space.  Note  interesting  use  of  three  colors  —  yellow 
upper  cabinets,  brown  base  units,  turquoise  appliances,  counters. 
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Windows  and  doors  remain  the  same  —  a  costsaving  factor. 
Appliances  were  reorganized  for  better  use,  more  counter 
space.  Range  center  moved  from  traffic  lane  to  peninsula. 
Cleaning  closet  was  saved  —  a  valuable  asset. 


Slim  cabinet  lineup  offers  ideal  buffet  as  well  as  precious  storage. 
It's  wisely  placed  between  kitchen  eating  area  and  dining-room 
door  for  two-way  serving.  Carl  with  electrically  healed  top  traj 
and  a  wooden  wastebasket  on  casters  liml   home  under  counter. 
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More  kitchen  in  the  same  space!

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ARMED  WITH  handyman  tools  and 
know-how,  the  Robert  Boltons,  Wil- 
ton, Connecticut,  updated  their  old 
kitchen — without  spending  a  fortune. 
The  Boltons  found  room  for  laun- 
dry, dishwasher,  barbecue,  and  built- 
in  range — even  with  four  doors  open- 
ing off  the  kitchen!  See  how  a  shuffle 
of  appliances  and  a  new  peninsula 
made  the  most  of  space  available. 


BEFORE.  Kitchen  showed  signs  of  wear.  Refrigera- 
tor opened  awkwardly  toward  wall.  Cleaning  supplies 
were  scattered  —  some  hidden  by  folding  screen.  Cut- 
out in  base  cabinet  was  needed  for  hot-air  floor  reg- 
ister. Now,  register  is  uncovered  (photo  at  left). 


AFTER.  Clean  as  a  whistle — this  cool,  blue  and 
white  kitchen.  An  "L"  shaped  row  of  cabinets  rounds 
corner  to  make  room  for  a  cooking  top  built  into 
counter.  Separate  oven  sits  on  base  cabinet  to  left. 
Refrigerator  moved  into  the  work  area,  turning  its 
former  site  over  to  a  washer-drver.  Rearrangement 
netted  big  results  in  saving  steps,  adding  features. 
Perforated  hardboard  on  wall  holds  kitchen  helpers. 


1.  Sink  window  turned  into  porch  door. 

2.  Porch  deck  was  huilt  for  outdoor  living. 

3.  Wood  stove  bowed  out  in  favor  of  an 
indoor  harhecue  and  hood.

Tiny  tile  squares  were 
Bel  in  Hour — to  keep  care  at  a  minimum.  Shiny  steel  cabi- 
nets promise  quick  cleaning,  too. 

Curtains  of  cot  ton  eyelet  add  a  dainty  touch.  Table  serves 
as  snack  or  work  top.   Note  new  undercounter  dishwasher.

ate  up  space)  and  ugly  black  Hue  were  quickly 
marked  to  go.

LOOK  WHAT  HAPPENED  when  a  pint- 
size  kitchen  and  a  hemmed-in  eating  area 
joined  forces — a  dream  of  a  pink  kitchen! 

Instead  of  living  with  their  recently  pur- 
chased 40-year-old  kitchen  problem,  the 
Lenard  P.  Mulders,  Winnetka,  Illinois,  did 
something  about  it.  Lenard  cut  expenses  by 
knocking  down  partition;  installing  the  win- 
dows, plumbing,  wiring,  and  steel  cabinets; 
plastering;  painting.  Peggy  helped  put  in 
new  tile  floor  and  planned  the  color  scheme. 

Let's  see  what  they  accomplished  in  a 
space  just  12x10  K  feet. 


1.  Partition  was  removed  to  combine  the  two  rooms. 

2.  Doors  remain  unchanged. 

3.  Windows  were  enlarged  and  lowered. 

4.  Breakfast  nook  was  taken  out,  replaced  with  new  pen- 
insula eating  counter. 

5.  Plumbing  and  wiring  were  moved  to  the  outside  wall. 

6.  Refrigerator  was  moved  into  kitchen  from  porch. 

7.  Built-in  oven,  cooking  top  take  place  of  old  range. 

8.  Sink  and  dishwasher  replace  wall-hung  sink. 

9.  Work  counters  and  adequate  storage  were  planned  near 
all  the  appliances  to  save  needless  steps. 


What  a  difference  from  the  old,  6J^-foot-wide  kitchen.  Sparkling 
steel  cabinets  and  a  clean-easy  plastic  counter  were  installed  by 
Lenard  Mulder.  Recessed  light  over  sink,  soffits,  vinyl  flooring, 
hood,  and  ventilator  are  also  new  additions. 

Although  not  remodeled,  ceiling  was  painted  pink  to  make  it 
appear  lower.   Gas  cooking  top  is  now    near  dining-room   door.

It  is  now  handier  to  both  sink  and 
cooking  top.  Refrigerator  was 
sprayed  pink  to  match  cabinets. 
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It  pays  to  preplan  your 
remodeling.  Keep  these  tips 
in  mind  as  you  begin 

1.  Size  up  old  kitchen.  List  things  wrong 
with  it,  features  you  want  to  add. 

2.  Study  planning  books,  magazines,  re- 
leases from  appliance  and  kitchen-cabinet 
companies,  university  extension  bulletins. 

3.  Shop  around  to  see  what's  available. 

4.  Consult  a  kitchen-planning  expert  for 
help.  Many  public  utility  and  cabinet  com- 
panies provide  this  service. 

l»i«'k  »  pattern.  Well-organized  kitchen 
plans  fall  into  one  of  these  patterns — L- 
shape,  U-shape,  one-wall,  or  corridor  type. 

If  yours  is  a  "U"  —  try  to  have  open  area 
in  U,  5  feet  wide;  4  feet  is  minimum. 

If  yours  is  an  "L"  or  a  one-wall  arrange- 
ment—  keep  triangle  guide  (see  below)  in 
mind  to  avoid  pitfall  of  spread-out  kitchen. 

If  yours  is  a  corridor  —  allow  at  least  4 
feet  of  open  runway  through  room. 

I'a.v  attention  to  plumbing.  Changes  can 
prove  costly,  but  don't  overlook  a  move 
that  would  greatly  improve  working  ar- 
rangement. Dollar-saving  idea:  Group  laun- 
dry or  bathroom  plumbing  near  kitchen. 

w.-ii.  h  windows.  Update  slim  Jims,  high 
small  ones.  For  good  daylight,  let  window 
area  equal  15  to  20  percent  of  floor  space. 

Measure    the    distance.    Place    appliances 
carefully  to  avoid  hemmed-in  feeling  or  a 
racetrack  kitchen.  Try  to  leave: 
4  to  6  feet  between  sink  and  range 
4  to  7  feet  between  sink,  refrigerator 
4  to  9  feet  between  refrigerator,  range 
To  measure,  draw  a  straight  line  from  front 
of  one  appliance  to  front  of  the  next.

distance  from  sink  to  range  to  refrigerator 
and  back  to  sink.  For  efficiency,  distance 
should  not  total  more  than  22  feet.  Better 
still,  keep  it  between  15  to  20  feet.  If  pos- 
sible, route  other  traffic  out  of  this  area. 

Consider  counicrN.  Banish  the  never-have- 
enough-room  feeling.  Allow  at  least: 

24-inch  counter  next  to  range  for  serving 
36-inch  space  for  mixing  center 
15-inch  landing  spot  next  to  refrigerator 
36  inches  at  right  of  sink  to  stack  dishes 
30  inches  at  left  of  sink  (less  space  needed 
if  you  have  a  dishwasher) 

24-inch  counter  for  most  jobs.  Of  course, 
one  counter  may  serve  two  tasks. 

Evaluate  equipment.  Consider  at  the  start 
the  new  built-ins  that  would  be  costly  to  add 
later.  Appraise  value  of  saving  old  cabinets 
or  sink.  Sometimes  oldies  prove  more  ex- 
pensive to  disguise,  revamp,  or  fit  into  new 
plan  than  getting  new  equipment. 

wiring  and  lighting  call  for  experts'  advice. 
Update  wiring  for  top  performance  of  elec- 
trical helpers.  Demand  good  over-all  light- 
ing, spotlighting  of  work  counters. 

Ventilation  is  valuable.  Combat  cooking 
odors,  grease  with  ventilator,  air  filter,  air 
conditioner,  or  window  exhaust  fan.

Of  course  lamb  is  in  season  all  year,  but  right  now  it  seems  to  bring  spring  to 
the  table.  And  the  price  of  those  good  but  not-so-fancy  cuts — like  the  shoulder 
chops  above  —  will  help  put  your  budget  in  clover. 

Shoulder  chops  are  most  obliging  —  you  can  broil  them,  or  pan  broil  in  a 
skillet,  or  braise  (covered)  in  oven  or  top  of  range.  And  they  cook  in  a  jiffy,  too. 
Partner  lamb  with  mint  sauce  or  jelly,  horse-radish  or  capers. 


If  you  chill  lamb  chops  a  few  hours  in  sov  sauce,  they'll 
take  on  exciting  new  flavor.  Before  broiling,  score  the  fat 
on  edges  of  chops  to  prevent  curling. 

Broil  3  inches  from  heat,  10  minutes  on  (irst  side:  turn 
with  tongs.  Place  peach  halves  in  broiler  with  chops;  broil 
5  to  8  minutes  longer;  add  mint  jelly. 


Lamb  riblets  . . . 

simmer  lazily  till  meat  is  fork- tender 


I. audi  is  lender.  But  riblets  (shown  in  picture),  ncek  slices,  shanks,  hreast.  stew 
meat,  and   blade-bone  Bhoulder  chops  take  well   to  the  moist   heat  of  braising. 

For  flavor  accent,  y :an  cook  lamb  in  .i  sauce  that's  tangy  with  tomato

1.  Anise  Loaf  is  centered  with  a  bright  red  Easter  egg  — 
the  idea  comes  from  Greece.  Recipe  calls  for  oil  of  anise  and 
cinnamon  to  give  delicate,  aromatic  flavor. 

Take  a  look  at  the  beautifully  browned  crust  dotted  with 
sesame  seed.  That  is  just  one  promise  of  the  good  eating  to 
come.  Now  cut  the  handsome  loaf. a  little  on  the  diagonal  — 
the  slices  are  tender  and  velvety.  Delicious! 


2.  Easter  Basket  Bread  is  Italian  inspired.  It's  a  dazzler 
—  you  can  count  on  "How -did-vou-ever-do-it!"  compli- 
ments. Nested  under  the  crisscrosses  are  hard-cooked  eggs, 
ready  for  salt  and  pepper  —  each  person  gets  his  own! 

Flavor  is  gently  lemon  —  you  use  a  package  of  lemon  pud- 
ding in  the  recipe.  Top  of  basket  is  gav  with  candy  confetti: 
the  slices  are  golden,  almost  pillow  soft.  How  to  fashion  the 
basket'.'1  Turn  to  our  step-by-step  pictures. 


3.  Lemon  Buns  are  a  bonus  that  go  along  with  the  Easter 
Basket  Bread  —  you  get  four  of  these  intriguing  rolls  from 
the  leftover  dough.  Or,  if  you  prefer,  make  a  full  recipe  of 
the  Lemon  Buns.  They're  fun  to  shape,  fun  to  eat. 

No  need  to  cook  the  eggs  ahead  for  either  the  Huns  or 
Basket  —  they'll  be  hard-cooked,  yet  nice  and  lender,  at 
the  end  of  baking  time.  Leave  eggshells  white  or  tint  with  a 
food  coloring  to  delight  the  kiddies. 


4  Butter  Braid  has  a  Swedish  accent.  This  slim,  sugar- 
crusted  bread  has  the  wonderful,  spicy  flavor  of  carda- 
mom. Serve  it  warm  and  fragrant.  Or  toasl  the  light,  airy 
slices  for  a  next-dav  breakfast  treat.

Taper  the  ends  of  the 
strands  to  give  lone;  loaf  a  streamlined  look.

more  storage  surprises  for  you.  You'll  find  custom- 
like features  that  make  pans  and  cans  easier  to  reach. 
Look  also  for  new  wood  finishes,  and  smart  steel 
cabinets  with  wood  doors.  We  present  here  a  few 
high  lights  in  the  kitchen  storage  news.

Hidden  interest.  There's  more 
to  this  wall  cabinet  than  first 
meets  the  eye! 

Like  magic,  yon  can  pull  an 
18-foot  nylon  cord  out  of  top 
corner,  and  fasten  it  across 
the  room  to  form  ready-in-a- 
minute  indoor  clothesline.

about  your  silver, 
china,  and  glass

.our  silver,  china,  and  glassware  are  sure  to  be  among  the 
most  used  items  of  all  the  furnishings  in  your  home.  And  be- 
cause they  get  such  regular  use,  they  often  need  or  want  replac- 
ing— sometimes  from  necessity,  more  frequently  from  a  desire 
for  exciting  change  and  new  interest. 

Today,  you  can  have  tablewares  and  accessories  in  any  color, 
design,  or  quality  you  fancy.  You  can  mix  or  match,  comple- 
ment or  contrast.  You  can  have  fun  shopping  for  them  or  just 
browsing  and  planning. 

Here's  a  list  of  significant  terms  and  meaningful  expressions 

you  will  read  and  hear  when  you're  looking  for  new  table-setting 

furnishings.  You  should  be  familiar  with  them. 

ouch  stock — refers  to  patterns  or  styles  that  may  be  purchased 

by  the  piece  rather  than  by  the  complete  set.  It  does  not 

mean  that  the  open-stock  pattern  will  always  be  available 

for  replacement  or  additions. 


Place  setting — refers  to  the  assorted  items  in  one  pattern  that 
you  may  want  or  need  for  each  person  at  your  table.  If  you 
buy  one  place  setting  in  silver,  china,  and  glass  for  each  of 
the  people  you  usually  serve — plus  a  few  serving  pieces — 
you  will  never  accumulate  more  than  you  need. 


Silver,  ornate  or  severely 
plain,  enhances  your  table  and 
takes  on  beauty  with  use 


Flat  silver — the  articles  we  eat  with — spoons,  knives,  forks, 
and  servers.  They  may  be  sterling  or  plate. 

Hollowarc — the  dishes  and  decorative  items  we  eat  from — 
bowls,  pitchers,  trays,  coffee  and  teapots,  candelabra,  and 
so  on.  They,  too,  may  be  sterling  or  plate. 

Pure  <fin<»)  silver — what  the  name  implies.  In  this  pure  form, 
silver  is  too  soft  and  pliable  for  practical  use. 

.sterling  (solid)  silver — a  combination  of  92.5  parts  pure  silver 
with  7.5  parts  alloy,  usually  copper.  These  proportions  are 
fixed  by  law  and  are  true  of  any  silver  that  is  stamped  "ster- 
ling." Cost  and  quality  of  sterling  vary  with  weight  or 
amount  of  silver  used  and  intricacy  of  design. 

.Silvernlnte — pure  silver  coating  on  a  base-metal  shape  (nickel 
silver  for  flatware,  nickel  silver  or  copper  for  holloware). 
Cost  and  quality  of  silverplate  vary  with  the  thickness  of 
the  silver  coating  and  the  degree  of  finish  given  the  base- 
metal  form  before  coating. 

Sheffield  plate — the  first  substitute  for  sterling.  The  Sheffield 
method  of  fusing  silver  over  copper  went  out  of  use  about 
1840  when  the  silverplating  process  was  discovered.  True 
Sheffield  is  rarely  found  today  except  in  museums.

Assigned  risk 
plan  insurance? 

IVlotorists  who  get  tagged  as  ha- 
bitual traffic  violators,  or  who 
chalk  up  a  series  of  violations  in- 
volving their  automobiles,  are  poor 
insurance  risks.  As  a  result,  each 
year  thousands  of  Americans  find 
suddenly  that  they've  been  dropped 
by  their  auto  insurance  companies. 
If  they  had  no  insurance  to  begin 
with,  they  have  a  tough  time  buy- 
ing coverage.  At  this  point  they 
turn  to  the  assigned  risk  plan,  and 
at  this  point  costs  begin  to  mount. 

The  assigned  risk  plan  is  a  vol- 
untary "pool,"  entered  into  by 
automobile  insuring  companies  to 
"grant  automobile  bodily  injury 
and  property  damage  liability  in- 
surance to  risks  unable  to  secure  it 
for  themselves."  The  plan's  re- 
gional managers  distribute  appli- 
cants eligible  for  coverage  to  insur- 
ing companies  in  proportion  to  the 
policy  premiums  written  by  the 
firms  each  year.  A  large  firm  gets 
many;  a  small  firm  gets  few. 

The  plan  is  liberal  in  allowing 
coverage  for  drivers  who  have  been 
convicted  of  (or  who  have  forfeited 
bail  on)  traffic  violations.  But  it, 
too,  draws  the  line  on  chronically 
dangerous  drivers.  In  most  states 
it  will  not,  for  example,  cover  driv- 
ers who  have  been  convicted  of  six 
speeding  violations  within  a  36- 
month  period.  Nor  will  it  provide 
coverage  for  a  driver  who  has  been 
convicted  of,  say,  three  speeding 
violations  and  one  drunken  driv- 
ing charge.

accepted  or  rejected  on  the  basis 
of  a  point  system — the  points  being 
weighted  according  to  the  gravity 
of  the  offense.  Too  many  points, 
gathered  within  a  three-year  peri- 
od, and  a  bad  driver  gets  no  in- 
surance. He's  too  great  a  risk. 

Because  participants  in  an  as- 
signed risk  plan  represent  a  high 
accident  potentiality  to  the  insur- 
ing companies,  they  have  to  pay 
more  for  the  coverage.  The  one  ex- 
ception to  the  rule  is  drivers  who 
can  show  a  clear  traffic  record  for 
the  past  36-month  period.  They 
are  not  penalized  by  higher  rates  if 
they  are  forced  to  turn  to  the  pool 
for  insurance  coverage.  But  here 
the  financial  leniency  ends.

Lssume  that  a  driver — within 
-the  preceding  36  months — had 
been  involved  in  an  accident  which 
resulted  in  death,  injury,  or  prop- 
erty damage  to  another  person. 
His  rate  for  coverage  by  the  pool's 
insuring  company  might  be  a 
whopping  103  percent  over  normal 
premiums.  Other  violations,  or 
groups  of  violations,  result  in  simi- 
lar or  in  proportionately  stiff  in- 
creases on  premium  costs. 

Higher  rates  notwithstanding, 
the  assigned  risk  plan  is  not  a  puni- 
tive plan.  It  is  a  mathematically 
calculated  effort  to  give,  where 
possible,  adequate  insurance  cov- 
erage to  drivers  with  poor  records 
of  performance.

Britannia  metal — an  alloy  of  tin,  copper,  and  antimony  used 
for  making  tableware  before  the  days  of  silverplating. 

Nickel  or  «.«•■  in.in  .silver — a  combination  of  base  metals  con- 
taining no  real  silver  at  all. 

Dutch  silver — an  imported  metal  of  much  lower  purity  than 
sterling;  used  for  very  decorative  silverware. 

llnll  mark — the  mark  of  purity  for  English  silver,  comparable 
to  "sterling"  in  America. 

Hammered  silver — a  procedure  for  hand-decorating  sterling 
hoHoware. 

Hand-n  ronghi  silver — completely  hand-shaped  and  decorated. 
The  term  is  often  incorrectly  applied  today  since  some  of 
the  steps  are  usually  done  by  machine. 

Butler  finish — a  slightly -dulled  finish,  giving  the  appearance 
of  much  hand-rubbing  and  polishing — the  butler's  task. 

tiray  finish — a  silver-gray  finish,  whiter  than  butler,  applied  to 
ornate  designs. 

Patina — the  soft,  lustrous  finish  that  comes  with  usage. 

Bright  finish — high,  brilliant  polish. 

Oxidized — chemically  darkened  to  highlight  the  beauty  and 
detail  of  ornamentation.

It  is  not  the  wisest 
buy  if  you  are  limited  to  one  set  of  dinnerware. 

Earthenware — made  of  whiter,  more  refined  clay  fired  at  a 
higher  heat.  It  is  less  porous  and  therefore  sturdier  than 
pottery.  There  are  many  grades  and  qualities  of  earthen- 
ware, some  of  it  quite  fine  in  texture,  weight,  and  glaze, 
some  of  it  ovenproof. 

China  or  porcelain — these  two  interchangeable  terms  apply 
only  to  fine,  nonporous,  translucent  wares  which  have  been 
fired  at  extremely  high  heat.  They  are  very  hard  and  sturdy," 
despite  their  delicate  appearance.  Originally  made  only  in 
China,  fine  porcelains  are  now  manufactured  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe. 

Bone  china — a  fine  quality  porcelain  made  only  in  England 
where  the  bone-ash  clay  is  preferred. 

.stoneware — a  very  hard  and  heavy  ware  made  of  unrefined 
heat-resistant  clays. 

Bisuuc — fired,  unglazed  clayware. 

Faience — a  kind  of  ornamented  French  pottery. 

Majolica — a  kind  of  richly  decorated  Italian  pottery. 

Terra  coi tn   -unglazed  pottery  made  of  red  or  yellow  clays. 

Glaze — a  thick,  glasslike  coating,  baked  into  the  clay  body  to 
give  <i  smooth,  highly  polished  finish. 

Crazing — a  cracking  in  the  glaze     due  to  poor  quality. 

Crackle  ;i  purposeful  and  controlled  crazing  which  is  pro- 
tected by  an  overglaze;  a  decorative  effect.

The  warmth  of  the  child's  skin  is 
your  criterion  as  to  his  comfort.  If 
he  feels  warm  to  the  touch,  he's  all 
right,  even  though  the  day  may 
seem  chilly  to  you. 


Bunny  spot,  remove  the 
baby's  >ln>«'>.  socks,  and  jacket  to  ex- 
pose arms  and  legs  to  the  sun's  rays. 
Bonnet  or  peaked  cap  will  shield  eyes.

Iven  in  localities  with  severe  winters,  young- 
sters' winter-whitened  skin  can,  around  the  last 
of  March,  be  uncovered  to  the  sun  on  a  south 
porch  or  patio  protected  from  the  wind.  Your 
child  will  cooperate  (enjoying  the  novelty),  and 
will  have  a  healthful  tan  by  late  April. 

Start  by  baring  your  preschooler's  back, 
shoulders,  and  arms.  When  he  has  sunned 
enough  (or  if  the  weather  changes  suddenly),  his 
shirt  and  jacket  can  be  popped  back  on  him. 

Baby  may  be  exposed  to  the  direct  rays  of  the 
sun,  either  outdoors  or  at  an  open,  south  win- 
dow,  after  he  reaches   10  weeks  of  age  or   10 
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pounds  in  weight.  In  early  spring,  bare  arms  and 
legs  can  be  his  introduction  to  sunbathing. 

Don't  let  either.the  baby's  or  the  preschooler's 
skin  become  sunburned.  Tan  gradually  and  use 
plenty  of  lotion  so  the  skin  won't  become  dry. 

As  the  weather  gets  warmer,  expose  more  and 
more  of  the  baby's  skin.  Finally,  when  the  sun 
feels  comfortably  warm  on  your  own  bare  arms 
and  there  is  no  chilling  wind  or  dampness,  give 
him  a  full  sunbath  outdoors.  Limit  this  first  full 
sunning  to  two  minutes  on  his  back  and  two  on 
his  stomach.  Gradually  increase  time  until  Ba- 
by's daily  sunbath  is  of  30  to  40  minutes'  duration. 

Pictures  show  how  to  work  sunny  outings  into 
the  daily  routine.

Try  these  secrets  for 
pick  threading 


Cut  thread  right  to  prevent 
it  from  twisting  and  curling. 
First  cut  the  end  of  thread  on 
the  slant,  following  the  nat- 
ural twist  of  the  thread. 

Before  you  snip  the  thread 
from  the  spool,  put  cut  end 
through  the  needle  eye. 

This  way  you  will  be  sure 
to  get  the  right  end  through 
eye  of  the  needle  so  you  can 
sew  with,  not  against,  the  nat- 
ural twist  of  the  thread. 


Just  a  slip  through.  That 
is  all  it  takes  to  thread  sew- 
ing-machine needle  if  you  fol- 
low the  groove. 

The  groove  on  sewing-ma- 
chine needles  is  even  longer 
than  regular  sewing  needle. 

All  you  do  is  slide  end  of 
thread  down  needle  from  the 
top  and  slip  it  through  eye.

Get  into  the  groove  —  a  tricky 
move!  Use  groove  at  top  or  bottom  of 
the  eye  as  a  smooth -riding  guide  for 
slipping  your  thread  into  needle. 

Sharps  in  sizes  7  to  9  are  needles 
most  often  used  for  ordinary  hand 
sewing.  If  you  have  trouble  threading 
smaller  eyes,  use  longer-eyed  crewel 
or  embroidery  needles. 


Make  it  go  single.  You  w  ill 

find  you  gel  better  results, 
the  sewing  will  be  easier,  and 
your  work  neater  if  you  use 
a  single  strand  of  thread. 

A  double  strand  twists  (see 
picture)  and  often  ends  up  in 
uncooperative  loops.

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Ls  long  as  you're  writing  the  let- 
ter, why  shouldn't  you  put  your 
whole  self  into  it?  Start  when  you 
first  select  your  envelope  and  sta- 
tionery. Let  it  carry  through  as 
you  write  your  latest  news.  Maybe 
some  of  the  following  suggestions 
will  get  you  off  to  a  good  start. 

Put  personality  into  your 
stationery  selection 

•Choose  stationery  in  the  size  that 
best  fits  your  handwriting.  If  you 


have  a  large  script,  select  large- 
size  paper.  If  you  like  to  spread  out 
your  words,  get  wider  paper. 
•Choose  your  stationery  in  your 
favorite  soft  tone  and  get  ink  that 
blends  well  with  it. 
•If  you  want  some  decoration  on 
your  informal  note  paper,  connect 
it  with  your  interests.  You  like 
flowers?  Use  a  few  in  the  upper 
left-hand  corner  of  your  paper.  Or 
use  your  initials  (all  in  one  color) 
in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  or 
upper  center  of  your  paper.  Just 
remember  not  to  get  stationery 
that's  too  highly  decorated  or 
brightly  colored.  It's  better  to  be 
on  the  conservative  side  than  to 
bug  Aunt  Lucy's  eyes  out.

•For  social  stationery,  choose  an 
envelope  that's  nearly  square  in 
size.  Save  the  rectangular  ones  for 
business  correspondence. 

Reflect  your  neatness  and 
accuracy  in  your  letter  form 

•  If  you're  inclined  to  write  down- 
hill across  the  page,  use  a  guide. 
•Don't    forget    to    leave    enough 
space  between  sentences — it's  im- 
portant for  the  sake  of  clarity. 
•Be   sure   you    leave    margins   on. 
your  paper.  You  can  use  a  marker 
there,  too,  if  it's  hard  for  you  to 
keep  margins  straight. 
•When     you've     completed     one 
page,  start  on  another.  DonVwrite 
up  the  side  or  across  the  top  of  the 
last  one.  It  looks  untidy  and  is  hard 
to  read. 

•Watch  your  spelling.  It  isn't  too 
clever  when  you  end  a  word  with 
(sp?).  It  takes  only  a  few  seconds 
to  look  up  a  doubted  word  in  the 
dictionary. 

•Make  sure  you  understand  the 
use  of  each  word  in  your  sentences 


— sometimes  you  run  into  trouble 
when  groping  for  fancy  words. 

•  If  you  don't  think  your  handwrit- 
ing will  pass  a  clearness  test,  then 
in  most  cases  it's  all  right  to  type  a 
letter.  But  you  should  never  type 
letters  of  congratulation,  formal 
invitations,  invitations  to  a  small 
wedding,  or  condolence  notes. 

Use  a  conversational  style 

•Pretend  you're  really  talking  to 
the  person.  If  you  can,  imagine 
you're  sitting  right  there  with  your 
correspondent. 

•If  it's  a  thank-you  note  you're 
struggling  with,  write  it  right  away 
while  you  can  still  remember  what 
a  good  time  you  had.  Your  warmth 
will  be  projected  onto  the  paper. 
•Qr  set  the  gift  in  front  of  you  and 
describe  the  thoughts  of  apprecia- 
tion that  run  through  your  mind. 

•  In  a  condolence  letter,  simply  ex- 
press the  honest  sympathy  that 
you  personally  feel  for  your  friend 
or  relative.

When  ev- 
eryone was  seated,  the  chairman  signaled  the  community 
leaders  and  each  host  took  out  of  his  pocket  a  shiny,  red 
apple  which  he  handed  to  his  guest  to  a  happy  chorus  of 
"An  apple  for  the  teacher."  After  this  year's  luncheon,  15 
local  industry-owned  planes  took  to  the  air  with  their  guests 
for  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  city  and  the  schools  where  they 
were  to  teach.

Here  we  show  how  to  fashion  the 
Easter  Basket  Bread  and  the  Lemon 
Rolls  you  see  on  page  82.  They  are 
both  made  from  the  same  recipe, 
page  156.  All  rectdy,  Easter  Bunny? 


After  dough  has  risen  twice,  turn  out  on  Lightly  Homed  surface  and 
round  in  a  ball.  Divide  in  i  equal  parts;  form  in  halls.  Cover,  let 
rest  10  minutes  to  make  the  soft  dough  easier  to  handle.  You'll  use 
sections  (A),  (B),  and  (C)  for  the  Easter  Basket  Bread.  Set  aside 
(I))  for  the  Lemon  Huns  and  crisscrosses  (pictured  lower  right). 


The  Easter  Basket  Bread  starts  out  as  a  braid,  so  you'll  need  3 
strands,  each  20  inches  long:  Start  with  sections  (A),  (B),  and  (('.) 
in  halls.  Gentl;  roll  each  piece  hack  and  forth  with  hands,  as 
shown  above,  stretching  and  smoothing  as  you  go. 
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Now  for  the  braid:  Line  up  the  3  strands,  1  inch  apart.  It's  easier 
to  make  a  handsome  braid  it  you  start  from  the  center.  Braid 
looselv  and  without  stretching,  first  to  one  end,  then  to  the  other. 
Taper  ends  of  strands  and  pinch  firmly  to  seal.  Use  this  technique 
for  the  Anise  Loaf  and  Butter  Braid,  too. 


Fit  braid  into  greased  shallow  round  ovenware  dish  or  pan.  (The 
dougfa  "ill  almost  lill  dish.)  Now  you're  ready  for  section  (1)). 
|)i\  ide  ii  in  5  equal  pails.  Shape  4  of  these  sections  in  rounds  for 
the  Lemon  Buns  —  see  below.  Save  the  remaining  section  for  the 
crisscross  "handles"  for  the  Buns  and  Kaster  Basket. 


Tuck  4  washed,  uncooked  eggs  —  on  side  or  large  end  up  —  into 
braid.  Press  an  egg  in  center  of  each  bun.  Now  divide  remaining 
dough  in  4  pieces.  Roll  each  in  pencil-like  strip,  16  inches  long. 
Then  cut  in  4-inch  lengths — you'll  have  16  of  this  size  in  all. 

Cross  2  strips  over  each  egg;  press  ends  into  dough  to  seal.  Cov- 
er, let  almost  double;  brush  with  egg,  dash  with  decorettes.

You  shape  this  braid  on  a  greased  baking  sheet.  Nest  a  tinted  or 
white  uncooked  egg,  large  end  up,  in  center.  Cover  loaf  and  let  rise 
until  almost  double  in  size.  Then  brush  with  mixture  of  slightly  beat- 
en egg  and  water;  sprinkle  with  sesame  seed. 


How-to  for  Hot  Cross  Buns 


For  uniform  size,  cut  dough  in  rounds  with  a  2'  2 -inch  biscuit  cutter. 
Then  shape  in  buns  with  lingers.  Space  1 '  '>  inches  apart  on  a  greased 
baking  sheet:  cover.  When  rolls  have  risen  and  are  ready  to  bake,  use 
sharp  scissors  (or  knife)  to  snip  shallow  crosses  in  tops. 


Let  the  oven-hoi  buns  cool  a  bit.  Then  fill  the  crosses  with  confec- 
tioners'-sugar  icing.  You  can  pipe  it  on  with  a  pastry  tube.  Or  make 
a  paper  cornucopia:  lioll  a  sheet  of  paper  into  a  cone  and  lohl  top  to 
fasten  or  tape  side:  cut  off  tip  on  slant  to  make  a  small  hole.

Dut- 
in;:  this  voluntary,  after-school  class,  they  discuss  science. 


point  where  some  cities  send  agents 
scouring  the  country  or  even  sign 
up  teachers  sight  unseen,  Elkhart 
is  very  particular.  The  52  teachers 
hired  this  year  were  picked  from 
about  500  interviewed. 

Once  a  teacher  is  accepted,  the 
city  rolls  out  the  red  carpet.  The 
days  immediately  preceding  and 
following  school  opening  are  tilled 
with  get-acquainted  luncheons  and 
social  calls.  Older  teachers  help 
newcomers  to  find  suitable  living 
quarters.  Ministers  personally  call 
to  welcome  teachers.  Banks  write 
friendly  notes  suggesting  that  if  a 
teacher  needs  money  to  help  get 
settled,  not  to  hesitate.  In  lieu  of 
an  apple,  a  movie  house  sends 
every  teacher  a  pass  for  two.  the 
pass  having  a  red  apple  printed  in 
one  corner.  The  gas  company  in- 
forms the  newcomer  that  the  S30 
deposit  required  of  everyone  else  is 
waived  for  the  teacher.  (Only 
teachers  and  ministers  get  this  ex- 
emption.) Friendly  letters  arrive 
from  local  stores.  Parents  from  the 
P.T.A.  call  and  invite  teachers  to 
their  homes.  By  the  time  school 
opens  in  the  fall,  as  one  teacher 
expressed  it,  "I  felt  as  if  I  had  lived 
here  all  my  life." 

Teacher  after  teacher  has  said, 
"I  feel  that  I'm  wanted,  that  I'm 
needed  here.  I  have  the  respect  of 
the  community."  Respect  is  the 
word  they  use  most  often  in  telling 
why  they  are  drawn  to  Elkhart  in 
preference  to  towns  which  offer 
bigger  salaries.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  in  Elkhart  teachers  are  not 
only  respected  but  looked  to  for 
leadership.  They  are  active  in  serv- 
ice clubs,  community  affairs,  and 
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especially  in  churches.  The  city's 
attitude  to  teachers  has  spread  by 
word  of  mouth  through  many 
teaching  systems  in  the  country. 
The  question  of  pay  seems  to  be 
secondary.  One  Indiana  city  oilers 
elementary  school  teachers  $800  a 
year  more  than  Elkhart  does,  but 
because  classes  are  overcrowded 
and  the  community  atmosphere  is 
not  inviting  in  the  other  city, 
teachers  prefer  Elkhart. 

±o  overcome  the  teacher  and 
classroom  shortages  now  plaguing 
much  of  the  country,  Elkhart  built 
new  schools  and  rehabilitated  old 
ones,  and  its  citizens  viewed  with 
sympathetic  understanding  the 
economic  needs  of  the  teacher. 
Elkhart's  teacher  salaries  are  good 
(from  $4,150  to  $6,000— about  the 
same  as  a  skilled  mechanic  gets  in 
the  city's  plants)  but  far  from  na- 
tional tops.  They  tell  of  a  teachers' 
association  committee  which  ap- 
peared before  the  school  board 
with  a  request  for  increased  pay, 
especially  a  $300-a-year  increase  for 
elementary  school  teachers.  The 
president  of  the  school  board 
scowled  and  shook  his  head. 

"I  can't  go  along  with  that,"  he 
said  firmly.  "How  can  they  get 
along  with  less  than  a  $400-a-year 
increase  and  live  the  way  we  want 
our  teachers  to  live?" 

In  five  out  of  the  past  eight  years, 
the  s.chool  board  gave  teachers 
more  money  than  they  asked. 

They  tell,  too,  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce's  watchdog  tax  commit- 
tee. After  studying  the  school  budg- 
et for  the  coming  year,  this  com-

Elkhart  is  a  middle-class,  indus- 
trial community  with  well-diversi- 
fied industries,  owned  chiefly  by 
local  citizens.  Seventy  percent  of 
its  residents  own  their  own  homes. 
The  city  grew  up  on  the  banks  ofc 
two  winding  rivers,  the  St.  Joseph 
and  the  Elkhart,  at  whose  contin- 
ence is  an  island  shaped  like  an 
"elk's  heart,"  which  gave  the  town 
its  name.  The  city  streets  are  clean, 
its  homes  attractively  set  in  ex- 
panses of  lawn.  The  winding  rivers 
offer  seasonal  changes  of  beauty  to 
those  living  on  their  banks,  and  for 
the  rest  of  the  community  the  riv- 
ers offer  boating,  fishing,  and  wa- 
ter sports. 

"We  are  a  community  whose 
members  go  out  of  their  way  to  pat 
each  other  on  the  back,"  says  Joe 
C.  Rice,  superintendent  of  the  city's 
school  system.  "The  theory  is  that 
we  will  get  better  results  that  way 
— and  the  theory  works." 


At 


America's  classroom  and  teach- 
er problems  began  in  the  great  de- 
pression, when  most  communities 
had  all  they  could  do  to  pay  their 
teachers,  let  alone  build  schools. 
Then  depression  evolved  into  a 
war  economy,  and  for  some  1 5 
years  very  few  schools  were  built. 

Despite  a  brisk  postwar  building 
program,  American  schools  never 
caught  up.  The  U.S.  Department 
of  Education  estimates  that  today 
some  10  million  American  children 
are  being  shortchanged  on  their 
education  because  of  the  classroom 
shortage;  and  by  1 965 — only  seven 
years  away — there  will  be  almost 
one-third  as  many  more  elemen- 
tary pupils  and  half  as  many  more 
high-school  children  requiring  ed- 
ucation. The  country  needs  be- 
tween 150,000  and  175,000  new 
teachers  annually,  and  we  are 
graduating  only  108,000  a  year.

dkhart,  whose  citizens  want  the 
best  possible  schools  and  teachers 
for  their  children,  has  always  fa- 
vored education.  Eight  years  ago, 
when  Elkhart's  school  superintend- 
ent retired,  the  school  board  invit- 
ed Joe  C.  Rice,  the  school  superin- 
tendent in  another  Indiana  city, 
to  come  to  Elkhart.  Mr.  Rice  ex- 
tended his  predecessor's  building 
program.  Of  the  city's  18  public- 
schools,  3  elementary  schools,  a 
Junior  High  School,  and  a  gym- 
nasium are  all  new.  Another  ele- 
mentary school  was  completely  re- 
modeled, and  additions  were  built 
on  six  old  schools.  All  of  the  re- 
maining schools  were  rehabilitated. 
Classrooms  now  are  light,  airy. 
well-heated,  and  well- ventilated. 
As  a  result  of  this  building  pro- 
gram. Elkhart's  classrooms  are  not 
overcrowded.  They  average  27  to 
a  class  in  the  lower  grades  and  22 
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to  a  class  in  high  school.  Many 
other  communities  have  classes  of 
from  40  to  50  pupils. 

Mr.  Rice  enlisted  the  aid  of  his 
teachers  to  tell  their  college  class- 
mates about  Elkhart  and  its  schools, 
and  today  everyone  agrees  that  the 
best  recruiting  job  is  done  by  the 
teachers  themselves.  Two  Elkhart 
teachers  devote  four  or  five  days 
each  year  to  visiting  Indiana's 
teachers  colleges  and  interviewing 
seniors.  If  candidates  interviewed 
look  like  Elkhart  material,  they  are 
invited  to  visit  the  city,  to  see  us 
school  system,  and  to  meet  its  peo- 
ple. So  selective  is  this  system  tiiat 
one  recruiter  went  out  of  the  st^te 
to  interview  prospects,  and  after 
talking  with  23  graduates  did  not 
invite  a  single  one.

Teachers,  parents,  and  even  pu- 
pils are  consulted  in  a  school's  earlv 
stages  so  that  the  final  product  u  ui 
be  their  school.  With  the  antici- 
pated increase  in  school  enroll- 
ments in  coming  years,  the  ei.\ 
builds  its  new  schools  in  U-  anu 
T-shapes,  so  classrooms  can  be 
added  later  without  destroying  a 
building's  architectural  symmetry 

Scholastic  standing  of  Elkhart 
pupils  is  high,  and  much  of  this  is 
attributed  to  good  teacher-pupil  re- 
lations. I  heard  of  a  number  of  in- 
stances where  pupils  studied  hard- 
er than  ever  to  justify  a  teacher's 
faith  m  them.  The  children  them- 
selves like  school  because  they  like 
their  teachers. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  aston- 
ishing things  in  Elkhart  is  the  num- 
bei  of  high-school  pupils  who  go  to 
summer  school.  The  national  av- 
erage of  high-school  students  who 
attend  summer  school,  including 
those  who  go  because  they  flunked 
a  subject,  is  about  5  percent,  ac- 
cording to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education.  In  Elkhart,  44  percent 
of  high-school  students  go  to  sum- 
mer school,  not  because  they 
flunked  any  subjects,  but  because 
the)  want  more  knowledge  (favor- 
ite subjects:  American  Problems, 
U.  S.  History.  Biology).  Many  stu- 
dents want  credits  SO  they  can  de- 
vote more  time  during  the  school 
year  to  sports,  the  school  band,  or 
other  extra-curricular  activities.

theory  with  outside  practice.  At 
this  writing,  manual-training  stu- 
dents are  building  a  house  from 
the  foundation  up.  When  the  house 
is  finished  it  will  be  auctioned  off 
and  the  profit  used  to  build  more 
houses.  Other  manual-training  stu- 
dents remodeled  another  house, 
and  the  owner  has  expressed  de- 
light with  the  results. 

Of  course,  Elkhart,  like  other 
communities,  has  its  share  of  juve- 
nile delinquents;  but,  as  the  local 
newspaper  pointed  out  editorially 
and  a  bit  proudly,  "For  every 
mixed-up  kid  there  are  20  who  are 
not  mixed  up  at  all.  .  .  .Many  hold 
part-time  jobs,  work  on  charitable 
projects,  help  their  parents,  attend 
church,  and  make  constructive 
plans  for  the  future." 

Of  Elkhart's  almost  11,000  fam- 
ilies, there  are  6,469  P.T.A.  mem- 
bers, about  1,600  of  whom  an-  ex- 
ceptionally active  both  in  school 
activities  and  in  cultivating  a  warm 
parent- teacher  relationship.  This 
is  perhaps  best  illustrated  by  baby- 
sitting. Elkhart  employs  some  40 
husband-wife  teams,  and  it  is  quite 
common  for  neighbors  to  volun- 
teer to  baby-sit  so  a  teacher  can 
visit  friends  or  go  to  a  movie. 

The  community's  willingness  to 
go  all  out  for  its  children  is  illus- 
trated by  the  new  gymnasium. 
Elkhart  loves  sports,  especially  bas- 
ketball,  but  the  school  board  hesi- 
tated to  ask  for  a  larger  gymnasium 
lest  the  request  cut  into  funds  need- 
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ed  for  new  schools.  Faced  with  this 
problem,  a  group  of  citizens  organ- 
ized a  company,  borrowed  money 
from  the  banks,  and  built  what 
Elkhart  claims  is  the  biggest  high- 
school  gymnasium  in  the  world 
(seating  capacity  8,250).  The  com- 
pany rents  the  gymnasium  to  the 
school  system  and  to  promoters  of 
sports  events,  theatrical  shows,  and 
conventions.  All  profit  goes  to  pay 
for  the  building;  when  that  is  done, 
the  gymnasium  becomes  the  prop- 
erty of  the  school  system. 

.the  U.  S.  Department  of  Educa- 
tion surveyed  American  cities  for 
those  with  a  teacher-pupil-com-  . 
munity  relationship  on  the  Elk- 
hart level;  there  were  not  many.  I 
talked  with  school  superintendents 
of  half  a  dozen  of  these  "Elkhart- 
class"  towns  in  different  parts  of 
the  country.  What  enabled  those 
cities  to  solve  the  school  problem? 
Invariably,  the  same  attitudes  I 
found  in  Elkhart.  First  was  the 
community's  respect  for  its  teach- 
ers. Second  was  an  active,  and 
usually  well-educated.  P.T.A. 
membership  which  worked  closely 
with  the  teachers,  welcomed  them 
as  friends  and  participants  in  the 
community's  civic  life.  In  every 
community  that  had  overcome  the 
teacher  shortage,  teachers  had  been 
made  to  feel  needed,  wanted,  and 
appreciated.  They  were  made  to 
feel  part  of  a  profession  that  should 
not  be  neglected  but  nurtured.

SCRATCHES,  chips,  stains,  and  rust  take  their 
toll  of  bathroom  fixtures,  making  the  housewife's 
day  —  and  sometimes  a  handyman's  weekend — 
a  tedious  round  of  cleaning,  polishing,  and  scrub- 
bing. But  there's  an  easier  system.  To  use  it,  just 
match  up  the  stains  or  scratches  to  the  following 
fix-it  treatments.  Then  keep  that  new  look  with 
a  simple,  but  regular,  maintenance  program. 


Carbon  tetrachloride  removes  most 
rust  stains  that  regular  household 
BCOuring  cleanser  won't.  (However, 
gi\  e  the  cleanser  a  try  lirst.) 

I  )ampen  cloth  or  sponge  with  car- 
hon  tet  and  wipe  stained  area.  Im- 
mediately wash  it  with  warm  water.

If  rust  stains  still  persist,  try  an 
oxalic  acid  solution.  Gently  stir  one 
tablespoon  of  the  powder  into  cup  of 
water,  or  according  to  directions. 

\\  ear  rubber  gloves,  and  be  care- 
ful not  to  splatter  solution  onto  skin. 

After  you  wipe  stain  with  sponge, 
wash  area  immediately  with  warm 
water.  If  necessary,  repeat  treat- 
ment. You  can  buy  ready-mixed 
chemicals  for  this  job.

Shadow  boxes  or  medallions 

Using  sharp,  curved  manicure  scis- 
sors, pierce  dyed,  blown  egg  shell  at 
center;  cut  around  in  circles  until 
the  desired  opening  is  obtained. 
Paint  inside  of  shell  with  clear  lac- 
quer or  water  colors. 

To  make  hanging  ornament,  knot 
strong  thread  or  yarn  at  one  end  and 
pull  lirst  through  small  cardboard 
disc  and  then,  from  the  inside, 
through  the  hole  in  the  smaller  end 
of  the  colored  egg  shell.

Little  crevices  around  lavatory  or 
bathtub  collect  more  than  their 
share  of  dirt  and  grit. 

Result  is  unsightly  line  of  black 
grime.  Clean  out  dirt,  and  prevent 
future  accumulations  by  calking  the 
crevices.  But  don't  use  a  standard 
house  calking  for  this  job. 

Instead,  apply  compound  de- 
signed for  sealing  bathroom  fixtures. 
It  is  white;  apply  it  from  the  tube. 


Chips  in  porcelain  surface  must  be 
filled  level  with  surface. 

For  this  job,  use  commercial  por- 
celain patching  material.  Most  of 
these  compounds  are  in  liquid  form; 
brush  them  onto  the  surface. 

Try  to  build  up  right  thickness  in 
two  or  three  coats,  rather  than  one 
heavy  layer.  Other  tillers  come  in  a 
two-part  can  —  paste  and  liquid.

These    metal   links   will    keep   flush 
tank  (toilet  tank)  and  bowl  from  dis- 
coloring.

How  to  buy  a 
house -and  be 
sure  it's  yours!

uo  you" re  going  to  buy  a  house. 
You've  shopped  all  the  possibili- 
ties, made  your  decision.  You've 
cleared  the  last  hurdle  to  a  good, 
sound  mortgage.  You're  ready  to 
move  in.  Or  are  you  .  .  .?  "What 
about  the  title?"  your  banker  asks. 
"You  know  it'll  have  to  be  cleared 
before  we  can  close  the  loan."  Un- 
disturbed, you  tell  him  you're  sure 
the  house  is  O.K.  But,  reasonably, 
the  [ending  institution  that's  going 
to  back  your  credit  wants  positive 
proof,  feels  rightfully  that,  for  your 
own  protection,  you  ought  to  have 
it,  too. 

Well.  then,  how  do  you  go  about 
ensuring  that  once  you've  paid  your 


money,  the  house — or  land — will 
be  legally  yours? 

Clearing  a  title  means  no  more 
than  protecting  yourself  against 
claims  on  the  property  once  you've 
taken  it  over.  The  paper  that  helps 
you  determine  the  state  of  the  prop- 
erty, the  abstract  or  title,  is  nothing 
more  than  a  condensed  history  of 
transactions  and  ownerships.  // 
may  also  include  liens  or  encumbrances 
affecting  the  property. 

The  wise  buyer  never  attempts 
to  wade  through  a  land  transaction 
without  assistance  from  an  attor- 
ney. His  specialized  knowledge  of 
the  legality  of  property  claims,  and 
vast  experience  with  such  transac- 
tions is  cheap  insurance  you  hardly 
can  afford  to  be  without.  Perhaps 
the  property  you  want  has  no  en- 
cumbrances— unpaid  repair  bills. 
secondary  mortgages,  property  tax- 
es, and  so  on.  Your  attorney  is  best 
able  to  help  you  determine  whether 
or  not  this  is  the  case — whether  the 
property  is,  in  fact,  free  and  clear. 

At  goes  without  saying   that   you 

should  know  everything  about  the 
papers  you'll  be  asked  to  sign  in 
carrying  out  the  purchase.  For  ex- 
ample, to  buy  the  property,  the 
real-estate  salesman  is  likely  to  ask 
you  to  execute  a  preliminary  agree- 
ment, or,  an  agreement  to  purchase. 

The  agreement  to  buy,  if  prop- 
erly written,  acts  as  an  insurance 
policy  against  your  assuming  own- 
ership of  something  that's  not  clear- 
ly salable.  Here's  how  it  works. 
John  Jones,  landowner,  agrees  to 


sell  his  house  to  Bill  Williams  for 
$18,000.  Before  Williams  receives 
his  deed  (statement  of  ownership), 
he  has  drawn  a  preliminary  agree- 
ment which  conditions  on  Jones' 
proving  the  title  is  clear. 

The  agreement,  then,  calls  for 
an  examination  of  Jones'  title. 
Such  a  preliminary  agreement  will 
state  when  and  where  the  proof  is 
to  be  made  that  the  title  is  good, 
and  what  is  to  be  done  if  defects 
are  revealed  in  the  title.  If  the  title 
proves  clear,  you  are  bound  to  go 
through  with  your  agreement  to 
buy,  according  to  terms  written 
into  the  contract.  The  seller,  for 
his  part,  cannot  sell  the  property 
to  someone  else,  who,  in  the  mean- 
time, may  offer  a  higher  price. 

Too,  there  are  certain  credits 
you.  as  the  buyer,  should  obtain 
before  closing  your  purchase.  You 
will  want  receipts  for: 

1  Down  payment  made — the 
earnest  money. 

2  Existing  mortgages,  if  the  sale 
is  part  cash  and  the  balance  by  as- 
sumption of  existing  mortgages. 

3  Accrued  and  unpaid  interest 
you  assumed  on  existing  mortgages. 

4  All  taxes  paid  by  seller  for  past 
years,  and  his  proportionate  part 
of  the  taxes  for  the  current  year. 

5  Items  based  on  meter  read- 
ings, such  as  water,  electricity,  gas, 
and  so  on. 

6  Release  fee  and  the  recording 
charge. 

7  Revenue  stamps  on  the  deed. 
(You,  as  buyer,  will  probably  be 
expected  to  pay  for  the  recording 


of  the  deed  unless  the  contract  to 
buy  provides  otherwise.) 

In  closing  your  purchase,  these 
are  the  documents  to  obtain: 

1  Deed. 

2  Abstract  or  title  policy. 

3  Bills  of  sale  (if  there  is  any 
personal  property  such  as  draper- 
ies, furnishings,  appliances  going 
with  the  house). 

\  Receipt  for  purchase  price 
paid. 

5  A  statement  by  the  mortgagee 
(lender)  showing  the  amount  due 
on  the  existing  mortgage  so  that  he 
cannot  claim  any  greater  amount 
than  actually  remains  due. 

6  Any  insurance  policies  on  the 
property. 

7  Receipts  for  taxes  and  special 
assessments — gas,  electricity,  water. 

8  A  seller  affidavit  of  title  which 
states  that  there  are  no  judgments, 
bankruptcy,  or  divorce  against 
him.  no  unrecorded  deeds  or  con- 
tracts, no  repairs  or  improvements 
for  which  money  is  owed.  This  af- 
fidavit covers  the  period  between 
the  dale  of  the  title  search  and  the 
date  of  closing,  and  gives  you  the 
right,  as  buyer,  to  have  the  seller 
prosecuted  criminally  for  obtain- 
ing money  under  false  pretenses  if 
a  defect  is  later  revealed.  (Since 
the  seller's  affidavit  is  not  used  in 
all  areas  of  the  country,  you  should 
ask  your  attorney  for  further  ad- 
vice on  adequate  protection.) 

In  addition,  your  attorney  may 
suggest  other  documents  valuable 
to  assuring  the  house  you're  buying 
will  be  yours  alone.

Spring  or  ol<l  dug  well  is  a  good 
source. 

If  your  land  has  either,  you  prob- 
ably have  a  good  source  of  irriga- 
tion water.  Rut  it  may  not  be  good 
for  domestic  use.  even  if  it  tests  pure 
and  is  brimful. 

Mosl  springs  and  dug  wells  rely 
on  near-surface  water  for  their  sup- 
ply. They  tend  to  dwindle  in  sum- 
mer, when  you  need  water  most. 
As  more  homes  and  more  roads 
build  up  around  you,  that  near- 
surface  supply  may  disappear — 
and  probably  become  too  contam- 
inated for  use. 

How  can  von  be  sure  you'll  find 
w  ater? 

Likely,  you'll  drill  for  a  domestic 
supply.  You  can't  be  sure  you'll 
strike.  Rut  your  chances  are  good. 
Check,  though,  bijorc  you  buy  your

land.  Your  neighbors'  experiences 
indicate  its  cost.  Check  several 
neighbors.  Just  one  may  have  an  in- 
adequate well  or  the  wrong  pump- 
ing system. 

Another  good  source  is  the  coun- 
ty farm  agent.  Often,  he  has  geo- 
1  maps  of  the  area  and  infor- 
mation on  existing  wells.  If  he 
doesn't,  he'll  be  able  to  refer  you  to 
someone  who  does — the  local  state 
geologist,  the  country  health  offi- 
cer, or  other  officials.  A  reputable 
local  well  driller  is  another  good 
source.  He  has  geological  data,  logs 
of  wells  drilled  in  the  area,  and, 
probabb.  firsthand  knowledge  of 
the  water  strata  under  your  very 
land. 

If  the  answers  you  get  are  ad- 
verse, but  you  still  want  to  build  on 
that  particular  property,  put  an 
option  on  ii  instead  of  buying  out- 
right. Then,  have  a  test  well  drilled. 
If  water  doesn't  come  in,  you're 
only  out  the  option  and  cost  of 
drilling  .  .  .  instead  of  the  total  cost 
of  land  that's  worthless  without 
water. 

How  much  water  will  >ou  need? 
It  depends  on  the  size  of  your  fam- 
ily, the  number  of  water-using  ap- 
pliances you  own,  and  the  water 
needs  of  your  lawn  anil  garden.  An 
average  family  of  four,  living  in  a 
one-bathroom  house,  needs  a  mini-

What  is  a  drilled  well? 

It's  nothing  more  than  a  large 
pipe  (casing)  that  extends  down  to 
tap  some  water-bearing  layer  in 
the  ground.  1 1  may  go  down  30  feet 
or  several  hundred.  The  size  of  the 
pipe  depends  on  the  underground 
strata  of  the  region  you  live  in;  an 
8-inch-diameter  casing  is  the  mini- 
mum in  some  areas,  3  inches  in 
others.

rig  (a  true  drill  like  those  used  in

ble  water  strata  from  entering.  One 
or  two  smaller  pipes  slide  down  in- 
side the  casing  to  do  the  pumping. 

How  much  does  it  cost? 

The  cost  of  having  a  well  drilled 
varies  from  $4  to  $7  or  higher  a 
foot,  including  the  well  casing.  The 
cost  per  foot  depends  on  the  forma- 
tions, the  amount  of  rock  encount- 
ered, and  the  over-all  depth  of  the 
well.  So  a  driller  seldom  can  give 
you  a  definite  cost  beforehand, 
though  he  probably  can  give  you  an 
approximation. 

Usually,  you'll  save  by  having 
the  driller  bill  you  by  the  foot  sep- 
arately for  drilling  and  casing,  be- 
cause casing  often  isn't  needed 
through  layers  of  solid  rock.  The 
price  of  drilling  and  casing  ordi- 
narily includes  sealing  the  top  of 
the  well  with  concrete.  Testing  the 
well's  flow  may  be  included,  may 
be  extra  if  a  deep-well  pump  must 


be  installed  temporarily  to  make 
the  test. 

Developing  also  is  extra  and  one 
of  the  reasons  you  will  want  an  ex- 
perienced driller  to  put  down  your 
well.  Developing  is  the  art  of  im- 
proving the  well's  flow  or  of  pre- 
venting such  future  problems  as 
clogging.  Experience  is  required  to 
know  what  particular  technique  of 
surging,  pumping  out,  screening, 
icing,  graveling,  etc.,  is  needed  (if 
anything)  on  your  well. 

What  about  sanitation  of  wells? 

For  sanitation,  you  should  locate 
the  drilled  well  at  some  high  point 
on  the  land,  away  from  and  above 
any  septic  system  or  the  like.  It 
doesn't  have  to  be  close  to  the 
house. 

Have  the  water  tested  for  bac- 
terial content.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  chlorinate  the  water  before  use. 
Contact  your  county  or  state  health

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office  on  where  and  how  to  send  the 
sample  of  water  for  a  bacterial  test 
and  check  on  regulations  pertain- 
ing to  wells  in  your  county. 

If  the  water  throughout  your  re- 
gion is  hard,  a  water  softener  can 
be  installed  in  the  house.  In  many 
localities,  hard  water  can  be  by- 
passed by  a  drilled  well  to  tap 
water  deeper  down. 

The  pump  is  as  important  as  the 
well. 

All  wells  and  pumps  are  classi- 
fied as  shallow  or  deep.  Shallow-well 
pumps  are  designed  for  a  maximum 
lift  up  to  the  pump  of  not  more 
than  22  feet.  They  simply  suck  the 
water  up.  Deep-well  pumps  are  de- 
signed to  pull  or  push  water  up 
from  greater  depths.  They're  usu- 
ally more  expensive,  have  larger 
motors,  and  more  machinery. 

Your  pump,  shallow  or  deep, 
can  be  one  of  three  different  types — 
reciprocating,  jet.  or  submersible. 
All  are  fully  automatic  and  smooth 
in  operation,  but  each  is  best  for 
certain  conditions — the  amount  of 
water  needed,  the  draw-down  of 
the  well,  its  depth,  amount  of  sand 
present,  the  height  to  be  pumped 
above  the  well,  and  so  on. 

This  gets  complicated.  For  in- 
stance, you  sometimes  can  lower 
a  shallow-well  pump  to  handle  a 
30  foot  lift  bv  placing  it  in  the  base- 
ment. A  shallow-well  pump  loses 
1  foot  of  lift  per  1,000  feet  of  eleva- 
tion, important  if  you  live  at  a  high 
altitude. 

Even  choosing  a  large  pump  is 


not  always  the  best.  If  your  well 
flows  slowly,  a  small  pump  and 
larger  pressure  tank  may  serve  bet- 
ter. So  go  to  a  reputable  pump 
dealer  for  his  advice  on  the  pump 
to  use  for  your  particular  installa- 
tion. He  may  be  your  well  driller,  a 
water  system  dealer,  plumber,  or 
appliance  dealer.  Have  him  install 
the  pump. 

The  installation  is  not  expensive, 


but  tricky  for  the  amateur  to  do. 
To  save  on  costs  you  can  run  the 
electric  lines  to  the  pump,  the  wa- 
ter lines  from  pump  to  the  house, 
and  build  any  pump  house  that 
may  be  needed. 

A  good  shallow-well  pumping 
system  which  will  provide  500  gal- 
lons of  water  per  hour  will  cost  you 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $250.  That 
includes   necessary   pipe,    pressure

tank,  and  installation.  A  deep-well 
pumping  system  can  cost  as  much 
as  $750.  A  good  pumping  system 
should  last  10  to  1  5  years  with  little 
maintenance — and  is  a  saving  in 
the  long  run. 

Vi  hat  if  you  only  need  irrigation 
water? 

A  driven  well  is  a  good  bet  where 
your  only  need  is  irrigation  water 
for  your  lawn  and  garden  and 
where  there  are  shallow  wells  in 
operation  in  the  locality.  Driven 
wells  also  are  used  at  summer  cab- 
ins and  on  farms  for  domestic  sup- 
ply because  they  are  cased  wells. 
But  they  are  shallow  wells,  and 
seldom  steady  enough  or  pure 
enough  for  domestic  use  in  the  sub- 
urbs of  a  city.  No  expensive  equip- 
ment is  required,  and  you  can  put 
down  the  well  yourself. 

Screw  a  well  point  (a  heavy 
pointed,  screened  end)  to  a  length 
of  pipe,  drive  the  point  into  the 
ground,  screw  on  another  piece  of 
pipe  and  continue.  Thirty  feet  is 
about  the  maximum  you  can  drive 
the  point  down. 

A  well  point  works  best  in  river 
valleys,  delta  lands,  dune  lands, 
and  along  beaches — areas  where 
underground  layers  of  sand  or  grav- 
el are  common.  It  will  not  drive 
through  rock  at  all,  or  easily  in 
ground  containing  large  boulders. 

In  the  past,  well  points  of  24- 
inch  length  attached  to  l}^-inch 
pipe  and  operated  by  the  old  pitch- 
er-type hand  pumps  have  been

common.  But  you'll  want  an  elec- 
tric pump  on  your  driven  well,  so 
you  should  use  a  larger  point — 36 
to  42  inches  long  and  threaded  for 
2-inch  pipe.  Also,  you  can  drive 
several  well  points  down,  about  30 
feet  apart,  and  draw  from  them  all 
with  one  pump. 

Well-drive  pipe  comes  in  5-foot 
lengths  and  has  couplings  that  let 
the  lengths  of  pipe  jam  together  to 
take  the  strain  of  the  pounding  off 
their  threads.  Where  the  ground  is 
quite  soft,  the  well  is  driven  down 
with  a  heavy  maul.  In  harder 
ground,  a  tripod  of  2x4s  is  rigged 
over  the  pipe  so  a  heavy  weight 
(about  30  pounds)  can  be  raised 
and  dropped  to  drive  it  down. 

Either  method  is  a  two-man  job. 
One  man  operates  the  weight  or 
maul ;  the  other  holds  the  pipe  ver- 
tical at  the  start.  Then  the  trick! 
When  started,  the  second  man 
places  a  large  pipe  wrench  on  the 
pipe  and  gives  it  a  half  turn  after 
each  blow — to  make  the  driving 
easier  and  to  keep  the  pipe  joints 
tight.  When  water  is  reached,  a 
pump  is  hooked  up  and  run  until 
the  water  is  clear.  Then  the  flow 
from  the  pump  is  measured.  If  in- 
sufficient, well  is  driven  deeper. 

Another  trick  to  increase  the 
flow  is  to  slide  3^-inch  pipe  or  a 
hose  down  inside  the  well  pipe  and 
wash  out  the  screen  with  a  reverse 
flow.  If  a  well  point  strikes  a  large 
boulder,  it  cannot  penetrate.  It 
usually  can  be  pulled  out  to  try 
again  elsewhere  by  chaining  a  long 
bar  to  the  pipe  or  using  an  auto 
jack. 

The  pump  you  use  on  a  driven 
well  may  be  an  automatic  shallow- 
well  type  or  just  a  simple  centrifu- 
gal pump  with  a  switch.  It  may 
work  best  connected  directly  to  the 
drive  pipe  or  to  a  smaller  pipe  slid 
down  inside.  Here  again,  go  to  a 
pump  dealer  for  advice.  If  well 
points,  drive  pipe,  etc.  are  not 
available  locally,  you  can  obtain 
them  through  mail-order   houses. 

With  a  post-hole  auger,  you  can 
put  down  a  shallow  well  similar  to 
a  driven  well,  but  this  is  hard  work. 
After  the  hole  is  down,  you  case  it 
with  pipe  or  bell-end  tile. 

When  your  property  has  a  lake 
or  stream  alongside,  or  an  old  dug 
well  that  still  flows,  all  you  may 
need  for  irrigation  is  a  small  cen- 
trifugal pump  and  a  suction  line 
into  the  water.  Here  again,  there 
are  different  pumps.  Some  move 
lots  of  water  at  low  pressure  (for 
irrigation  ditches) ;  others  give  less 
volume,  but  at  "house"  pressure. 
A  gasoline  irrigation  pump  is  port- 
able, but  considerably  more  ex- 
pensive to  operate  than  an  electric 
pump. 

If  there's  a  moist  spot  some- 
where on  your  land  all  summer, 
you  have  a  spring  and  may  be  able 
to  develop  it  very  inexpensively 
for  irrigation — with  or  without  a 
pump.  Actually,  you  cannot  in- 
crease the  flow  of  a  spring.  What 
you  can  do  is  collect  most  of  its  flow 
Instead  of  letting  it  drain  away 
again  into  the  ground.

ging  away  the  top  soil  around  it, 
you  can  check  to  see  if  there  is 
enough  flow  to  bother  with.  Even 
if  it's  a  small  trickle,  but  steady 
through  the  dry  season,  the  spring 
may  be  worthwhile.  You  can  pipe 
its  flow  into  a  storage  tank. 

There's  one  big  "don't"  for  your 
irrigation  system.  Never  cross-con- 
nect its  piping  to  your  domestic 
water  system. 

Say  you  have  city  water  into  the 
house  and  a  small  irrigation  pump 
on  a  driven  well  that  supplies  the 
lawn  and  garden  most  of  the  year, 
but  stops  flowing  for  about  two 
weeks  each  September.  Don't  con- 
nect a  pipe  from  the  house,  even 
with  stop  valves,  to  run  the  city 
water  through  the  irrigation  lines 
during  those  two  weeks.  Run  hoses 
from  the  house  to  the  lawn  and 
garden,  instead.  The  pump  could 
be  turned  on  accidentally,  sending 
impure  water  into  your  house.  If 
it  has  more  pressure  than  the  city 
supply,  it  can  pump  contaminated 
water  throughout  the  neighbor- 
hood. Even  though  you're  careful 
about  closing  the  valves  of  the 
cross  connection  whenever  the 
pump  is  used,  the  valves  can  leak 
and  children  can  open  them.

Accurate  sowing  saves 


"Sow  thick,  thin  quick"  is  an  old  gardening  rule  we 
don't  need  any  more.  It  has  been  used  by  generations 
of  gardeners  who  wanted  a  uniform  stand  of  plants. 

Thick  sowing  was  necessary,  in  past  years,  because 
a  large  percentage  of  each  sowing  was  lost  to  diseases 
and  insects.  Another  portion  of  each  sowing  didn't 
germinate  anyway,  because  of  poor  seed-storage  con- 
ditions and  low-quality  seeds. 

Today,  the  home  gardener  doesn't  need  to  sow 
twice  as  many  seeds  as  he  wants  plants.  He  can  buy 
seeds  with  guaranteed  germination  percentages,  and 
the  new  pesticides  help  him  practically  eliminate  seed- 
ling losses  from  diseases  and  insects. 

The  major  advantage  of  accurate  sowing  isn't  in 
seedsaving — it's  in  eliminating  the  thinning.  No  mat- 


ter how  quickly  or  carefully  the  thinning  is  done,  the 
seedlings  which  remain  have  their  roots  damaged. 


Crabgrass  killer  improved 


Experiments  on  foliar  feeding  have  helped  develop  an 
improved  form  of  Sodar,  a  crabgrass  killer.  The  foliar 
research  indicated  that  urea  and  certain  other  forms 
of  nitrogen  penetrated  plant  foliage  very  swiftly. 

The  chemical  composition  of  Sodar  is  disodium 
methyl  arsonate.  The  men  searching  for  ways  to  im- 
prove Sodar  knew  that  nitrogen  and  sodium  had  simi- 
lar chemical  characteristics.  So  they  decided  to  sub- 
stitute ammonium,  a  form  of  nitrogen,  for  the  sodium 
to  see  if  it  would  speed  penetration  of  Sodar  into  crab- 
grass  leaves. 

After  several  trials,  they  came  up  with  an  amine 
methyl  arsonate  that  gave^  better  results  than  the 
original  Sodar.  This  new  form  of  Sodar  will  be  avail- 
able to  home  gardeners  this  year. 


Don't  thin  peaches  with  a  knife 


If  you  want  to  grow  bigger,  sweeter  peaches,  don't 
thin  the  young  fruits  with  pruning  shears.  It  reduces 
yields  and  quality. 

The  purpose  of  thinning  is  to  decrease  the  amount 
of  fruits  in  relation  to  foliage.  If  you  thin  by  pruning, 
the  relationship  isn't  changed  sufficiently. 

Commercial  peach  growers  use  chemical  sprays  to 
thin  out  excessive  fruits.  For  the  average  home  gar- 
dener, with  only  one  or  two  trees,  thinning  by  hand  is 
satisfactory.  Thinning  by  any  method  should  be  done 
early  in  the  season  to  be  most  effective.

Both  the  remark  and  kick,  which  followed  the  discover) 
of  a  large  and  lively  mural  on  the  living-room  wall  and  the 
subsequent  impounding  of  crayons,  were  highly  disturbing 
to  Sarah's  mother.  She  could  not  understand  why  a  simple 
act  of  discipline  should  have  turned  her  ordinarily  sweet 
and  rather  docile  child  into  a  little  demon  who  said,  "I 
hate  you,"  and  punctuated  the  remark  with  a  kick. 

Behavior  not  unusual 

A  few  days  later,  Sarah's  mother  reported  her  daughter's 
actions  to  her  bridge  foursome.  She  was  afraid  that  Sarah's 
naughtiness  might  be  the  forerunner  of  a  serious  behavior 
problem.  She  discovered  that  each  of  her  three  friends  had 
similar  problems ! 

One  mother  reported  that  her  young  son  was  no  longer 
welcome  at  the  homes  of  any  of  his  neighborhood  play- 
mates. Bigger  and  stronger,  he  took  their  toys  away  from 
them  and  walloped  them  when  they  tried  to  get  them  back. 

Another  mother  almost  tearfully  reported  that  her  5- 
year-old  daughter  pinched  her  new  baby  brother  and  was 
so  jealous  of  him  she  didn't  dare  leave  them  together. 

The  third  mother  mourned  that  her  Johnny,  who  had 
always  gone  to  bed  so  nicely,  now  put  up  a  nightly  fight  of 
such  proportions  that  it  left  her  limp  and  exhausted. 

The  fact  that  these  problems  are  common  to  childhood — 
as  these  young  mothers  would  have  discovered  if  they  had 
continued  to  query  other  parents  with  children  in  the  same 
age  group — does  not  make  them  any  less  worrisome. 

What  is  aggressiveness? 

Even  the  word  "aggressiveness"  which  pediatricians, 
psychologists,  and  those  in  the  teaching  profession  frequent- 
ly apply  to  such  behavior,  has  a  disagreeable  ring.  Parents 
wince  at  a  word  that,  in  a  war-torn  world,  denotes  "aggres- 
sor nations"  and  the  strong  warring  upon  the  weak. 

One  harrassed  mother  went  to  the  dictionary  to  learn 
just  what  the  teacher  meant  when  she'd  written  "a  little  too 
aggressive"  on  the  report  card  of  her  6-year-old  son.  She 
was  nol  reassured  by  the  synonyms  she  found  there — "offen- 
sive, attacking,  assaulting,  and  provoking." 

If  this  mother  had  read  further,  however,  she  would 
have  found  another  definition,  buried  among  the  fine  print, 
which  would  have  a  Horded  her  considerable  solace — the 
word  "enterprise,"  meaning  "the  character  or  disposition 
that  leads  one  to  attempt  the  difficult  or  the  untried." 
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in  children

Miss  Regina  Seidler,  senior  psychologist  of  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  likes  this  affirmative 
approach. 

"Aggression  means  going  forward,"  Miss  Seidler  says  in 
her  gentle,  softly  accented  voice  that  all  her  '"children"  love. 
"'And  ooine;  forward  is  usually  healthy  growth.  Regression, 
on  the  other  hand,  means  going  backward — and  going  back- 
ward  is  unhealthy.  Parents  should  remember  that  a  child 
cannot  'develop'  backward." 

"No"  stage  normal 

The  "negative  stage,"  occurring  usually  between  the  ages 
of  2  and  3,  is  a  phase  of  normal  aggressiveness  that  occurs  in 
practically  every  child.  In  fact,  "I  wonder  what's  got  into 
Johnny"  is  the  bewildered  plaint  of  parents  of  2-  and  3-year- 
olds  everywhere. 

If.  however,  Johnny  (or  Mary)  could  adequately  express 
himself,  he  would  be  glad  to  tell  you  what  the  matter  is — 
that  he  resents  coming  face  to  face  with  the  realities  of  life ! 

Toilet  training  is  inescapable;  he  must  learn  good  eating 
habits:  he  must  learn  "to  plav  nicely";  he  must  go  to  bed, 
get  dressed  (or  undressed),  take  baths,  and  pick  up  his  toys. 
He  must  do  dozens  of  things  that  his  parents  want  him  to  do 
arid  most  of  which  he  doesn't  want  to  do  at  all! 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  a  child  expresses  his  displeasure  by 
saying  "no"  sometimes,  even  when  he  wants  to  say  "yes"? 

Rebellion  breaks  out 

But  sometimes  saying  "no"  won't  work,  and  the  child 
who  is  pushed  too  far,  whose  wishes  are  never  consulted,  will 
fight  back  by  throwing  himself  on  the  floor  in  a  tantrum,  or 
by  pinching  a  baby  that  has  appeared  from  nowhere  at  all 
and  who  is  enjoying  the  attention  he  alone  used  to  enjoy. 

During  this  period  of  natural  rebellion  and  consequent 
aggressive  action,  parents  will  usually  find  that  the  only 
cure  necessary  is  an  extra  dose  of  patience,  firmness,  com- 
mon sense,  and  a  little  extra  love.  Never  must  aggressiveness  be 
removed  by  fear;  for  when  a  child  is  a/raid,  he  can  neither  produce 
nor  learn.  Worse  jet,  "cure  by  fear"  may  beget  problems  that  are 
even  more  difficult.

How  to  plant 


an  evergreen 

Wherever  you  live,  spring  is  a  good 
time  to  plant  evergreens,  and  with  hailed 
and  burlapped  roots,  there's  hardly 
any  risk.  Here's  how  to  do  it 


Make  hole  8  to  10  inches  wid- 
er than  ball,  so  you  have  space 
for  minor  adjusting  of  plant. 

Keep  the  sod  separate  as  you 
dig  —  don't  use  it  lor  backfill- 
ing. Mix  compost  or  peat  with 
backfill  if  soil  contains  clay. 

Toss  soil  on  a  tarp  or  into  a 
wheelbarrow  to  protect  the  sur- 


Turn  hose  on  evergreen  and 
wash  if  off  after  you  have 
cleaned  up.  Syringe  surround- 
ing area.  too.  to  raise  humidity.

or  two  the  firs!  spring  and  sum- 
mer, to  Bupplemen i  rains. 

Feed  new  evergreens  with  a 
balanced  plant  food  the  firsl 
fall,  about  the  ii that  shade

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Before  digging  hole,  set  ever- 
green in  place  and  decide  exact 
angle  you  wish  to  plant  it. 

Adjusting  will  be  difficult 
once  the  ball  is  set  in  hole. 
Measure  depth  of  ball  so  you 
can  make  hole  the  same  depth. 

Burlapped  balls,  unlike  hare 
roots,  should  be  set  on  firm  soil 
so  they  won't  settle  after  being 
planted  and  watered.

To  maneuver  plant  into  hole, 
grasp  hall  itself — not  the  top. 
If  hall  is  too  heavy  to  lift,  slide 
it  into  the  planting  pocket. 

Do  not  remove  burlap.  The 
roots  will  grow  through  it. in  a 
Couple  of  months. 

Back  till  halfway,  then  add  a 
bucket  or  two  of  water.  When

How  to  plant 


an  evergreen 

Wherever  you  live,  spring  is  a  good 
time  to  plant  evergreens,  and  with  hailed 
and  burlapped  roots,  there's  hardly 
any  risk.  Here's  how  to  do  it 


Before  digging  hole,  set  ever 
green  in  place  and  decide  exac! 
angle  you  wish  to  plant  it. 

Adjusting  will  be  difficult 
once  the  ball  is  set  in  hole, 
Measure  depth  of  hall  so  you 
can  make  hole  the  same  depth. 

Burlapped  balls,  unlike  hai 
roots,  should  be  set  on  firm  8o3 
so  they  won't  settle  after  being 
planted  and  watered. 


Make  hole  8  to  10  inches  \\  id- 
er  than  ball,  so  you  have  space 
for  minor  adjusting  of  plant. 

Keep  the  sod  separate  as  you 
di"  —  don't  use  it  for  backfill- 
ing. Mix  compost  or  peal  with 
backfill  if  soil  contains  clay. 

Toss  soil  on  a  tarp  or  into  a 
wheelbarrow  to  protect  the  sur- 
rounding grass. 


To  maneuver  plant  into  hole, 
grasp  hall  itself — not  the  top, 
II  hall  is  too  heavy  to  lift,  slide 
it  into  the  planting  pocket. 

Do  not  remove  burlap.  The 
roots  will  grow  through  it  in  a 
couple  of  months. 

Hack  (ill  halfway,  then  add  a 
bucket  or  two  of  water.  \\  heO 
this  soaks  in.  fill  completely 
except  for  water  basin  at  top.

Wood  wont  split  and 
nails  won't  bend  if  \ou  drill  tiny  pilot  holes  for 
them.  Make  several  forms  so  you  can  cast  more 
than  one  strip  at  a  time.

In  all  areas 


Water:  Where  the  spring  rains  are 
sparse,  be  generous  with  water  around 
bases  of  shrubs  and  trees. 

Mulch:  Cut  summer  watering  and 
weeding  chores  by  laying  in  mulch  for  the  plants  you'll 
water  most.  Use  grdtind  corncobs,  dry  grass  clippings,  straw, 
or  any  inexpensive  material. 

Check:  Look  over  spraying  and  dusting  equipment  to  see 
that  it's  in  first-class  working  order.  Make  any  necessary  re- 
pairs, be  ready  for  insects  and  disease. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns:  On  windless  days, 
go  after  lawn  weeds  by 
sprayingwith2,4-D.  Work 
carefully  around  desirable 
ornamentals;  2,4-D  kills  all  broad-leafed  plants. 

Fruits:  A  regular  spraying  or  dusting  schedule  is  a  must  if 
you  want  to  keep  ahead  of  insects  on  fruit  trees.  Always  be 
certain  to  use  a  spreader-sticker  when  you  spray. 

A  egetables:  Still  haven't  got  those  tomatoes  staked  in  the 

Deep  South?  The  longer  you  wait,  the  harder  it  will  be  to 

tie  up  fast-growing  vines.  Laths  make  inexpensive  stakes. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Container-grown  evergreens  may  still 

be  planted  in  all  areas.  .  .  .  Feed  azaleas  after  blooming. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  As  you  plant  summer- 
flowering  bulbs,  such  as  gladiolus,  set  them  out  at  intervals 
of  about  2  weeks.  That  way,  you'll  get  bloom  over  longer 
length  of  time.  .  .  .  Stav  ahead  of  weeds  in  annual  beds. 


Pacific  Northwest 


Lawns:  Stop  weeds  before 
they  have  a  chance  to  start. 
While  they're  young,  they're 
easy  to  pull  or  dig.  Orice 
they're  old  and  tough,  they  can  give  you  a  real  tussle. 

Fruits:  This  is  a  fine  time  to  set  out  new  plantings  of 
strawberries.  Buy  only  disease-resistant  varieties. 

Vegetables:  Sow  peas  and  carrots  and  other  hardy  crops. 
Remember  that  lettuce  must  be  sowed  thickly,  but  when  it 
comes  up,  it  must  also  be  thinned. 

Shrubs  and  trees:  Where  dry  weather  persists,  be  gen- 
erous with  hose  water  around  new  plantings  of  shrubs  and 
trees.  Be  certain  young  trees  are  guyed  up  well,  too.  Spring 
winds  could  tear  tender  roots  before  they  grip  soil  well.

Lawns:  These  still-cool  days 
are  good  for  laying  edging 
around  borders  and  beds.  They

Fruits:  Pruning  is  in  order  this  month.  Late  winter  storms 

leave  damaged  or  broken  limbs  which  should  be  removed.

brother,  for  instance,  was  merely 
expressing  in  the  best  way  she 
could  her  jealousy  of  the  interloper. 
(A  little  more  affection  from  her 
mother  and  a  patient  explanation 
why  a  baby  needs  more  care  than 
a  5-year-old  girl,  Miss  Seidler  says, 
might  have  solved  that  problem.) 

Methods  of  handling 

The  aggressive  little  boy  de- 
cided, of  his  own  accord,  "to  play 
nicely" — after  spending  several 
lonely  days  staring  wistfully  at  his 
chums  playing  happily  together 
next  door. 

And  by  putting  a  small  night 
light  in  the  room  of  the  little  boy 
who  wouldn't  stay  in  bed,  another 
mother  eased  a  difficult  situation 
for  her  child  and  thereby  kept  it 
from  becoming  a  major  issue. 

As  for  Sarah-of-the-mural,  Miss 
Seidler  believes  it  was  far  better  for 
the  little  girl  to  express  her  antago- 
nism toward  her  mother  than  it 
would  have  been  for  her  to  repress 
it.  In  other  words,  if  Sarah,  at  3, 
had  been  afraid  of  her  mother,  some- 
thing would  have  been  drastically  wrong. 

Emotions  are  complicated 

In  fact,  Miss  Seidler  says  that  it 
is  not  unusual  for  children  to  say 
they  "hate"  their  parents — and  the 
child  who  has  never  said  it  is  prob- 
ably a  repressed  child. 

Another  truth,  although  seldom 
expressed,  is  that  at  times  parents 
"hate"  their  children,  too.  But,  be- 
cause such  emotions  are  not  social- 
ly accepted,  they  learn  to  control 
themselves. 

"The  complicated  relations  with- 
in the  family,"  Miss  Seidler — who 
has  talked  to  hundreds  of  disturbed 
children  and  parents  both  here  and 
in  her  native  Vienna — says  gently, 
"bring  about  all  types  of  emotions. 
Love  and  hate  live  close  together." 

The  important  thing  for  parents 
to  remember,  when  faced  with  a 
distressing  situation  such  as  Sarah's 
mother  faced,  is  that  "scenes  always 
develop  too  rapidly.  And  that  for  the 
child,  it  is  the  violence  of  the  scene  that 
remains  in  the  child's  memory  long  after 
the  action  that  precipitated  it  has  been 
forgotten.''' 

Reasons  for  aggressiveness 

If,  then,  a  certain  amount  of 
aggressiveness  is  par  for  the  course, 
how  can  you  as  a  parent  determine 
whether  your  child  is  normally  ag- 
gressive, not  aggressive  enough,  or 
whether  his  behavior  indicates  that 
he  is,  perhaps,  too  aggressive? 

"If  your  child  uses  his  aggressive- 
ness to  solve  problems  and  over- 
come obstacles,  it  is  healthy,"  Miss 
Seidler  says.  "If,  however,  he  is 
using  it  in  other  ways — if  he  is  tak- 
ing unfair  advantage  of  others  by 
superior  strength,  or  for  'sport'  to 
tease  others,  then  it  is  not  healthy. 
Then  you  must  find  out  what  is 
making  your  child  act  this  way." 

The  reasons  are  not  always  easy 

to    find,    and    sometimes    parents 

looking  for  the  "why"  of  a  child's 

behavior  make  startling  discoveries.

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Aggressiveness 
in  children

One  mother  decided  that  she 
could  no  longer  shrug  off  the  neigh- 
bors' complaints  that  her  8-year- 
old  "bullied"'  smaller  children 
coming  home  from  school. 

Investigating,  she  discovered  not 
only  that  the  charges  were  true, 
but  the  reason  why.  Since  he  was  a 
year  behind  in  school  because  of 
illness  and  had  no  natural  aptitude 
for  sports,  the  boys  in  his  own  room 
refused  to  play  basketball  or  base- 
ball with  him,  and  called  him  a 
"dummy"  whenever  he  came  near. 
Unhappy  and  afraid  to  confess  his 
unpopularity  to  his  sports-loving 
dad,  the  child  had  tried  to  com- 
pensate by  pushing  smaller  chil- 
dren around. 

Sometimes  the  child  who  is  too 
aggressive  is  trying  to  make  up  for 
"differences."  The  child  from  a 
different  racial,  social,  or  economic 
background  than  the  majority  of 
his  schoolmates  is  often  at  such  a 
disadvantage  that  he  must  be  over- 
ly aggressive  in  order  to  gain  indi- 
vidual recognition. 

A  marked  physical  difference — 
whether  it  is  an  actual  disability  or 
an  unfortunately  long  nose,  too  big 
ears  or  obesity — is  apt  to  make  a 
child  try  to  compensate  in  the  best 
way  he  can  for  this  thing  that  puts 
him  outside  the  group. 

Teachers  are  quick  to  recognize 
another  type  of  overaggressiveness 
in  the  child  who  talks  too  much, 
who  thrusts  himself  forward  in  all 
activities  in  an  attempt  to  exclude 
other  youngsters,  who  always  de- 
mands the  center  of  attention. 

Two  important  lessons 

Such  behavior  might  indicate 
that  the  child  needs  another  outlet, 
which  he  is  not  getting  at  home,  or 
that  he  simply  has  never  been 
taught  what  Miss  Seidler  believes 
to  be  the  two  most  important  les- 
sons of  childhood — as  well  as  the 
strongest  controls  against  un- 
healthy aggression.  They  are: 
Learning  to  wail.  Learning  to  share. 

These  are  lessons  not  just  for  the 
child  of  school  age  or  older,  but 
can  be  taught  even  to  the  very 
young  child  if  parents  use  the  same 
language  and  the  same  attitude 
that  they  would  use  in  friendly 
play. 

Usually,  the  young  child  who 
shows  signs  of  physical  overaggres- 
siveness can  be  taught  by  a  simple 
cause-and-effect  method  that  he 
must  not  push  the  other  children 
around  or  take  their  playthings 
away  from  them — that  when  he 
does,  he  is  going  to  be  gently  but 
firmly  removed  from  the  scene. 
And  that,  contrarily,  when  he 
':waits  and  shares,"  he  enjoys  the 
approval  of  both  playmates  and 
parents. 

Not  aggressive  enough 

Where  one  child  lashes  out  at 
his  world,  another  "gives  up"  or  is 
unhappy. 

The  mother  who  brags  that  her 

little  daughter  is  "good  as  gold" 

may  find  later  that  her  child  is  too

Brush  forms  with  creosote  if 
you're  going  to  cast  many  of 
the  strips.  Creosote  soaks  into 
the  wood,  helps  prevent- rot- 
ting and  warping. 

Brush  on  a  grease  or  oil, 
too,  before  pouring  the  con- 
crete. Old  crankcase  oil,  or 
kitchen  grease  —  either  will 
help  you  remove  the  dried  st  rip 
from  form  easily. 


Fill  forms  evenly  with  mortar 
—  screed  off  any  excess  with 
straight  edge  of  small  hoard 
moved  in  sawing  motion. 

If  strips  shorter  than  full 
length  are  needed  to  com- 
plete vour  edging,  or  to  form 
curves,  tack  a  small  wedge  in- 
to one  end  of  the  form  as 
shown  here.  Oil  wedge,  too. 


Be  certain  of  solid  strips  by 
making  concrete  in  a  ratio 
of  three  parts  sand  to  one 
part  cement. 

Take  care  when  adding  the 
water  to  the  dry  mixture  of 
sand  and  cement.  If  it's  added 
only  a  little  at  a  time,  you'll 
avoid  making  a  hatch  that's 
either  loo  soupy  or  too  firm 
—  both  hard  to  work  with. 


Remove  cured  and  ready-to- 
use  strips  from  forms  in  about 
three  days.  Best  waj  to  get 
them  out  is  to  turn  form  o\  cr 
—  tap  lightly. 

Clean  out  the  forms  with 
whisk  broom  and  damp  cloth 
hefore  you  begin  casting  job 
again.  Dried  debris,  if  left  id 
the  form,  will  "scar"  the  sur 
face  "I   new   strips.

timid  to  go  to  school,  that  she  has 
difficulty  in  expressing  herself  or  is 
unable  to  overcome  the  simplest 
obstacles — such  as  learning  to  tie 
her  shoelaces  or  ride  her  tricycle. 

The  mother  who  thinks  it 
charming  that  her  small  son  has  an 
"imaginary  playmate"  and  lives  in 
a  world  peopled  with  elves,  sprites, 
and  fairies  may  be  surprised  to 
learn  that  her  child  does  not  have 
the  aggressiveness  necessary  to 
compete  with  other  youngsters  in 
the  neighborhood.

of  the  way  he  feels  inside.  .So,  if 
your  child's  behavior  is  a  source 
of  worry  to  you — whether  he  is 
overly  aggressive  or  too  quiet  and 
withdrawn — you  may  look  for 
something  that  is  wrong  with  his 
small  world.  What?  We  don't 
know.  Each  child  is  an  individual. 

2.  Any  changes  in  your  child's 
behavior  pattern  —  the  "good" 
child  who  becomes  difficult  or  re- 
bellious, or  the  outgoing,  happy 
child  who  retreats  into  himself — 
may  be  your  first  clue  that  your 
child  is  having  difficulty  of  some 
kind.  (If  the  change  is  marked, 
the  difficulty  may  be  serious  and 
professional  help  may  be  required.) 

3.  The  wires  of  communication 
must  be  kept  open  between  your- 
self and  your  child.  Too  often,  par- 
ents simply  do  not  know  what  is 
going  on  in  their  child's  mind. 

4.  If  the  relationship  is  one  of 
trust  during  the  early  years,  so  that 
your  child  can  express  everything 
without  fear   of  being   misunder-

stood,  many  of  the  traditional  diffi- 
culties of  adolescence  will  not  de- 
velop into  problems. 

5.  Contrary  to  what  many  par- 
ents think,  ignoring  a  small  child's 
aggressiveness  or  refusing  to  make 
an  issue  over  an  older  child's  mis- 
behavior is  not  always  a  sign  of 
laxness  or  softness  on  the  parents' 
part.  When  there  is  no  clash  of 
wills,  no  struggle,  and  no  conflict, 
the  child  remains  trusting  and  se- 
cure, and  the  warm  relationship 
between  parent  and  child  is  not 
disturbed. 

Because  a  young  child  does  not 
have  our  ways  of  expressing  his 
needs,  easing  the  situation  for  him 
whenever  it  is  possible  shows  un- 
derstanding— not  weakness. 

Aggressiveness  need  not  be  ex- 
pressed physically.  The  child  who 
sticks  to  his  new  tricycle  until  he 
learns  to  ride  it,  or  the  child  who 
cries  with  frustration — but  keeps 
trying — until  he  has  learned  to  un- 
lock the  gate  on  the  playroom,  is 
expressing  positive  aggressiveness.

.efining  techniques  and  the  resulting  gaso- 
lines have  been  revolutionized  in  the  past  25 
years,  and  to  many  people  the  new  product 
rightly  means  power.  The  most  drastic  im- 
provement— high-octane  number — certainly  is  a 
"must"  to  anyone  owning  a  1958  car  with  a  10- 
to-one  compression  ratio  engine.  Without  high- 
octane  gasoline,  such  an  engine  would  have  a 
somewhat  lower  efficiency. 

To  the  owners  of  older  cars,  however,  the  pic- 
ture is  somewhat  different.  If  you  drive  around 
in  a  1949  Widget,  which  took  the  premium  fuel 
of  that  day,  you  can  now  feel  safe  with  regular 
gasoline.  The  explanation  is  that  today's  regular 
has  a  higher  octane  number  than  yesterday's 
premium  gasoline  had. 

Why  a  car  "pings" 

Octane  number  is  not  an  ingredient;  it  is 
merely  a  measure  of  one  phase  of  a  fuel's  per- 
formance capability.  When  the  compressed  fuel 
and  air  mixture  inside  the  cylinder  is  fired  by  the 
spark  plug,  it  should  burn  slowly  and  evenly  to 
be  effective.  If  the  octane  rating  of  the  fuel  is  too 
low,  parts  of  the  charge  tend  to  explode  prema- 
turely, making  that  familiar  pinging  noise  which 
is  a  signal  of  wasted  power.  The  charge  is  push- 
ing futilely  against  a  piston  that  is  still  on  its 
way  up. 

This  all  occurs  in  a  space  defined  by  the  com- 
pression ratio.  Up  to  a  point,  as  compression  ra- 
tio goes  up,  so  does  engine  power  and  economy. 
And  it  takes  at  least  a  98-octane  fuel  to  with- 
stand the  squeeze  in  the  more  powerful  of  the 
new  engines. 

The  need  becomes  more  acute  after  the  first 
few  thousand  miles.  Deposits  build  up  in  the 
combustion  chambers,  and  since  these  take  up 
space,  the  effect  is  tantamount  to  another  hike 
in  compression  ratio.  The  amount  varies,  de- 
pending upon  driving  conditions:  stop-and-go 
operation  is  far  more  severe  than  long-distance 
touring. 

The  octane  hunger  of  any  car  is  fixed  by  its 
compression  ratio  and  ignition  timing.  The  first, 
except  for  the  inevitable  build-up  of  deposits, 
physically  remains  constant:  the  second  should 
be  kept  const. mt  through  the  medium  of  fre- 
quent and  competent  tune-up  because  the  set- 
tings originally  recommended  by  the  factory 
generally  give  best  economy  and  power. 

There  are,  of  course,  other  factors  involved  in 
choosing   the  gasoline  best  suited   to  your  car. 


The  weatherman  who  lives  on  top  of  Pikes  Peak 
could  almost  get  by  on  kerosene,  because  octane 
requirement  drops  with  altitude.  Refiners  know 
this,  and  generally  serve  up  an  octane-short 
product  in  the  Mountain  States.  Tourists  should 
know  it,  too,  and  buy  only  enough  to  get  them 
back  to  sea  level. 

But  even  if  your  car  is  old,  excellent  arguments 
can  be  advanced  to  justify  your  use  of  premium 
gasoline — despite  wasted  octanes.  One  such  ar- 
gument is  that  refiners  take  more  pains  to  relieve 
high-octane  gasoline  of  the  sulfur  and  unwanted 
acid-  and  gum-forming  agents  that  are  present 
in  all  crude  oil.  Regular  gasoline  is  apt  to  leave 
more  residue  in  your  engine. 

Premium  gas  pays  its  way 

Another  bonus  from  premium  not  usually  in- 
dicated by  the  alphabetical  blurbs  on  the  pump 
is  its  "tailored"  quality.  Top-line  gasoline  sold 
in  summer  resists  the  tendency  to  vapor-lock, 
and  old  cars  are  more  prone  to  this  annoying 
malfunction  than  new  models.  Conversely,  in 
winter,  premium  fuels  are  made  more  highly 
volatile  to  provide  fast  cold-morning  starts.  This 
feature  alone  can  pay  its  way  by  saving  a  few 
towing  bills  for  an  old  and  cranky  car. 

An  equally  important  wintertime  advantage 
found  in  most  premium  fuel  (and  in  some  regular 
fuel)  is  an  "anti-icing"  additive.  This  simple  ad- 
dition of  alcohol — for  that's  all  most  anti-icing 
substances  are — effectively  prevents  water  from 
freezing  in  the  gas  tank,  lines,  and  carburetor. 

Certainly  the  most  widely  heralded  additives 
are  the  phosphorus  group. 

These  are  fundamentally  similar.  The  orig- 
inal tricresyl  phosphate  was  first  used  by  the  8th 
Air  Force  during  Korean  War  days  when  the 
B-36 — a  major  deterrent  to  Russian  aggression — - 
often  couldn't  complete  a  single  long-range  mis- 
sion because  of  severe  spark  plug  fouling.  The 
phosphorous  additive  was  tried,  and  spark  plug 
life  quadrupled. 

Prevention  and  cure 

The  mechanism  of  fouling,  whether  in  aircraft 
or  auto  engines,  is  simply  that  deposits  build  up 
on  the  plus  dps  to  the  point  where  they  short 
out.  The  phosphorus  additives  both  modify  these 
deposits  so  that  they  can't  conduct  electricity 
and  soften  them  so  that  they  are  for  the  most  part 
blown  out  through  the  exhaust  system.  A  spark 
plug  will  still  wear  out  from  other,  more  natural 
causes,  but  it  will  fire  gasoline  containing  phos- 
phorous far  longer  than  the  untreated  kind.  It  is 
a  phenomenon  associated  with  high  compression

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ratio;  for  maximum  results  in  your 
new  car.  use  this  type  of  gasoline 
consistently.  Refiners  say  that  all 
premium  gasolines  will  shortly 
have  phosphorus,  and  that  its  avail- 
ability will  gradually  spread  to  the 
regular  grades. 

.Fuels  with  boron  compounds  also 
have  gained  attention  recently.  Re- 
finers who  use  it  claim  that  boron 
will  modify  combustion  chamber 
deposits  so  as  to  ease  the  extra  oc- 
tane requirements  resulting  from 
their  build-up.  In  addition,  boron 
compounds  are  said  to  increase  a 
gasoline's  octane  rating  somewhat. 
Other  additives,  found  mostly 
in  premium  gasoline,  are  used  to 
protect  the  car's  plumbing  from 
the  fuel  and  vice  versa.  Copper 
lines  and  brass  fittings,  for  exam- 
ple, aggravate  gum  formation,  so 
a  metal  deactivator,  called  a  che- 
late, is  added  to  the  fuel.  One  re- 
finer developed  an  antirust  agent 
primarily  to  protect  expensive  stor- 
age tanks  and  pipelines,  but  soon 
found  that  the  additive  worked 
equally  well  when  the  gasoline 
finally  found  its  way  into  the  con- 
sumer's car. 

A  he  idea  of  adding  a  touch  of  oil 
i  dine  has  long  been  practiced. 
It  is  intended  to  lubricate  areas 
that  the  regular  supply  of  oil  in  the 
crankcase  cannot  immediately 
reach.  The  idea  is  good  under 
many  circumstances  because  the 
bulk  of  engine  wear  occurs  at  the 
instant  of  starting. 

The  dyes  used  to  color  gasoline 
are  along  for  the  ride.  By  law, 
leaded  gasoline  must  be  colored. 
but  the  hue  is  optional.  A  gasoline 
can't  be  fairly  judged  solely  by  its 
lead  content,  incidentally.  Often- 
times a  refiner's  regular  grade  of 
gasoline  will  contain  more  lead 
than  the  same  brand  of  premium. 
The  efficiency  of  the  additive  de- 
pends on  certain  qualities  of  the 
base  or  "clear"  fuel  with  which  it 
is  mixed.  The  important  thing  to 
the  customer  is  whether  or  not  the 
final  brew  gives  him  knock-free 
performance. 

J  ust  one  featured  additive,  how- 
ever effective,  no  longer  seems  to 
be  enough  to  plug  the  sale  of  pre- 
mium fuel?  especially  the  super 
varieties  that  are  cropping  up. 
There  is  a  definite  trend  toward 
putting  the  works  into  one  pack- 
age. The  point  to  remember  is  that 
while  these  new  fuels  cannot  give 
your  car  more  oomph  than  was 
there  the  day  it  left  the  factory, 
they  can  prevent — and  in  some 
cases,  cure — assorted  mechanical 
ailments. 


W  hat's  in  a  zone? 

Speed,  for  one  thing.  And  econ- 
omy on  a  national  scale.  Zoning 
makes  the  mails  more  efficient. 
The  Post  Office  has  divided 
106  cities  into  postal  delivery 
zones  to  speed  mail  service.

P.  S.  From  what  ex-neighbor  Bob  Hannelly 
writes  from  Washington,  it  seems  the  govern- 
ment isn't  any  easier  on  folks  down  there  than 
it  is  on  the  rest  of  us  this  time  of  year. 

Dear  Burton:  Here  it  is  income  tax  dead- 
line time  and  the  government  again  is  aflame 
with  avarice.  What  has  happened  to  old- 
fashioned  human  compassion?  Spring  is  the 
season  of  blossoms,  rebirth,  and  hope.  But 
instead  of  bringing  a  little  joy  to  its  custom* 
ers,  the  government  locks  itself  in  the  count- 
ing house  and  grubs  for  money.  It  speaks,  of 
calamity,  disaster,  and  peril,  as  though  these 
were  more  to  be  feared  than  taxes. 

As  a  psychologist,  the  government  would 
make  a  good  weed  killer.  What  this  tax  busi- 
ness needs  is  a  little  of  that  get-up-and-go 
spirit  among  the  taxpayers,  inspired  by  in- 
centives, rewards,  and  bonuses. 

How  about  door  prizes?  Every  1,000th  tax 
return  mailed  out  should  have  a  red-white- 
and-blue  star  and  this  legend:  "Clip  this 
lucky  star,  bring  to  your  nearest  tax  collector, 
and  get  green  stamps  worth  $5,000  in  mer- 
chandise." Or  the  man  who  figures  out  the 
slickest  new  deduction  should  be  acclaimed 
Tax  Whiz  of  1958  and  given  an  all-expense 
family  trip  to  Hawaii.  Or  the  fellow  who  pays 
the  most  taxes  in  every  county  gets  a  good 
conduct  medallion  from  the  White  House.    " 

Instead,  the  tax  structure  is  more  eccen- 
tric than  dynamic.  For  instance,  they  penal- 
ize the  bachelor  with  higher  taxes.  At  a  time 
when  the  country  needs  brains  so  desperately, 
why  discriminate  against  the  fellow  who  has 
some?  You  can  deduct  depreciation  on  yoirr 
barn,  but  not  on  your  liver.  You  get  a  $600 
exemption  for  yourself,  but  none  for  your 
dog.  If  you  save  your  money,  the  government 
figures  you're  a  skinflint  and  taxes  the  inter- 
est. If  you  spend  your  money,  the  govern- 
ment classes  you  as  a  wastrel  and  taxes  your 
pleasures. 

The  only  way  to  beat  the  system  is  to  find 
a  job  at  which  you're  so  clumsy  the  boss  will 
pay  you  to  stay  away.  If  you  do  nothing  to 
earn  the  money,  they  call  it  a  gift — and  that's 
nontaxable.

Spray  and  dust :  Insects  multiply  dur- 
ing spring  months.  Keep  spraying  and 
dusting  program  in  high  gear  to  stay 
ahead* of  garden  pests. 
Plant  vegetables:  Remember  second  plantings  that  will 
give  you  succession  of  crops.  They  help  make  every  inch  of 
garden  space  work,  too.

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  House  plants  given  a 
change  of  scene  and  brought  outdoors  should  be  placed  in 
shaded  nooks.  If  set  right  out  in  direct  sun,  they  stand  a 
good  chance  of  getting  a  severe  sunburn.  Step  up  watering, 
too,  on  these  plants.  .  .  .  Pinch  back  mums  and  fuchsias. 


Pacific  Northwest 


Lawns:  Lawns  fed  in  Febru- 
ary or  March  will  be  ready  for 
another  feeding  toward  the 
end  of  this  month. 
Fruits  and  vegetables:  All  spraying  and  dusting  chores 
should  be  well  under  way_  by  now.  Be  exact  when  mixing 
sprays.  .  .  .  Continue  to  sow  a  succession  of  the  earlier  vege- 
tables such  as  carrots,  beets,  and  cabbage.  .  .  .  Set  out  to- 
mato plants  only  after  all  danger  of  frost  is  gone. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Plant  gladiolus  corms 
up  to  the  end  of  this  month.  Corms  of  the  same  variety  will 
bloom  at  about  the  same  time,  so  stagger  planting  dates  if 
you  want  a  succession  of  blooms. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns:  This  is  a  good 
time  to  lay  edgings  around 
borders  and  beds.  They'll 
make  your  job  much  eas- 
ier in  keeping  Bermudagrass  runners  from  borders. 

Fruits:  In  the  Deep  South,  thin  fruit  on  overloaded  trees. 
You'll  have  less  fruit  left,  but  the  remainders  will  be  of  a 
superior  quality.  When  even  thinned  trees  bend  under  the 
weight  of  fruit,  prop  up  limbs  to  prevent  breaking. 

Vegetables:  Some  of  the  vegetables  set  out  in  April  will  be 
setting  blossoms  now.  Give  these  a  side-dressing  with  a 
standard  plant  food.  Scratch  it  into  the  soil,  then  water  it  in. 
Feed  again  when  fruits  have  set. 

Shrubs   and   trees:    See   that   evergreens   are   protected 

against  coming  summer  heat.  Mulch  heavily  around  base. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Commercial  slug  bait  or 

lime  scattered  over  soil  around  plants  will  go  a  long  way 

toward  ridding  your  garden  of  slug  pests. 


Texas-Southwest 


Lawns:  Dieldrin,   and  chlor- 
dane  should  control  most  pests 
in  your  lawn.  Apply  period- 
ically for  the  best  results. 
Vegetables:  Begin  now  to  thin  plants  sowed  earlier  in  the 
vegetable  garden.  One  good  way  to  avoid  damage  to  those 
that  are  left  is  to  soak  the  soil  thoroughly  the  day  before. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Give  tall  annuals  the 
benefit  of  stake  supports.  Spring  winds  could  topple  them. 


Buy  petunias,  geraniums!  and  other 
bedding  plants  to  lill  planting  wells 
and  boxes.  Set  plants  slightly  lower 
than  the  lop  of  the  soil  ball. 


Water  vegetables  with  an  inch  of 
water  each  time  soil  surface  is  dry. 
You'll  pick  high-quality  vegetahles 
if  you  water  regularly.

They've  become  a  practical  addition  to 
the  home,  adding  more  value  to  the  house  and 
offering  more  at-home  fun  for  the  whole  family. 
They'll  save  the  cost  and  fuss  of  week-end  trips 
to  the  shore  or  lake,  practically  pay  for  them- 
selves. They  come  in  an  amazing  variety  of  sizes, 
materials,  shapes,  and  prices. 

Their  increasing  popularity  has  tugged  prices 
down  to  the  level  of  smaller  budgets  and  back 
yards.

frequently  used  room  of  the  house. 
The  pool  should  be  located  for 
family  privacy  as  well,  andja  few 
simple  fence-screens  will  provide 
this  seclusion  if  shrubbery  and  trees 
are  not  adequate.  In  some  local- 
ities, zoning  restrictions  will  re- 
quire surrounding  fences  for  ex- 
cavated pools;  above-the-ground 
pools  form  their  own  fences  with 
their  sides.  These  precautions  keep 
kiddies  from  falling  in  accidentally. 
Your  plot  plan  can  be  enhanced 
bv  the  location  you  choose.  Or  the 
pool  is  a  wonderful  way  to  start 
your  landscaping  on  a  planned 
basis. 

Pools  should  be  screened  from 
the  w  ind.  especially  in  more  north- 
ern climates,  so  full  use  can  be  made 
whenever  the  sun  is  warm.  Trees 
can  provide  shade  for  the  terrace, 
but  the  sun  should  shine  on  the 
water  surface  a  good  part  of  the 
day  to  keep  it  warm. 

Filters:  Although  filter  systems 
are  costly  at  first,  they  save  much 
water,  time,  and  bad  temper.  Pools 
without  filters  need  weekly  clean- 
ing. Time  is  wasted  changing  the 
water,  scrubbing,  then  waiting  for 
the  sun  to  rewarm  the  water. 
There  are  portable  filters  which 
wheel  to  the  pool  when  needed, 
and  permanent  ones  set  into  a  pool- 


side  foundation.  Some  have  quiet 
motors  so  they  may  be  put  in  the 
basement  or  garage  out  of  the 
weather.  As  an  estimate  of  the  size 
you'll  need  to  do  a  good  job,  a 
1,500  gal.  per  hour  capacity  will 
maintain  a  20  by  40-foot  pool. 
This  filter  will  cost  between  $200- 
$400. 

The  three  major  types  of  filters 
all  work  well — the  choice  should 
be  determined  by  the  contractor  or 
other  expert.  The  first  two  types 
have  a  filtering  bed  through  which 
the  water  is  forced.  The  impurities 
arc  held  in  the  filter  agent,  which 
is  either  backwashed  or  replaced. 
Sand  or  diatomaceous  earth  are  the 
two  filter  agents.  The  third  type 
uses  a  replaceable  cartridge  with  a 
cleanable  metal  screen,  and  does 
not  require  backwashing. 

Maintenance:  Winter  weather 
is  not  the  threat  to  pools  it  used  to 
be  since  new  materials  and  paints 
keep  wear  and  tear  to  the  mini- 
mum. For  freezing  climates,  pools 
are  kept  filled  with  water  to  equal- 
ize the  frost  pressure  of  the  earth. 
Logs  or  similar  materials  floated 
on  the  surface  will  break  up  the  ex- 
panding force  of  the  surface   ice.

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.ere's  a  group  of  bookshelves  pulled  up  by  their 
own  bootstraps.  The  idea  is  good — and  suits  many 
other  installations  equally  well. 

The  simple  support  system  is  3^-inch  steel  wire  with 
adjustable  cable  clamps.  (Your  hardware  store  can 
supply  them.)  Here,  they're  slung  from  the  underside 
of  the  ceiling  beams.  But  support  hooks  could  also  be 
attached  to  the  wall  or  flat  ceiling.  Be  sure  hooks  are 
fastened  into  structural  members  for  strength.

How  to  grow  annuals 


This  is  sweet  alyssum,  a  favorite  annual  edging,  that  provides  flowers 
from  early  summer  until  chrysanthemum  time. 

Sweet  alyssum  is  one  of  the  few  annuals  that  doesn't  need  much 
thinning.  Sow  it  thick,  in  rich  soil,  give  it  plenty  of  moisture,  and 
it  will  produce  a  dense  carpet  of  flowers. 


I 
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t's  easy  to  underestimate  annuals,  because  they  seem 
too  good  to  be  true.  Just  a  few  packets  of  seeds  will  give 
you  a  hundred  square  feet  of  rainbow  colors,  from  early 
July  until  the  first  hard  frost. 

Annuals  are  dependable,  too.  Even  dumb-thumb 
gardeners  can  grow  them  well  their  first  try — particu- 
larly if  they  buy  started  plants.  Nurserymen  and  seeds- 
men across  the  country  supply  sturdy  young  plants  in 
bands  and  flats,  ready  to  set  out  where  they  are  needed. 

But  one  precaution:  annuals  do  need  sun.  Give  them 
a  spot  where  they  will  get  sun  at  least  half  of  each  day. 
Extra  plant  food  and  water  help  develop  strong  plants, 
and  are  recommended  if  you  want  superior  results.  But 
plenty  of  sun  is  a  necessity. 

When  you  make  your  annual  selections,  look  partic- 
ularly for  the  two  new  1958  All-America  selections: 
Maytime  petunias  and  Petite  marigolds.  The  Maytime 
petunia  has  unique,  fringed,  salmon-pink  flowers,  up  to 
four  inches  across.  And  the  plants  are  vigorous  and 
compact,  seldom  growing  more  than  a  foot  high. 

The  Petite  marigolds  are  a  new  dwarf  strain  that 
starts  blooming  early  in  the  season.  You'll  find  them 
most  useful  for  planting  edgings,  borders,  and  plant 
boxes.  The  Petite  strain  is  represented  by  four  varieties: 
Petite  Gold,  Petite  Orange,  Petite  Yellow,  and  Petite 
Harmony.  All  varieties  have  double  flowers.

Planting.  For  the  quickest 
color,  buy  started  plants  in 
bands  or  flats. 

Prepare  soil  by  spading  in 
plant  food  and  raking  the  sur- 
face smooth.  Set  the  plants 
in  trowel  holes,  then  firm  soil 
gently  about  roots. 

Water  as  soon  as  practical. 
If  you  sow  seed1,  be  sure  to 
thin  plants  to  the  distances 
recommended  on  package. 


Feed  the  new  plants  a  week 
or  two  after  they're  set  out. 
Any  balanced  fertilizer  that 
is  recommended  for  roses  or 
lawns  will  give  good  results. 

If  you  use  dry  food,  keep 
it  off  the  leaves  and  water  it 
into  the  soil  immediately. 

A  second  feeding,  about  a 
month  to  six  weeks  after  the 
first,  is  usually  desirable. 


Water  all  annuals  regularly 
while  the  plants  are  small, 
moistening  the  top  6  inches 
of  soil  each  time. 

When  flowering  starts,  see 
that  the  plants  get  an  inch  of 
water  each  week. 

You  can  sprinkle,  spray*  or 
pour  it  on  with  a  bucket  — 
but  be  sure  they  get  it. 

If  the  season  is  very  dry, 
supplement  watering  with  a 
mulch  to  reduce  water  loss.

Water-cooled  air  conditioning  is  not  as  common  as  in  past 
vears  when  water  supplies  were  less  critical.  However,  if  water 
and  sewage  disposal  are  no  problem  (and  there  are  no  local 
restrictions),  cooling  with  water  may  be  your  best  bet.  Water 
cools  the  air  that's  circulated  by  your  blower.  Operating  cost 
is  usually  lower  than  air-cooled  types. 

Water-chilling  conditioner  may  be  installed  in  new  house 
or  added  to  homes  employing  "wet"  heat  (hot  water  or  steam). 
No  air  ducts  are  needed ;  a  water-chiller  supplies  cold  water 
to  individual  fan-coil  units  located  in  the  walls  or  ceiling  of 
each  room.  These  units  may  be  regulated  (manually  or  by  a 
thermostat)  to  provide  proper  cooling.  Fan-coils  can  also  heat 
in  winter — replacing  conventional  radiators.  Prices  (cooling 
only)  start  at  $1,000;  for  complete  system,  $2,000. 

High-humidity  areas  should  welcome  a  new  air  conditioner 
said  to  end  the  clammy  feeling  associated  with  too-humid,  cool 
air.  It's  an  ordinary  air  conditioner  till  house  reaches  tempera- 
ture set  on  thermostat.  Then  it  dehumidifies  without  cooling 
to  satisfy  a  special  humidistat.  $1,500  to  $1,800. 


All-weather  air  conditioning  is 
going  in  many  new  and  some  ex- 
isting homes.  Winters,  it's  a  gas  or 
oil-fired  furnace ;  in  summer,  blow- 
er circulates  cool  air.  Drawing 
shows  a  new  type  made  up  of  sep- 
arate sections  for  cooling,  heating, 
blower.  Advantage :  you  can  order 
right  combination  for  your  house, 
climate.  For  average  homes,  all- 
weather  systems  cost  $1,500  to 
$2,200.

Two-story  homes  often  can  have  dual  air  conditioners  for 
less  cost  than  a  single  system.  Attic  package  cools  the  second 
floor;  basement  or  crawl-space  package  handles  lower  level.

Central  heat  pump  is  practical  for  home  heating  and  cooling 
where  electric  rates  are  low,  temperatures  fairly  mild.  Elec- 
tric power  extracts  ("pumps")  heat  from  water  or  outside  air. 
No  hot  wires  or  grids  are  needed,  though  hea%t  pump  may  have 
them  to  boost  capacity  in  very  cold  weather.

To  cool,  you  need  good  wiring! 

Be  sure  to  check  your  wiring  when  you  buy  an  air  con- 
ditioner. Many  new  room  conditioners  operate  on  115- 
volt  house  current.  BUT  some  of  them  draw  12  amps — 
even  more  for  an  instant  while  starting.  This  calls  for 
an  exclusive  circuit  to  power  the  air  conditioner.  Or 
as  a  temporary  measure,  remove  all  other  appliances 
and  lights  from  the  circuit  when  the  unit  is  running. 
If  in  doubt,  investigate  the  many  smaller  115-volt 
models  that  draw  only  llA  amps  or  less.  You  may  want 
to  move  up  to  more  powerful  230-volt  air  conditioning, 
which  requires  a  special,  three- wire  circuit — the  same  as 
an  electric  range  or  dryer.  And  if  you  plan  central  air 
conditioning,  consult  a  reputable  dealer  or  your  local 
power  company  about  the  wiring  requirements.

per  square  foot  of  area  enclosed. 
For  a  15x30-foot  pool,  a  20x40-foot 
building  would  cost  $1,200. 

Heated  water  for  your  pool  will 
also  increase  its  usefulness  to  a 
much  longer  season.  Installation  is 
quite  simple;  however,  a  powerful 
water  heater  is  needed.  It  will  add 
between  $500-$800  to  cost,  depend- 
ing on  pool  size  and  depth.  Fuel 
bills  are  also  costly — they'll  run 
from  $1 5  to  $40  a  month  even  in  a 
moderate  climate. 

Pool  covers  are  also  available 
for  winter  protection.  They  keep 
children  and  pets  from  falling  in 
accidentally,  and  prevent  leaves 
and  debris  from  collecting  in  the 
water  to  stain  the  pool.

How  well  are  our 

TEACHERS 

being  taught? 


Never  worse! 

.  .  .  Says  John  KeatS,  author  of  "Schools  Without  Schol- 
ars" and  father  of  three  school  children 


Xf  your  Johnny  can't  read,  write,  or  do  arithmetic,  it  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  his  teacher  can't  do  these  things  well  her- 
self. And  the  reason  she  can't  do  them  is  that  her  instructors 
in  teachers  college  were  told  she  should  be  taught  other  things 
instead. 

In  teachers  college,  they  told  her  that  all  children  should  not 
be  expected  to  read,  write,  or  do  arithmetic,  anyway.  She 
heard  it  was  more  important  for  Johnny  to  be  well  adjusted 
and  happy  than  it  was  for  him  to  be  asked  to  use  his  head.  In 
teachers  college,  she  spent  far  more  time  learning  to  ventilate  a 
classroom  than  she  spent  learning  anything  she  might  be  asked 
to  teach.  Then  she  was  told  she  could  teach  students  a  foreign 
language  without  being  able  to  read,  write,  or  pronounce  it 
herself.  Finally,  she  was  warned  that,  if  she  made  a  brilliant 
record  in  what  formal  studies  there  were  in  her  teachers  college, 
she  might  not  be  allowed  to  teach  at  all. 

Therefore,  we  must  not  blame  teachers  for  the  ever-growing 
criticism  that  our  public  schools  fail  to  make  the  best  use  of  our 
children's  abilities  and  fail  to  teach  things  worth  learning.  Our 
schools'  failure  may  be  traced  to  the  zany  educational  philoso- 
phy dispensed  at  our  leading  teachers  colleges — both  indepen- 
dent teachers  colleges  and  those  that  are  part  of  a  university. 
Let's  visit  a  sample  teachers  college  to  discover  what  goes  on 
at  the  source. 

The  school  I  will  call  Fairly  Normal  is  a  part  of  New  York 
State's  university  system  and  it  trains  teachers  for  New  York 
public  schools.  It  is  well-regarded  by  other  teachers  colleges, 
and  New  York  schools  are  far  from  the  nation's  worst. 

"Good  teachers,"  Fairly  Normal's  Dean  of  Education  says, 
"are  produced  solely  by  scientific  teaching  methods.  We  say 
'We  teach  children,  not  subjects,'  and  we  say,  'A  good  teacher 
can  teach  anything.'  " 

Hence,  Fairly  Normal's  undergraduates  spend  one-third  of 
their  time  in  "education,"  learning  teaching  techniques  and 
manipulation  of  "teaching  aids',"  such  as  movie  projectors.  The 
rest  of  their  time,  including  physical  training,  is  devoted  to  the 
subjects  they  may  be  called  upon  to  teach.      [  Turn  to  page  52 
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Never  better!

V>4ontrary  to  a  highly  vocal  segment  of  public  opinion,  teach- 
ers colleges  are  not  a  waste  of  time  for  the  men  and  women  en- 
rolled in  them,  nor  do  they  stand  in  the  way  of  your  Johnny's 
learning  to  read,  write,  or  do  arithmetic.  There  is,  in  fact,  good 
reason  to  believe  that  today's  professionally  trained  teachers 
are  the  best  teachers  our  schools  have  ever  had,  and  not  only 
can  Johnny  learn  from  them,  but  he  can  learn  faster  and  better. 

Proof  of  this  is  found  in  a  study  by  Professor  Benjamin  S. 
Bloom  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  He  compared  sample 
scores  of  the  millions  of  high-school  seniors  taking  the  General 
Education  Development  tests  in  1943  with  those  taking  them 
in  1955.  The  GED  has  five  sections — English  composition, 
social  studies,  natural  science,  literature,  and  mathematics. 
Professor  Bloom  found  that  in  all  five  areas  the  students' 
knowledge  of  the  subject  was  greater  than  it  had  been  12  years 
earlier.  "These  consistent  results,"  he  said,  "give  evidence  that 
today's  students  are  achieving  to  a  greater  extent  the  objec- 
tives measured  by  this  battery  of  tests  than  were  students  of 
1943." 

Results  from  other  studies  similarly  favor  the  elementary 
school  of  1958.  Today's  students  do  better  work  in  mental 
arithmetic  and  in  written  arithmetic.  Only  in  certain  aspects  of 
geography  and  in  spelling  do  they  fall  behind. 

Anyone  who  is  surprised  by  these  findings  has  probably  fall- 
en victim  to  rumors  that  today's  teachers  can't  teach — that  the 
education  courses  they  take  in  teachers  colleges  are  totally  use- 
less, and  that  these  courses  monopolize  their  time  and  prevent 
them  from  learning  anything  worth  teaching.  It  isn't  so. 

First  of  all,  prospective  teachers  don't  spend  all  their  hours 
learning  How  To  Teach.  The  National  Education  Associa- 
tion's Manual  on  Certification  Requirements  shows  that  high- 
school  instructors  in  most  states  need  no  more  than  16  or  18 
semester  hours  of  education  courses.  This  is  roughly  one-sev- 
enth of  a  normal  four-year  college  education.  In  contrast,  the 
average  requirement  for  state  certification  as  a  high-school 
teacher  is  24  semester  hours  in  English,  modern  foreign  lan- 
guages, or  social  studies  for  anyone  who  [  Turn  to  page  53 
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Thus,  a  future  English  teacher  may  spend  one-third  of  his  time 
learning  How  to  Teach,  and  as  little  as  one-seventh  of  his  time 
studying  English.  For  this  reason,  the  English  courses  are 
hasty  surveys  with  no  emphasis  on  mastery  of  any  particular 
phase  of  the  material.  I  plucked  a  paper  at  random  from  a  pile 
of  Fairly  Normal  freshman  essays.  It  was  eight  paragraphs  long, 
entitled  "How  To  Shot  A  Bow."  Unfortunately,  the  author 
will  not  have  an  opportunity  to  increase  his  proficiency,  be- 
cause Fairly  Normal  requires  only  one  semester  in  English 
composition.  Four  years  from  now,  he  may  be  teaching  com- 
position to  your  child.  Or  perhaps  he  may  be  teaching  French, 
which  he  did  not  study  in  either  high  school  or  at  Fairly 
Normal,  because  teachers  colleges  believe  good  teachers  can 
teach  literally  anything. 

J.  he  real  meat  of  Fairly  Normal's  "education"  course  is  a  col- 
lection of  classroom  How  To's  which  liberal  arts  schools  offer 
as  a  one-year  minor  elective.  At  Fairly  Normal,  however, 
"education"  is  not  only  the  undergraduate's  major  field  but  the 
school's  sole  reason  for  existence.  In  order  to  convert  the  es- 
sentially minor  matter  of  pedagogy  into  a  major  course  of  study, 
Fairly  Normal  and  other  teachers  colleges  have  magnified  it 
beyond  all  belief  to  include  such  "learnings"  as  "the  need  for 
democracy  in  the  classroom,"  and  "meaningful  student  parti- 
cipation in  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids."  One  teachers  college 
text  devotes  42  pages  to  how  to  get  along  with  the  school 
janitor. 

There  is  no  apparent  limit  to  the  lengths  to  which  this  mind- 
lessness  may  be  carried.  A  lesson  on  "proper  classroom  ventila- 
tion," for  instance,  is  not  just  a  five-minute  lecture,  but  a 
separate  course,  the  gist  of  which  is  that  classroom  air  should 
be  kept  fresh  and  at  a  constant  temperature.  I  regret  having  to 
say  I  am  serious. 

Not  only  are  such  purely  mechanical  matters  as  window- 
raising  blown  up  into  semesters  of  study,  but  there  is  a  similar 
belaboring  of  the  obvious  in  what  passes  for  the  intellectual 
aspects  of  Fairly  Normal's  scientific  pedagogy.  I  sat  in  one 
sophomore  class  learning  the  necessity  for  "democratic  group 
behavior  in  the  classroom." 

"How  can  we  tell  whether  a  man  is  a  good  democratic  group 
leader?"  the  professor  asked. 

There  was  a  silence,  during  which  the  young  people  stared  at 
one  another.  The  silence  grew  embarrassing.  I  began  to  time 
it,  and  when  nearly  seven  minutes  had  passed,  the  professor 
said:  "Well,  can  we  tell  by  looking  at  him?  By  what  color  tie 
he  wears?" 

One  student  took  a  deep  breath  and  plunged  in.  "By  what  he 
does?"  he  wondered. 

"Exactly!"  the  professor  said.  "We  can  tell  by  what  he 
does!" 

Jjjveryone  seemed  startled  by  this  revelation.  The  young  lady 
next  to  me  muttered,  "Ask  a  silly  question  and  get  a  silly  an- 
swer," and  wrote  something  in  her  notebook.  I  was  reminded 
of  another  young  woman  at  another  teachers  college  who  said, 
"If  I  hear  one  more  dean  tell  me  the  school  is  important  to  the 
child,  I'll  scream." 

In  places  like  Fairly  Normal,  masters  and  doctors  degrees 
arc  granted  for  deep  research  into  such  matters  as  the  timed, 
observed  use  of  the  boys'  toilet  in  an  elementary  school  of  345 
pupils.  One  thesis,  hardly  atypical,  was  entitled  "Your  Present 
Classroom  Pencil  Sharpener,  Its  Care,  Location,  and  Use." 

In  my  two  years'  research,  I  found  that  Fairly  Normal  be- 
lieves in  the  following  concepts: 

1.  An  educated  man  is  one  who  "is  socially  well  adjusted 
and  helpful  in  his  community."  By  this  standard,  Fairly  Nor- 
mal's president  says  a  man  could  be  considered  educated  even 
if  he  could  not  writ,   his  name  or  count  to  10. 

2.  Johnny's  mind     innot  be  trained  by  rigorous  studies.  "We 
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know,"  the  dean  of  education  says,  "that  learning  algebra 
leads  only  to  a  knowledge  of  algebra.  The  mind  cannot  be 
trained  like  a  muscle." 

3.  Not  all  children  should  be  asked  to  master  reading,  writ- 
ing, arithmetic,  or  any  other  formal  study.  "The  sooner  we 
realize  this,"  the  dean  says,  "the  sooner  we  can  build  a  better 
curriculum." 

4.  There  are  no  objective  standards  in  learning.  "We  no 
longer  try  to  stuff'  the  same  diet  down  every  child's  throat,"  the 
dean  says.  "We  try  to  set  before  each  child  a  cafeteria  of  learn- 
ings, so  that  each  child  may  choose  what  he  wants,  and  needs, 
and  would  like  to  study." 

5.  A  brilliant  student  is  a  poor  risk  as  a  teacher.  "The  more 
a  student  is  enamored  of  his  subjects,  the  more  apt  he  is  to  be 
a  scholar  and  the  less  likely  to  be  a  good  teacher,"  the  dean 
claims. 

This  philosophy  has  weakened  our  public  school  curriculum 
so  that  the  only  "subject  matter"  to  which  all  our  children  are 
exposed  during  their  12  years  is  simple  work  in  word  and  num- 
ber. By  no  means  all  high  schools  require  chemistry,  physics, 
biology,  languages  dead  or  living,  mathematics,  history,  geog- 
raphy, or  English  composition  beyond  the  sentence  and  the 
paragraph.  One  Virginia  high  school  recently  dropped  Euro- 
pean history  because  too  few  students  elected  to  study  it.  A 
Maryland  high  school  offers  training  in  beauty-shop  operation, 
and  spends  more  time  on  this  course  than  it  spends  on  Latin, 
French,  mathematics,  history,  science,  and  English,  or  any 
combination  of  two.  Our  public  school  curriculum  has  so  de- 
teriorated that  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  has  compared  it 
unfavorably  with  Russia's,  particularly  in  mathematics,  lan- 
guages, and  the  sciences,  and  cited  the  elective  "cafeteria"  and 
the  shortage  of  qualified  teachers  as  major  reasons. 

J. he  shortage  of  teachers  is  both  quantitative  and  qualitative, 
and  the  teachers  college  is  partly  responsible  in  both  instances. 
The  bulk  of  teachers  college  training  is  sheer  piffle,  and  this  in 
itself  is  one  reason  why  schools  like  Fairly  Normal  fail  to  attract 
either  a  good  faculty  or  an  able  student  body.  Fairly  Normal 
pays  its  associate  professors  more  than  Ivy  League  colleges 
offer  theirs,  but  the  last  liberal  arts  doctor  to  appear  on  campus 
took  a  $975  salary  cut  to  escape  to  a  tiny  liberal  arts  college 
where  his  chances  of  promotion  were  nil,  but  where  he  could 
find  nourishment  for  his  mind. 

Sadly  enough,  another  result  of  the  teachers  college  influence 
has  been  to  keep  well-qualified  teachers  out  of  our  classrooms. 
Many  states  require  teachers  to  show  credits  in  "education." 
Thus,  New  Jersey  children  recently  lost  the  opportunity  to 
learn  from  one  of  the  world's  best  biochemists.  This  man,  full 
professor  at  an  Eastern  college,  will  reach  the  mandatory  re- 
tirement age  of  65  next  year.  Thinking  to  help  ease  his  state's 
shortage  of  science  teachers,  he  applied  for  a  high-school  job, 
effective  on  his  retirement  from  college.  His  age  was  no  barrier. 
His  international  reputation  was  not  sufficient  recommenda- 
tion, however,  nor  was  his  35  years  of  classroom  experience. 
Without  credits  in  "education,"  he  was  told,  he  could  not  teach 
in  New  Jersey's  high  schools. 

There  is  no  reason  to  prolong  a  recital  of  dreary  wrong- 
headedness,  fascinating  as  it  may  be.  If  we  are  going  to  make 
genuine  contributions  to  public  education,  I  wovdd  suggest  we 
start  at  the  source.  We  must  raise  the  standards  of  the  teaching 
profession,  beginning  with  teacher  education,  and  we  must  di- 
minish the  role  our  deans  of  "education"  currently  play. 

Serious  men  have  proposed  abolition  of  our  teachers  colleges. 
1  would  say  it  would  be  better  simply  to  ignore  our  Fairly 
Normals,  and  to  build  our  own  teacher  certification  require- 
ments in  our  school  districts.  If  enough  of  us  do  this,  our  teach- 
ers colleges  will  be  forced  to  change  their  ways  or  close  their 
doors,  and  in  any  event,  we  will  have  built  real  value  into  the 
school  for  Johnny  in  our  town. 
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is  to  teach  those  subjects.  And  these  minimum  requirements  are 
actually  exceeded  by  most  students.  Future  elementary  school 
teachers  ordinarily  take  about  a  fourth  of  their  college  study  in 
education  courses — considerably  more  than  do  budding  high- 
school  instructors.  But  this  increased  emphasis  isn't  strange, 
considering  the  difficulty  of  imparting  basic  concepts  to  very 
young  children. 

Nor  are  these  education  courses  either  useless  or  divorced 
from  subject  matter.  A  course  in  children's  literature,  for  ex- 
ample, both  familiarizes  the  future  teacher  with  available 
material  and  gives  her  methods  of  selecting  books  for  young- 
sters who  vary  in  reading  ability,  in  interests,  in  background. 
No  college  course  in  American  literature  can  quite  do  that. 

As  an  example  of  a  methods  course  that  has  come  under  some 
ridicule,  let's  take  the  teaching  of  reading.  Should  an  elemen- 
tary school  teacher  take  such  a  course?  Surely  she  can  read ; 
why  can't  she  teach  reading?  If  you  try  this  with  your  own  six- 
year-old,  you'll  soon  see  the  difficulty.  The  sound  of  the  letter 
"a"  will  be  the  first  thing  to  throw  you.  Which  of  the  eight 
sounds  listed  in  the  pronunciation  key  of  a  dictionary  should 
be  taught  first?  "A  is  for  apple,"  true.  But  "a"  is  also  for  "ace" 
and  for  "axe,"  not  to  mention  "alphabet,"  which  has  two 
"a's,"  each  sounded  differently.  Even  at  this  first  stage  of  in- 
struction, you  may  give  up,  wondering  how  teachers  ever  do  it. 

Well,  they  do  it  because  they've  had  a  course  teaching  them 
A'hen  to  introduce  phonics  and  how  to  teach  them — and  when 
and  how  to  teach  blends,  digraphs,  variant  endings,  root  words, 
compounds,  prefixes,  suffixes,  and  syllabification.  All  these 
things,  they  have  learned,  enter  into  effective  word  recognition. 

It  is  significant,  too,  that  a  third  of  the  future  teacher's  time 
in  education  courses  is  spent  in  practice  teaching,  where  she 
can  try  out  what  she  has  learned  on  a  sort  of  internship,  under 
the  direction  of  already  qualified  teachers.  The  potential 
teacher  learns  her  methods  in  both  the  classroom  and  the  "lab" 
— the  secondary  or  elementary  schoolroom  where  she  tests  the 
theory  she  has  studied.  The  candidate  thus  not  only  adapts 
theory  to  practice  but  also  learns  whether  she  can  teach  or  is 
suited  to  teaching.  Without  this  trial  period,  a  teacher  would 
have  to  dive  blindly  into  a  profession  for  which  she  might  have 
neither  aptitude  nor  zeal,  in  which  case  Johnny's  classroom 
would  reflect  frustration  and  confusion. 

XXecent  experience  in  Minnesota  further  illuminates  this  point. 
In  1949  and  1950,  when  Minneapolis  was  faced  with  a  shortage 
of  elementary  school  teachers,  emergency  certificates  were 
granted  to  54  recent  college  graduates  who  wanted  to  become 
teachers.  All  of  them  were  given  a  six-week  preparatory  teach- 
ing course,  but  none  of  them  had  had  a  systematic  college 
course  in  child  growth  and  development  or  in  the  teaching  of 
reading  or  arithmetic.  During  this  same  period,  183  teachers 
holding  regular  certificates  were  appointed. 

Today — largely  because  of  marriage,  inadequate  salaries, 
and  the  inferior  social  status  too  often  accorded  teachers — just 
43  percent  of  the  fully  qualified  instructors  are  still  teaching. 
But  only  22  percent  of  the  "emergency"  teachers  are  left!  Why 
did  nearly  twice  the  percentage  of  trained  instructors  remain 
at  their  profession?  Mostly  because  the  untrained  teachers 
were  overwhelmed  by  an  experience  for  which  they  had  too 
little  preparation. 

Of  the  12  provisionally  certified  teachers  who  have  stayed 
on,  some  have  become  proficient  through  the  process  of  trial 
and  error.  "But  at  what  cost !"  as  one  of  them  has  said.  A  major 
share  of  that  cost,  of  course,  was  borne  by  the  children  who 
missed  out  on  their  education  while  their  teachers  were  making 
experiments — and  mistakes — that  could  have  been  better 
handled  in  teachers  colleges. 

Other  members  of  this  untrained  group  took  courses  in  child 
growth  and  development  when  they  found  time,  and  they  im- 
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mediately  felt  more  at  ease  and  more  competent  in  their  jobs. 
One  woman  in  this  group,  still  teaching,  has  written  that  her 
first  problem  was  "lack  of  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the 
child."  Another  problem  concerned  teaching  methods.  She 
said  of  teaching  reading,  for  instance,  that  learning  by  the 
phonics  method  is  certainly  no  guarantee  that  you  can  teach  by 
that  method,  unless  you  have  studied  it  for  that  purpose. 

What  happened  in  Minneapolis  was  evidence  of  the  value  of 
professional  preparation.  Teachers  with  regular  certificates, 
more  prepared  for  the  problems  they  would  encounter,  enabled 
their  students  to  learn  more  easily  than  provisional  teachers 
did.  This  fact  was  borne  out  not  only  by  testimony  from  the 
teachers,  but  also  by  results  of  achievement  tests  of  the  pupils. 

Why,  then,  are  so  many  people  so  critical  of  teachers  col- 
leges? Probably  because  they  misuse  the  term  "teachers  col- 
leges," grouping  under  it  a  variety  of  schools  that  have  nothing 
in  common  but  this  vague  and  misleading  name.  They  don't 
know  about  the  different  schools  in  which  teachers  are  trained 
or  how  many  teachers  come  from  each. 

Historically,  the  first  schools  devoted  to  preparing  teachers 
were  normal  schools,  but  by  1 900  most  of  these  had  been  ab- 
sorbed into  teachers  colleges.  The  teachers  colleges  then  grew 
into  four-year  institutions  with  departments  of  education,  arts, 
and  sciences.  Modern  American  colleges  and  universities  in- 
clude departments  of  general  and  professional  education — the 
latter  embracing  engineering  and,  occasionally,  other  profes- 
sional training — as  well  as  teacher  education. 

Of  the  1,886  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  United 
States  today,  at  least  1,091  prepare  future  teachers,  but  only 
126  are  listed  under  the  category  of  "primarily  teacher  prepar- 
atory" in  the  Education  Directory,  the  authoritative  source  for 
information  on  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Most  teachers 
do  not  come  from  schools  specializing  in  teacher  training,  but 
from  first-rate  colleges  and  universities  where  departments  of 
education  work  hand-in-hand  with  departments  of  science  and 
the  liberal  arts.  There  are,  among  the  126  "primarily  teacher 
preparatory"  schools,  perhaps  31  old-type  normal-school 
teachers  colleges.  These  schools — mostly  two-year  institutions 
that  do  not  grant  degrees — are  possibly  guilty  of  the  charges 
brought  against  "teachers  colleges."  But  to  condemn  modern 
training  in  education  because  of  a  few  relics  is  ridiculous. 

JLhere  is  overwhelming  evidence  that  teachers  with  profession- 
al training  and  a  liberal  arts  education  are  teaching  effectively. 
And  three  recent  developments  indicate  that  Johnny  will  get 
even  better  instruction  in  the  future: 

1.  Colleges  and  universities  have  taken  steps  to  better  their 
practices  of  selecting  teaching  candidates.  More  and  more, 
teacher  education  is  being  reserved  for  men  and  women  of  high 
academic  promise  who  also  possess  personalities  and  attitudes 
found  in  outstanding  teachers. 

2.  Certification  requirements  are  being  raised  by  many 
states.  In  1951,  only  20  states  demanded  that  an  elementary 
school  teacher  hold  a  bachelor's  degree.  Today,  37  states  call 
for  one.  The  elementary  school  teacher  of  1958  has  had  about 
one  full  year  of  college  more  than  the  teacher  of  1947. 

The  requirements  for  high-school  teachers  are  becoming 
even  more  strict.  A  master's  degree,  including  advanced  study 
in  the  subject  the  teacher  is  to  instruct,  is  often  required. 

3.  To  improve  teacher  training,  educators  have  created  two 
accrediting  organizations — the  American  Association  of  Col- 
leges for  Teacher  Education,  and  the  National  Council  for 
Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education.  With  regional  support, 
both  the  AACTE  and  the  NCATE  will  investigate  all  phases 
of  the  college  education  of  future  teachers,  and  will  exert  every 
effort  to  assure  correction  of  any  shortcomings  they  might  find. 

Our  teaching  is  good,  but  not  perfect,  and  anyone  who  can 
improve  it  is  encouraged.  Those  who  find  faults  where  none 
exist,  though,  are  working  against  progress,  not  for  it. 
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Keats  answers  Beck 


►  Doctor  Beck  says  high-school  students  scored  higher  on  GED 
tests  in  1955  than  in  1943,  citing  this  as  proof  of  better  teach- 
ing methods  and  standards. 

Criticism  of  these  tests  also  increased  during  the  same 
years.  What  do  the  tests  test?  A  child's  knowlegde  of  Moby 
Dick,  or  of  The  Three  Little  Pigs?  Solid  geometry,  or  arith- 
metic? Isn't  it  more  nearly  accurate  to  say  children  are  mak- 
ing higher  scores  in  lesser  subjects  as  more  schools  adapt 
themselves  to  "educators"  tests  and  adopt  "education's" 
watered  curriculum? 

►  Doctor  Beck  says  the  N.E.A.  Manual  on  Certification  Re- 
quirements shows  that  "most"  states  demand  no  more  than 
16  or  18  semester  hours  in  "education"  courses. 

True,  the  N.E.A.  Manual  shows  32  of  the  50  states  and  ter- 
ritories asking  no  more  than  18  hours,  but  21  of  those  32  ask 
the  full  18;  only  11  ask  less.  The  remaining  states  demand 
from  20  to  27  hours.  Moreover,  the  Manual  shows  a  further 
requirement:  additional  hours  in  "directed  teacher  train- 
ing." This  is  part  of  the  teachers  college  curriculum,  but 
Doctor  Beck  forgot  to  include  it  in  his  calculations. 

►  Doctor  Beck  tries  to  show  that  English  teachers  must  have  24 
semester  hours  in  English,  which  he  then  compares  with 
"16  or  18"  hours  in  "education." 

The  Journal  of  Teacher  Education,  in  a  survey  of  68  teachers 
colleges,  shows  that  an  average  of  34.18  semester  hours  are 
spent  on  "education" ;  an  average  of  15.6  hours  are  spent  on 
English.  The  average  number  of  hours  spent  on  mathe- 
matics, by  the  way,  is  2.84,  approximately  1/1 5th  the  time 
devoted  to  "education." 

►  Doctor  Beck  says  no  American  literature  course  can  "famil- 
iarize" the  teacher  with  children's  books  and  give  her  "meth- 
ods" of  selecting  them,  while  an  "education"  course  can,  and 
does. 

I  have  watched  grown  men  and  women  fall  asleep  in  a 
teachers  college  while  their  professor  read  aloud  to  them 
from  The  Little  Engine  That  Could  in  order  to  "familiarize" 
them  with  children's  literature.  A  proper  English  literature 
course  gives  the  student  a  sense  of  literary  values  and  of  our 
cultural  heritage  and  prepares  her  to  select  children's  books 
on  the  basis  of  the  cultural  and  literary  values  they  contain — 
not  from  an  "educator's"  reading  list. 

►  Doctor  Beck  says  only  126  "institutions  of  higher  learning" 
are  listed  by  the  Education  Directory  as  "primarily  teacher 
preparatory." 

The  reason  is  that  many  schools  are  changing  their  names ; 
few  want  to  be  known  as  "primarily  teacher  preparatory." 
Normal  schools  began  the  trend  by  calling  themselves 
"teachers  colleges."  Now,  teachers  colleges  have  been  calling 
themselves  "colleges,"  much  as  an  undertaker  might  want  to 
call  himself  a  mortician  for  social  reasons.  It  is  a  change  in 
name  only,  made  under  the  duress  of  increasing  criticism.  In 
a  similar  fashion,  and  for  the  same  reasons,  "progressive  edu- 
cation" is  now  called  simply  "education"  by  its  practitioners, 
who  are  apparently  trying  to  fool  the  public. 

►  Doctor  Beck  says  at  least  1,091  of  1,886  institutions  "pre- 
pare" teachers. 

Many  schools  offer  "education"  courses  as  minor  electives ; 
fewer  grant  degrees  in  "education."  If,  however,  Doctor 
Beck  wishes  to  consider  a  minor  elective  in  "education"  an 
adequate  preparation  for  teaching,  I'll  be  the  first  to  agree — 
as  long  as  the  applicant  also  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
granted  by  a  genuine  liberal  arts  college. 

►  Doctor  Beck  sa\s  to  •improvr  teacher  training"  "educators" 
have  set  up  two  new  organizations  for  "teacher  education." 

It  is  refreshing  to  learn  that  our  "educators"  are  at  last 
suspicious,  that  they  are  finally  willing  to  admit  that  some- 
thing might  be  done  to  improve  the  sorry  state  of  both  our 
teacher  education  and  our  teacher  training. 
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Beck  answers  Keats 


►  Mr.  Keats  says  there  are  teachers  who  spend  far  more  time 
learning  to  ventilate  a  classroom  than  they  spend  learning 
anything  they  might  be  asked  to  teach. 

This  statement  is  false.  I  cannot  conceive  of  any  college — 
not  even  the  most  dismal  two-year  normal  school — where 
this  claim  would  hold  true. 

►  Mr.  Keats  assumes  that  the  courses  he  disdainfully  groups 
under  the  term  "scientific  pedagogy"  are  taught  to  all  pros- 
pective teachers. 

This,  of  course,  is  not  true.  Many  of  the  courses  at  which 
Mr.  Keats  scoffs  are  intended  not  for  teachers  at  all,  but  for 
students  training  to  be  school  superintendents.  And  no  com- 
munity would  employ  as  a  superintendent  of  schools  a  man 
ignorant  of  the  matters  of  taxation,  school  law,  schoolhouse 
construction,  and  maintenance  of  a  budget. 

►  Mr.  Keats  says  Johnny  may  be  learning  French  from  a 
teacher  who  did  not  study  French  herself  in  either  high 
school  or  college. 

I  doubt  whether  there  is  an  institution  in  the  United 
States  that  will  recommend  for  certification,  as  a  teacher  of 
French,  a  student  who  has  not  had  at  least  six  or  seven 
courses  in  college  French.  The  large  majority  of  colleges  pre- 
paring teachers  require  a  major  in  French  (or  whatever  the 
subject  for  which  the  student  is  to  be  certified).  This  college 
major  almost  always  exceeds  the  minimum  requirements  for 
state  certification.  A  teacher  teaching  a  subject  she  has  not 
studied  in  college  is  being  victimized — along  with  her  stu- 
dents— by  an  irresponsible  principal,  superintendent,  or 
school  board. 

►  Mr.  Keats  says  one  high  school  offers  training  in  beauty- 
shop  operation,  and  spends  more  time  on  this  course  than  it 
spends  on  Latin,  French,  mathematics,  history,  science,  and 
English,  or  any  combination  of  two. 

I  wish  he  had  mentioned  the  enrollment  in  the  beauticians 
course;  I  doubt  that  it  was  very  large.  For  that  matter,  very 
few  high  schools  other  than  vocational  schools  offer  more 
than  a  few  vocational  courses. 

►  Mr.  Keats  says  that  by  no  means  all  high  schools  require 
chemistry,  physics,  biology,  languages  dead  or  living,  mathe- 
matics, history,  geography,  or  English  composition  beyond 
the  sentence  and  the  paragraph. 

It  is  true  that  25  percent  of  our  high  schools  offer  no  phys- 
ics or  chemistry,  but  these  high  schools  are  the  small,  rural 
schools  in  which  only  2  percent  of  our  students  are  enrolled. 
Most  high-school  students  do  study  the  subjects  Mr.  Keats 
mentions.  A  survey  of  a  recent  freshman  class  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  showed  that  only  9.5  percent  of  the 
students  had  had  no  science  courses  in  high  school. 

►  Mr.  Keats  says  Johnny's  teacher  heard  it  was  more  impor- 
tant for  Johnny  to  be  well  adjusted  than  it  was  for  him  to  be 
asked  to  use  his  head. 

A  teacher  who  helps  the  personal  adjustment  of  a  student 
is  not  thereby  preventing  him  from  using  his  head.  Mr.  Keats 
accepts  the  mistaken  notion  that  knowledge  must  be  boring 
(or  teaching  methods  harsh)  in  order  to  be  intellectually 
nourishing.  Quite  the  contrary.  There  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  a  pupil  is  free  to  use  his  head  when  he  is  not  dis- 
tracted by  persistent  anxiety  or  angry  rebelliousness.  Rather 
than  resisting  his  teacher  and  his  studies,  a  happy,  adjusted 
student  has  energy  to  use  in  learning. 

►  Mr.  Keats  says  that  Johnny's  teacher  has  been  told  not  to 
expect  all  children  to  read,  write,  or  do  arithmetic. 

And  it  is  a  fact  that  some  children  can't  learn  to  read, 
write,  or  do  arithmetic.

DON'T  PLANT  TROUBLE 


IF  THESE  10  TRIALS  of  suburbia  seem 
quaint,  don't  be  deceived.  They  are  based  on 
actual  case  histories — only  the  names  have 
been  changed  to  protect  the  innocent. 

These  problems,  though  flamboyantly 
clear,  have  no  easy  solutions.  They  have 
their  roots  in  time,  and  only  time  (or  money) 


will  cure  them.  We  review  them  with  the 
hope  you  may  avoid  similar  mistakes  the 
next  time  you  pick  up  a  spade. 

For  these  trials  do  start  with  a  spade,  and 
with  the  failure  to  realize  that  a  2 -foot  hole 
in  the  ground  can  give  you  trouble  20  feet  up 
or  6  feet  to  one  side. 


Paul  Bunyan's  slingshot.  Look  up,  up,  up  when  you 
plant  a  tree  —  that's  where  they  head.  Utility  lines  get 
priority  on  air  space;  trees  end  up  with  holes  in  their  heads.

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Neither  snow,  nor  rain.  Don't  smother  your  house  with 
foliage,  hiding  porch  light,  house  number,  and  mailbox. 
Give  visitors  and  mailmen  a  break,  not  a  machete. 
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Get  a  horse.  Don't  block  the  driveway  view  —  the  wife 
you  save  may  be  your  own.  Shrubs  get  taller  each  year  — 
cars  get  lower.  Keep  a  20-foot  safety  zone  by  street. 


A  thorn  by  any  other  name.  Barbed  wire  and  brambles 
make  fine  barriers.  Don't  plant  'em  where  you'll  hit  'em. 
Your  wife  saves  her  nylons,  deliverymen  won't  need  chaps. 


Pipe  down.  It's  legal.  There's  a  maze  of  pipes  and  wires 
beneath  each  city  lot.  When  it  gets  out  of  whack,  it's  gotta 
come  up.  Don't  plant  over  sources  of  trouble. 


It's  not  raining  rain.  Don't  plant  Utter-dropping  trees 
for  terrace  shade  if  you  like  your  coffee  straight.  Good 
ones  to  avoid:  mulberries,  catalpas,  walnuts.

►Striking  wall  hanging  was  a  prizewinner  in  a  recent 
show  of  the  Danish  Handwork  Society  in  Copenhagen. 
Anyone  can  make  it  from  inexpensive  materials.  Because 
of  simplicity  of  design,  it  would  harmonize  with  Early 
American  or  Provincial  furniture  as  well  as  with  Modern. 

Adapt  it  to  your  needs 

It's  so  easy  to  make  you  don't  need  a  pattern — just 
divide  background  into  eight  equal  squares  by  means  of 
embroidered  stems:  add  lines,  flowers;  then  applique 
fabric  circles.  Irregularities  only  add  to  the  charm. 

Colors  should  be  closely  related.  The  hanging  we've 
pictured  has  blue-violet  background,  appliques  of  blue, 
blue-green,  and  green.  Or  you  might  use  warm  and  sunny 
tones — orange,  orange-yellow,  yellow,  and  yellow-green. 

Here's  what  you'll  need 

Background:  Two  yards  fabric  about  4  feet  wide. 
Circular  appliques:  Three  }  S-yard  lengths  of  cotton  in 
related  colors.  Each  will  make  eight  8-inch  circles. 
Embroidered  leaves  and  flowers:  Heavy  yarn. 
Hang  by:  Curtain  rod  cut  same  size  as  fabric  and  in- 
serted in  1-inch  top  hem.

Cook  covered  in 
small  amount  of  boiling  salted  wa- 
ter till  just  tender,  10  to  15  min- 
utes. To  avoid  overcooking  the 
tender  tips,  prop  them  up  out  of 
water  with  crushed  aluminum  foil 
at  one  side  of  pan — tips  will  cook 
in  steam  while  the  stalks  cook  in 
water. 

In  saucepan:  Cut  a  strip  of 
aluminum  foil  to  place  across  bot- 
tom and  up  both  sides  of  saucepan, 
extending  over  edges.  Fold,  mak- 
ing strip  4  or  5  inches  wide.

If  the  film  deposit  has  built 
up  a  long  time  or  is  embedded, 
add  XA  cup  household  am- 
monia or  washing  (sal)  soda 
along  with  water  conditioner. 

One  stripping  probably  will 
be  enough.  In  unusual  condi- 
tions, two  or  more  treatments 
may  be  needed  to  restore  the 
fabrics  to  their  former  color 
and  softness. 

Once  clothes  are  free  of  this 
dulling  mask,  keep  them  that 
way.  Just  use  the  recommend- 
ed amount  of  water  condition- 
er for  wash  and  rinse  cycle  in 
every  washer  load  of  clothes.

If  the  painted  surfaces  are 
cracked  or  peeled,  or  the  boat 
has  been  repainted  often,  the 
old  paint  job  probably  won't 
support  another  coat. 

It's  better  to  remove  the 
old  finish  than  to  take  a 
chance  on  painting  over  it. 
Too  many  coats  of  paint  add 
weight  and  are  unsightly. 

Begin  any  major  boat  job 
by  removing  everything  that 
is  detachable.  You  can  work 
on  seats,  floor  boards,  and 
hardware  later,  or  when  wet 
paint  stops  the  main  job. 


Paint  remover  does  a  quick, 
easy  job  of  removing  the  old 
finish.  If  you  use  a  power 
sander,  be  careful  to  avoid 
marring  the  wood. 

It's  best  to  use  a  good  paint 
remover.  Brush  it  on  liberal- 
ly, let  it  bubble  for  a  few  min- 
utes, then  remove  the  paint 
with  a  scraper. 

On  uneven  or  vertical  sur- 
faces where  liquid  remover 
runs  off,  use  the  paste  type. 

Repeat  with  more  remover 
and  the  scraper,  working  un- 
til only  bare  wood  shows.

You 
can  replace  them  with  flat- 
heads  one  at  a  time  without 
disturbing  the  planking. 

The  replacement  flatheads 
can  be  countersunk,  filled, 
and  left  in  place,  or  they  can 
be  replaced  with  roundheads 
after  the  refinishing. 

Any  removable  wood  trim, 
such  as  coamings,  skid  rails, 
or  splash  rails  can  be  taken 
off,  repaired,  and  replaced  be-, 
fore  painting  begins. 


After  removing  the  old  paint, 
take  the  time  to  repair  the 
wood  surface.  \  little  time 
spent  on  this  will  ensure  a 
good-looking,  lasting  job. 

Fill  cracks  and  boles  with 
marine  putty  or  a  fiber  glass 
filler.  Build  up  the  patch 
above  the  surface,  let  dry, 
then  sand  <>r  plane  level. 

Check  all  the  old  putty  and 
replace  any  that's  loose. 

Go  easy  on  calking.  When 
the  wet  wood  swells,  it  will 
force  out  any  excess,  or  may 
buckle  planks  or  strips.

On  larger  damaged  areas,  re- 
move broken  or  rotten  wood 
and  splice  in  new  pieces. 

Reinforce  any  large  patches 
from  the  inside,  fastening  se- 
curely to  the  sound  sections 
on  all  sides  of  the  patch. 

For  best  results  on  molded 
plywood  boats,  use  a  repair 
kit  your  dealer  can  supply. 

Use  a  bedding  compound 
on  large  patches,  making  sure 
all  cracks  are  sealed.  Then 
sand  or  plane  the  patch  from 
the  outside  until  it's  level  and 
smooth  as  possible. 


After  filling  and  patching, 
sand  the  entire  boat.  Hand  or 
block  sanders  are  best,  or  use 
a  vibrating  Sander  with  fine 
grit  sandpaper. 

Use  a  wet  cloth  to  raise 
grain  after  sanding,  then  sand 
again.  Repeat  this  until  the 
surface  is  smooth. 

Remove  sanding  dust  with 
a  vacuum  cleaner,  then  wipe 
the  surface  with  a  rag  soaked 
in  turpentine  or  thinner. 

Replace  the  wood  trim  and 
check  all  edges  and  corners  at 
bow,  deck,  and  transom. 


If  your  transom  shows  wear 
from  motor  clamps,  rout  out 
the  worn  area  and  mortise  in 
a  hardwood  block  as  shown. 

Fit  the  block  to  make  the 
transom  thicker  at  the  top 
than  where  the  clamps  (it. 
This  will  help  hold  the  motor 
securely  even  if  the  clamps 
work  loose  in  operation. 

A  rubber  transom  pad  will 
also  help  hold  the  motor,  w  ill 
protect  the  transom,  and  re- 
duce motor  vibration. 

Check  the  transom  for  w  eak 
spots.  Brace  where  necessary. 


\\  hen  you're  satisfied  that 
the  wood  surface  is  as  smooth 
as  possible  and  all  sanding 
dust  has  been  removed,  apply 
a  good  marine  wood  primer. 

Two  light  coats  are  best, 
sanding  lightly  between  the 
coats  and  alter  the  second. 

The  pigmented  primer  can 
save  time  and  weight  by  re- 
ducing the  number  of  coats  ol 
finish  paint  required. 

Be  sure  that  all  the  dust  of 
sanding  settles  before  yon  be- 
gin painting.  Don't  sand 
again  around  wet  paint.

Apply  marine  enamel  with  a 
long,  even  stroke,  brushing 
with  grain  and  using  just 
enough  paint  to  get  a  smooth 
surface.  Work  from  top  down. 

Several  thin  coats  are  bet- 
ter than  a  single  heavy  one. 
Sand  lightly  between  coats 
with  a  padded  block. 

Finish  all  the  larger  areas 
before  painting  the  trim.  Use 
masking  tape  wherever  neces- 
sary to  cut  a  dividing  line. 

After  painting,  bottle  a 
small  amount  of  every  color 
used  for  future  touch-ups. 


If  you're  doing  a  complete  re- 
linishing,  you  can  greatly  im- 
prove your  boat's  appearance 
by  painting  the  inside,  too. 

On  this  boat,  the  old  var- 
nish was  sealed  with  shellac 
and  a  plastic  primer,  and  the 
inside  was  sprayed  with  plas- 
tic "spatter"  paint.  The  spray 
proved  very  handy  here. 

After  the  inside  was  paint- 
ed, the  gunwales  were  planed 
and  sanded,  then  varnished 
to  match  the  mahogany  trim. 


Fitting  new  decks  and  seats 
isn't  difficult,  and  really  pays 
off  in  appearance. 

These  decks  were  cut  from 
J^-inch  marine  mahogany 
plywood,  the  seats  from  1x8 
mahogany.  The  wood  was 
filled  and  stained,  then  given 
three  coats  of  marine  varnish. 

Ribbed  boat  nails  were  used 
here  instead  of  screws.  They 
have  great  holding  power,  and 
the  heads  are  decorative. 

After  all  paint  has  dried, 
replace  metal  trim  strip  and 
install  the  hardware. 


Maintenance  tips  for  other  types  of  boats 

Metal:  Tighten  loose  rivets;  install  new  rivets  to  close  any  open 
scams:  pound  out  dents  with  hammer  and  dolly.  Patch  with  a  kit 
available  from  vour  dealer.  If  painting,  clean  first  with  metal  etching 
cleaner,  apply  a  marine  metal  primer,  then  the  finish  coat. 

Fiber  glass:  I  sc  repair  kit.  but  get  brand  that  matches  your  boat. 
Paint  with  liber-glass  approved  paint,  or  use  special  primer  that  al- 
lows use  of  marine  enamel.  Rough  open  weave  can  be  eliminated  by 
using  heavy  Oiler  prime  coat  now   available. 

Canvas:  Patch  small  holes  or  rips  with  canoe  glue,  reinforced  inside 
with  canvas  patch.  For  major  repairs,  get  a  kit  and  follow  instruc- 
tions. Remove  old  finishes  with  paint  remover  and  careful  scraping. 
Clean  remover  off  with  alcohol  and  let  dry  thoroughly.  Sand  lightly, 
then  apply  special  brushing  dope  as  directed.

In  the  next  20  years,  the  country'' s  need 
for  scientists  will  double.  Our  hope 
rests  on  today's  high-schoolers.  Here  are 
inducements  to  interest  them  in  science 


A, 


_t  the  age  of  17,  Galileo  made  one  of  the  basic  discoveries  of 
science — that  the  time  of  a  pendulum's  swing  stays  the  same 
no  matter  what  the  arc.  At  20,  Halley  published  a  paper  on 
planets'  orbits.  At  21,  Davy  discovered  laughing  gas.  Marconi, 
at  20,  was  deep  in  wireless  telegraphy.  Edison  got  his  first 
patent  at  21. 

Science  has  always  lured  youth.  The  effort  being  made  by 
this  country  to  strengthen  and  increase  youngsters'  interest  in 
science  is  the  greatest  ever  seen  on  the  face  of  the  earth — with 
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one  exception.  That  exception  is  Soviet  Russia,  which  gradu- 
ates twice  as  many  scientists  and  engineers  as  we  do.  The 
Soviet  effort  is  based  on  a  government-imposed  educational 
program;  ours,  on  the  voluntary  work  of  individuals,  indus- 
tries, and  various  organizations. 

Experts  doubt  that  we  are  practicing  the  American  way 
hard  enough.  Alan  T.  Waterman,  director  of  our  National 
Science  Foundation  said  recently:  "Our  scientists  and  engi- 
neers compare  favorably,  both  in  number  and  in  quality,  with 
those  of  other  countries.  But  we  will  quickly  lose  this  advantage 
unless  we  provide  greater  support  to  basic  research,  and  unless 
we  set  about  reaching  and  training  an  even  greater  number  of 
students  with  aptitude  for  science  and  providing  every  en- 
couragement to  the  highly  gifted." 

A  hopeful  sign  is  that  help  is  being  extended  to  youth.  For 
example,  the  Operations  Research  Office  in  Bethesda,  Mary- 
land (a  division  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University),  gives  sum- 
mer jobs  to  some  high  school  boys  and  girls  talented  in  science 
and  mathematics.

meet  first-year  college  expenses. 
They  learn  from  senior  staff  mem- 
bers, are  introduced  to  books  on 
science  and  the  marvels  of  an  elec- 
tronic computer.  They  receive  vo- 
cational guidance. 

The  first  group,  two  years  ago. 
was  handed  a  man-size  research 
problem:  If  the  Soviet  Union  made 
an  all-out  thermonuclear  attack  on 
the  United  States,  how  would  ra- 
dioactive fallout  affect  the  Eastern 
seaboard?  This  was  part  of  a  stuck" 
O.R.O.  was  doing  for  the  Army. 

The  youngsters  had  to  consider 
such  matters  as  how  the  wind  blows 
on  any  given  day,  how  far  a  radio- 
active particle  of  dust  is  likely  to 
travel  in  a  given  length  of  time, 
and  how  long  a  rescue  team  can 
work  without  receiving  a  critical 
dose  of  radiation.

But 
they  fitted  the  data  together  so  ef- 
fectively that  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  and  the  Department 
of  Defense  held  up  their  report  sev- 
eral months  before  concluding  it 
might  be  discussed  publicly. 

The  researchers'  average  age  u  as 
U1  )  years.  Yet  the  scientists  and 
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Army  officers  who  examined  the 
work  said  it  was  certainly  on  a  par 
with  the  work  of  the  permanent 
staff.  Dr.  Ellis  A.  Johnson,  O.R.O. 
director,  added  that  hiring  the 
teen-agers  had  actually  saved  mon- 
ey. Last  summer,  O.R.O.  gave 
problems  dealing  with  weapons  as 
well  as  civil  defense  to  a  still  larger 
group  of  youngsters. 

In  giving  responsibility  to  teen- 
agers. O.R.O.  is  applying  the  re- 
sults of  an  experiment  conducted 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  R. 
Avis  in  cooperation  with  the  Jack- 
son Memorial  Laboratory  at  Bar 
Harbor.  Maine,  and  with  the  Wor- 
cester Foundation  for  Experimen- 
tal Biology,  located  at  Shrewsbury, 
Massachusetts. 

There,  each  summer,  high  school 
biology  students  once  they  have 
learned  basic  research  techniques, 
can  go  ahead  with  the  same  types 
of  problems  that  are  handled  by 
adult   scientists. 

Student  employment  programs 
similar  to  O.R.O.'s  have  proved 
their  worth  at  Dow  Chemical  in 
Texas  and  Michigan,  at  the  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Standards,  Wash- 
ington. D.  C  and  at  the  Hughes 
Aircraft  Company  in  Culver  City, 


California.  Under  a  New  York 
City  Board  of  Education  program. 
30  high  school  students  spent  the 
summer  as  assistants  to  industrial 
engineers  and  scientists,  at  $50  a 
week. 

Extending  similar  programs 
throughout  industry  may  help  to 
solve  the  scientific  manpower  short- 
age. Some  15,000  industrial  or- 
ganizations are  concerned  with  re- 
search, and  they  could  attract  and 
aid  100,000  gifted  youths. 
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mother  significant  advance  can 
be  seen  in  the  science  fairs  that  light 
up  auditoriums  across  the  land. 
There  are  regional  fairs,  followed 
by  the  National  Science  Fair,  open 
to  the  high  school  sophomores, 
juniors,  and  seniors  who  have  won 
in  an  earlier  event. 

The  prizes  at  the  national  fair 
are  equipment  that  a  winning  con- 
testant wants  in  order  to  continue 
his  study  and  experimentation. 
More  than  the  prizes,  the  contest- 
ants value  the  trip — to  Oak  Ridge, 
Tennessee,  in  1953,  for  instance, 
and  to  Los  Angeles  in  1956. 

At  regional  fairs — sponsored  by 
newspapers  or  educational  institu- 
tions, in  cooperation  with  civic 
groups,  industry,  and  the  medical 
profession — the  award  list  may  be 
longer  than  at  the  national.  The 
list  at  the  Lehigh  Valley  Science 
Fair  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania, 
last  spring  included  five  scholar- 
ships as  top  awards. 

Richer  rewards  beckon  those 
who  enter  the  annual  Science  Tal- 


ent Search,  open  to  all  high  school 
seniors.  Forty  finalists  are  selected 
from  some  25,000  students  who 
take  an  examination  in  their  own 
schools  and  submit  reports  on  in- 
dividual projects. 

Top  awards,  made  on  the  basis 
of  interviews  in  Washington.  D. 
C,  are  5  scholarships,  ranging  from 
$3^000  to  $7,500.  Cash  awards  of 
$250  go  to  the  rest  of  the  finalists. 
Many  additional  scholarships  are 
offered  to  the  finalists  by  various 
institutions,  and  many  of  the  260 
others  receiving  honorable  men- 
tion in  the  Search  also  are  offered 
scholarships. 

Now,  too,  the  federal  adminis- 
tration has  proposed  a  vast  schol- 
arship program  to  benefit  many 
high  school  graduates. 

Still  another  lure  is  Science- 
Achievement  Awards  (140  savings 
bonds  totalling  $10,000).  Contest- 
ants from  seventh  grade  through 
twelfth  grade  are  judged  on  the 
basis  of  projects  in  any  field  of 
science  or  mathematics. 

In  attracting  a  youngster  to  sci- 
ence, surveys  indicate  that  the  one 
greatest  influence  is  his  teacher. 
Therefore,  in  the  campaign  to  lure 
teen-agers  into  research,  teacher 
assistance  is  of  prime  importance. 

Some  boards  of  education  place 
instructors  in  summer  industrial 
jobs,  to  bring  them  up  to  date  on 
new  applications  of  science.  Some- 
young  teachers  train  by  working  in 
industrial  research  halftime  and 
teaching  halftime.  Under  National

Science  Foundation  grants,  sum- 
mer institutes  and  special  training 
programs  during  the  teaching  year 
are  held  for  science  and  mathe- 
matics teachers,  and  universities 
pay  teachers  to  study  during  year- 
long leaves  of  absence  from  their 
jobs.  Industrial  firms  offer  hun- 
dreds of  fellowships. 

Nearly  all  opportunities  for  to- 
day's science-minded  youngster 
depend  upon  a  cooperation  of  the 
schools.  Here  are  points  you  may 
want  to  discuss  with  teachers  or 
principals: 

Will  your  school  or  community 
have  a  science  fair?  Does  the  school 
announce  the  Science  Talent 
Search,  encourage  students  to  start 
projects  early,  and  discuss  previous 
examination  questions?  Is  your 
school  participating  in  the  Science 
Achievement  Awards  program? 
Does  your  school  have  a  good  li- 
brary of  science  books  or  access  to 
a  "traveling"  science  library?  Is  it 
making  use  of  booklets  and  film 
strips  available  from  industrial 
groups  and  companies?  Do  students 
and  teachers  read  Tomorrow 's  Sci- 
entists magazine  published  by  the 
Future  Scientists  of  America  Foun- 
dation? Do  they  have  information 
this  Foundation  provides  about 
scholarships  and  careers? 

Do  your  schools  encourage  ele- 
mentary teachers  to  introduce  pro- 
jects dealing  with  weather,  health, 
plant  life,  the  stars,  and  other  as- 
pects of  science? 

Do  your  schools  arrange  for  visit- 
ing scientists,  doctors,  and  engi- 
neers to  give  students  career  coun- 
sel? Is  your  community  providing 
summer  jobs  for  teachers  and  tal- 
ented young  people  where  they  can 
gain  better  understanding  of  what 
the  sciences  and  engineering  offer 
and  demand?

f  your  child  is  an  able  student  and 
science-minded,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  his  talents  will  be  in  demand 
in  the  the  teaching  field,  in  research, 
in  industry,  and  in  the  health  fields, 
not  just  for  the  next  few  years  but  in 
the  long-range  future.

J-iader  Vic  has  a  pet  theory: 
When  you  have  an  accumulation 
of  friends,  whether  they  number 
two  or  20,  you  have  ample  grounds 
for  a  party.  And  he  believes  in  the 
easy-does-it  approach — an  infor- 
mal luau  (feast),  for  instance. 

He  doesn't  suggest  anyone  at- 
tempt a  luau  typical  of  the  Islands. 
Instead,  he  says  to  slant  your  menu 
to  tropical  foods  and  capture  the 
gay  spirit  of  Polynesian  feasting. 

No  ti  leaves  for  your  luau:1  Don't 
by  stymied.  Flat  ferns  or  other 
broad  leaves,  even  matting  will  do. 
No  bird-of-paradisc  blossoms?  Any 
flowers  that  mass  well  and  don't 
wilt  quickly  are  fine — daisies,  corn- 
I low crs.  pinks,  asters,  mums,  dahl- 
ias, carnations.  Whatever  you  use, 
have  a  profusion  of  blooms  to  give 
the  feeling  of  lush  abundance.  Raid 
your  garden,  ask  friends  to  raid 
theirs. 

Have  a  luau  indoors  or  out,  set 
it  up  at  ground  level  or  on  a  table, 
but  have  the  surroundings  beauti- 
ful. At  an  authentic  Tahitian  luau, 
everybody  eats  with  fingers — and 
you  can  be  sure  nothing  breaks  the 
ice  faster  than  that.  For  haoles 
(mainlanders),  set  out  chopsticks 
or  forks. 

Nice  thing  about  the  menu,  you 
can  simplify  it  merely  by  leaving 
out  something  or  making  substitu- 
tions of  your  own  which  seem  ap- 
propriate.

.ecently,  a  number  of  orthopedic  surgeons 
have  noticed  many  cases  in  which  toddlers'  legs 
from  hips  to  feet  were  turned  either  inward  or 
outward  in  a  marked  degree,  rather  than  being 
held  in  the  normal  midline  position.  The  ortho- 
pedists noted,  also,  that  there  seemed  to  be  a 
definite  relationship  between  these  distortions 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  children  had  been 
accustomed  to  sleep  since  early  infancy. 

One  authority  who  has  studied  these  condi- 
tions tells  us,  "I  think  that  if  a  baby  always 
sleeps  in  the  same  position,  deformities  can  re- 
sult. II  he  sleeps  in  various  positions,  which  most 
babies  do,  it's  unlikely  there  will  be  a  problem. 
Chief  criticism  is  that  of  always  sleeping  in  the 
'knee-chest'  or  in  the  so-called  'frog'  position." 

Notice  the  picture  of  Baby  sleeping  on  his 
stomach  and  you'll  see  what  is  meant  by  frog 
position.  An  infant  lying  on  his  back  also  will 
hold  his  legs  in  this  frog  position. 

For  several  months  after  birth,  the  baby's 
knees  remain  flexed  except  when  he  is  kicking 


166 


or  stretching.  When  the  usually  bulky,  too  large, 
diaper  is  put  on  the  tiny  infant,  his  thighs  are 
forced  apart  so  that,  if  he  is  placed  on  his  stom- 
ach or  back,  his  legs — with  knees  flexed — are  at 
right  angles  to  his  body.  As  a  result,  his  hips  are 
rotated  outward. 

A  baby  may  stay  in  this  position  (whether  on 
stomach  or  back)  most  of  the  time  until  he  is  old 
enough  to  turn  by  himself.  The  muscles  and  liga- 
ments about  the  hip  may  become  stretched  and 
fixed  in  this  position  of  outward  rotation. 

Then,  when  the  child  is  old  enough  to  stand, 
the  entire  leg  is  turned  outward.  The  ortho- 
pedist comments,  "One  foot  goes  east  and  one 
goes  west."  At  examination,  the  physician  can 
turn  the  youngster's  legs,  without  any  discom- 
fort, until  the  kneecaps  point  90  degrees  side- 
ways; but  the  legs  can  be  turned  inward  only 
until  the  knees  point  straight  forward.  Such  a 
child  walks  with  his  legs  rotated  outward  at  the 
hips  about  halfway  between  these  two  points.

apt  to  have  become  flat-footed,  al- 
so, because  of  the  way  his  feet  have 
rested  on  the  mattress  while  sleep- 
ing so  regularly  on  his  stomach  or 
back. 

The  reverse  effect  may  result  if 
a  baby  persists  in  sleeping  in  the 
knee-chest  position — with  his  knees 
drawn  up  under  him,  hips  up  in  the 
air,  and  feet  turned  in  toward  each 
other,  in  a  pigeon-toed  fashion. 

Pediatricians  may  suggest  this 
position  "to  help  get  the  gas  off  the 
stomach."  And  mothers  like  the 
knee-chest  position  because  Baby's 
less  likely  to  kick  off  his  covers  in 
his  sleep. 


B 


ut,  chances  are  that  the  baby 
who  sleeps  in  this  position  will 
crawl  with  his  feet  turned  in  to- 
ward each  other,  and  will  sit  back 
on  his  lower  legs  with  his  feet 
turned  in.  This  twists  the  lower  leg 
inward.  When  he  walks,  the  entire 
leg  turns  in  from  the  hips  and  the 
child  has  the  appearance  of  being 
bow-legged.  He  also  may  be  pi- 
geon-toed. 

This  condition  is  called  "medi- 
al torsion."  A  few  babies  are  born 
with  it,  in  which  case  treatment  is 
more  difficult  than  if  it  has  devel- 
oped as  the  result  of  faulty  sleeping 
and  sitting  positions. 

fortunately,  the  conditions  de- 
scribed can  be  corrected.  But  it 
may  take  months.  The  baby's  phy- 
sician will  instruct  the  parents  how 
to  manipulate  the  child's  feet  and 
legs  into  the  correct  positions. 
Morning  and  evening  sessions  of 
this  manipulation  are  necessary 
until  the  legs  and  feet  assume  the 
correct  position. 

In  some  cases,  treatment  by  an 
orthopedic  specialist  may  be  re- 
quired. The  earlier  either  the  in- 
ward-turning or  outward-turning 
condition  is  recognized,  the  easier 
the  correction.  It  is  not  safe  to  as- 
sume that  the  deformity  will  cor- 
rect itself. 

To  prevent  the  development  of 
either  inward  or  outward  rotation 
of  the  legs,  it  is  recommended  that 
the  baby  be  taught  to  sleep  on  its 
side,  with  hips  and  knees  gently 
flexed.  After  one  feeding,  place 
Baby  on  one  side;  after  the  next 
feeding,  on  the  other  side,  so  that 
he  doesn't  form  the  habit  of  always 
sleeping  on  the  same  side. 


U, 


'  ntil  Baby  is  accustomed  to  it, 
he  can  be  kept  on  his  side  by  tuck- 
ing a  small  pillow  or  rolled  baby 
blanket  behind  his  hips  and 
shoulders. 

Sleeping  on  the  side,  alternating 
from  one  side  to  the  other,  also 
prevents  deformities  of  the  jaws 
and   gives  a   better  shaped   head. 

Baby  should  never  be  placed  on 
his  back  after  a  feeding,  until  he  is 
able  to  turn  over  by  himself,  be- 
i  ause  of  danger  of  regurgitation. 

Let  the  baby  exercise  on  his 
stomach  when  he  is  awake.  Sleep- 
ing on  his  stomach  can  certainly  be 
allowed  occasionally.  Just  be  sure 
it  doesn't  become  a  habit.

THE  FIRST  JOB  of  an  architect  is  to  understand  what  you 
have  in  mind  for  your  home.  You'll  want  to  tell  him  all 
about  yourselves  so  he  can  suggest  ideas  that  will  match 
your  house  to  your  hobbies,  your  children,  and  you.  He  can 
make  a  small  house  work  well,  and  make  any  house  look 
better. 

If  you  are  considering  an  older  house,  he  examines  it  for 
structural  soundness  and  plan  convenience.  He  knows  of  the 
neighborhood  values,  potential  worth,  and  schools. 

If  you're  001112:  to  build  a  new  house,  but  don't  yet  know 
where,  he'll  help  you  choose  a  suitable  lot  to  fit  the  size  and 
type  of  house  you're  planning,  and  your  budget.  If  your  lot's 
already  chosen,  he'll  visit  the  property  to  determine  the 
local  conditions  firsthand:  orientation,  grade,  breeze,  view, 
excavation  conditions,  and  any  special  considerations. 

Next,  your  architect  will  develop  rough  sketches  showing 
the  over-all  character,  the  room  sizes  and  arrangement.  He 
will  discuss  these  drawings  with  you — over  and  over  a°:ain — 
to  include  all  that's  desired,  omit  all  that's  not  necessary. 

Xow  the  final  working  drawings  are  prepared.  They  work 
for  your  builder  like  a  dress  pattern  for  your  wife.  All  ma- 
terials and  equipment  are  described  on  these  drawings  and 
in  the  specifications  which  accompany  them.  There'll  be  no 
doubt  about  extras  you  thought  were  included,  no  misunder- 
standings about  quality  or  quantity.  Any  changes  you  want 
to  make  alons;  the  way  will  be  worked  out  to  best  advantage 
by  your  architect. 

A  group  of  builders  (selected  by  you  and  the  architect) 


bid  on  the  plans  and  specifications.  When  all  bids  have  been 
received,  the  architect  helps  you  choose  the  builder  who  will 
give  the  most  performance  for  the  lowest  price. 

The  architect  then  examines  construction  progress  to  see 
that  the  specifications  and  drawings  are  followed  exactly. 
This  assures  that  all  the  materials  are  of  the  quality  specified, 
and  are  used  as  recommended.  Xo  short-cut  building  tech- 
niques, or  "almost-as-good"'  materials  are  allowed.  He  also 
keeps  records  to  see  that  the  contractor  is  paid  when  due, 
not  before.  When  the  house  is  completed,  all  guarantees  are 
filed  to  be  sure  you've  got  what  you  paid  for. 

HOW  MUCH  DOES  THIS  SERVICE  COST0  As  in  any 
other  profession,  charges  will  vary.  The  architect's  fee  is 
determined  right  at  the  start,  though,  and  written  into  a 
contract  signed  by  you  and  the  architect.  For  consultation 
on  special  projects,  or  for  constructive  criticism  of  your  ex- 
isting plans,  the  fee  usually  depends  on  the  time  consumed. 

For  the  design  and  construction  supervision  of  a  new 
home,  there  are  three  methods  of  payment:  (1)  a  percentage 
of  the  total  cost  of  the  home,  usually  7-10  percent;  (2)  an 
agreed-on  fixed  sum:  or  (3)  a  salary  plus  expenses. 

For  remodeling  projects,  fees  are  usually  higher  because 
much  additional  supervision  and  drawing  time  is  required. 

Will  an  architect  save  you  money?  Yes,  but  you  won't 
have  it  left  in  your  wallet.  You'll  have  it  in  the  increased 
value  of  your  house,  worth  more  now  in  family  pleasure, 
more  later  in  dollars  if  vou  decide  to  sell.

Iris  borers  can  be  stopped  now 


Pest  is  an  accurate  word  for  iris  borers.  They  work  un- 
seen, for  the  most  part,  and  complete  their  damage 
before  there's  much  evidence  they've  been  busy. 

Fortunately,  you  can  control  the  young  borers  easi- 
ly. A  DDT  spray  every  10  days  from  late  April  through 
May  gives  excellent  control.  Later  in  the  season,  when 
the  borers  have  tunneled  into  the  rhizomes,  they  are 
more  difficult  to  destroy.  Two  new  chemicals,  Thimet 
and  Trithion  will  do  the  job  at  this  stage,  but  they  are 
considered  dangerous  for  the  home  gardener  to  use. 

Instead,  severely  infested  iris  are  best  dug  up  and 
divided  after  flowering.  Borers  can  then  be  out. 


Groundcovers  weeded  chemically 


Groundcovers  are  widely  recommended  for  low-main- 
tenance areas — as  laborsavers.  Unfortunately,  ground- 
cover  plantings  often  become  badly  infested  with  weeds 
soon  after  planting.  The  choice  has  been  either  metic- 
ulous handwork  or  the  permanent  nuisance  of  weeds. 
Now  research  workers  at  Michigan  State  University 


have  found  that  most  weeds  could  be  eliminated  from 
groundcover  plantings  with  Alanap  or  Crag  1.  These 
two  chemicals  are  standard  weed  killers. 

Groundcovers  used  in  the  Michigan  tests  included 
ajuga,  euonymus,  English  ivy,  pachysandra,  and 
Japanese  honeysuckle.  Crag  1  was  safe  on  all  plants 
except  ajuga,  which  was  severely  injured.  Alanap  was 
safe  except  on  ajuga,  pachysandra,  and  English  ivy. 


Feed  more  in  wet  years 


Tests  at  Michigan  State  show  that  heavy  rains  leach 
nutrients  from  the  leaves  of  all  types  of  plants. 

The  amount  of  the  loss  depends  on  the  type  of  plant, 
light  intensity,  and  the  age  of  the  foliage.  Mature 
leaves  lose  more  nutrients  than  young  ones. 

In  addition  to  loss  of  basic  chemical  nutrients, 
large  amounts  of  sugar  are  leached  out  of  the  leaves 
by  rain.  This  may  account  for  the  fact  that  fruits 
gathered  in  rainy  weather  sometimes  lack  flavor. 

Gardeners  striving  for  optimum  growth  of  flowers, 
fruits,  and  vegetables  should  feed  more  often  during 
wet  growing  seasons  than  in  dry  ones.

When  your  tulips  and  daffodil  flowers  fade  this  spring, 
don't  cut  off  the  old  flower  stems. 

Just  snap  off  the  flower  head.  The  stem  serves  as  an 
extra  leaf,  producing  additional  food  to  the  ripening 
bull).  If  the  flowers  alone  are  snapped  off,  tulips  and 
daffodils  produce  stronger  bulbs  and  better  flowers.

I  had  to  wear  a  coat  as  breezes 
blew  chill  from  the  north.  First 
chore  though  was  to  cultivate  the 
early  vegetable  bed.  The  big  idea 
is  to  get  the  weeds  while  they  are 
small,  (.'arried  on  at  further  weed- 
ing of  roses.

New  rose  black  spot  control 


A  new  fungicide,  Phaltan,  has  taken  top  honors  in  rose 
black  spot  tests  during  the  past  two  years.  It  has  also 
proved  effective  against  iris  leaf  spot,  snapdragon  rust, 
and  chrysanthemum  leaf  spot. 

Phaltan  is  chemically  related  to  Captan,  one  of  our 
best  fungicides.  The  difference  is  that  four  hydrogen 
particles  have  been  knocked  off  the  Captan  molecule. 
For  some  reason,  this  change  steps  up  the  ability  of 
the  chemical  to  kill  fungi. 

Phaltan  also  kills  downy  and  powdery  mildews, 
which  were  not  controlled  well  by  Captan.  Because 
Phaltan  does  the  job  of  two  or  three  previous  fungi- 
cides, control  of  rose  diseases  will  be  easier  for  all  of  us. 

Better  mite  control  found 

Delnav,  an  exciting  new  insecticide,  promises  to  help 
gardeners  control  some  of  their  most  difficult  insects. 
It  has  proved  effective  as  a  control  for  aphids,  leaf 
hoppers,  flea  beetles,  and  similar  pests. 

But  most  important,  it  controls  redspider-mites — ' 
eight  different  kinds.  The  ability  to  control  redspiders 
is  particularly  important  to  gardeners  because  red- 
spiders  and  other  mites  develop  a  resistance  to  insecti- 
cides in  a  few  generations. 

Permanent  solutions  of  the  redspider  problems  will 
probably  be  the  result  of  a  new  technique,  perhaps 
from  physiology  or  biology,  rather  than  chemistry.  In 
the  meantime,  new  chemicals  like  Delnav  give  us  an 
immediate  control  and  time  for  more  basic  research.

STUDENTS 


Several  "big  name"  colleges  can  accept 
only  a  fraction  of  their  applicants,  but 
many  other  good  schools  have  vacancies

m, 


ith  over  3,250,000  students  enrolled  in  American  col- 
leges and  universities,  and  with  this  number  expected  to 
double  within  the  next  10  years,  more  and  more  young 
Americans  are  finding  it  difficult  to  enter  the  school  of 
their  choice.  Last  year,  Tufts  admitted  only  one-fifth  of 
their  applicants,  Harvard  took  1,100  of  3,600,  and  at 
Columbia  just  650  of  2,700  were  accepted. 

Yet  there  are  many  other  fully  accredited  institutions 
which  have  room  on  their  campuses  and  in  their  class- 
rooms for  additional  qualified  students. 

One  reason  for  this  paradox  is  the  mushrooming  use  of 
multiple  applications — some  students  apply  to  as  many 
as  30  schools  at  the  same  time.  As  a  result,  colleges  find 
that  many  of  those  accepted  don't  show  up.  To  combat 
this  situation,  a  few  schools  set  artificially  high  admission 
quotas.  Brown  accepts  1,200  in  order  to  be  sure  of  having 
620  freshmen.  Yassar  admits  650  to  get  400.  In  spite  of  all 
precautions,  however,  some  colleges  find  themselves  vic- 
tims of  the  multiple  application  mania,  and  enter  the 
school  year  with  unfilled  classes. 

Some  of  the  schools  seeking  more  students  come  from  a 
largely  forgotten  source  of  learning — the  many  good  non- 
accredited  schools  across  the  nation. 

The  six  major  sources  of  accreditation  in  the  United 
States  are  regional.  To  be  accredited  by  any  one  of  these 
groups,  a  college  must  meet  certain  standards  in  curricu- 
lum, teaching  methods,  library  facilities,  faculty,  and 
financial  backing.  Many  nonaccredited  schools  meet  all 
the  requirements  except  the  financial  one.  They  simply 
don't  have  enough  money. 

A  number  of  these  colleges  have  grouped  together  in 
order  to  publicize  their  advantages,  increase  enrollment, 
and  develop  to  the  point  where  they  can  become  fully  ac- 
credited. They  call  themselves  the  Council  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Small  Colleges.  Each  member  school,  al- 
though not  accredited  by  its  regional  association,  has  its 
credits  approved  by  its  state  department  of  education,  by 
the  state  university,  or  by  three  other  colleges  which  are 
members  of  the  appropriate  regional  association. 

There  are,  of  course,  drawbacks  in  attending  CASC  in- 
stitutions. For  one  thing,  graduate  schools  may  not  ac- 
cept their  credits.  For  another,  it  might  be  difficult  to 
transfer  from  them  to  some  accredited  schools.  But  these 
often-overlooked  colleges  can  provide  a  good  education 
for  the  prospective  student  who  chooses  wisely.

To  cut  away  old  linish  for  "new 
■wood"  start,  team  paint  remover 
with  fine  steel  wool.  Apply  it  liberal- 
ly; you  may  need  two  coats. 

Buff  inserts  and  sole  plates — start 
with  fairly  coarse  steel  wool  and 
work  to  fine,  or  use  line-grit  alumi- 
num oxide  or  emery  paper — until 
they're  shiny  clean.  It's  best  not  to 
use  power  equipment. 
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\\  hen  scoring  marks  across  heads 
and  inserts  are  clean,  wipe  white 
lead  in  "grooves,"  let  it  set  for  sev- 
eral minutes,  remove  excess. 

Cloth  stretched  across  the  tip  of 
screwdriver  does  good  cleaning  job 
between  marks.  Before  you  continue 
relinishing  process,  let  lead  harden 
completely;  it  dries  in  day  or  so.

If  old  finish  looks  worn  in  spots,  re- 
stain  heads  before  you  apply  the 
white  lead  to  the  scoring. 

Use  penetrating  stain  (you  can 
buy  it  in  variety  of  (inishes)  and 
brush  it  on  evenly. 

When  stain  dries,  buff  wood  very 
lightly  with  line  steel  wool,  and  give 
it  several  coats  of  lacquer,  building 
it  to  tough  surface. 


With  saddle  soap,  water  —  or  other 
leather  cleaner  —  remove  dirt,  grime 
on  grips.  You  may  need  several  ap- 
plications 'til  water  stays  clean. 

\\  hen  grips  dry  (don't  apply  heat), 
go  over  them  with  thin  coat  of  bees- 
wax to  restore  nonslip  qualities.  It 
also  keeps  'em  soft.  Pitted  shafts? 
Kub  them  smooth  with  aluminum 
foil.  Wax  and  buff  with  soft  cloth. 


Rewrapping  neck  collars  isn't  as  dif- 
ficult as  you  might  think. 

Use  extra-strong  nylon  lish  cord 
for  this  job.  Start  about  inch  up 
shaft,  tucking  over  "'leader"  (arrow  ) 
and  holding  it  tight  while  you  start 
I  he  wrapping  procedure. 

Loop  the  cord  around  the  shaft 
several  times,  pulling  it  taut  as  pos- 
sible. Keep  leader  straight. 


With  shaft  across  knee,  slowlv  re- 
volve head,  which  twines  each  lav- 
er  of  the  cord  smoothly  and  evenly 
around  the  shaft.  Go  slowly. 

1 1  old  shaft  steady;  let  it  turn  un- 
der heel  of  your  hand  while  you  ap- 
plj   slight  pressure  to  it. 

He  sure  von  keep  the  curd  tight  as 
possible  during  the  entire  wrapping 
operation  so  it  doesn't  unwind. 


To  "tie-off"  cord,  pull  it  about  18 
inches  from  shall  and  make  ibis 
loop,  which  goes  over  head  of  club. 
Picture  loop  as  an  K-shape.  I  oop 
end  of  cord  forms  "top,"  the  shall  is 
the  "middle,"  and  "free"  end  (ar- 
row) is  "bottom"  of  the  E. 
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\\  rap  loop  around  shaft  so  "free" 
end  of  cord  goes  under  it  (see  dia- 
grammatic photo,  left).  'Phis  cord 
acts  as  "fold  back  leader." 

Do  live  of  these  wraps  with  loop; 
pull  it  tight,  and  clip.  Give  new  col- 
lar Beveral  brush  coats  of  lacquer.

A  too-soft  bouncy  mattress  that  you  sink  into,  doesn't  relax 
the  muscles  of  your  back.  So  they  grow  wearier,  weaker,  often  ache 
in  the  morning.

Vegetables :  Make  another  sowing  of  cucumbers,  sweet 
corn,  beans,  beets,  and  carrots  for  late  season  use.  .  .  .  Give 
vine-type  vegetables  supports  so  they  take  up  less  space.  You 
can  grow  staked  tomatoes  in  cans  where  space  is  limited. 

Shrubs  and  trees :  Rake  fallen  holly  leaves  and  burn 
them  to  destroy  the  leaf  miner.

June  garden  reminders

South  and  Southeast 


Lawns :  Feed  rather  than 
seed  to  thicken  up  a  thin 
Bermuda  lawn.  Mow  and 
feed  regularly  through  the 
season  to  have  a  prize  lawn  that  reflects  good  care. 

Fruits:  Discard  old  boysenberry  and  youngberry  plants 
as  soon  as  your  new  plants  begin  to  bear  fruit.  You  can  easily 
start  new  cane  fruits  by  pegging  shoot  tips  to  the  ground. 
They  will  soon  take  root  and  form  new  plants. 

Annuals,  perennials,  bulbs:  Remove  spent  annuals 
and  prepare  soil  for  setting  in  new  annuals.  Include  zinnias, 
ageratum,  alyssum,  petunias,  and  marigolds.  .  .  .  Start  per- 
ennials from  seed  in  a  partly  shaded  spot,  protected  from 
wind,  and  handy  to  water  supply.  .  .  .  Keep  gloxinias  and 
tuberous  begonias  in  shaded,  cool  places.  .  .  .  Set  out  water- 
lilies,  cannas,  gladiolus,  and  other  tender  bulbs. 

Shrubs  and  trees :  Cut  off  faded  roses  regularly  so  they 
present  a  neat  appearance  and  to  stimulate  development  of 
new  blooms.  .  .  .  Next  time  you  have  the  hose  out,  give  newly 
planted  shrubs  and  trees  a  deep  soaking. 


California 


Lawns :  Keep  watering  lawn  on  a  week- 
ly schedule  from  now  on.  Give  it  at  least 
an  inch  of  water  each  week  if  you  want 
to  encourage  deep  rooting.  .  .  .  Spray 
with  chlordane  or  dieldrin  to  control  lawn  insects. 

Fruits:  Check  over  espalier  fruit  plants  to  determine  the 
kind  you  would  like  growing  against  garden  walls.  Some  of 
the  best  are  lemon,  persimmon,  orange,  fig,  pear,  and  apple. 
The  fig  offers  no  spray  problem  and  you  will  have  no  worry 
about  spray  stain  on  the  wall. 

Vegetables :  There  is  still  time  to  set  out  plants  of  toma- 
toes, peppers,  and  eggplants.  Sow  seed  of  snap  beans,  lima 
beans,  sweet  corn,  and  summer  squash. 

Annuals,  perennials,  bulbs:  Visit  local  nurseries  to 
select  potted  flowering  perennials  in  bloom  for  your  garden. 


Texas-Southwest 


Lawns :  Warm  weather  is  best 
for  starting  new  lawns  both 
for  seeding  or  sprigging.  Use 
the  hulled  Bermuda  seed.  Or, 

sprigs  which  are  planted  on  12-inch  centers. 

Shrubs  and  trees :  When  spring-flowering  shrubs  have 

finished  blooming,  feed  them.  Scratch  plant  food  in  at  base 

of  plants — then  water. 

Annuals,  perennials,  and  bulbs:  Yellow  fall  crocus 

bulbs  should  be  set  out  as  soon  as  possible.  Be  sure  you  mark 

where  they  are  so  you  won't  accidentally  dig  them  up. 


Cut  old  flower  heads  from  choice 
lilac  shrubs  to  increase  strength  for 
next  spring's  flowers.  Make  your  cut 
just  below  the  seed  heads. 
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Support  tall  border  flowers  against 
wind  and  rain.  Attach  tie  to  stake, 
then  tie  stem  loosely  to  stake.  Use 
stakes  and  ties  that  blend  in.

Check  your  own  wiring 

Here's  a  safe,  simple  way  to  estimate 
your  home's  ''E.Q."  (electrical  quotient) 


JL-Low  do  you  know  your  home  has  adequate  wiring? 
There  are  definite  signs  of  trouble  and  these  deserve  immedi- 
ate attention — even  though  you  rarely  blow  a  fuse  or  trip  a 
circuit  breaker.  Lights"  may  dim,  and  TV  images  shrink 
when  a  motor  or  appliance  comes  on.  Wires  may  heat  up 
unknown  to  you.  Your  home  may  have  marginal  wiring, 
just  waiting  for  an  extra  electrical  straw  to  break  its  back. 

Here's  how  to  check  your  house-power:  Station  members 
of  the  family  in  different  rooms ;  then  go  to  fuse  or  breaker 
box,  disconnect  one  circuit  (by  1.  pulling  down  main  pow- 
er switch;  2.  unscrewing  fuse  or  turning  off  circuit  breaker; 
3.  raising  power  switch).  Have  your  observers  note,  one  by 
one,  which  outlets,  fixtures,  and  appliances  are  affected. 
Note:  check  each  outlet  individually,  then  turn  off  its  equip- 
ment before  going  on.  Repeat  three  steps  described  above 
with  each  fuse  or  circuit  breaker. 

Make  a  sketch  of  each  circuit  (to  post  near  the  junction 
box  later),  and  add  up  the  amperage  (current  used)  of  all 
lights  and  appliances  it  might  be  called  on  to  operate.  Use 
the  table  below  if  amperage  rating  isn't  indicated  (or  divide 
watts  by  115  to  get  amps).  Most  circuits  should  carry  less 
than  15  amps;  some  circuits  in  newer  wiring  systems  can 
take  up  to  20  amps.  Caution:  don't  use  a  bigger  fuse  than 
the  size  recommended  for  each  circuit — fuses  are  there  for 
your  own  protection  against  wiring  damage  and  possible 
overheating,  which  could  cause  a  fire. 

Your  pencil-and-paper  results  may  surprise  you.  The 
kitchen,  for  example,  may  have  a  large  potential  overload.  It 
may  need  another  circuit  for  your  many  plug-in  appliances. 
Your  local  power  company  will  advise  you  on  remedies.

First  things  first 

►  Read  the  label  before  you  buy.  Be  sure  you  get  the  right 
weed  killer  for  the  right  weeds.  Labels  tell  you  the  names 
of  the  weeds  controlled. 

►  Read  the  label  after  you  buy.  The  manufacturer  will  tell 
you  how  to  apply  his  particular  product  so  it  will  be  most 
effective — how  much  to  use,  how  often. 

►  Mow  the  lawn  before  you  apply  weed  killers.  With  short- 
er grass,  more  weed  tiller  hits  the  weeds. 

►  Get  after  weeds  in  the  spring,  before  they  toughen  up. 

►  Give  your  lawn  an  extra  feeding  after  the  weeding,  to  help 
grass  fill  in  the  bare  spots  left  by  weeds.  Overseed  thin 
areas  in  August  to  crowd  out  weeds  next  year. 


Spray  carefully  to  prevent  damage  to  shrubs 


Here  are  two  degrees  of  weed -killer  damage,  com- 
pared to  normal  growth  on  left.  Both  distorted 
shoots  were  hit  by  2,4-D,  carried  by  wind. 

Even  a  slight  breeze  can  carry  smaller  spray 
droplets  long  distances.  Fortunately,  shrubs 
usually  outgrow  this  sort  of  damage.  Annuals  and 
young  perennials  may  be  killed. 


For  spot- treating 
weeds 

Aerosols  make  quick  work  of 
poison-ivy  control.  They  are 
loaded  with  special  chemical 
that's  death  to  i\  y. 

Other  bombs  are  available 
for  controlling  broad-leaved 
weeds,  such  as  plantain  and 
dandelions. 

One  type  has  a  pigment  in 
the  liquid,  so  that  you  can 
easily  tell  treated  weeds.

Plain  dirt 
iardener

•June  1  After  a  hard  day  at  the 
office.  I  was  sorta  tired  out  by  the 
time  I  was  home.  I  rested  a  bit. 
Then  out  to  my  garden. 

The  big  chore  was  to  sharpen 
my  little  beet-thinning  hoe  with  a 
12-inch  handle.  Then  down  on 
knees,  I  hoed  in  the  annual  bed, 
close  up,  to  get  weeds  away  from 
the  plants. 

June  if  Mums  were  news  today. 
There  was  that  bed  all  ready.  Last 
fall  I  had  given  it  a  coat  of  com- 
post. David  had  tilled  this  into  the 
soil.  Today  I  scattered  two  bales 
of  peat  and  worked  this  in  with  the 
wheel  hoe.  Then  I  went  to  work  at 
planting. 

June  lO  On  my  way  home,  I 
stopped  at  three  different  garden 
stores,  to  buy  needfuls.  Another 
box  of  high  analysis  soluble  plant 
food,  flats  of  petunia  plants,  a  doz- 
en tetra  snapdragons,  and  some  6- 
foot  tomato  stakes. 

That  row  of  green  onions  in  the 
early  vegetable  bed  was  all  used 
up.  So  this  I  spaded  and  there  I 
put  in  a  row  of  F-l  hybrid  petunias, 
including  a  dozen  of  Red  Satin.  I 
finished  setting  out  the  mums. 
There  was  space  left  over  for  those 
snapdragons. 

June  1.7  Maggie  has  a  wonderful 
bouquet  on  the  dining  table  in  a 
vase.  It  is  a  big  spray  of  white 
blooms  of  Philadelphus,  which 
some  folks  call  mockorange.  These 
are  in  bloom  here  and  all  around 
the  community  now.  I  have  several 
varieties. 

June  17  Soil  had  dried  out,  so  put 
in  a  busy  afternoon.  Used  wheel 
hoe  to  cultivate  two  beds  of  roses, 
new  mum  bed,  beans  in  vegetable 
patch.  Sowed  my  zinnia  seeds. 
Sounds  late,  but  still  time.  Put  in  a 
row  of  Gleam  nasturtiums.  Planted 
four  varieties  of  the  All-America 
glads. 

I  took  those  6-foot  tomato  stakes 
I  had  bought  the  other  day.  Sharp- 
ened one  end  of  each.  Drove  them 
in  the  ground  alongside  the  two 
rows  of  Cuthberton  and  floribunda 
sweetpeas.  Put  'em  about  6  feet 
apart.  Then  with  heavy  twine  I 
made  a  fence  along  the  stakes,  on 
which  the  vines  can  grow  upward. 
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June  20  Set  out  some  more  cab- 
bage and  tomato  plants,  from  my 
supply  in  the  coldframe.  Then  used 
the  whetstone  on  the  family  scythe 
and  mowed  down  weeds  around 
the  back. 

June  21  This  is  the  day  Maggie 
has  been  waiting  for.  The  Califor- 
nia poppies  began  to  bloom.  Mine, 
not  hers.  She  had  planted  some  of 
her  own  at  the  rear  of  the  lawn. 
The  cats  have  been  taking  naps  on 
hers. 

June  24  It  has  been  raining  so 
much,  David  couldn't  mow  the 
grass.  And  my,  how  the  weeds  have 
grown ! 

But  the  sweetpeas  have  grown 
six  inches  up  their  support.  There 
is  bloom  on  the  ragged  robin,  blos- 
soms on  beans  and  tomatoes,  and 
the  rose  beds  were  a  vast  carpet  of 
gorgeous  color. 

June  26  More  rain  last  night.  Soil 
too  wet  to  work.  But  with  David 
taking  the  big  reel  mower  and  my 
taking  the  smaller  rotary  one,  we 
managed  to  mow  the  grass  over  the 
whole  place. 

Maggie  made  a  major  raid  on 
the  roses  this  afternoon.  There  was 
a  big  vase  of  blooms  on  the  supper 
table.  I  looked  'em  over  to  see  if 
she  had  cut  any  of  my  prize  new 
ones.  But  she's  smart  about  it.  She 
had  cut  only  the  older,  familiar 
ones. 

June  29  At  last,  the  first  sweetpea 
blooms  opened  up,  I  picked  three 
stems  of  floribunda  type  and  took 
them  in  to  Mrs.  Maggie.  Too  wet 
to  work,  so  I  scrubbed  and  put  up 
a  few  screens  not  yet  in  place. 

It  dried  enough  so  I  could  pull 
weeds  by  hand  in  the  annual  bed. 
Next  thing  I  knew,  there  was  thun- 
der, then  rain  falling.  I  had  to  run 
to  the  house. 

-June  30  Cleared  up  some  more 
space  and  moved  annual  plants  in- 
to it  from  my  supply  in  the  cold- 
frame,  where  I  had  grown  them 
from  seed.

PREHISTORIC  Indian  dwell- 
ings here  (picture  at  left)  are  the 
finest  in  the  country.  They  reveal 
a  story  of  ancient  people  dating 
hack  10,000  years. 

Mesa  Verde  (Spanish  for  Green 
Table   or    flat-topped    mountain) 
stands  2,000  feet  above  surround- 
ing country.  A  2  J  2-hour  auto  trip 
will  take  you  to  the  highest  point 
— about  7,500  feet.  The  top  slopes 
southward,   and   the  spring  rains 
running  off  to  the  Mancos  River 
have  cut  deep  and  almost  parallel  canyons.  Along  the  canyon 
walls  are  spectacular  cliff  dwellings,  and  on  top  are  the  still- 
earlier  pit  houses  and  pueblos.  Many  excavated  pit  houses, 
surface  pueblos,  and  cliff  houses  can  be  visited  on  free  tours. 
Cliff  Palace  is  the  largest  and  most  famous  sight  in  the  park. 
Studies  have  placed  its  construction  between  1073  and  1273. 
Another  high  li«ht  of  your  visit  will  be  a  trip  to  Balcony  House, 
literally  hung  on  the  face  of  a  cliff. 

Spruce  Tree  Lodge  offers  about  100  rooms,  facilities  ranging 
from  tents  to  cabins.  There's  also  a  campground.

SO  REMOTE  from  usual  vaca- 
tion travel,  Big  Bend  has  only 
about  100,000  visitors  annually. 
Still,  it  offers  1,000  square  miles  of 
desert,  cactus-covered  plains,  deep 
canyons,  and  mountains. 

The  Chisos  Mountains,  from 
7,000  to  7,800  feet,  are  readily 
reached  from  the  Basin  area  by 
hiking  and  riding  trails.  Blacktop 
roads  lead  to  Rio  Grande  canyons. 
Most  of  the  park  facilities  are.in  the  Chisos  Mountains  Basin 
and  Panther  Junction.  A  cottage  development  offers  accommo- 
dations for  100  guests.  There  are  campgrounds  at  Santa  Elena 
Canyon  and  the  Basin.  The  Basin  camp  is  much  cooler  because 
of  its  higher  elevation.  Distances  are  far  in  Big  Bend. 
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LAKE  SUPERIOR

THIS  50-MILE  island  in 
Lake  Superior,  reached  on- 
ly by  boat  or  seaplane,  is 
probably  the  least  visited  of 
the  national  parks  named 
here. 

Isle  Royale  is  50  miles  off 
Michigan's  Keweenaw  Pen- 
insula, 20  miles  from  the  eastern  end  of  Minnesota.  Its  210 
square  miles  are  true  wilderness,  with  long  peninsulas,  rugged, 
cliff-edged  islands.  Brook  and  rainbow  trout  are  fished  in  some 
of  the  streams.  Pike,  perch,  walleyes,  and  trout  are  taken  in 
the  inland  lakes. 

In  July,  the  park  service  expects  to  add  a  new  165-foot  ves- 
sel for  passenger  and  cargo  transportation  from  Houghton, 
Michigan  to  Rock  Harbor.  Three  motor  cruisers  to  Washing- 
ton Harbor  leave  from  Grand  Portage,  Minnesota. 

There  is  a  network  of  trails  and  campgrounds  covering  the 
island.  Rock  Harbor  Lodge  accommodates  about  100  guests. 
Windigo  Inn  is  located  at  Washington  Harbor.

MAINE 


ON  THE  SCENIC  COAST 

of  Maine,  Acadia  National 
Park  occupies  most  of  Mount 
Desert  Island.  The  island's 
reached  by  bridge  as  well  as 
from  the  adjacent  Schoodic 
Peninsula. 

The  rocky,  forested  island 
is  cut  almost  in  half  by  a 
fiord — Somes  Sound.  More 
than  20  lakes  and  ponds  dot 
the  quiet  valleys.  Its  coast- 
line is  dominated  by  great  cliffs,  spouting  reefs,  coves,  and 
spruce-covered  islands.  A  system  of  paved  roads  connects  re- 
sort and  fishing  towns.  From  the  top  of  Mount  Cadillac  (1,530 
feet),  you  get  a  sprawling  view  of  the  whole  complex  pattern 
of  islands,  bays,  inlets,  and  headlands. 

Boat  trips  go  to  most  of  the  island's  famous  harbors  as  well 
as  to  the  Cranberry  Islands.  There  are  campgrounds  at  Black 
Woods  and  Seawall.  Villages  offer  hotel,  motel  rooms.

Smoke-ettoking  memo 

Don't  miss  out  on  the  flavor- plus 
of  hickory  —or  on  the  showman- 
ship of  "tossing  on  the  chips."  For 
adjustment  of  firebox  and  draft, 
and  for  cooking  times,  check  direc- 
tions that  come  with  your  equip- 
ment. Wait  until  charcoal  burns 
down  to  low  heat  before  adding 
hickory.  (Soak  hunks,  crosscuts,  or 
bark  in  water  1  hour;  dampen  saw- 
dust or  flakes  when  you  start  fire.) 
Mahogany  chips  or  fruit  wood  give 
fine  smoke  flavor,  too.  A  review  of 
smoke  cooking  is  given  in  the  June 
1957  Better  Homes  &  Gardens,  page 
140.  Here's  a  brief: 

Hickory-barbecuing  requires  a 
smoke  cooker  with  a  full  hood, 
charcoal  oven,  or  Chinese  oven. 
The  cooking  is  long,  the  heat  indi- 
rect (charcoal  fire,  almost  hickory- 
smothered,  at  one  end,  food  at 
other) .  With  some  grills  you  smoke- 
cook  directly  over  the  fire  with  bar- 
becue lid  closed.  Some  ecjuipment 
permits  both  methods  and  rotisser- 
ie  smoke-barbecuing  in   addition. 

Open  grill  "smoking"  toss  on 
damp  hickory  toward  end  of  broil- 
ing or  rotisserie-roasting. 

Brush-on  "smoking" — for  hur- 
ry-up or  indoors.  Before  cooking, 
brush  burgers,  franks,  or  chicken

with  liquid  smoke,  or  dash  with 
smoked  salt.  Or  add  liquid  smoke 
to  barbecue  sauce.

On  a  lazy  summer  day,  call  on  a  rotis- 
serie  to  do  the  work.  Fun  to  watch  this 
merry-go-round — and  chicken  never 
tasted  so  good! — 

Follow  picture  steps  on  page  97 
for  mounting  one  or  more  2j/£- 
pound  ready-to-cook  fryers  on  ro- 
tisserie.  Test  for  balance  by  cra- 
dling ends  of  spit  in  your  upturned 
hands.  If  meat  tips,  add  counter- 
balances for  easy  weight  adjust- 
ment. Brush  birds  with  Chicken 
Baster  Sauce  or  salad  oil.  Sprinkle 
with  salt  and  pepper,  then  dash 
generously  with  paprika  for  color. 

Attach  spit,  turn  on  motor,  and 
roast  over  the  coals.  Chicken  is 
self-basting  as  it  rotates — juices 
should  bubble  on  the  skin.  For  ex- 
tra flavor,  or  if  birds  look  dry, 
brush  now  and  then  with  Chicken 
Baster  Sauce  during  last  half  hour 
(or  spray  with  pressure-can  barbe- 
cue sauce).

2  pounds  ground  beef* 
Salt  and  pepper

4  large  onion  slices 
1  recipe  Cheese  Mustard 
4  small  tomato  slices 
4  large  stuffed  green  olives 


To  feed  4  hungry  Indians,  pat  out 
four  4-inch  burgers;  four  3-inch 
burgers;  and  four  2-inch  burgers — 
all  a  little  over  x/i  inch  thick.  Place 
on  greased  grill  or  spread  both 
sides  of  patties  with  soft  butter  or 
margarine.  Salt  and  pepper  top 
side.  Broil  over  hot  coals  about  5 
minutes,  turn  and  broil  3  minutes 
more  or  till  done  to  your  liking. 
Season.  Now  to  stack  the  Tepees: 
giant  burger,  onion  slice,  smear  of 
Cheese  Mustard;  middle-size  pat- 
ty, tomato  slice;  midget  burger. 
Top  with  olive  and  drive  wooden 
skewer  through  all.  Makes  4  heap- 
good  Tepees!  Cheese  Mustard: 
Mix  equal  amounts  of  prepared 
mustard  and  triple-use  cheese 
spread  -  that's  all! 

*If  meat  is  lean,  have  about  2 
ounces  of  suet  ground  with  each 
pound.  Burgers  will  be  juicier  and 
more  tender. 

HolisNerie  Boast  Beef 

The  prima  donna  of  the  whole  barbecue 
show.  If  you  stay  even  half  way  on  the 
job,  you  can't  help  but  have  a  show-off 
feast — 

Standing  rib  roast:  Choose  a  3- 
to  5-rib  roast.  Have  meatman  re- 
move short  ribs  and  tie  roast  at 
1-inch  intervals  with  heavy  cord. 
Before  cooking,  let  roast  come  to 
room  temperature.  Fasten  holding 
fork  on  spit.  Estimate  center  ol 
roast  and  insert  spit,  pushing  roast 
onto  holding  fork;  push  in  second 
holding  fork.  Test  balance  by  cra- 
dling ends  of  spit  in  your  upturned 
hands.  If  it  tips,  try  again  (holes  in 
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meat  will  seal  up)  or  add  counter- 
balances. When  balanced,  tighten 
thumbscrews.  Insert  meat  ther- 
mometer at  angle  into  heaviest 
part  of  roast  at  one  end.  (Tip  of 
thermometer  must  not  touch  bone, 
fat,  or  metal  spit.)  Brush  lean  meat 
with  salad  oil. 

Attach  spit,  turn  on  the  motor, 
roast  over  the  coals.  Meat  ther- 
mometer will  read  140°  for  rare, 
160°  for  medium.  170°  for  well 
done.  Allow  2  to  21  •?  hours  for  me- 
dium rare — time  can  be  only  a 
guesstimate,  so  do  use  a  meat  ther- 
mometer. When  roast  is  done  to 
your  liking,  let  it  stand  about  15 
minutes  to  firm  up  before  carving. 
Firebox:  Arrange  coals  and  drip 
pan  same  as  for  Rotisserie  Chicken. 
If  using  an  all-electric  rotisserie  as 
in  picture,  follow  manufacturer's 
directions. 

Rolled  rib  roast:  Ask  your  meat- 
man to  bone  and  roll  the  roast,  and 
to  cover  outside  with  fat,  then  truss 
securely.  Follow  directions  for 
standing  ribs  except  allow  more 
cooking  time — about  23  '2  to  3 
hours  for  medium  rare.

Htrt's  what:  Buy  the 
short,  chubby-type  wieners.  For 
each  string,  cut  off  enough  cord  to 
hold  6,  8,  or  10  wieners  when 
strung  lengthwise.  Knot  end  of 
cord.  Using  skewer  with  eye  as 
needle,  string  on  an  even  number 
of  wieners,  knotting  cord  each  time 
you  slip  one  on  (otherwise  they'll 
all  tumble  off  when  cord  is  cut).

Bake 
45  to  60  minutes  on  the  grill  (about 
twice  as  long  if  hood  is  down)  or 
right  on  top  of  coals.  Turn  potatoes 
occasionally  (unless  hood  is  down). 
Give  'em  the  pinch  test  to  tell  when 
ready  to  eat.  To  serve,  cut  criss- 
cross with  fork  in  top  of  package, 
push  down  on  ends  of  potato,  add 
chunk  of  butter.

1  recipe  Gaucho  Barbecue  Sauce 
or  Plantation  Hot  Sauce 

Yl  lemon,  thinly  sliced 

Yi.  large  onion,  thinly  sliced 
Salt  ribs  and  place  the  slabs,  bone 
side  down,  on  grill  over  slow  coals. 
(Keep  an  eye  on  fire — ribs  tend  to 
dry  out  and  char.)  Broil  about  30 


minutes;  then  turn  meaty  side 
down  and  leave  briefly  until  nicely 
browned.  Turn  meat  side  up  again 
and  broil  about  30  minutes  longer. 
Now  brush  meat  side  with  Sauce; 
peg  on  a  few  slices  of  lemon  and 
onion  with  toothpicks.  Continue  to 
broil  without  turning  about  30 
minutes  or  till  done — no  pink,  and 
meat  will  start  to  pull  away  from 
bones.  (For  smoke  flavor,  last  half 
hour,  toss  on  dampened  hickory.  If 
your  barbecue  has  no  hood,  im- 
provise one — pinch  up  cap  of  alu- 
minum foil  to  cover  ribs  without 
touching.)  Makes  4  servings. 

To  hickory-barbecue  (smoke): 
Place  ribs,  bone  side  down,  on  grill 
of  barbecue-smoker,  away  from  the 
coals.  Add  dampened  hickory  to 
slow  coals  and  close  smoker  hood. 
Hickory-barbecue  about  31  2  hours, 
basting  with  sauce  last  half  hour.

Have  small 
containers  of  sugar,  monosodium 
glutamate,  soy  sauce,  and  beef 
stock  handy.  For  "toss-stirring" 
you'll  want  to  use  two  tools  at  once 
— big  spoon  and  fork. 

Preheat  large  (12-inch)  skillet 
(or  Oriental  saucepan) ;  add  suet 
and  rub  it  over  bottom  and  sides 
to  grease;  when  you  have  about  2 
tablespoons  melted  fat,  remove 
suet.

Kotisserie  Vegetables 

They  are  downright  delicious,  different, 
easy! — 

You  roast  vegetables  whole,  each 
kind  on  a  separate  spit  so  you  can 
start  or  stop  cooking  at  right  time 
— that  way  the  tomatoes  don't  fall 
off  before  the  meat  is  done.  Choose 
one  or  more  of  these :  potatoes,  on- 
ions, squash — pattypan,  zucchini, 
or  acorn —eggplant,  sweet  pota- 
toes, tomatoes,  green  or  red  pep- 
pers (tart  apples,  too). 

Scrub  the  vegetables  —leave  'em 
in  their  jackets;  don't  even  skin 
the  onions.  String  each  kind  on 
skewer.  Brush  with  melted  butter 
or  margarine,  or  salad  oil.  Let  turn 
over  the  coals  till  done,  basting 
now  and  then  with  butter.  Vege- 
tables obligingly  tell  you  "when" 
— they  stand  still  on  the  revolving 
spit.  Tomatoes  cook  in  a  jiffy.  If 
vegetables  get  done  before  the 
meat,  wrap  them  in  foil  and  keep 
warm  at  side  of  grill.  To  serve  the 
eggplant,  cut  in  fourths,  then  on 
with  butter.  With  the  zucchini, 
pass  butter  and  shaker  of  grated 
Parmesan  cheese.  Broiled  pine- 
apple: String  quarters  of  small 
pineapple  lengthwise  on  a  skewer. 
Brush  cut  surface  with  butter  and 
rotisserie-broil  till  slightly  caramel- 
ized and  hot  through.  Each  lucky 
guy  gets  a  luscious  quarter. 

Steak  on  the  ltocks 

Biggest  show-off  on  earth!  You  throw 
the  steak  smack-dab  on  the  coals.  It 
sputters  to  a  wonderful  char  on  the  out- 
side, pink  in  the  middle.  (Allow  your- 
self a  dress  rehearsal  with  family)  — 

Buy  individual  strip  or  T-bone 
steaks  (134  to  l1  2  inches  thick)  — 
or  easier  yet  get  a  big  sirloin  or 
porterhouse  to  serve  several  peo- 
ple. Let  steaks  come  to  room  tem- 
perature. Have  large  area  of  coals 
glowing  hot  -shoo  off  ashes  with 
duster  of  leafy  twigs.  Place  steaks 
right  on  coals  (no  grill  top).  Let 
sear  till  juices  show  on  top  side, 
about  5  minutes.  Turn  steaks  with 
tongs  landing  each  on  new  surface 
of  coals;  sear  about  5  minutes  long- 
er. (The  steak  doesn't  really  burn 
— it  dampens  the  fire.)  Season 
steaks  with  salt  and  pepper — noth- 
ing more,  unless  it's  a  pat  of  butter 
to  skitter  across  the  top.  M-m-m!

Place  ears  (in  husks)  on  grill.  Add 
damp  hickory  to  hot  coals;  cover 
with  hood  and  cook  about  1  hour. 

Hosin  Potatoes 

This  is  how  men  fixed  'em  at  turpentine 
and  rosin  camps.  Follow  suit  and  you'll 
have  the  best  in  baked  potatoes,  plus  a 
good  whiff  of  the  pineivoods   - 

Start  the  fire  in  rosin  potato 
baker  2  hours  before  serving  time 
(it  takes  about  1  hour  for  the  rosin 
to  melt,  and   1   hour  to  bake  the 


potatoes) .  When  rosin  melts  enough 
to  put  thermometer  in,  clip  it  on 
side  of  rosin  kettle.  Scrub  potatoes; 
dry  thoroughly. 

When  rosin  is  completely  melted 
and  temperature  is  275°  to  375°, 
carefully  slip  potatoes  in.  (The 
rosin  will  look  as  if  it  is  boiling 
when  the  potatoes  begin  to  cook — 
actually  the  bubbles  are  steam 
forced  out  of  the  potatoes.  That's 
what  makes  rosin  potatoes  so 
fluffy.)  Potatoes  will  float  when  a 
little  over  half  done.  Allow  about  1 
hour  for  medium  potatoes  cooked 
at  300°.  When  potatoes  are  done 
lift  out  with  wire  loop  or  tongs. 
Wrap  each  in  aluminum  foil  or 
newspaper,  twisting  at  ends.  Pota- 
toes should  stand  10  minutes  before 
serving,  but  may  wait  as  long  as  an 
hour.  With  fork,  slit  potato  through 
foil,  push  open,  pile  on  the  butter, 
sour  cream,  or  favorite  fix-up. 
(Rosin-baked  sweet  potatoes  are 
dandy,  too.)

Tubular  steel  furniture  is  weath- 
erproof if  it  has  a  baked-on  enamel 
finish  that's  treated  to  prevent 
chipping  and  resultant  rust.  Steel 
pieces  are  heavier,  and  slightly  less 
expensive  than  similar  aluminum 
ones. 

Steel  chair  (13)  boasts  cool-arm 
comfoit  of  plastic  cord  wrapping. 
Cord  springs  back  into  shape  after 
each  "sitting."  Chair  and  ottoman 
(3)  feature  mildew-and-fadeproof 
saran  fabric  covering.  They  com- 
bine to  make  a  portable  chaise. 

Wrought  iron  furniture  that  has 
bonderized  finish  is  guaranteed  up 
to  10  years  against  rusting.  An- 
other measure  of  quality  is  the  iron 
thickness;  thin  iron  looks  spindly. 
Look  for  smooth  welds  at  joints, 
and  at  places  where  decoration  is 
attached  (see  below).  Complicated 
scroll  or  leaf  designs  may  add  to  the 
price  of  the  furniture. 


Wrought  aluminum  furniture 
looks  much  like  wrought  iron  but 
has  the  advantage  of  being  both 
rustproof  and  lighter  to  carry. 

The  scuff-resistant  finishes  guard 
against  corrosion,  are  much  tough- 
er than  their  rainbow  of  delicate 
colorings  would  suggest. 

You'll  see  styles  with  classic  sim- 
plicity, a  sculptured  Scandinavian 
look,  in  addition  to  the  popular 
leaf  and  scroll  motifs. 

\\  hat  about  wood? 

Redwood  and  other  wooden  furni- 
ture frames  are  weather  resistant 
if  they  are  properly  finished.  Long 
redwood  tables  and  chaises  should 
be  about  2  inches  thick  for  strength. 
The  widest  boards  in  chair  backs, 
benches,  and  table  tops  show  the 
best  quality;  wood  should  be  knot- 
free.  Faded  redwood  can  be  re- 
newed with  a  good  stain. 

Chaise  pads  of  fabric-backed 
vinyl  and  vinyl-coated  canvas  are 
moisture  repellent,  but  should  be 
kept  out  of  soaking  rain.  Fillings  of 
foam  or  springs  give  extra  comfort. 

Hardwood  (maple  or  birch)  is 
sturdiest  wood  for  such  furniture  as 
deck  (hairs.  Smooth  finish  of  clear 
varnish  or  hard  enamel  keeps  wood 
from  splitting  and  cracking,  pre- 
vents snagged  clothing  and  slivers.

Deck  chair  covers  slip  off  for  wash- 
ing, or  a  quick  change  of  color  (14). 

Or  do  you  prefer  woven 

rattan  or  wicker? 

Rattan  furniture  is  made  of  solid 
jungle  vines.  It  likes  moist  air,  but 
should  be  protected  from  rain,  es- 
pecially if  it's  cushioned.  Thickest 
rattan  (4)  is  used  for  basic  frame 
of  pieces;  the  thinner  varieties  for 
woven  seats  and  backs. 

Quality  rattan  furniture  is  bound 
securely  at  joints  with  rattan  peel. 
Peel  bindings  (outer  skin  of  rattan 
vine)  are  best  because  they  expand, 
contract  with  rattan. 

Peel  is  the  lowest-price  group  of 
casual  furniture,  and  of  course  can- 
not be  expected  to  last  as  long.  It's 
lightweight,  springy,  and  comfort- 
able even  without  cushioning. 

Top-quality  peel  doesn't  have 
the  black  spots  found  on  cheaper 
grades.  Watch  for  close  weave,  firm 
bracing  and  binding.  It's  possible  to 
replace  worn  out  joint  bindings. 

Wicker  furniture  is  made  of  the 
same  willow  brush  that's  used  in 
baskets.  It's  sometimes  coated  with 
vinyl  for  weather  protection.  Wick- 
er, too,  should  be  firmly  woven. 
Legs  are  often  metal  for  strength. 

Remember  umbrellas, 

beach  pads,  hammocks! 

Umbrella  price  and  quality  de- 
pends on  combination  of  several 
features.  De  luxe  umbrellas  have 
aluminum  poles,  crank-type  open- 
ing and  tilting  device  (tight  below), 
a  large  top  diameter,  about  12  ribs, 
and  strong  weatherproof  fabric. 

Less  costly,  good  umbrellas  have 
steel  poles,  adjust  by  hand  pulls 
(left),  are  smaller,  have  about  8 
ribs. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  stint  on  the  fab- 
ric quality.  Strongest  is  nylon  lam- 
inated with  vinyl.  Canvas  should 
be  vinvl  coated  on  both  sides.

Beach  pads  can  double  as  chaise 
cushions;  some  can  even  be  tossed 
into  the  swimming  pool  for  rafts — 
their  electronically  sealed  covers 
are  watertight.  Check  tags  on  all 
cushions  and  pads  for  quality  cov- 
erings suited  to  their  use.

BETWEEN  the  high  peaks  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada  to  the  south 
and  the  Cascades  to  the  north  is 
the  most  recently  active  volcano 
in   the   United   States — Lassen 
Peak.  At  a  height  of  10,453  feet, 
Lassen  Peak  dominates  the  163 
square  miles  of  the  park.  A  23^- 
mile  trail  leads  to  the  top.  Here 
"you  can  see  the  devastation  re- 
sulting from  steaming  lava  and  a  flood  of  mud  and  boulders 
that  roared  down  the  peak  with  such  force  that  it  leveled  a 
forest  three  miles  away.  The  park  road  crosses  these  areas. 

Many  other  exhibits  of  volcanic  activity  can  be  reached  ei- 
ther by  road  or  trails.  Cinder  Cone  has  symmetrical  slopes  of 
loose  cinders.  Fumaroles,  hot  springs,  and  mud  pots  are  found 
in  Bumpass  Hell,  Sulphur  Works,  and  Devils  Kitchen.  For  the 
fisherman,  there  are  30  lakes  well  stocked  with  trout. 

There  are  six  major  campgrounds  in  the  park,  and  a  75- 
room  lodge,  which  also  has  cabins  and  tent  cottages.  Saddle 
and  pack  horses  can  be  obtained  at  Summit  Lake.

ON  THE  CREST  of  the  forested 
Cascade  Range,  Crater  Lake,  sur- 
rounded by  cliffs  and  mountains, 
sits  on  the  top  of  an  extinct  volca- 
no. The  lake,  about  six  miles  in  di- 
ameter, is  almost  a  perfect  circle, 
2,000  feet  deep !  Mountains  rise  up 
to  2,000  feet  above  the  water. 

Mount  Mazama,  the  original 
volcano,  was  once  12,000  feet  high. 
A  gigantic  discharge  of  lava  col- 
lapsed the  top,  forming  the  crater. 
Further  volcanic  activity  pro- 
duced a  miniature  cone  that  now 
projects  above  the  lake  surface — 
Wizard  Island.  Rim  Drive,  7,000  feet  up,  circles  the  lake.  Trails 
and  boat  trips,  some  guided,  are  offered  free. 

Hiking  trails  start  at  Rim  Village;  one  leads  to  the  lake  edge. 
Fishing  is  good  for  rainbow  trout  and  sockeye  salmon.  Crater 
Lake  Lodge  has  rooms  and  cottages.  There  are  four  camp- 
grounds. Klamath  Falls  is  46  miles  south  of  the  park.

A  TRUE  CANYON,   Zion  is  a 
multicolored  gorge  with  walls  that 
rise  vertically  for  half  a  mile.  Walls 
are  not  straight;  they're  cut  back 
to    form    alcoves,    amphitheaters.

NOT  A  CANYON  at  all,  Bryce 
is  the  cliff-lined  edge  of  the  Paun- 
saugunt  Plateau.  Below  the  edge 
of  the  cliffs  rise  beautifully  colored 
columns,  sculptured  by  frost  and 
wind  and  water. 

The  Pink  Cliffs  stretch  for  more 
than  25  miles,  and  the  park  road 
reaches  south  along  their  edge  for 
17  miles.  Photographs  have  never 
quite  captured  the  startling  ero- 
sional  forms  or  the  riotous  blends 
of  color. 

A  full  day  should  be  devoted  to 
driving  the  rim  road.  Then  take 
any  one  of  the  many  trails.  The  Navajo-Comanche  loop  is  one 
of  the  most  striking.  In  early  afternoon,  the  direct  and  reflected 
colors  of  the  rock  formations  are  at  their  best. 

There  are  accommodations  at  Bryce  Inn  and  the  Lodge.  The 
Bryce  campground  was  enlarged  and  modernized  last  year.

►  Experimenting  with  a  new  combination  of  hormones, 
doctors  find  a  way  to  reduce  active  labor

ot  long  ago  I  talked  with  a  young  Brook- 
lyn mother  I'll  call  Mrs.  Sara  Miller.  She  re- 
members the  birth  of  her  first  child  as  an  ex- 
hausting, dragged-out,  grueling  experience. 
But  the  arrival  of  her  second  baby  was  some- 
thing else  again. 

"I  was  wheeled  into  the  labor  room,"  she 
recalls,  "and  one  of  those  drip-things  was  set 
up  to  feed  something  into  my  veins.  I  was  a 
little  foggy,  and  all  set  for  another  long  ordeal. 
You  can  imagine  how  astounded  I  was  when 
they  showed  me  my  baby  less  than  30  minutes 
after  preparations  were  begun!" 

Second  births  are  often  easier  and  swifter 
than  first  births.  Mrs.  Miller's  30-minute  ex- 
perience might  have  happened  naturally.  Oc- 
casionally, it  does.  But  she  had  received  an 
experimental  new  medical  treatment  designed 
to  shorten  the  period  of  active  labor  which,  if 
unassisted,  usually  lasts  from  four  to  eight 
hours — sometimes  as  much  as  24  hours. 

J.  he  new  treatment  introduces  two  natural 
hormones  which  help  to  expedite  normal  la- 
bor. Expertly  given  at  the  right  time  (the 
"drip-thing"  into  her  veins),  the  combined 
hormones  shorten  the  most  painful  stage  of  la- 
bor the  actual  birth  and  delivery  of  the  baby 
— to  about  one  hour  for  first-time  mothers, 
one-half  hour  for  women  who've  already  borne 
children. 

Mrs.  Miller  was  one  of  the  first  58  women 
to  receive  the  birth-hormone  treatment  after 
precise  methods  of  timing  and  administration 
had  been  worked  out  in  trials  on  more  than 
200  women  in  labor.  A  preliminary  report  to 
the  medical  profession,  by  Dr.  Charles  H. 
Birnberg  and  Dr.  Maurice  M.  Abitol  of 
Brooklyn  Jewish  Hospital,  was  published  last 
fall.  Since  then,  childbirth  experiences  of  an- 
other 120  women  confirm  and  supplement  the 
report. 

Ihc  conclusion  is  simply  that  combined  hor- 
mone treatmenl  virtually  ensures  rapid  ter- 
mination of  labor  that  is  sufficiently  advanced 
and  otherwise  normal.  A  woman  must  be  in 
active  labor  with  strong  and  regular  contrac- 
tions before  hormone  treatment  is  begun. 
Earl)  stages  of  labor  when  mild  pains  be- 
gin, subside,  return,  gradually  come  strongei 
and  closer  together     are  not  shortened. 

So  dependable  are  these  speed-up  benefits 
that  if  a  woman  fails  to  deliver  in  an  hour, 
a  serious  impediment  to  normal  birth  is  indi- 


cated. In  that  case,  Caesarean  section  or 
other  emergency  measures  can  be  started  with- 
out subjecting  mother  and  baby  to  prolonged, 
injurious  stresses  of  unproductive  labor. 

Neither  of  the  hormones  is  new  or  artificial. 
Both  are  normally  present,  in  varying  amounts, 
in  the  bodies  of  all  pregnant  women.  Singly, 
each  has  a  wide  background  of  obstetrical  use. 
Their  combined  use — something  like  a  two- 
stage  rocket — is  new,  but  easy  to  understand 
in  principle. 

One  of  the  hormones,  oxytocin,  is  produced 
by  the  pituitary  gland.  It  is  quite  widely  used 
by  experienced  obstetricians  to  stimulate  the 
weak,  desultory  labors  into  vigorous  contrac- 
tions which  speed  the  birth  process. 

The  second  hormone,  relaxin,  is  normally 
present  in  the  blood  at  the  time  of  childbirth, 
but  vanishes  mysteriously  a  few  hours  after 
delivery.  Relaxin  has  not  yet  been  prepared 
as  a  pure  substance,  but  Releasin  and  Cervi- 
laxin,  active  forms  of  relaxin,  have  been  • 
available  to  the  medical  profession  for  the 
past  two  years.  Relaxin's  effect — just  the  op- 
posite of  oxytocin's — is  to  quiet  contractions, 
and  this  has  led  to  its  use  in  the  prevention 
of  premature  labor.  Another  effect,  more  im- 
portant in  normal  labor,  is  to  "dissolve"  firm, 
unyielding  tissues,  to  soften  and  relax  the 
birth  outlet  for  easy  passage  of  the  baby. 

Thus  the  two-stage  action  of  the  hormones 
in  "one-hour  childbirth"  is  simple:  First,  oxy- 
tocin stimulates  forceful  contractions.  Second, 
relaxin  softens  the  birth  passage  so  that  mus- 
cular forces  can  propel  the  baby  efficiently 
and  speedily. 

Xlow  are  combined  hormones  given?  As  far 
as  the  patient  is  concerned,  she  is  scarcely 
aware  of  being  "treated"  at  all.  A  tube  con- 
nects a  needle  with  liquid-filled  bottles.  Dilut- 
ed hormones  seep  unfelt  into  the  blood,  drop 
by  drop.  Oxytocin  is  given  first,  and  when 
contractions  are  strong  and  regular,  relaxin  is 
administered  for  about  IS  minutes.  Combined 
action — stimulation  of  birth  forces  and  soften- 
ing of  the  passageway — mercifully  coincide  to 
make  the  period  of  labor  shorter. 

How  much  shorter?  Of  Doctor  BirabeYg's 
early  patients,  26  who  were  having  their  first 
babies,  and  who  received  oxytocin  alone, 
averaged  3  hours  and  25  minutes  of  labor.  A 
comparable  group  of  first-time  mothers  who

.rVcne  is  a  minor  disease  that  cre- 
ates major  misery.  More  than  half 
of  our  young  people  have  the  con- 
dition, ranging  from  an  occasional 
bump  to  a  full-scale  outbreak. 

The  cause  of  acne  is  unknown. 
Some  researchers  believe  it  results 
from  a  disturbance  in  hormone  bal- 
ance during  adolescence.  The  seba- 
ceous glands  in  the  skin  become 
overactive,  their  outlets  become 
plugged,  and  then  blackheads,  red 
papules,  and  cysts  develop.  These 
become  infected  by  bacteria,  the 
skin  tissue  is  destroyed,  and.  after 
healing,  depressed  scars  are  left. 

Many  young  people  with  acne 
vulgaris — the  medical  name  for 
chronic  outbreaks  of  pimples  and 
blackheads — make  a  fairly  good 
social  adjustment.  Others,  how- 
ever, refuse  to  go  to  parties  or  join 


in  school  acii\  hies.  Often  they  may 
console  themselves  with  excessive 
amounts  of  rich  foods  which  add  to 
the  trouble. 

Here  is  a  safe  program  for  the 
boy  or  girl  who  starts  to  have 
acne-type  eruptions:  Control  diet 
by  cutting  out  excessive  fats  and 
sweets;  do  not  use  facial  cleansers 
or  cosmetics  that  add  oil  to  the 
skin ;  wash  skin  with  soap  and  wa- 
ter three  times  daily,  and  apply  to 
the  pustules  every  night  one  of  the 
applications  recommended  for  the 
condition. 

There  are  numerous  prepara- 
tions for  local  use  in  the  form  of  lo- 
tions, creams,  or  cakes.  All  depend 
chiefly  on  their  sulfur  content  for 
ellectiveness.  Lotto  alba  (literally, 
white  lotion)  is  an  inexpensive 
preparation,  available  at  any  drug- 
store without  a  prescription. 

Remember  that,  all  too  often, 
scarred,  pitied  skin  is  the  result  of  a 


neglected  "attack  of  pimples."  If 
skin  doesn't  clear  in  a  reasonable 
time,  the  family  doctor  should  be 
consulted  for  direction  of  skin  care. 
Early  medical  care  not  only  saves 
mental  and  social  suffering,  it  also 
prevents  scarring  or  holds  it  to  a 
minimum. 

The  doctor  will  make  a  study  of 
the  young  person's  general  health. 
A  blood  test  may  show  anemia, 
which  can  be  relieved  by  iron 
medication.  Badly  infected  tonsils 
may  have  to  be  removed,  and 
sometimes  skin  improvement  fol- 
lows the  operation. 

The  physician  will  usually  guide 
the  adolescent's  diet,  too.  Candy, 
sundaes,  chocolate,  nuts,  potato 
chips,  French  fried  potatoes,  pie, 
frosted  cakes,  butter,  and  cream 
are  on  the  "avoid"  list.  Iodized  salt 
and  shellfish,  with  high  iodine  con- 
tent, are  on  the  list,  too. 

Since  most  acne  patients  are  still 


growing  rapidly,  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  necessary  calories 
are  provided  in  sufficient  quantity 
in  fruits,  vegetables,  meat,  eggs, 
and  skim  milk.  In  any  event,  a 
multiple  vitamin  capsule  should  be 
taken  daily  to  protect  the  young 
patient  from  deficiencies. 

In  addition  to  dietary  controls, 
doctors  have  successfully  used  ul- 
traviolet light,  a  carbon  dioxide 
slush,  surgery,  and  X-ray  treat- 
ments for  acne.  Girls  (but  not  boys) 
may  be  helped  by  minimum  doses 
of  a  sex  hormone. 

Carbon  dioxide  slush  is  a  med- 
ical mixture  made  from  the  well- 
known  "dry  ice."  It  is  applied  di- 
rectly to  the  eruptions,  for  a  brief 
period.  This  treatment  should  be 
given  only  by  a  physician.  An  over- 
dose of  carbon  dioxide  slush  can 
cause  blisters  and  skin  destruction. 

X-ray  therapy  usually  consists  of 
1 0  to  1 5  treatments  given  at  weekly 
intervals.  Generally  speaking,  a 
course  of  X-ray  treatments  may  not 
be  repeated.  For  this  reason,  der- 
matologists like  to  wait  until  the 
patient  is  1 8  or  over  before  using 
X-ray  since  the  chance  of  further 
attacks  of  acne  is  much  greater  in 
the  patient  under  18. 

There's  a  misconception  that 
X-ray  treatment  of  acne  results  in 
pitting.  Actually,  it's  the  disease  it- 
self that  damages  the  skin. 

Acne's  most  serious  threat  is  a 
scarred,  unsocial  personality.  Par- 
ents must  not  view  the  condition 
casually  as  something  the  boy  or 
girl  will  outgrow.

All-important  adhesion,  which  keeps 
the  tread  on  the  carcass  and  the  four  plies  sticking

Continued  high 
speeds  will  make  some  of  this  de- 
terioration permanent. 

Drivers  who  live  in  areas  where 
high  speeds  are  habitual  should 
purchase  special  tires  made  for  this 
purpose  by  most  manufacturers. 
Rigid  nylon  construction  penalizes 
the  ride  somewhat;  thinner  treads 
for  better  cooling  give  less  mileage. 
But  they  have  been  safety  proved 
in  police  work  and  in  stock  car 
racing. 

The  100-level  tires  are  the  most 
economical  ones  for  general  use. 
Premium  tires,  not  designed  for 
high  speeds  as  is  commonly  sup- 
posed, give  a  softer  ride,  have 
thick,  long-wearing  treads  and 
usually  incorporate  some  form  of 
extra  blowout  protection.  Their 
special  tread  designs  are  particu- 
larly beneficial  in  wet  weather 
when  the  front  half  of  the  contact 
surface  "squeegees''  the  pavement 
dry  so  that  the  rear  half  can  grip 
for  a  stop. 

The  second-line.  90-level  tire 
can  be  recognized  by  its  obsoles- 
cent tread  pattern.  An  old  model 
car  and  these  tires  make  a  reason- 
ably satisfactory  team  if  you  drive 
cautiously.

The  bargain  basement,  third-line 
tires  or  recaps  are  satisfactory  for 
commuter  service  but  should  never 
be  used  on  a  vacation-bound  car. 
The  very  thing  that  makes  an  old 
shoe  comfortable  for  a  long  walk 
conspires  against  a  recap — the 
carcass  has  given  up  fighting  back. 

A  much  better  bet,  when  saving 
money  is  important,  is  to  buy  a  set 
of  first-line  factory  rejects  through 
a  reputable  dealer.  No  tire  with 
more  than  a  harmless  surface  blem- 
ish is  allowed  out  of  the  plant  into 
these  channels  so  you  can  feel  rea- 
sonably safe  about  such  a  purchase. 

Are  tubeless  tires  safer? 

Obviously  many  people  still  do 
not  think  so  because  rubber  com- 
panies report  with  surprise  that 
tubeless  tires  currently  account  for 
only  40  percent  of  replacement 
sales,  despite  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  standard  equipment  on 
all  American  cars  since  1955. 

Perhaps  people  do  not  yet  realize 
that  a  tubeless  tire  can  be  used  on 
any  solid  wheel  it  will  fit,  provided 
the  rim  is  thoroughly  clean.  They 
thus  miss  a  safety  advantage  that 
can  be  demonstrated  with  two  toy 
balloons.  Blow  them  up  and  punc- 


ture one.  It  pops  and  disintegrates. 
Stick  a  piece  of  cellophane  tape  on 
the  other  and  puncture  it  through 
the  tape.  This  slight  reinforcement 
is  enough  to  keep  the  balloon  intact 
while  the  air  slowly  escapes  through 
the  hole. 

The  skin  of  the  balloon  is  equiva- 
lent to  the  air-sealing  liner  in  a 
tubeless  tire.  A  tube,  on  the  other 
hand,  being  only  loosely  held  by 
its  surrounding  tire,  can  and  some- 
times does  disintegrate  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  slight  puncture.  For  fur- 
ther proof,  try  inflating  a  balloon 
inside  a  paper  bag  until  it  is  taut 
against  the  sides.  It  will  still  blow 
when  you  stick  it  with  a  needle. 

Is  tire  care  vital? 

Yes,  particularly  when  guarding 
against  underinflation.  But  to 
prove  it,  let's  go  back  to  the  Kan- 
sas Turnpike.  Should  you  sneak 
10  mph  on  the  speed  limit,  or  have 
500  extra  pounds  of  family  and  lug- 
gage aboard,  or  be  running  one  tire 
at  22  instead  of  the  recommended 
26  pounds  of  air  pressure — a  differ- 
ence hardly  visible — the  tempera- 
ture inside  the  tire  could  climb  to 
280  degrees.  Tires  are  cured  in  molds 
at  only  300  degrees.  Twenty  minutes 
under  any  of  these  conditions  can 
come  perilously  close  to  transform- 
ing those  four  rubber  cakes  back 
into  their  original  ready-mix  state. 

Inflation  pressures  are  contro- 
versial. Auto  manufacturers,  who 
understandably  desire  the  softest 
possible  cushion  for  their  custom- 
ers,  are  constantly  pressuring  for 


less  pressure.  They  now  recom- 
mend 24  to  26  pounds  cold,  depend- 
ing upon  the  make  of  car  and  its 
average  laden  weight. 

The  lower  pressure  has  but  one 
sound  technical  advantage  which 
again  can  be  demonstrated  with  a 
toy  balloon.  Take  a  partially  filled 
one  and  prod  it  with  a  blunt  object 
like  the  stem  of  a  pipe.  The  balloon 
will  give  way  without  rupture. 
Now  fill  it  to  the  point  of  bursting 
and  try  again.  Very  little  effort  will 
cause  it  to  blow. 

This  exercise  simulates  a  tire 
passing  over  a  brick  or  pounding 
into  a  chuckhole.  A  normally  in- 
flated tire  hitting  a  brick  at  40  mph 
will  deflect  almost  to  its  wheel  rim 
without  permanent  damage.  Un- 
derinflated,  it  could  pinch  against 
the  rim  and  fail;  overinflated,  the 
blow  borders  on  being  more  than 
the   pressure-stiff  cords  can  hold. 

However,  the  problem  of  heat 
build-up  from  flexible,  low-pres- 
sure tires  is  much  more  critical. 
Unlike  the  brick,  it  cannot  be 
dodged.  Therefore,  tire  engineers 
unanimously  recommend  that  all 
cross-country  drivers  ignore  the 
handbook  and  while  the  tires  are  still 
cold,  add  four  pounds  of  air  pres- 
sure. Never,  they  plead,  touch  the 
air  valves  when  the  tires  are  hot. 
Pressure  gained  from  heat  is 
planned  on;  bleeding  it  off,  as  so 
many  service  station  attendants 
are  anxious  to  do,  results  in  an  un- 
derinflated,  dangerous  tire. 

Remember  also  that  tires  are

and  relaxin  averaged  1  hour  and 
20  minutes;  three  delivered  in  50 
minutes. 

Thirty  "multiparas,"  or  women 
who  had  had  one  or  more  children, 
had  an  average  length  of  labor  of 
1  hour  and  45  minutes  with  only 
Oxytocin.  A  similar  group  of  10 
women  averaged  26  minutes  with 
combined  relaxin  and  oxytocin. 

Short  labor  is  a  blessed  gift  to  the 
mother,  but  what  about  the  baby? 
Is  it  injured  in  any  way  by  so  rapid 
an  entry  into  the  world?  On  the 
contrary,  the  possibility  of  injury 
to  the  baby  usually  is  lessened  if 
the  outlet  is  softened  to  permit 
easy  passage. 

Because  of  the  hazards  to  the  ba- 
in of  prolonged  and  fruitless  labor. 
Doctor  Birnberg  says  that  "the 
most  important  use  of  hormones  is 
in  determining  promptly  whether 
normal  birth  can  be  accomplished . ' ' 

Despite  the  best  prenatal  obser- 
vation, an  obstetrician  can  never 
be  absolutely  certain  that  a  woman 
will  be  able  to  deliver  her  baby 
naturally.  In  doubtful  cases,  a  trial 
of  labor  is  resorted  to.  The  woman 
is  allowed  to  go  into  active  labor  in

hope  that  she  will  deliver  normal- 
ly. Frequently  she  does.  But  some- 
times fruitless  labor  goes  on  for 
hours  before  Caesarcan  section  or 
other  emergency  measures  are  un- 
dertaken. During  this  time,  the 
baby  is  squeezed  and  perhaps  suf- 
fers from  anesthetics  given  to  the 
mother  or  from  insufficient  oxygen. 
With  combined  hormones,  a 
trial  labor  of  about  one  hour  is  suf- 
ficient. If  birth  does  not  occur 
within  that  time,  further  labor  is 
probably  useless  and  will  merely 
inflict  unnecessary  injury  and  suf- 
fering upon  mother  and  child. 
Timely  measures  can  then  be  un- 
dertaken without  delay. 

JLhe  principle  of  combined  hor- 
mones to  expedite  labor  is  new, 
and  not  yet  a  standard  medical 
treatment  in  all  maternity  centers. 
Much  remains  to  be  learned  and 
obstetricians  continue  to  study.  At 
the  present  time,  the  new  treat- 
ment is  carried  out  only  in  well- 
equipped  hospitals  under  the  su- 
pervision of  obstetricians  who  have 
expert  knowledge  of  both  their  pa- 
tients and  the  hormones.

Extra  passengers  and  all  gear  must 
be  compensated  for  accordingly 
Thirty  pounds  per  tire  is  a  good 
round  pressure  for  a  heavily  laden, 
vacation-bound  car. 

Should  new  tires  be 
"broken  in"? 

A  new  tire  can  be  compared  to  a 
new  book.  A  bibliophile  always 
flexes  his  latest  find  gently  before 
settling  down  to  read.  A  new  tire 
should  be  broken  in  in  much  the 
same  manner.  Experiments  show 
that  a  factory-fresh,  100-level  tire 
of  any  brand  can  be  blown  out  on 
a  test  wheel  in  eight  minutes  at  100 
mph  if  run  up  to  that  speed  imme- 
diately. Identical  tires,  if  broken  in 
at  4i)  mph  for  a  while,  will  run  for 
long  periods  at  the  higher  speed. 
It  is  therefore  wise  to  purchase  new 
tires  a  few  weeks  ahead  of  a  long 
vacation  trip.  The  initial  easy  flex- 
ing from  city  pavements  will  give  a 
substantial  bonus  in  safe,  open- 
country  mileage. 

^  hat  about  balancing? 

Proper  balancing  can  contribute 
many  miles  to  both  tire  and  car 
life.  Most  drivers  soon  notice  the 
objectionable  shimmy  of  unbal- 
anced front  wheels,  but  remote  vi- 
brations from  the  rear  are  less  ob- 
vious. The  need  for  balancing  can 
be  assumed  when  you  purchase 
new  tires.  Checks  at  the  factory  are 
made  mostly  to  ensure  against  hid- 
den defects.  The  operator  there 
does  not  have  available  to  him  your 
wheel  and  brake  drum  which  are 
normally  out  of  balance  each  in  its 
own  right.  As  everything  rotates 
together,  the  whole  must  be  bal- 
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anced  as  an  assembly,  preferably 
on  the  car. 

Allow  a  waiting  period  to  per- 
mit the  new  tire  to  assume  its  final 
shape.  They  all  "grow"  about  one 
or  two  percent  in  each  dimension 
during  the  first  lew  weeks  of  service. 

About  the  only  cause  for  chronic 
unbalance  is  a  defective  tire,  re- 
placeable on  a  warranty. 

Will  tires  ever  be  perfect? 

They  are  steadily  improving. 
Back  in  flapper  days,  the  average 
bone-jarring  clincher  tire  survived 
(our  punctures  and  10,000  miles, 
cost  $2.35  per  pound  to  buy,  and  a 
half  cent  per  mile  to  run.  Today's 
tires  can  go  four  times  as  far,  are 
relatively  puncturcproof,  carry 
twice  the  load  at  three  times  the 
average  speed,  and  despite  the  in- 
flated dollar,  will  wear  for  10  miles 
on  the  same  half  cent. 

The  tire  of  the  immediate  future 
will  be  readily  recognizable  and 
will  demand  no  special  servicing. 
Most  likely  change  is  that  you  will 
have  only  four  to  worry  about.  Al- 
ready, three  manufacturers  of  sta- 
tion wagons  specify  a  special  tire 
with  two  separated  air  chambers. 
Tests  showed  that  even  with  all 
four  outer  chambers  punctured,  a 
car  so  equipped  could  go  long  dis- 
tances to  help  by  riding  at  mod- 
erate speed  on  the  two-ply  liner  of 
the  inner  chamber. 

The  biggest  problem,  both  past 
and  future,  is  with  drivers  who  ha- 
bitually speed.  However,  tire  man- 
ufacturers can  neither  moralize  nor 
enforce  the  law,  so  their  ultimate 
goal  is  to  sell  you  a  product  that 
even  in  its  cheapest  form  will  be  ab- 
solutely safe  under  any  conditions 
and  without  any  "ifs"  attached.
